The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  work  done  on  the 
public  parks  during  the  year,  a  more  detailed  description  of 

which  will  bo  found  in  the  City  Engineer*^  report  in  the 
Appendix : 

27ie  i^e/w-. 

The  Fenway  drive  was  completed  and  opened  early  in  the 
season;  the  office  building  and  yard  were  removed  from 
Westland  entrance,  which  was  graded  and  planted.  Con- 
siderable work  was  also  done  towards  the  completion  of 

Treniont  entran('o,  i\w,  ro:i(l  on  tlie  west  side  of  wliich  was 
finislicd  und  opened  lo  travel.  The  stonc-erusher  has  been 
kopt  in  ojiemtiou  this  winter  in  proparinix  stone  for  use  on 
the  drives  yet  to  l)e  Hurfaccd  at  this  entrance,  and  on 
Audubon  road,  from  Brookline  avenue  to  Beacon  street. 
Enough  stone  will  be  prepared  by  spring  when  the  crusher 
can  be  removed,  and  the  Tremont  entrance  finished.  This 
entrance,  with  a  short  section  of  shore  path  between  it  and 
Fen  brid«^e,  is  all  that  remains  to  be  done  on  the  Fens  so 
far  as  it  is  the  intention  to  finish  il  at  present. 
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The  Bostoa  Electric  Light  Company  is  laying  the  imder- 
graand  cable  and  erecting  the  posts  for  forty-five  arc  lights, 
which  will  be  installed  early  in  the  spring,  therehy  making 
il  possible  for  the  Departmeut  to  keep  the  Fens  open  at 

night. 

Four  houses  are  already  built  on  the  Fenway,  and  it  is 
expected  that  more  will  be  erected  this  season.  The 
oompletioa  and  lighting  of  the  Fens  will  invite  the  early 
occapation  of  its  frontage  for  handsome  residences,  and 
hasten  the  development  of  the  adjoining  marsh  lands  which 
are  now  l>oing  filled,  and  on  which  streets  will  soon  be  hild 
out.  The  necesHity  of  providing  transit  facilities  fia*  this 
territory,  by  some  rout^  through  the  Feus,  has  received  the 
attention  of  the  Board,  and  plans  have  been  made  to  pro- 
vide a  separate  way  for  the  electric  cars  to  pass  north  of 
Boylston  road  and  under  Charlesgate  West.  This  scheme 
will  leave  the  driveways  free  from  daiisfer,  carriasfes  not 
U'Iiil:  obliirej  (o  t  Toss  the  t nicks  of  tiie  ehjctric  cai's  at 
grade.  The  Board  feels  that  the  safety  aud  convenience 
obtained  thereby  will  justify  the  added  expense,  which  will 
not  be  large. 

7%e  Biverway, 

Work  has  been  pushed  on  this  section  of  the  Parkway 
with  the  result  that  the  driveway  has  been  opened  from 
Brookline  avenue  to  Tremont  street.  This  was  dt>no  with 
the  aid  of  a  considerable  force  from  the  Street  Department, 
which  at  the  instance  of  the  Mayor  was  kindly  placed  at  the 
disposal  of  the  Board  by  the  Superintendent  of  Streets. 
Ahbousrh  opened  very  late  in  the  season,  the  use  already 
m-ddii  of  this  driveway  shows  the  appreciation  in  which  it  is 
held  by  the  citizens  gcnendly,  and  tho  completion  of  the 
pLintations,  walks,  aud  bridges  will  render  it  far  more 
ittractive. 
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Oi'tiaiiiental  stone  bridges  to  carry  Brookiiiie  avenue  and 
Bellevue  street  over  the  river,  aad  Trenioiif,  f^troet  over  the 
outlet  of  Leverett  pond,  were  constructed  jointly  with  the 
townof  Brooklinei  Similar  bridges,  Bpanning  Hxb  ride  and 
riyer,  to  carry  the  crosswalk  from  near  Bemer  street  to 
the  Brookline  side,  near  the  relocated  Longwood  station, 
were  built  also  in  conjunction  with  Brookline.  This  walk 
will  be  carried  by  a  bridge  over  the  railroad  to  Chapel 
street,  which  has  been  completed  from  Colchester  street  to 
Longwood  ayenne.  A  stone  bridge  to  carry  the  ride  oyer 
the  river  to  Audubon  road,  with  arches  over  the  paths  on 
bofh  sides  of  the  river,  and  a  footway  under  the  bridge  to 
connect  these  paths,  is  now  in  }>n>coss  oi'  conntruction  and 
will  be  finished  early  in  the  summer.  An  iron  deck  bridir^^ 
with  granite  abutments,  to  carry  Audul>on  road  over  the 
Boston  &  Albany  Railroad,  is  practically  completed,  and  a 
contract  for  filling  the  extension  of  Audubon  road  to 
Beacon  street  has  been  let,  which  work  is  making  rapid 
progress.  The  surfacing  of  this  road  from  Brookline 
avenue  to  its  terminus  at  Beacon  street  is  all  that  is 
required  to  complete  the  driveways  iu  the  Kiverway. 

The  Administration  building,  adjoining  the  railroad  at 
Audubon  bridge,  and  built  under  contract  from  designs  by 
Shepley,  Butan,  &  Coolidge,  was  finished  early  in  the  season 
and  occupied  by  the  deportment,  thus  making  it  possible  to 
abandon  the  temj)orary  quarters  ut  Wc^^tlaiid  Entrance. 
A  considerable  amount  of  gmding  yet  remains  unfinished 
about  this  building  and  adjoining  the  Bridle  Path  bridge. 

Besides  the  surfacing  of  the  driveway,  and  the  work  above . 
referred  to,  nearly  60,000  cubic  yards  of  gravel  were  de- 
livered and  placed  at  finished  grades,  and  about  25,000  cubic 
yards  of  loam  were  transpoi*t«d  from  Ashland  by  the  Boston 
&  Albany  Kailroad  under  contract.    The  loam  has  been 
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(liotributed  on  the  areas  to  be  planted  by  Moulton  Ss  O'Ma- 
honey  in  connection  with  their  contract  for  grading  at 
Lererett  park,  the  aurplos  material  from  the  latter  being 
used  in  filling  and  grading  the  Riverway.   The  ride  has  been 

burfaced  with  sciveiied  gnivel  throughout  its  length,  and  the 
plantations  have  been  prepuied  for  the  plantin^j^  which  will  be 
done  in  the  spring.  Walls  were  built  to  retain  the  bai<k^ 
where  cutting  down  was  reqnired  and  where  agreements  had 
been  made  with  the  owners  of  the  adjoining  estates.  The 
surfjMdng  of  the  walks  and  the  raising  of  the  water  in  the 
river,  which  latter  can  be  done  when  the  Bridle  Path  bridge 
i>  L-oruplctod,  Will  make  the  Rivcrway  an  attractive  resort 
the  coming  summer.  The  only  remaining  work  not  pro- 
vided for  is  the  Longwood  bridir^',  preliminary  plans  for 
which  have  been  prepared  by  Shepley,  Kutan,  A  Coolidge. 
Hie  building  of  this  bridge  will  require  concurrent  action 
by  the  town  and  city,  and  the  unsafe  condition  of  the 
pres(Mit  unsightly  structure  will  no  doubt  hasten  its  early 
Lonstniction.  It  will,  when  completed,  be  one  of  the  finest 
bridges  in  the  Park  system. 

LevereU  Park. 

This  section  of  the  Fbrkway,  lying  between  Tremont  and 

I'erkins  streets,  cora prises  sixty  acres  of  land  in  Boston  and 
fifteen  acres  in  Bionkline,  and  contains  Leverett  pond,  of 
twelve  acres ;  Ward's  pond,  of  2-^^  acres ;  Willow  pond ;  and  a 
number  of  smaller  ponds  or  pools,  most  of  the  latter  being 
provided  for  the  proposed  Natural  History  €rarden  which  it 
is  expected  that  tiie  Boston  Society  of  Natural  History  will 
sometime  establish  heie.  The  land  is  diversified  with 
wood:-*  and  a  con^jiderable  stretch  of  greenswaid,  and  being 
park-like  in  character,  and  ol  suiHcient  area,  it  has  been 
named  Leverett  Park,  which  name  had  already  been  applied 
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to  the  largest  sheet  of  water  within  its  iimits,  having  been 
associated  with  this  territory  in  the  early  years  of  the  settle- 
meot  of  Boston. 

The  work  of  grading  the  drives,  walk,  and  ride,  and  exca- 
vating the  ponds,  which  occupied  all  of  last  season,  has  made 
substantial  t)rogrcss,  and  the  drive  has  been  ballasted  and 
covered  with  crushed  stone  for  about  one-third  of  its  length. 
The  work  of  removing  the  ledge  which  obstructs  the  drive, 
about  midway  of  the  park,  has  begun  and  will  be  con- 
tinued through  the  winter  to  supply  the  stone  needod  for 
the  completion  of  the  roads  and  walks.  It  is  expected  that 
this  p:irk  will  be  completed  during  the  comiug  yc;u,  the 
work  ou  the  Brookiiue  part  being  ahready  substantially  com- 
plete. 

Jamaica  I'ark* 

The  grading  of  the  drive,  ride,  and  walk  along  the 
easterly  border  of  the  park  and  the  re-forming  of  the  shore  of 

the  pond  to  make  room  for  these  const  motions,  have  pro- 
gressed rapidly  during  the  year,  and  will  l>e  fiuislicd  early 
in  the  season.  It  has  l  i  (  ii  decided  to  excavate  the  shore  of 
the  pond  on  the  site  of  the  ice-houses,  near  Pond  street,  to 
secure  material  for  filling  the  Arborway,  and  to  extend  the 
water-sur&ce  already  somewhat  contracted  by  the  filling  along 
the  Pond-street  line.  No  determination  has  been  reached 
concerning  the  bathing  arranffements  at  this  place  which 
were  shown  on  tlie  Landscape  Architect's  plan  of  the  park 
])iib]i8hed  in  the  last  annual  report.  Considerable  opposi- 
tion to  this  feature  of  the  plan  has  been  aroused,  and  the 
matter  will  be  heard  on  petition  at  an  early  day.  Plans  for 
a  boating  and  skating  pavilion  at  the  entrance  to  the  pond 
from  Pond  street  are  l)eing  prepared  by  the  City  Architect, 
and  it  is  exi)ettcd  that  the  buildin*^  will  be  readv  for  use 
before  the  next  skating  season..  The  removal  of  the  ice- 
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booses  and  other  buildings  from  this  section  of  the  park  has 
added  very  much  to  the  attractiyenesa  of  the  pond,  and 
tfa-eady  shows  the  possihilftfes  of  ftituve  development,  which 

v\  ili  make  the  park  a  uniqiu;  It  aluro  in  a  series  of  iim  ivalled 
pleasure-grounds.  Tlie  surikciiig  of  the  a})ove-meiitiout;d 
drive,  ride,  and  walk  will  be  completed  this  year. 

Arborway, 

The  grading  of  the  ArUoi  way  between  Pond  mid  Centre 
streets  with  the  sm  phis  material  from  Jamaica  park  is  nearly 
completed,  and  the  ballasting  of  the  main  driveway  is  being 
done  as  the  weather  permits.   A  conduit  to  take  the  waters 
of  a  small  affluent  of  Stony  brook,  which  formerly  ran 
throngfa  the  meadow,  has  been  built  to  the  Arboretum,  where 
the  water  emerges  in  an  open  brook,  with  ponded  areas, 
from  which  it  will  be  carried  under  the  Parkway  faitiier 
along  by  a  culvert  which  is  now  being  constructed.  The 
grading  of  the  Parkway  and  traffic  road  along  the  easterly 
side  of  the  Arboretum  has  also  made  considerable  progress, 
and  wOI  be  finished  early  in  the  season.   It  is  not  intended 
to  surface  this  section  of  the  Arborway  at  present,  as  the  ad- 
joining drive  of  the  Arl)oretum  furnishes  a  reasonably  direct 
route  through  to  South  street. 

The  completion  of  that  part  of  the  Arborway  between 
South  and  Washington  streets  must  be  deferred  until  the 
nusing  of  the  tracks  of  the  New  York,  Now  Haven,  &  Hart- 
ford Railroad,  which  are  to  be  carried  over  this  section  by 
triple  stone  arches.  A  temporary  wooden  l)ridge  has  been 
built  over  Stony  brook,  the  trrading  of  the  section  J)etweon 
Washington  and  Forest  Hills  streets  is  nearly  completed, 
and  the  ballasting  of  the  centre  driveway  is  partlyfinished. 
This  portion  of  the  Arborway,  and  th%t  between  Pond  and 
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Centre  streets^  will  be  completed  and  opened  to  tiayel  dar* 
iDg  the  ensuing  year. 

AmM  Arboretum. 
Some  tiniBbing  work  hm  boon  doru  at  tlio  top  of  Biissey 
hill.  The  excavation  of  new  chaimeLs  for  the  brook  at  the 
foot  of  the  hill  and  through  the  meadow  near  the  Centre- 
Btreet  entrance,  and  the  grading  of  the  adjoining  slopes, 
have  been  completed.  The  building  of  walls  and  gateways 
at  the  Forest  Hills  and  Walter  street  entrances,  additional 
paths  to  afford  more  direct  access  to  the  top  of  Bnssey  hill, 
and  shorter  routes  through  ceilaiii  parts  of  the  Arboretum, 
will  be  completed  as  the  exigencies  of  the  work  on  other 
portions  of  the  park  system  will  permit  of  their  being  under* 
taken. 

Franklin  Park, 

Scarboro'  pond,  seyen  acres  in  area,  has  been  completed 
and  will  be  filled  in  the  spring  to  its  summer  level,  which 
will  ^ve  a  depth  of  eight  feet.  The  natural  supply  of 
water  will  he  supplemented  by  the  water  of  Jamaica  pond, 

forced  through  jiipos  from  the  Puraping-station  to  a  rcijorvoir 
to  be  built  on  soino  elevated  ground  in  the  park.  The.-?o 
pipes  are  being  laid  by  the  Water  Department,  and  by  the 
use  of  stand-pipes  at  convenient  distances  will  also  supply  * 
water  for  road-sprinkling.  Soarboro'  pond  will  add  very 
materially  to  the  attractiveness  of  this  part  of  Fntnklin 
park. 

In  winter  the  water  level  will  be  lowered  to  a  depth  of 

four  feet  to  make  it  safe  for  skating,  and  with  the  Hooded 
area  of  Nazingdale  will  furnish  ^ooH  opportunities  for  this 
recreation.  Plans  for  a  boutini^  and  skatinur  house,  estimated 
to  cost  $15,000,  have  been  prepared  by  the  City  Architect, 
but  have  -not  yet  been  adopted  by  the  Board.  Some 
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provisioa  for  these  purposes  ought  to  be  made,  the  question 
reseired  for  dificusHlon  being  the  eictent  to  which  they  should 
be  provided  for. 

Two  bridges  spanning  tlie  pond  have  been  built,  one  to 

carry  the  footpiith  across  the  northerly  end,  tlie  other  for 
the  Circuit  drive.  They  arc  iaiilj^tantial  stone  arches,  dc- 
siigned  by  Sliopley,  Riitan,  &  Coolidge  in  conference  with 
the  Landscape  Architects. 

The  completion  of  Scarboro'  bridge  and  the  ('ircuit  drive 
enabled  the  Board  to  throw  open  to  use  last  fall  more  than 
a  mile  of  additional  driveway  through  a  section  of  the  park 
which  until  then  had  been  closed  to  carriages.  This  allows 
visitors  to  drive  through  the  park  without  returning  at  least 
a  part  of  the  way  over  the  sainc  route  as  luM  elofons  and 
I  iT  ids  new  and  extensive  views  of  the  park  scenery  which 
were  not  before  a^  ailaljle. 

Entrances  to  the  Circuit  drive  have  been  made  from 
Morton  and  Canterbury  streets,  and  plans  are  being  pre- 
pared for  the  Forest  Hills  entrance,  which  will  connect  this 
drive  with  the  Arborway.  These  plans  include  a  stone  arch 
for  a  traffic  road,  at  a  lower  level,  to  connect  Forest  HiUs 
with  Morton  street  at  the  main  entrance  of  Forest  Hills 
cemetery,  furnishing  access  to  the  latter  without  the  ne- 
cessity »)f  crossing  the  Parkway  at  grade.  This  road  will 
also  all'ord  a  convenient  route  for  electric  cars  to  approach 
the  park  and  cemetery.  It  is  believed  that  the  avoidance 
of  a  grade  crossing  of  the  electric  cars  and  the  immunity 
from  delays  by  more  or  less  frequent  funeral  processions 
will  justify  the  added  expense  of  this  arrangement. 

More  than  six  miles  of  driveway  and  eight  miles  of  walks 
have  now  been  completed  in  Franklin  park,  and  with  the 
construction  of  Janiaicaway  and  Arborway  throii;::]i  Leverett 
park,  Jamaica  park,  and  tiip  Arboretum  during  the  present 
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season,  the  number  of  v  i>itor.«*  in  carriagea  to  Franklin  park  '■>^ 
will  greatly  increase.  / 

£llicott  HoUse,  iotended  mainly  for  the  accommodatioii  of  ^ 
those  who  will  use  the  tennis  courts  and  playgroanda  of  ^ 
EUicottdale,  is  being  built  on  the  westerly  side  of  the  Oir- 
cuit  drive  just  outside  of  the  .^rounds,  access  to  it  being  pro- 
vided  through  the  arch  under  the  drive.    It  was  designed  by  •  ? 

RoU;h  &  Tilden,  and  will  contain  toilet,  bath,  dressing,  and  f 
check  rooms.    It  was  expected  to  open  this  iield  and  house  : 
for  tennis  players  and  others  this  season,  but  the  insuificiency  / 
of  the  appropriation  for  maintenanoe  of  the  parks  will  render 
such  action  problematical. 

The  Shelter  and  the  arbor  and  bowera  for  jiicnic  par- 
ties on  Schoolmaster  hill  have  been  practically  coin])leted, 
although  until  the  Cottage  is  built  they  can  hardly  be  ex- 
pected to  come  into  popular  use.  A  bronze  tablet  commem- 
orative of  the  &ct  that  Ralph  Waldo  Emerson  once  lived  in 
a  house  on  the  easterly  slope  of  the  hill,  near  which  he  ^ 
taught  school  for  a  time,  and  which  has  given  the  hill  its 
name,  will  he  placed  in  position  on  a  boulder  at  the 

easterly  end  of  the  arbor.  ^ 

The  completion  of  the  Circuit  drive  necessitated  the 
removal  of  the  old  propagating  house  and  the  building  of  ^ 
a  new  one.  This  has  been  placed  in  the  south-easterly 
comer  of  the  park  where  the  Nursery  will  be  located,  and 
the  clearing  of  the  grounds  from  boulders  is  now  being 
done. 

The  improvement  of  the  border  of  the  park  along  Seaver 
street,  following  the  taking  of  the  necessary  land,  received 
the  attention  of  the  Board  early  in  the  season,  and  consider- 
able work  was  done  by  the  park  force  during  the  summer 
between  Blue  Hill  avenue  and  Maple  street.  The  buildings 
on  the  land  taken  were  removed,  and  a  contract  waa  let  for 
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Ihe  grading  of  the  remaining  part  of  the  work  which  ia  now 
in  progress* 

FranMin  Fidd. 

A  ditch  to  intercept  tho  brooks  iind  surface- waters  which 
formerly  dowed  into  tho  meadow  has  been  constructed  on 
two  sides  of  the  iield.'  The  brick  drain  through  Lyons 
9troet  and  Chapman  arenae,  designed  to  take  the  ordinary 
(low  of  these  waters  and  afford  means  to  drain  the  low 
groand,  was  fiaished  early  in  the  season,  and  about  eleven 
miles  of  \)\\yc.  iuid  tile  drains  have  bcoji  hiiJ.  The  old 
dit^^hes  have  boen  filled  up,  and  tlic  Hurface  of  the  meadow 
has  been  cleared  and  ploughed,  and  will  be  cultivated  during 
summer  to  prepare  it  for  seeding  to  grass  in  the  fsML* 

The  Boston  Cricket  Club  was  permitted  to  use  a  part  of 
tlie  upl:uid  for  a  crea&e,  and  practice  and  match  games  were 
regularly  played  during  the  season. 

DordieMcr  Park, 

A  topographiciil  map  of  this  park  is  beitip^  made  to  give 
the  liandscape  Architects  the  necessary  data  for  the  prepara- 
tion of  a  plan  for  laying  it  out. 

DordieHerway  and  /S^ndway* 

The  work  of  grading  and  filling  Dorchesterway  between 
Five  CorncrH  and  the  Old  Colony  Railroad,  under  contracts 
made  early  last  season,  has  been  nearly  finished.  The 
filling  of  the  section  near  the  railroad  will  be  carried  only  to 
the  grade  of  Mt.  Vernon  street  at  present,  as  the  question  of 
the  separation  of  the  grades  at  thb  crossing  has  not  been 
determined,  the  railroad  company  contesting  the  right  of 
the  city  to  maintain  tha  present  grade  crossinir.  Until  the 
Strand  way  is  built  tho  matter  is  not  of  much  importance  to 
this  Department* 
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The  BurfiEunng  of  a  part  of  Dorcbesterway,  near  Fhre 
OornerSy  to  provide  an  outlet  for  Pond  street,  whioh  was 
ander  way  at  the  banning  of  winter^  will  be  completed  this 
ye:ir,  together  with  some  work  of  the  same  kind  at  Batton- 
wood  street.  The  rest  of  the  work  will  be  postponed  ttutii 
a  further  uppropriatioii  for  construction  is  available. 

No  work  has  hccn  done  ou  the  Strand^vny,  the  funds  at 
the  disposition  of  tho  Board  not  being  suUicicat  to  warrant 
its  undertaking  a  work  of  such  magnitude.  Tho  Board  re- 
grets the  delay  in  beginning  the  work,  as  its  constmction  will 
neoesdtate  laige  contracts  for  dredging  and  filling,  requiring 
oonsiderable  time  for  their  execution. 

The  Board  again  calls  attention  to  the  proposition  eob- 
mitted  in  its  last  annual  report  for  an  independent  approach 
to  tlio  Strand  way  across  the  South  15ay,  for  wh  ich  ahont 
seven-tcntlii}  of  tlic  hmd  rc(]uircd  hiis  been  oticied  iVec  of 
cost  to  the  city.  The  I)alance  of  the  land  required  is  e^^ti- 
mated  to  cost  about  fifty  thousand  dollars.  The  advantages 
of  such  a  parkway  would  be  in  its  furnishing  a  shorter  and 
more  agreeable  route  from  the  centre  of  the  city  to  the  water- 
side than  now  exbts,  and  in  developing  the  waste  lands, 
throuojh  which  it  would  run,  for  a  better  class  of  baildinjw 
tlian  would  otherwise  bo  erected,  thereby  enhancing  tho  tax- 
able values  of  a  very  Inrj^o  territory.  Unfoi-tunately  the 
condition  of  the  linanees  ot  the  Department  will  not  justify 
the  taking  of  this  property,  although  the  offer  is  tempting. 
Should  tho  City  Government  furnish  an  appropriation  for  its 
construction  the  Board  would  gladly  lay  out  the  proposed 
parkway. 

Marine  J^rk, 

The  filling  and  gniding  of  tho  section  of  the  park  north  of 
Broadway,  which  is  designed  for  the  purposes  of  an 
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aquarium,  has  been  completed.  It  contains  three  salt-water 
ix)nds  of  varying  areas  and  depths,  with  walks  and  sloping 
banks.  The  latter  will  be  covered  with  loam  and  pUnted 
with  trees  and  shnibbexy. 

^e  shore  soath.  of  Broadway  has  been  graded^  the  land- 
ward end  of  the  temporary  pier  is  being  removed,  and  the 
drive  from  Broadway  to  Sixth  sti*eet  is  nearly  finished. 

A  statue  of  Admiral  Farragut  was  erected  hy  the  City 
(Jovcniiiic'Fit  at  the  junction  of  the  Broadway  entrance  and 
the  shore  drive. 

.A  plank- walk  was  built  from  Broadway  to  the  temporary 
bridge  to  Castle  island,  the  electric  lights  were  relocated  along 
the  walk,  and  a  water-pipe  was  laid  to  the  island,  to  famish 
water  for  two  drinking-fountains.  All  the  wooden  buildings 
were  removed  from  the  island,  and  the  grounds  cleared. 

MuiiV  thousand  pc^rsons  visit  the  island  in  suionicr,  and 
adequate  ]>eniiaMont  provisilDns  for  their  convonionce  and 
entertjiinment  should  ho  })rovided.  In  the  absence  of  such 
fiicilities,  permits  to  erect  booths  for  the  sale  of  refreshments 
were  granted  to  a  number  of  people  who  made  application 
therefor,  but  the  result  was  fiir  from  satisfactoiy,  and  the 
Board  is  considering  the  question  of  restricting  the  granting 
of  permits  next  season. 

Wood  Mand  Park. 

The  work  of  graiiiiiu^  the  uphmd  under  contract  is  now  in 
progress.  This  will  allow  of  a  driveway  being  built  from 
Xcpt  une  road  to  the  proposed  concourse  on  the  top  of  West 
Wood  island. 

The  large  playground  has  been  drained,  the  Field  House 
is  being  erected  between  it  and  the  men*s  gymnastic  ground, 
and  armngementa  have  been  made  with  Dr.  D.  A.  Sargent 
fur  supplying  the  latter  with  the  necessary  apparatus. 
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The  Field  Hottse^  now  being  constructed,  will  be  130x2**^ 
feet,  with  a-wide  piazza  on  the  easterly  aide,  and  a  bridge  to 
connect  it  with  the  gymnastic  ground.  It  will  be  fitted  ap  with 

a  large  iLwker-rooiii,  unci  toilet,  bath,  und  dressing  rooms. 
A  section  of  the  bath-honse  for  women  and  girls,  on  the 
southerly  shore,  is  also  being  built.  Both  of  these  structures 
are  from  plans  by  Stuigis  &  Cabot,  and  they  will  be  com- 
pleted early  in  the  season.  The  Board  regrets  that  its 
appropriation  for  maintenance  is  not  sufficient  to  permit  of 
these  buildings  being  opened  this  summer. 

Qharleshank, 

The  inconvenience  and  unsuitableness  of  the  buildings  at 
the  men's  and  women's  gymnasiums,  for  the  purposes  in- 
tended, have  been  so  evident  that  the  Board  has  had  plans 
drawn  for  enlarging  and  properly  equipping  them  with  the 

necessary  fficilrties  for  the  convenience  of  the  hiriro  numlier 
of  persons  using  these  grounds.  Theise  improvements  ought 
to  be  made  in  the  fall  and  winter,  to  obviate  the  closing  of 
the  gymnasiums  in  the  summer.  A  detailed  report  of  the 
attendance  showing  the  extent  to  which  the  grounds  are  used 
will  be  found  in  the  reports  of  the  City  Engineer  and  the 
Committee  of  the  Massachusetts  Emergency  and  Hygieue 
Association,  in.  the  Ai)i>eiidix, 

CJtarlesloum  Heights, 

The  grading  and  other  work  required  to  prepare  this 
ground  for  use  the  coming  summer  have  been  completed, 

and  a  building  for  public  accommodation  is  now  being 
erected  from  plans  by  AValkor  &  Kimball.  The  contract  for 
the  building  inchides  also  the  reluining-walls  and  steps  at 
the  entrance  from  Bunker  Ilill  street.  The  building  is  to  be 
finished  about  June  30* 
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Charlestown  Playgrmnd, 

Tbe  only  work  done  at  thb  groand  has  been  the  receiyiiig 
of  material  for  fitting  without  cost  to  this  Department  except 
for  the  levelling.   Plans  for  a  building  to  be  erected  in  con- 

nection  with  the  proposed  trviiHiikstic  grounds  liuvo  been 
prepared  by  Sturgisj  «&  Cabot.

The  question  of  the  improyement  of  the  Searer-street 
boandary  of  Franklin  park  which  has  been  under  diacnasion 
for  many  years  was  finally  determined,  and  the  necessary 

steps  wcro  t;iken  to  condemn  the  land  required  to  secure 
proper  lines  and  <:;r:ides.  The  relocation  of  Seaver  street 
and  the  adjustment  uf  the  boundary  of  the  park  to  the  new 
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lines  of  the  street  were  proposed  by  the  Board  in  1885  in  a 
pkn  furnished  the  Board  of  Street  GommUsioDers*  Action 
upon  this  plan  has  siDce  then  been  continually  urged  by  the 
■battens  on  the  street  and  by  residents  of  the  Elm  Hill  dis- 

rrict  of  Koxbuiy,  and  several  attcMiipts  were  ninde  witliout 
•■uccess  to  secure  an  appropriatioa  fur  relocatini;;  and  widen- 
ing the   street  by  the  Street  Ck>mniis8ioners.    As  the 
improYementof  the  park  necessarily  involved  the  reoonstrao- 
tion  of  Seaver  street,  it  came  to  be  looked  upon  as  a  park 
measvirey  which  should  be  done  at  the  expense  of  tliis  De[)art- 
ment.    Such  being  the  condition  of  affuirs,  the  Board,  to 
determine  the  manner  of  procedure,  asked  the  opinion  of  the 
corporation  Counsel,  who  recommended  that  as  the  proposed 
action  involved  a  consideiable  portion  of  park  territory,  and 
was  undertaken  with  a  view  to  park*  improvement,  to  be 
paid  for  out  of  park  funds,  it  therefore,  as  a  practical  mat- 
ter, might  well  be  carried  out  wholly  by  this  Department. 

The  Board,  therefore,  on  AI:irch  27,  1893,  took  ten  par- 
cel;* of  land,  af^gregating  105,885  square  feet,  at  an  assessed 
valuation,  including  buildings,  of  $37,436.  Settlement  have 
been  made  in  six  cases,  involving  the  greater  part  of  the 
knds  taken,  the  other  cases  being  insignificant  so  far  as  the 
amoant  of  land  taken  is  concerned.  The  owners  of  some  of 
these  parcels,  neveiiheless,  were  in  doubt  as  to  the  elVect 
ujxiu  the  remainder  of  their  estates  of  the  taiving,  which 
included  incidentally  the  fee  and  soil  of  Seu.ver  street.  This 
WIS  not  intended  to  affect  the  public  right  of  way  in  the 
street  or  that  of  the  abutters,  the  Law  Department  holding 
that  sneh  rights  were  paramount  and  were  not  included  in 
the  term  "fee  and  soil,**  It  led,  however,  to  the  bringing 
of  a  petition  for  a  writ  of  certiorari  hy  one  of  the  abutters, 
00  the  ground  that  the  Board  has  no  authority  to  take  for 
tbe  purposes  of  a  public  park  land  within  the  limits  of  an 
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existing  highway,  and  lawfully  used  hy  the  public  and  the 
abutters  as  such.  To  remove  this  contention,  and  tenninate 
the  action,  it  has  been  suggested  that  the  street  be  relocated 

by  the  Street  Commissioners  on  the  proposed  new  lines, 
with  the  consent  of  this  Board,  as  provided  in  Section  13  of 
the  Park  Act.  The  Board  is  inclined  to  favor  such  action, 
provided  suitable  releases  of  the  1and>4  taken  and  all  other 
damages  caused  by  the  location  and  laying  out  of  the  park 
are  given  by  the  abutters. 

Several  snuU  remnants  of  the  land  taken  at  the  westerly 
end  of  the  street,  which  lie  outside  of  the  lines  of  the  pro- 
posed relocation,  should  be  sold  to  the  owners  of  the  ad- 
joining estates,  and  the  Board  recommends  that  authtu  ity 
from  the  Legislature  be  obtained  to  permit  this  to  be  done. 

A  Paek  for  the  North  End. 

The  agitation  for  a  park  for  the  thickly  populated  r^on 
north  of  Hanover  street  resulted  last  year  in  the  passage  of 
an  act  by  the  Legislature  authorizing  this  Board  to  take 
lands  to  a  limit  of  1300,000  in  assessed  values,  and  provid- 
ing $50,000  for  construction.  This  act  is  Chapter  282  of 
1893,  and  will  he  found  in  the  Appendix.  Soon  after  its 
passage  the  iioard  examined  the  locality  with  a  view  of 
determining  the  most  suitable  location  for  the  proposed 
pleasure-ground,  with  regard  both  to  natural  advantages 
and  a  fiiir  amount  of  territoiy  for  the  desired  purposes. 
This  examination  developed  the  impossibility  of  securing  in 
the  interior  of  the  district  a  sufficient  area  of  land  within  the 
limit  of  the  appropriation.  The  large  cost  that  would  be 
entailed  by  the  destruction  of  buildings  uiiide  such  a  plan 
inadmissible.  The  examination  further  showed  that  the 
water-front  contiguous  to  the  ancient  burial-giound  on 
Copp's  hill  waa  available  for  a  park  site,  being  occupied  by 
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several  antiquated  whaires,  with  dilapidated  baildings  ased 

chietiy  for  storage  pLir()o,ses,  which  were  uf  little  commercial 
importance  owing  to  the  shallow  docks  and  lack  of  cajmcity 
for  modem  commerce.  A  small  tract  of  land  lying  between 
this  harbor  front  and  Copp's  hill  was  also  found  to  be 
avulable,  being  free  from  baildings  to  a  large  extent,  afford- 
ing a  demrable  connection  of  the  wharves  with  the  old  burial- 
ground,  which  for  a  long  period  had  been  used  as  a  place  of 
general  resort  by  the  children  of  the  neiL^hhorhood,  and  from 
which,  by  the  removal  of  the  buildings  from  the  land  referred 
to,  a  fine  view  over  the  harbor  would  be  secured. 

Being  satisfied  that  this  location  met  in  the  fullest  degree 
all  the  requirements  attainable,  the  Board,  on  December  7, 
last,  took  by  right  of  eminent  domain  all  the  wharves  and 
docks  coiiiprising  the  estates  known  respectively  as  Bart- 
lett's  North  and  South  wharves,  Gray's  wharf,  Ripley's 
wharf,  and  Comey*s  wharf,  and  together  bounded  southerly 
by  Conunercial  street,  westerly  by  land  and  wharf  of  the 
OXy  of  Boston,  formerly  Atkins'  wharf,  northerly  by  the 
Ilarbor  Comnussioners'  line  in  Boston  harbor,  and  easterly 
by  the  laud  and  wharf  of  the  Fiske  Wharf  and  Warehouse 
Company  ;  also  the  entire  area  bounded  norliierly  by  ( •oni- 
meroial  street,  easterly  by  Jackson  avenue,  southerly  by 
Charter  street,  and  westerly  by  Lime  alley. 

ZOOLOOICAI*  GaBDSNB  AND  AqUABIA. 

The  project  of  establishing  Natural  History  Gardens  in 
the  public  parks,  outlined  in  several  comamnications  from 
the  Boston  Society  of  Natural  History  published  in  preced- 
ing reports  of  the  Board,  has  not  met  with  the  success  which 
its  importance  deserves.  The  difficulty  of  raising  the  fimds 
necessary  for  their  establishment  has  caused  a  temporary 
abandonment  of  the  phins  whidi  had  been  so  well  considered 
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by  the  oiganization  emiaently  qualified  to  cany  them  ont  and 
in  the  best  way.  The  Society  issued  an  interesting  and  attrac- 
tive pamphlet  setting  forth  its  plans  for  beginning  the  iindcr- 
tuking  by  the  ej^tablishraent  of  a  Marine  Aquarium  on  the 
grounds  to  be  especially  prepared  for  it  in  the  Marine  park, 
and  called  for  subscriptions  to  a  fund  of  about  $66|000  for 
its  installation*  In  this  paper  the  Society  says  in  regard  to 
the  adyantages  to  the  pnblic  to  be  gained  by  this  scheme : 

Tho  interest  taken  by  the  general  public  in  our  natural  hufeory 

museums  must  be  seen  to  be  appreciated ;  ami  if  dead  creatures  and 
their  bare  skelotoos  can  attract  muLtitodes  of  visitors,  of  how  much 
deeper  interest  will  living  creatures  prove.  Such  an  exhibition  will 
g^ivo  the  city  child,  whose  knowledge  of  the  world  about  hira  is  so  piti- 
fully meagre,  a  new  and  vivid  enjoyment.  It  will  (dler  a  healthful  and 
instructive  pastime  to  many  otherwise  destined  to  l)ccouie  idlers.  It 
will  oixni  the  eyes  of  all  to  the  wonders  and  attra(;tions  of  earth,  air, 
and  sea,  and  be  a  Sijurco  of  strength  and  life  to  the  recovering  invalid. 
It  will  plant  de(;p  in  the  hearts  of  the  people  a  simple  love  ol"  2sature, 
which,  like  all  reliaing  influences,  will  become  a  corrective  of  mischief 
aud  wrong,  and  a  source  of  pure  enjoyment.  Li  the  crowd  of  entertain^ 
ments  catering  in  a  greater  or  less  degree  to  evil  passions,  it  will  aflbrd 
a  nobler  and  purer,  beoaiiae  simpler  and  healthier,  amusement.  To 
many  it  will  be  the  beginning  of  a  new  and  natural  life,  while  to  the 
student  of  the  laws  of  Nature  it  will  offer  unparalleled  fields  for  invest!* 
gation. 

The  establishment  of  snch  institutions  under  the  immediate  auspices 
of  the  Natural  History  Society,  and  upon  grounds  leased  of  the  Park 
Commissioners  for  the  special  purposes  herein  set  forth,  is  a  distinct 
assurance  they  will  be  so  conducted  as  to  merit  the  a])proval  of  all  good 
citizens;  and  we  confidently  anticipate  that  when  it  has  been  shown 
what  these  establishments  can  fairly  do.thc}*  will  be  the  recipients  of  the 
utmost  favor  from  those  who  possess  the  means  for  tlieir  endowment. 

Plans  for  an  attractive  jukI  in  every  way  admiruljle  build- 
ing for  the  purpose  were  prepared  for  the  Society  by  Messrs. 
Sturgis  &  Cabot,  and  are  herewith  presented  by  the  courtesy 
of  the  architects,  who  say  in  regard  to  them :   The  plans  of 
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the  building  have  been  shown  to  the  United  States  Fish 
Comuiissinner,  (icii.  Mai-shall  McDonald,  who  was  kind 
enough  to  give  thum  his  almost  unqualified  approval.** 

The  failure  of  the  Society  to  secure  the  support  necessary 
to  the  Buccess  of  the  project,  as  detailed  in  the  following 
letter  of  its  president,  becomes  a  public  loss  in  view  of  the 
educational  and  scientific  importance  of  the  scheme,  and  it  is 
to  be  hoped  that  a  renewed  attempt  will  be  made  to  enlist 
the  .su})port  of  the  representiitives  of  the  business  interests 
of  the  city,  wht)  must  rccojinize  that  whatever  add-  to  the 
attractiveness  of  the  city  will  redound  to  their  advantage.

GsNTLBiiEir :  At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Council  of  the  Boston  Societj 
of  Nstiml  History  it  was  voted  thst  the  president  inform  you  by  letter 
of  an  action  taken  at  that  meeting*  A  vote  hid  just  been  passed  to 
abandon,  for  the  present,  an  effort  to  secure  funds  for  tlie  establishmMit 
and  support  of  Natural  History  (Jrinlens  and  Aquaria.  This  vote  was 
taken  after  a  deliberate  consiiieration  at  two  sessions  of  the  C'ouneil. 
The  circumstances  which  led  directly  to  this  action  wore  the  following : 
The  Dire<!!tors  appointed  by  the  Council  had  met  with  little  success 
in  their  eiTorts  to  secure  contributions  for  the  puriK>se,  the  public  had 
not  responded  to  tludr  aolioitatloDS,  the  period  within  which  they  had 
been  requested  to  secure  the  neoessaxy  funds  had  expired,  and  they  had 
foimally  resigned  their  oflloea.  It  wm  felt  that  the  nnfortnnate  eondi> 
tion  of  the  indastriai  and  financial  intereete  of  the  oountry  made  It  iiga- 
dioiODfl,  for  the  present,  for  tlie  Society  to  attempt  to  raise  such  an 
amount  of  money  by  mjV)Scnpli(>n.  Tlie  Council  believed  that  it  would 
be  unwise  to  make  a  beginning  with  less  funds  or  with  plana  for  smaller 
establishments  than  had  been  previously  advocated. 

The  plans  of  the  Park  Commissioners  .show  reservations  of  ample 
and  well-located  areas  for  such  gardens  and  aquaria,  and  they  art;  re- 
garded as  expressing  the  good  intcntii>n  that  whatever  may  be  tlono 
shall  be  well  done  and  liberally  supported.  It  would  have  been  a 
gmtifioation  to  (he  officers  and  members  of  this  Sooie^  to  have  assisted 
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successfiilly  in  the  estiiblishment  of  Natural  History  Gardens  ami 
Aquaria,  if  ia  inaiiiteiiuiiue  and  completetiess  they  Qu;^ht  have  buimua- 
toed  with  the  system  of  parks  now  in  existence  and  in  process  of  con- 
stmction.  It  was  for  the  fuithenince  of  this  object  that  this  Society  was 
reorganised  with  suitable  proTisions  in  its  by-laws. 

This  organisaiaon  remains,  for  the  present,  nnclianged»  and  it  is  oon- 
>icqiie>nt1y  fitting  for  me  to  say,  that,  in  this  connection,  the  Council  of 
the  Society  entertains  no  other  scheme  than  the  one  well  known  to  you. 

The  mnmhnrs  of  llie  Council  have  the  pleasure  of  believing  thnt 
with  th<  in  Hiid  (ho  Park  Commissioner*!  there  has  been  a  perfeet  hru  iiioiiv 
of  opinion  and  desire  regarding  the  character  and  conduct  of  gardens 
for  the  exhibition  of  living  creatures. 

In  accordance  with  the  request  of  the  Council  of  tlie  Boston  Society 
of  Natural  History  I  hereby  express  their  regret  at  not  being  able  to 
complete  their  part  of  the  provisional  arrangement  so  agreeably  made, 
and  otmvey  their  thanks  for  the  cordiality  and  liberality  with  which  the 
FiBik  Cominissionws  have  reoeived  and  enoouraged  ttuAr  overtures.

P]XTEI^«10N   OF  CUAliLESBANK. 

In  its  report  of  1876  the  Board  submitted  a  plan  for 
a  proposed  embanlanent  on  Charles  river  extending  from 
Craigie's  bridge  to  Cottage  Farm  bridge.  Subsequent!  j»  un- 
der authority  of  Chapter  92  of  the  Acts  of  tke  year  1881,  a 

part  of  the  embankment  was  laid  ont  by  the  taking  of  the 
liroperty  between  Craigie's  and  W«Mt  I^ostoa  bridges,  which 
mark,  the  present  limits  of  Charles  I  hi  nk. 

In  its  reports  for  1885  and  1886,  and  again  in  1890,  the 
Board  renewed  its  recommendation  for  legislative  action  to 
enable  the  city  to  extend  the  embankmentt  and  in  1891, 
upon  petition  of  the  City  (Government,  an  act  was  passed 
authorizing  tbe  city  to  so  extend  it  as  far  as  the  sea-wall  in 
the  rear  of  Beacon  street.   In  the  same  year  a  commission 
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on  the  improvement  of  Qwrles  river  was  established  by  the 
Legislature,  consisting  of  three  citizens  of  the  Common* 
wealth,  together  with  the  Mayors  of  Boston,  Cambridge,  and 

NewtoD,  and  the  Ciiairman  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  of 
Watcrtown.  This  Commission  su})mitted  to  the  General 
Court  in  1393  its  iinal  report  as  follows :

The  nndenigned,  oomn^nioaen  appointed  under  Chapter  390  of 
the  Acts  of  1891,  for  the  purpose  of  coaBidering  what  Improvement  can 
be  made  in  the  Charles  river  between  tiie  dam  at  Walertown  and 
Charles-river  bridge  in  Boston,  and  other  related  purposes  stated  in  the 
sot,  respeotfolly  subndt  the  following  report,  i^icb,  with  the  report 
already  submitted,  covers  tiieir  investigation  to  date : 

The  Commission,  believing  that  the  testimony  at  the  many  hearings 
shows  conclusively  that  tho  desire  of  the  people  is  that  the  river  shall 
be  improved,  particularly  from  a  sanitary  point  of  view,  and  that  this 
improvement  may  be  best  made  by  making  the  different  banks  of  the 
river  desirable  for  residential  purposes,  submit  with  tliis  report  an  act 
creating  a  C^omiuissioTi.  to  be  known  as  the  Charles  River  Improvement 
Commission,  and  recommend  the  passage  of  the  act. 

The  evidence  hf>t  >rQ  the  Commission  showed  that  the  navigation  of 
the  Charles  river  will,  in  the  near  future,  be  limited  to  barges  and 
mastless  vessels. 

The  Commission,  tlierefore,  recommends  tliatthe  railroad  bridges  now 
crossing  Charles  river  be  discontinued,  and  the  different  railroads  re- 
quired to  build  a  single  structure  capable  of  aooommodating  all  railroad 
tiavel. 

The  Commlsaioii  leoommends  that  action  be  taken  by  the  Legislaloie 
by  which  authoritr  will  be  given  to  the  city  of  Boston  to  contintte  the 
Charles  lUver  Embankment  along  the  whole  of  the  city's  frontage  on 
the  river. 

The  Commission  recommends  the  immediate  oonstmotion  of  the  em- 
bankment from  West  Boston  bridge  to  tlie  Union  Boat  Club  building. 
The  Commission  also  recommends  that  such  authority  as  may  be 
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neoeieary  shall  be  ipven  to  the  dty  of  Cambridge,  enablieg  it  to  eon- 
itract  an  embanknieirt  along  the  whole  or  anj  part  of  the  Cambriilge 
lide  of  the  riTer.

The  I^egislaturo,  ]iy  an  act  approvod  June  10,  1893,  ro- 
ferrefi  the  whole  tjucstion  ol'  the  iiiiproveiuent  of  (yharlrs 
river  between  Cliarlcji-hvei:  bridge  and  the  Waltham  line  ii» 
the  Board  of  Metropolitan  Park  Commissioners  and  tU© 
State  Board  of  Health,  sitting  as  a  joiat  board,  for  inyestiga- 
tioo,  and  to  report  with  recommendations  to  the  next  Gren- 
emi  Court.  No  report  has  yet  been  made.  The  Ijegislature 
also,  by  an  act  approved  June  9,  189.3,  amended  Chapter 
344  of  the  Acts  of  1891,  to  provide  for  the  ex'tensiun  of  the 
embankment,  authorized  by  said  act  of  I'^'Jl,  to  the  Biick 
Bay  Fens,  on  a  line  parallel  with  and  one  hundred  feet  or 
less  distant  from  the  sea-wall  in  the  rear  of  Beacon  street. 
Copies  of  these  acts  will  be  foand  in  the  Appendix.  The 
Board  requested  the  Landscape  Architects  to  prepare  a  plan 
for  laying  out  the  extension  of  the  eml>ankineiit  as  .mthorized 
by  said  acts,  and  they  submitted  a  prolimioary  report  on 
December  26, 1893,  as  follows : 

Boston,  Mass.,  21st  August,  1893. 

The  Honorable  Paul  II.  Kbndbickek,  PreHdeni  <^  the  Board  of 
Commisiionen  of  PiMie  Pivrka  of  the  OUy  of  Boston : 
Deab  Sdb:  a  proposition  has  long  been  adTocated  looking  to  a 
public  ground  to  be  formed  upon  the  flats  of  Ciharles  liTor  in  tbe  rear 
of  the  houses  froatiog  on  Beacon  street,  and  extending  thence  to  the  ex- 
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iBting  public  gcoand  of  the  Cliarlesbaiik.  An  act  of  the  last  General 
Goort  makes  the  project  a  legalised  undertaking  of  the  city,  and  gives 
your  department  the  duty  of  advancing  it.  We  have  been  instructed  to 
prepare  a  plan  for  your  consideration  for  laying  out  the  proposed 

gronnd,  whicli,  until  it  receives  an  oflicial  designation,  may  be  referred 
to  lis  the  New  Charlesbank.  We  find  it  extremely  difficult  to  devise  a 
plan  for  the  purpose  the  adoption  of  which  we  caa  unqualifiedly  reo« 
onimend,  and  the  object  of  this  communication  is  to  present  considera- 
tions bearinf^  ii])on  tlio  probloin,  in  x'mw  of  which,  before  proceeding 
further,  we  sliould  be  glad  to  be  lulvLsed  of  the  iiid;:;^mont  of  the  Board. 

The  adoption  of  a  plan  is  the  determination  of  a  series  of  njoans  for 
att.iinin^  a  c«»rtain  end  or  series  of  ends,  licfuro  the  devising  of  a 
I)la!i  fan  be  bef^uii,  the  eudd  to  be  arrived  at  must  be  definod.  The 
ends  to  bo  liad  in  view  in  this  case  have  beuu  ollicially  duhned  only  as 
far  as  they  are  by  the  following  words  of  the  statute : 

**  The  Hats  under  authority  hereby  granted  shall  not  be  used 
.   .  .  for  any  other  purpose  than  for  a  public  ornamental  ground.** 

The  range  of  choice  which  is  thus  left  open  may  be  better  understood 
if  it  be  supposed  that  a  law  had  been  enacted  providing  that  certain 
premises  **  should  not  be  used  for  other  purposes  than  for  a  public  or- 
namental building."  The  term  "  a  public  ornamental  building  **  may  be 
applied  to  a  structure  adapted  to  the  housing  of  a  hose-cart,  or  to  one 
like  the  Capitol  at  Washington,  which  has  cost  $20,000,000.  In  like 
manner  a  public  ornamental  ground  may  be  a  green  circle  fifty  feet  in 
diameter,  useful  only  as  it  is  pleasing  to  people  passing  by,  or  it  may 
be  a  region  like  tliat  of  the  park  of  Philadnli)hia,  measuring  several 
tiiilcs  across,  and  containing  provisions  for  hundreds  of  heterogeneous 
purposes,  such  as  water-works,  an  exiiibilion  of  wild  animals,  a  gal- 
lery of  art,  a  couserval ory  of  trojjical  plants,  a  scries  of  histohcai 
moninuents,  plavi::roun(ls  for  cliildron,  and  so  on. 

In  making  a  choice  among  the  various  ends  thus  left  admissiblo,  re- 
gard must  b(3  had  for  the  comparative  econutay  with  which,  because  of 
conditions  of  local  topography,  one  or  another  series  of  such  ends  may 
be  pursued.  For  example,  to  provide,  on  the  site  for  the  New  Charles- 
bank,  a  field  as  suitsble  for  children  to  play  ball  upon  as  that  of  the 
clnb-ground  at  Longwood,  fifty  times  as  large  an  outlay  would  be  re- 
quired as  has  been  necessary  for  the  preparation  of  the  Longwood 
ground. 

We  shall  submit  herewith  a  series  of  drawings,  each  representing  the 
main  features  of  a  plan  prepared  with  a  view  to  a  distinct  group  of 
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ends.  We  trust  that  a  ^scassion  in  the  Board  of  the  various  altonift- 
tives  thus  presented  will  enable  us  la  ))roeo6d  in  our  duty  with  more 
confidence  than  wo  have  at  presont  of  attaining  a  result  that  will  be 

satisfactoTV  and  be  worth  wli.it  it  wil!  cost. 

It  may  t*'nd  to  rpmove  some  tlitUculties  if  wo  hero  n»fHr  to  the  fact 
that  proji  •  T»  (l  [Mil  lio  grounds  are  apt  to  be  advocated  in  terms  that 
imply  that  il  is  ot  no  great  consequence  how  they  shall  be  l.iid  out  bc- 
c^iuiie  their  chief  value  in  any  case  must  bo  that  of  supplyin^'^  fresh  air 
to  the  people  who  visit  them  and  who  live  near  th«'in,  ;md  who  would 
otherwise  be  compelled  to  breathe  fuul  or  staguaut  air.  Often,  wlien  this 
a^umption  is  not  specifically  stated,  it  appears  indirectly  through  the 
emphatio  use  made  of  soch  phrases,  for  example,  as  refer  to  all  sorts 
Off  pablio  gmnnds  as  "breadiing  spaces,**    airing  spaces/*  or  the 
limgB  **  of  a  town.  To  show  that  any  such  assumption  should  be  ex* 
cloded  in  the  consideration  of  the  present  problem,  it  is  to  be  obsenred, 
first,  that  at  one  end  of  the  strip  of  territory  to  be  dealt  with  there  is  the 
Minuting  pnblie  ground  of  the  Fens,  and  at  the  other  end  that  of  the 
Charlesbank;  that  parallel  with  the  strip,  at  a  distance  of  sixty  yards, 
tbero  is  the  existing  public  ground,  a  mile  in  length,  by  which  Com- 
monwealth avenue  is  divided;  that  at  a  distance  from  tlie  [)r()pased  new 
ground  of  less  than  a  hundred  yards  there  is  the  Public  (i;irden,  which, 
with  the  a<lioininf!:  Common,  supplies  seventy  acres  of  adtlitlona!  oi)Gn 
space.    Leavinji;  out  of  account,  tlion,  tin;  fact  that  the  ^jfreat  open  ex- 
panse of  Charles  river  elbows  into  the  heart  of  it,  it  is  plain  that  the  dis- 
tri<  t  in  question  is  anipl}'^  provided  with  means  of  air  supply.    It  is,  in 
fact,  better  provided  in  thi.s  respect,  as  far  as  the  interl:u-iii;j:;  of  it  by  ex- 
isting open-air  spaces  is  concerned,  tiian  any  oLlier  part  of  the  city. 
It  is  then,  plainly,  llie  duty  of  the  Commission  to  consider  the 
problem  with  some  specific  ends  in  view  other  than  that  of  an  **  airing 
ground.** 

As  to  the  question  what  these  specific  ends  sludl  be,  certain  of  the 
ends  to  serve  wliicfa  public  grounds  are  som^tunes  fitted,  may  be  ez- 
dnded  by  the  reflection  that  the  situation  is  about  the  worst  that  could 
have  been  picked  out  in  all  the  city  for  the  rearing  and  display  of  a 
variety  of  plants  valuable  for  the  beauty  of  their  flowers  and  foliage. 
In  the  winter,  and  during  the  eitfly  spring  and  late  autumn,  it  is  a  place 
of  the  most  bitter  exposure,  northerly  and  westerly  winds  sweeping 
npon  it  over  long  reaches  of  the  icy  river.  We  have  seen  robust  men 
bnmght  to  a  halt  and  compelled  to  stop  and  bend  themselves  against 
gnats  of  these  winds,  to  avoid  being  forced  ofif  their  course  by  them. 
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We  have  known  the  windows  of  a  house  driven  in  by  them.  Parts  of 
Franklin  park,  of  Jamaica  park,  and  of  the  Arbort'tiim  aro  available  for 
the  henltliful  recreation  of  invalids  and  cliildnni  fnllvanionth  lonjr«r 
cvory  year  than  it  ^vill  bo  possible  to  make  auy  public  ground  on  the 
site  of  the  Now  ( 'harlosbank. 

Next,  brief  cuuiuient  may  bi^  desirable  on  the  circumstaiu  c  that  tlie 
project  bsis  been  advoeaud  in  tonns  implvin<r  that  the  view  of  the 
Charles,  which  the  meaiiurc  will  m;ili.c  avau.ihlc  to  t!ic  public,  is  one  ui 
much  rural  loveliness.  In  determining  the  purposes  to  which  the  New 
Charlesbaok  ahall  be  planned  to  eeire,  it  must  be  remembered  iJiat  the 
beanty  of  a  river  depends  upon  the  character  of  its  banks.  The  Charles 
once  had  picturesquely  rural  banks.  It  still  has  them  at  some  distance 
above  the  city,  but  even  now  its  banks,  so  far  as  they  come  into  the 
view  from  the  rear  of  houses  on  Beacon  and  Brimmer  streets,  have  little 
or  no  rural  beauty.  Moreover,  the  sky-line  of  tlie  prospect  toward 
Cambridge  is  alraady  broken  by  as  many  as  sixty  factory  chimneys, 
cupolas,  towers,  and  steeples,  while  the  immediate  banks  of  the  river 
are  nearly  everywhere  artificial,  and  yearly  becoming  more  so.  Soon 
there  will  not  be  a  yard  of  natural  Ijank  in  view.  Wliat  is  to  be  looked 
for  in  the  future  is  an  improvement  of  tlu?  banks  of  a  yet  more  formal 
and  urban  character.  In  place  of  a  river  llierc  will  be  a  basin,  the  ir- 
regidar  and  unsymmetrical  outlines  of  which  will  bo  vertical  stone 
walls;  this  basin,  bcinji;  occupied  by  water  constantly  varyinjj  in  eleva- 
tion, the  range  of  daily  Uu -tuatioti  Ijcinjj  about  ton  feet.  A  lar;xe  body 
of  water  is  in  itself  a  beautiful  an<l  refreshing  object  to  be  broiig^ht  di- 
rectly In  view  from  a  city.  But  if  Uio  buuks  of  the  water,  vviUj  all  that 
is  to  be  seen  beyond  them,  are  to  bo  of  artificial  aspect,  the  promise  uf  a 
view  over  it  is  not  to  be  regai*ded  in  any  process  of  making  a  plan  for  a 
place  in  which  to  enjoy  it.  as  if  that  view  was  to  have  the  recreative 
charm  of  rural  fandscape. 

Not  only  is  a  public  ground  in  this  locality  not  required  as  a  source 
of  air  supply  to  its  neighborhood;  not  only  is  it  a  most  unsuitable 
place  in  which  to  provide  enjoyment  of  garden  beauty  inthin  itself, 
or  of  rural  scenery  in  the  outlook  from  it,  there  is  really  no  purpose 
commonly  had  in  view  in  prepariu^r  a  public  plea.sure-ground  to  which 
the  site  can  be  adapted  at  moderate  cost.  Indeed,  we  know  of  no 
considerable  public  ground  either  on  this  continent  or  in  £urope  that 
has  been  primarily  intended  to  serve  thn  o^niicral  ends  prescribed  by 
the  statute,  the  cost  of  the  simply  ^^usiaiuiug  and  foundation  jiarts  of 
which  has  been  nearly  as  groat  relatively  to  the  area  of  surface  appli- 
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cable  to  those  ends  as  the  cost  of  corresponding  parts  of  the  New 
Charleebaok  muBt  be. 
We  are  aware  that  comparison  haa  becm  suggested  in  this  respect 

with  the  very  costly  work  of  the  Victoria  Embankment  in  London, 
which  lias  also  been  made  by  filling  out  upon  the  mud  Hats  of  a  tidal 
stream  in  a  somewhat  simihir  way  to  that  proposfd  in  tbi.sfrt*5o.  But 
tiie  primary  object  in  tlio  Victoria  Embankment  was  not  the  forming  of 
a  pleasure-ground.  It  was  devised,  and  the  nuire  costly  features  of  its 
uJiistnui ion  wore  planned,  with  thn  object  oi  lessening  the  nuisance  of 
what  had  cuiae  tu  bo  practically  a  great  open  sewer  passing  through 
the  heart  of  tlie  town.  A  subsidiary  recommeudation  of  it  was  found  in 
the  supposition  that  the  Embankment  would  serre  as  a  means  of  relief 
to  an  a(i(joining  parallel  street  which  had  already  become  the  most 
crowded  thoroughfare  for  wheeled  vehicles  in  the  world.  If  Charles 
rirer  were  parallel  with  and  adjoining  Washington  street  in  Boston, 
the  condition  in  this  rcspert  would  be  in  a  degree  similar.  But  yet 
another  use  of  the  Victoria  Embankment  is  that  of  coverini,'^  one  of  the 
most  import;\nt  lines  of  metropolitan  i-apid  tnn  it  wliich  is  made 
throujrh  a  tunnel  beneath  it.  A  similar  um  miffhi  in-  madf  of  the  Xcw 
Charlo=bank,  but  tliis  has  not  been  proji^ii^c*!,  wo  bulitive,  by  any  of 
those  who  have  prepared  rai>id  transit  ^M  njects  for  tlie  city. 

It  will  l)o  seen  that  the  valuf  of  a  ph  isnre-orround  which  occupies  a 
part  of  tile  suihico  of  the  V'icloria  Embankment  is  but  a  small  part  of 
the  entire  value  of  that  work.  In  ^t.  it  was  an  incidental  and  ex* 
tremely  minor  end  of  the  undertaking,  nor  does  any  use  now  made  of 
the  Embankment  as  a  place  of  recreation  justify  an  appreciable  fraction 
of  its  cost.  The  pleasure-ground  of  the  Embankment  is  finely  deco* 
fated  and  very  welt  kept.  A  similar  ground  in  Boston  would  require 
an  annual  cost  per  acre  for  maintenance  many  dmes  larger  than  is 
now  paid  for  tiny  part  of  any  ground  in  the  care  of  your  Roard.  Yet  it  is 
remarkable  how  little  the  pic.isurc-groimd  of  the  Vict<n-ia  Embankment 
is  used  by  th«»  public  execpt  a^  a  thorouu^hfare.  We  have  si'v*'r:il 
'imes,  OTi  fuui  summer  day-,  walked  a  distan  -e  of  a  fjuartei-  of  ;i  mile 
la  it  witliout  coming  upon  a  single  person  seate  l  or  siiolliug  as  if  for 
pleasure.    At  the  same  time  thousands  might  be  seen  in  the  parks. 

Rtsviewing  all  these  considerations,  the  conclusion  is  unavoidable  that 
the  leading  elements  of  value  of  a  public  ground  to  be  formed  upon  the 
base  required  by  the  statute  is  to  be  found  in  tlie  circumstance  that  those 
who,  during  the  summer,  sh-ill  resort  to  this  place  from  the  compact 
parts  of  the  town,  will  find  refreshment  and  recreation,  not  by  anything 
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1o  be  established  within  the  giomid,  bat  by  looldng  out  from  it  over  a 
broad  sheet  of  water.  Except  as  a  plaoe  for  rest  and  exercise,  with  com- 
mand  of  such  an  outlook.  It  must  be  oonduded  that  no  yalue  can  lie 
given  this  ground  that  will  be  oommensniate  with  the  cost  of  preparing 

and  maintaining  it. 

Proeeeding  from  this  conclusion  the  question  of  a  plan  must  bo  re- 
garded as  a  question  mostly  of  moans  to  he  used  for  the  convenient 
resting  anvl  passing  to  and  fro  of  the  people  who  shall  come  to  the 
place.  Among  those  mt'ans  must  bo  included  trees  for  shadincr  the 
walks,  and  })rovi.si()ns  for  various  bodily  wants.  There  is  occasion  to 
provide  but  one  specific  local  feature.  The  movement  of  boats  on  the 
water  will  be  a  sourcii  of  amnsemeat  to  visitors  who  do  not  personalh' 
enter  them.  For  this  reason,  as  well  bocau.se  on  sanitary  n;r«>mjds, 
the  <nty  should  lose  no  convenient  and  inexpensive  opportunity  to  en- 
courage its  people  in  the  practice  of  healthful  opeu-^r  recreaiion ;  the 
plan  shonld  prpvide  fscOities  for  the  use  of  boats. 

Except  as  suitable  arrangements  are  required  for  boats  and  boating, 
the  question  seems  thus  to  be  reduced  to  little  more  than  one  of  the  ex- 
tent and  ▼ariety  of  ways  of  passage  and  conTenieooes  lor  rest  that  will 
be  required  for  the  accommodation  of  such  people  as  are  likely  to  come 
in  summer  to  this  grcundi  rather  than  to  one  of  the  adjoining  public 
grounds,  that  is  to  say,  the  existing  Charlesbank  ground^  the  Public 
.  Garden,  the  Common,  or  the  Fens.  Having  in  view  the  consideration 
that  the  foundation-work  of  the  proposed  ground  will  cost  morOi 
relatively  to  the  area  to  be  used,  than  that  of  any  public  ground  for  tiie 
preparation  of  which  the  Park  Department  has  thus  far  been  responsible, 
and  that  the  lar<j;er  the  qfronnd  m:ide  the  larg^er  wil!  be  its  cost  per  foot, 
the  question  that  needs  the  most  consideration  from  the  i^oard  would 
seem  to  be  this: 

At  how  short  a  distance  from  the  present  shore,  within  the  limits 
prescribed  by  the  statute,  can  the  water-side  boundary  of  the  New 
Charlesbank  be  establislied  without  unwisely  cramping  spiices  needed 
for  ways  of  communication  and  rest  and  for  the  healthy  gp*owth  of  trees 
for  shading  tlicse  spaces  P 

All  the  drawings  that  we  sulmdt  present  the  common  feature  of  a 
broad  walk  on  the  brink  of  the  water.  This  walk  is  to  be  regarded  as 
a  necessity  of  the  situation,  since,  wliateTer  other  disposition  should  be 
made  of  the  space  in  question,  it  would  often  be  impracticable  to  pre- 
vent people  from  crowding  upon  it.  This  outer  vrslk  would  be  a  con* 
tinuatlon  of  the  existing  main  walk  of  the  Charlesbank.  * 
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All  of  the  drawings  also  show  a  strip  of  ground  bordering  the  inner 
sUle  of  this  walk,  which  strip  is  to  he  oooupied  by  shade  trees  and  seats. 
A  wheelwaj  is,  in  most  of  the  drawings,  proposed  to  be  carried  on  the 
inside  of  this  strip.  The  Board  may  question  whether  the  nse  of  a 
wheelwayparsUel  with  Charles,  Brimmer,  and  Beacon  streets  and  on  the 
Ueafk  side  of  Che  rear  of  houses  fronting  on  those  streets,  is  likely  to  be 
of  enough  use  to  justify  the  great  ontlay  that  will  be  required  for  its 
construction.  We  therefore  present  plans  in  one  of  which  the  wheel- 
wmj  is  partly,  and  in  another  wholly,  omitted. 

None  of  the  plans  provide  for  a  bridle  road.  It  can,  of  roiirsio,  lie  in- 
troduced if  the  Board  thinks  best.  Wo  know  that  tlio  omission  of  it 
would  be  disappointing  to  many,  but  we  doubt  if,  upon  due  reflection,  the 
Board  will  think  that  its  vnlnn  to  the  public  will  compensate  for  its  cost. 

The  vahif  of  a  bridle  roud  lies  mostly  in  tlu;  circiimst.ince  that  it  is  so 
construct«;<i  that  there  is  less  jar  for  a  liorsti  and  ri<ler  moving  upon  it  at 
speed  tlian  tlit-ro  is  ou  a  paveiucnL  or  a  iiiacaiianiiz -d  road.  It  is 
usual  to  ride  ut  a  much  higher  rate  of  speed  upon  a  bridle  road  than 
u^n  a  carriage  road.  Horses  oilun  move  at  a  brisk  gallop  on  the  britlle 
rujuls  of  the  Paris,  Loudon,  and  New  York  park.s.  Wiien  so  moving,  it 
hi  impracticable  to  pull  them  up  or  turn  them  so  quickly  as  to  avoid 
any  obstacle  appearing  suddenly  and  near  at  hand  before  fliem.  Hence 
a  bridle  road  is  undesirable  except  where  a  clear  course  can  be  had  for 
a  considerable  distance.  For  this  reason  Rotten  row  in  Hyde  park  Is 
laited  in  throughout  its  length,  and  no  one  is  allowed  to  cross  it.  Where- 
ever,  in  Central  park.  New  Tork,  the  law  allows  carriages  or  people  on 
loot  to  cross  the  bridle  toad,  archways  are  provided  passing  oyer  or 
under  it.  It  is  the  same  in  Prospect  park,  Brooklyn.  l*ositions  have 
been  selected  for  these  archways  in  which  the  bridle  road  is  eitiier 
carried  through  a  depression  or  follows  a  ridge  of  the  surface.  There 
will  be  no  such  positions  on  the  New  Charlesbank,  and  if  archways  were 
to  be  made  for  erossingthe  bridle  road,  either  over  or  under,  tliey  would 
he  costly  and  cuiabrous.  Witliout  such  anliways,  dangerous  cross 
walks  will  l>e  necessary,  and  all  riding  on  the  bridle  road  will  have  to  be 
slow  and  cautious,  or  the  danger  of  knocking  down  wouuni  ami  c  hildren 
will  be  found  intolerable.  The  whole  space  which  the  law  allows  to  be 
occupied  for  all  ])urposes  north  of  Beacon  street  is  Ixit  om;  hundred  feet 
wide.  If  a  bridle  road  is  to  be  iutrutluoed  wiUiiu  tlu.s  space,  it  will  have 
to  be  a  very  narrow  one  not  to  undesirably  cramp  a  carriage  road  and 
a  water-side  walk,  and  the  necessary  planting  spaces  for  trees  to  shade 
them. 
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It  may  bo  observod,  in  conelasioii,  of  this  part  of  the  subject,  that  no 
other  ctiy  in  t!it'  world  has  as  great  a  length  of  bridle  roads  relatively 
to  its  population  is  contjuiiplatod  for  Boston.  London,  whore  riding 
is  a  more  common  aiuuaeaicut  tiian  in  any  other  great  city,  hus  not  a 
tenth  part  as  much.  Boston  already  kas  about  five  miles  of  bridle  roads 
open  to  use,  but  during  the  last  month  we  hare  seea  not  a  dozen  men, 
and  not  a  single  woman,  riding  lor  pleasure  upon  them.  Taking  into 
account  the  fact  that  a  bridle  road  is  nearly  useless  when  the  ground  is 
frozen,  and  hardly  needed  when  there  is  snow  on  the  ground,  the  ex- 
pediency of  adding  to  the  eictent  of  bridle  road  now  planned  at  liie  great 
cost  wUeh  would  be  necessaiy  if  the  addition  was  to  be  made  on  the 
New  Charlcsbank  is,  we  apprehend,  very  questimiable. 

Should  the  Board  wish  to  pass  judgment  at  once  upon  any  of  the 
proposition?^  that  have  been  suggested  in  this  report,  it  may,  perhaps, 
convenientl}'^  do  so  by  a  vote  upon  a  soloction  to  be  made  from  the 
following  series  of  forms  submitted  for  its  (M>usidenitiou : 

1.  A  public  walk  near  tiie  water-side  is  required  from  end  to  end  of 
the  Kew  Ciiarlesbank.  ^ 

To  this  proposition  No.  1,  if  the  Board  decides  not  to  require  a  drive 
or  a  ride,  an  addition  may  be  made  so  that  it  will  read  as  follows : 

2.  A  public  walk  is  required  from  end  to  end  of  the  New  Charles^ 
bank,  to  be  laid  out  nowhere  beyond  the  limft  prescribed  by  the  statute, 
and,  wherever  practicable,  as  far  within  that  limit  (a)  as  wiU  be  con- 
sistent with  convenience  and  gracefulness ;  (b)  as  will  give  room  for 
plantings  on  the  landward  side  of  it,  these  plantings  to  be  tit  signed  to 
provide  shade  for  the  walk  and  for  seats  facing  the  walk;  (c)  as  will 
q'ivn  room  at  a  point  ponvt^nientlj  accessible  alike  from  Bciicon  and 
from  ('harles  streets  for  a  lionet-  of  publit:  fonveniciire  and  for  a  house 
or  houses  and  oiiier  i-equireinouts  for  a  boating  station.  (It  would  cost 
less  to  carry  out  this  propt^sitiou  than  any  others  Uie  consideratiou 
of  which  wo  sliould  prttjjose  ) 

3.  A  drive  is  required  from  end  to  end  of  the  Now  Charlcsbank,  on 
the  landward  siile  of  a  walk  following  tlie  new  shore  to  be  made. 

4.  A  drive  is  required  between  Cambridge  street  and  Chestnut 
street. 

6.  A  drive  is  required  between  Chestnut  street  and  Cbarlesgate. 

6.  A  ride  is  required  from  end  to  end  of  the  ground. 

7.  A  ride  is  required  from  Chestnut  street  to  Cbarlesgate. 

The  Board  will  n»>t  probably  be  disposed  to  build  a  continut)us  wall  as 
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oosdy  as  that  npcm  fhe  water-side  of  the  Old  Cbarlesbank,  and  may  be 

Jis|>osed  to  give  instnietifms  as  follows : 

For  tho  outer  face  of  tho  New  Charle>b:uik  any  two  or  all  of  the 
folloAving  methods  of  construction  may  bo  a<loptcd,  as,  having  regard 
to  local  condition;^,  shall  accomplisli  the  cs^sential  purjin^jf^  at  the  least 
cutlny:  (a)  a  wall  of  ma!«onry;  (6)  a  stone-pitehcd  cuibaukment  sap- 
porting  a  dr}-  wall  above  hiirh-waf  i  r  mark  ;  (e)  a  be;u  h. 

Drawings  are  presented  iiiu-slrutivc  of  ck-Ii  of  the  nhovc  ni<'i!ioil<,  ex- 
cept t'lnt  of  tlie  wall  of  masonry,  ot  which  an  example  is  to  be  seeuia 
ihc  wall  ui'  the  CJharlcsbank.

The  Board  thereupon  passed  the  following  votes : 

**  Voted,  that  Uie  Landscape  AzcbitectB  prepare  a  plan  for  the  (^harles- 
bank  extension  on  a  basis  of  an  embankment  of  one  hundred  and  twenty 
feet  oiit«;i(le  of  tlie  pre«4ent  harbor  lino  between  West  Boston  bridge 
and  the  angle  in  said  line  near  Ott(>r  street,  and  of  seventy  feet  outside 
tlie  prestuit  harbor  line  between  Otter  street  and  Oharlesgate  East,  with 
such  treatment  at  said  angle  and  at  the  terminus  at  West  Boston  bridge 
as  eircum-tances  and  a  provision  for  boat-houses  at  these  pomta  would 
seem  to  require. 

*♦  Voted,  ThiU  tlic  duid  plan  when  prepared  by  tho  Landscape  Archi- 
teelS  be  esdmatod  U[>on  by  tho  City  Engineer,  and  when  approved  by 
the  Board  ho  aabiiiittod  to  the  Secretaiy  of  War  for  his  approraL** 

Th^  Landscape  Ardiitects  accordinglj  prepared  a  plan  of 
Oharlesbank  from  West  Boston  hridge  to  Back  Bay  Fens, 
which  is  herewith  published.  Tim  City  Kngiiioor  csliiiiMtcs 
the  cost  of  building  the  embunkiiiciit,  according  to  this  plan, 
at  $482^735,  and  of  finishing  the  thirty-foot  private  way 
in  the  rear  of  Beacon  street  at  $35,145,  or  a  total  cost  of 
1517,880. 

Parkways  in  West  Roxbury. 

As  soon  as  the  Metropolitan  Park  Gonniiission  had  dcfi- 
nitely  determined  upon  the  taking  of  tiie  Blue  llills,  and  the 
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making  of  some  form  of  reservation  at  the  woods  in  the 
neighboihood  of  Stony  brook  and  its  source  at  Muddy 
pond  in  Hyde  Park  and  the  West  Roxbury  district  near 
Bellevue  hill,  the  Board,  at  the  suggestion  of  the  Mayor, 

caused  surveys  to  be  made  of  three  different  routes  for  a 
parkway  to  connect  the  ^lotropoliliin  with  the  Bodton  park 
system  aw  shown  in  the  accompanying  diagram. 

Two  of  the  routes  indicated  would  connect  the  Arnold 
Arboretum  with  the  proposed  **  Stony  Brook  Reservation," 
as  it  has  been  called  by  the  Metropolitan  Park  Commission, 
and  the  other  would  connect  Franklin  park  with  the  same 
reservation  at  a  different  point.  The  Landscape  Architects 
in  submitting  the  plans  of  these  alternative  routes  say  in 
regard  to  them : 

Route  Xo.  I  (the  westerly  one  showo  on  the  dincrram) 
is  the  best  as  regards  natural  scenery,  it  is  also  the  best 
from  a  financial  point  of  view,  since  its  constniction  would 
render  a  large  area  of  wild  woodland  and  farming  land  more 
valuable  for  fine  suburban  residences  than  either  of  the  other 
routes.  For  nearly  a  mile  of  its  total  length  of  two  and  a 
half  miles  it  will  also  afford  the  cheapest  and  best  way  of 
pi  nN  idinij  for  the  surface  drainage  o(  a  large  body  of  laud 
l)y  preserving  the  natural  watercourse,  as  the  Muddy  river 
improvement  has  done. 

**  Route  No.  2  (  the  central  one  of  the  diagram)  is  the 
shortest,  having  a  length  of  one  and  eight-tenths  miles.  It 
passes,  for  the  most  part,  through  a  district  already  well 
supplied  with  streets,  and  cut  up  into  comparatively  small 
lots.  There  being  little  scenery  of  value  to  preserve,  and 
liuL  liule  bide-hill  <rriidin;'  necessitating;  extra  width  for 
h1o])os,  this  route  need  have  only  a  moderate  wiiith.  At 
the  same  time,  the  facilities  which  it  would  afford  for  pleas- 
ure driving  and  riding  are  such  that  the  land-owners  can 
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well  afford  to  give  land,  and  to  aid  in  its  constractjon. 
Both  Bonte  1  and  Boute  3  are  open  to  the  disadvantage 

that  they  connect  at  the  Arboretum  with  comparatively 
narrow  park  drives,  and  that  there  is  no  bridle  path  connect- 
ing through  the  Arboretum  with  that  in  the  Arborway .  The 
latter  deficiency  may  possibly  be  remedied  with  the  consent 
of  Harvard  College,  which  controls  the  Arboretum. 

** Bonte  Ko.  3  (the  easterly  course),  while  it  is  the  longest 
(three  and  one-fourth  miles),  passes  through  the  cheapest 
laiiJ,  ami  would,  therefore,  coat  the  least  in  land  damages. 
For  a  mile  and  a  quarter  it  follows  the  brook  from  Franklin 
park  and  Stony  brook,  and  it  would  thu:^  include  a  channel 
for  the  sur&ce  drainage  of  a  considerable  territory,  much  of 
which  is  swampy  or  low,  and  will  be  greatly  benefited  by 
the  improvement.  A  notable  part  of  this  route  passes 
through  land  already  belonging  to  the  city,  being  now  used 
for  the  infectious  ward  of  the  City  Hospital,  and  for  the  now 
insane  asylum,  the  buildings  of  both  1)eiug  at  an  ample  dis- 
tance Irom  the  proposed  parkway.  This  route  possesses  the 
great  advantage  of  continuing  the  ample  pleasure  drives 
and  bridle  paths  of  Franklin  park  through  what  would  be  a 
pleasant,  meadow-like  parkway,  then  over  the  end  of 
Clart  ndoTi  hill,  where  extensive  views  would  be  coiiuiiiiuded, 
then  through  wild  woods  to  the  secluded  borders  of  Muddy 
pond. 

.  "Thence  either  of  the  three  routes  would  before  long 
probably  be  extended  to  the  picturesque  Mother  brook; 
then   through  the  broad,  charming   landscape   of  the 

Nej>onset-river  valley  above  Ilydo  Park ;  then  through 
plea^nt  fields  and  hedgerows  to  the  most  popular  entrance 
to  the  Blue  Hill  resei-vation. 

This  West  Boxbury  parkway  is  to  be  considered  aa  an 
important  chain  in  a  general  and  intimately  connected  sys- 
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tern,  of  parks  and  parkways,  and  it  is  desirable  to  make  it  of  • 
a  similarly  picturesque  character  as  that  of  the  great  park- 
way that  runs  from  the  licurt  of  the  city  to  Jamaica  i)uHd, 
by  way  of  the  Back  Bay  Fens  and  the  Riverway.  And  just 
as  Jamaica  park  and  Leverett  park  are  enlargements  in  that 
parkway,  so  in  the  parkway  to  the  Blue  Hills  the  Stony 
Brook  reservation  would  constitute  a  great  enlargement,  ex-  . 
pandmg  to  the  proportions  of  a  considerable  stretch  of  wood- 
land, whose  final  shape  will  be  perhaps  largely  determined 
by  the  route  chosen  from  iho  Boston  park  system.** 

A  map  of  the  main  park  system  from  the  Common  to  ,  ' 
Franklin  park  is  published  with  this  report.

Sib:  I  herewith  submit  the  following  report  of  the  work  done 
and  of  the  matters  of  interest  in  connection  with  the  work  placed 
under  my  direction  by  your  Board,  the  work  being  continued  under 
the  immediate  chaige  of  Assistant  Engmeer  E.  W.  Howe. 

The  Fens. 

FilliiKj.  —  The  land  needed  for  widening  Tremont  entrance  on 
its  easterly  side  has  been  acquired;  filling  was  piircha.sed  from 
various  parties  and  the  land  graded.  The  amount  of  Ming  was 
5,937  cubic  yards 

The  completion  of  the  new  Administration  building  on  Audubon 
road  having  made  the  use  of  the  temporary  yard  and  buildings  at 
Westiand  entrance  unnecessary,  these  buildings  were  removed  and 
the  grounds  graded  and  plants. 

Soadmay  and  Walks, — Austin  Ford  &  Son,  under  a  contract 
dated  January  9,  1893,  delivered  2,262  lin.  feet  of  curbstone  at 
$1.58  per  lin.  foot.  This  has  all  been  set  except  the  portion  on 
the  easterly  side  of  Tremont  entrance,  where  the  fiUiug  has  recently 
been  done.  The  roadway  from  Huntington  avenue,  through  Tre- 
mont enti'ance  and  along  the  Fenway  to  Brookline  avenue,  has 
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been  surfaced.  There  remains  to  be  done  a  short  section  of  road- 
way on  the  easterly  side  of  Tremont  entrance  and  the  wallc  from 
Tremont  entrance  to  Fen  bridge  to  complete  the  Fens,  with  the 
exception  of  the  part  north  of  Beacon  street,  and  the  baildings  at 
the  yard  near  Audnbon  road. 

Electric  LifjJUing.  —  On  October  7  a  contnici  was  made  vvilli 
the  Bostou  Electric  Li^bt  Coini);iny  for  lightiui:;  the  Fens.  Under 
thia  contract  the  compuiiy  is  to  furiiisb  45  arc  lights  of  2,000- 
candle  power  each,  and  is  to  lay  imdorsfround  calilcs  for  the  same, 
and  funusli  and  erect  the  laiup-posta.  The  work  was  begun  on 
December  1 ,  but  iti  not  yet  liuislicd. 

Miscellaneous,  —  The  floor  of  the  Charlesi:;ate  hri<l'je  lins  been 
renewed  and  the  gates  in  the  biouy  brook  gate-chamber  repaired. 

Stont  Brook  and  Muddy  Rivbb  Coyerbd  CBANinBLS. 

These  channels  remain  in  the  same  condition  as  they  were  a  year 
ago,  except  that  a  portion  of  the  Maddy<riYer  conduit  has  been 
cleaned  of  deposit.  The  damaged  section  of  this  condnit  should 
be  rebuUt  at  once.  The  brook  channels  in  the  town  of  Brookline 
have  been  improved  recentiy,  and  the  amount  of  water  liable  to  be 
discharged  into  this  condnit  is  much  greater  ttian  formerly. 

The  RiVERWAT. 

FUUngt  Qtading^  and  Loam,  —  The  work  of  filling  and  grading  is 
sabstantially  completed,  with  the  exception  of  the  section  north  of 
the  channel*  The  Boston  &  Albany  Railroad  Company  de- 
livered 58,780  cubic  yards  of  gravel  at  70  cents  per  cubic  yard. 
On  December  5  a  contract  was  made  with  James  Eillian  for  doing 
the  flllmg  required  north  of  the  channel,  and  on  Audubon  road  be- 
tween Brookline  avenue  and  Beacon  street.  This  work  is  now  in 
progress. 

The  work  of  transporting  loam  from  Basin  6,  of  the  Boston 
Water  Works,  under  the  contract  with  the  Boston  &  Albany 
Railroad  Company,  has  been  completed.  The  total  amount  of 
loam  delivered  was  24,945  cubic  yards,  at  a  cost  of  $28,963.94* 
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Id  ud>liiii>ii  lo  the  aVtove,  1,778  cubic  yartis  of  loam  were  pur- 
chaseil  from  oilier  puilies,  at  a  cohL  of  Si, 500. 

A  contract  was  made  ou  March  24  with  Moiiltoii  & 
O'Maboney  for  distrihutinsf  the  h>aiu  delivered  hy  the  raih'oad 
c-oDipany.  Tlic  wvu  k  has  been  lioished,  and  tlic  amount  of  loam 
moved  by  them  was  22,460  cubic  yards,  at  the  price  of  25  ceuts 
per  cubic  yard. 

Bridges,  —  The  Bellevae-strcct  bridge  baa  been  completed.  This 
is  a  masonry  arch  carrying  the  driveway  and  walks  over  the  water- 
way. The  foundation  is  of  concrete,  the  faoe^walls  of  seam-faced 
gnuiHe,  and  the  coping  of  red  granite;  the  arch  is  of  briclc  above 
and  of  granite  below  the  enrface  of  the  water.  The  width  of  the 
bridge  at  a  right  angle  to  the  line  of  the  drive  is  i7  feet,  and  the 
span  44  feet.  The  arch  is  segmental  in  form,  the  radios  being  23 
feet  and  the  rise  15  feet.  The  springing-line  is  at  grade  2.5 
above  city  base,  or  8.5  feet  below  the  snrfaoe  of  the  water.  The 
cost  of  the  bridge  was  $ M, •! 60.89,  one-half  of  which  was  paid  by 
the  city  of  Boston  and  one-half  by  the  town  of  Brookliiie. 

The  bridge  on  Treraont  street  has  also  been  linislied.  It  has  a 
length  on  the  line  of  the  cbaiitn^l  of  170  feet,  and  a. span  of  15  foot, 
the  arch  havin"^  a  radius  of  7 .'<  teot.  The  character  of  the  work 
ib  the  same  us  iliat  of  tlie  Beilevue- street  bridge.  Coat,  ^$23,755.50; 
one-half  paid  by  Boston. 

Foot-brkbjes  near  Bernier  Street.  —  Two  bridges  connect  the 
Parkway  near  Bernicr  strcet  with  the  walk  on  the  Brookliue  bank 
of  the  river  near  the  railroad  station.  One  of  these  bridu^es  is 
over  the  bridle  path  and  is  entirely  in  Boston  ;  it  is  a  semicircular 
arch  of  38  feet  4  inches  span  and  14  feet  width  to  outside  of  para- 
pets. The  foundations  are  of  concrete  and  the  exposed  face- 
walls  of  seam-faced  granite ;  the  arch  is  of  bride,  the  face  brick 
being  buff  colored ;  the  coping  is  of  red  granite.  The  grade  of 
the  easterly  approach  to  the  bridge  is  about  9  feet  higher  than  the 
westerly  approach,  and  the  connection  is  made  by  steps  leading 
from  the  top  of  the  bridge  to  the  lower  walk. 

The  bridge  over  the  channel  has  a  span  52  feet,  the  radius  of 
the  curve  of  the  arch  being  31  feet  9  inches.    The  masonry  is  of 
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the  same  chiiraottT  as  that  of  the  bridge  over  the  bridle  path, 
except  thai  the  fuce-brick  work  is  of  r(;d  brick,  and  there  is  to  be 
an  iron  railing  instead  of  a  mas>onry  parapet.  Both  of  tliese 
bridf^cs  were  Imilt  tmdor  a  contract  with  I^avitt»  Dailey,  &  Croekett, 
(luted  I\r:iieh  '20,  IhJo.  One-half  of  the  cost  of  the  bridge  over 
tlie  ehaiiuel  was  paid  by  the  town  of  Brookiiiie;  the  balance  of 
this,  uiid  the  whole  of  the  eoni  of  the  bridge  over  the  bridle  path, 
wa«  paid  l)y  the  city  of  lioston. 

These  bridges  were  built  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  A.  H. 
French,  C.K.,  engineer  for  the  Brookline  Park  Ooramissinners. 
The  workini^  phins  were  prepared  by  Mr.  French,  in  considtatiori 
with  this  Department,  from  designs  furuisiied  by  Measro  Olmstod, 
Olmsted,  &  Eliot,  and  Shepley,  RuUm,  «&  Coolidge. 

Bridle-pcUh  B>-><hi\  —  On  October  23  a  conlraet  was  made 
with  Johnson  Brothers  for  the  erection  of  a  bridge  over  the 
channel  to  connect  the  bridle  path  on  the  easterly  eide  witb 
Audubon  road.    Work  on  tlti^  bridge  is  now  in  progress. 

Au'lHhim-road  Bridge.  —  This  bridge  is  over  the  Brookline 
branch  of  the  Boston  it  Albany  Railroad.  It  is  a  plate  girder 
deck  brid<i:(>,  of  a  spaa  of  87  feet  and  a  width  of  100  feet.  It  is 
on  a  slight  skew.  The  abutments  are  of  granite  ashlar  masonry 
with  foundations  of  concrete  ;  they  were  built  under  a  contract 
with  Jones  &  Meehan,  dated  January  13.  The  work  is  nearly 
finished. 

The  ironwork  of  the  superstractare  was  erected  by  the  Boston 
Bridge  Works,  at  a  cost  of  $8,636.40. 

A  wooden  floor  has  been  laid  on  the  roadway,  under  a  contract 
with  Josiah  Shaw,  at  a  cost  of  $1,352.60. 

The  sidewalk  floors  and  the  railing  have  not  been  built. 

Bstaining'waUa.  —  Walls  four  feet  in  height  and  of  a  com* 
bined  length  of  543  feet  have  been  built  on  outer  line  of  the 
Parkway  in  front  of  four  estates,  between  Longwood  avenue  and 
Francis  street.  These  walls  were  built  by  James  KiUian,  under 
a  contract  dated  June  26,  at  a  cost  of  $4,771.63. 
'  Drtknage*  —  Drains  and  catch^basins  have  been  built  for  col« 
lecting  the  surface-water  from  the  drives,  walks,  and  slopes.  The

water  is  discharged  into  the  channel.    There  have  been  built  49 
catch-basius  and  3,750  liu,  feet  of  drains. 

Surfacinq  Drives^  Ride^  and   WJt/A*,<?.  —  Owiag   to  delay  in 
complo'tin^i  the  filling  and  pjnidini;,  work  was  not  bcf^un  on  the  • 
siirfaciuf;  until  August,  when  a  large  -force  vvns  transferred  from 
the  Street  Department  to  this  work.    Before  winter  set  in,  the 
gutters   were    paved  and  the  drive  and  ride   surfaced  from 
the  Fens  to  Tremont  street.    But  little  has  been  done  on  the 
walks.     The  area  of  gutters  paved  was  5,800  sq.  yards  ; 
of  drive  surfaced,  23,948  sq.  yards;  and  of  ride  surfaced,  16,000 
aq.  yards.   There  were  purchased  from  various  parties  6,710  cubic 
yards  of  stone  for  Telford  foundation,  and  a  large  amount  of  stone 
found  on  the  ground  was  also  used  for  this  poipose.   There  were 
also  puxchased  4,025  tons  of  crushed  stone. 

Ten  thousand  two  hundred  and  twelve  tons  of  stone  were  pur- 
chased during  the  year  and  delivered  at  the  crusher  at  the  Fens. 
About  6,000  tons  of  this  stone  was  used,  after  being  crushed,  at 
Muddy  river,  and  the  balance  used  at  the  Fens,  or  stored  in  piles 
for  future  use.  The  prices  paid  have  been  $1.00  to  $1.25  for 
stone  for  foundations ;  $1.80  and  $1.90  per  ton  for  crushed  stone ; 
and  60  cents  to  89)  cents  per  ton  for  stone  delivered  at  the 
crusher* 

The  driveway  was  opened  to  travel,  as  far  as  Ttemont  street, 
on  November  26,  and  about  the  same  time  the  driveway  on  the 
Brookline  side,  between  Tremont  street  and  Chestnut  street,  was 
opened,  thus  giving  a  oontinaous  park  drive  from  Beacon  street 
nearly  to  Jamaica  pond. 

Administration  Building,  —  This  building  was  completed  eariy 
in  the  season,  and  is  now  occupied  as  the  headquarters  for  the 
Fens,  Muddy  river,  and  Leverett  park. 

Levebbtt  Pabx. 

Orading. —  Work  under  the  contract  with  Moulton     0*Malio?if  y 
Is  still  in  progress.     The  chain  of  ponds  in  tlx  ;j:r(UHKl  lu 
occupied  by  the  Natural  History  Society  have  been  completed,  also 
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Willow  pond  and  Ward's  pond.  A  larj^e  amount  of  work  has  been 
done  by  the  park  force  along  the  line  of  the  brook,  but  much  re- 
mains to  lio  (lone. 

There  in  also  auniv  hvusy  gnuliii;^  work  to  be  done  in  connection 
with  the  changing  of  the  Jocatiou  and  grade  of  Perkins  and 
Chestnut  Htrnets. 

Bi'id'jes. — Thrt'c  small  britlgcs  of  ma*>onry  and  one  culvert  on 
the  line  of  the  brook  liavc  been  built  uiukr  the  contract  with  Kelly 
&  O'Heam,  dated  August  27,  1892.  These  are  small  structures, 
aiid  sen't"  to  r;irry  walks  and  a  drive  over  the  brook.  They  were 
built  under  tli  >  direetioii  of  I\Ir.  A.  H.  French,  CE.,  cnfiineer  for 
the  lirookUiu!  I^uk  Coinniissioners,  the>'  beinij;  on  the  boundary 
line  lietween  the  city  and  town.  Oue-half  of  the  coat  was  paid 
by  the  city,  its  payment  amounting  to  $5,587.23. 

Drainage. — Two  thousaud  three  hun(h*ed  and  four  lin.  feet  of 
drains  and  29  catch-basins  have  been  built  for  collecting  snrface- 
Wftter,  and  discharging  it  into  the  channel  or  upon  the  surface  of 
the  ground,  where  it  can  be  done  without  injury. 

One  thooAand  one  hundred  and  fifty  lin.  feet  of  drains,  with 
nine  gates  and  three  manholes,  have  been  built  for  controlling  the 
flow  of  water  in  the  small  ponds. 

Swjbcing  Roada^  Walks,  asui  Side,  ^Th»  gutters  have  been 
paved,  the  roadway  ballasted  and  covered  with  crushed  stone  for 
a  distance  of  about  1,800  feet  southerly  from  Tremont  street,  but 
owing  to  the  coming  on  of  winter  the  woric  was  not  finished.  A 
crusher  has  been  set  up  at  the  ledge  on  the  line  of  the  drive,  about 
2,000  feet  Bouthnrly  from  Tremont  street,  and  the  work  of  quar-' 
lying  and  crushing  the  stone  is  now  in  progress.  It  is  intended 
to  use  this  stone  on  the  Parkway,  between  Tremont  and  South 
streets. 

JflseeSaneotts.  —  A  considerable  area  has  been  planted.  About 
1,000  lin.  feet  of  6-in.  water-pipe  have  been  laid  connecting  with 
the  main  pipe  of  the  Jamaica  Pond  Aqueduct  Company,  and  two 
stand-pipes  erected  for  supplying  water  for  road-sprinldiDg. 
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Jamaica  Pabk, 

Chrading,  — Work  under  the  contract  with  Saucier  Bros,  is  still 
in  progress,  but  is  very  near  completion.  The  old  buildings  on 
the  line  of  the  Pkirkway,  on  the  easterly  side  of  the  poiuU  with  the 
exception  of  two,  have  been  removed.  The  unoccupied  grounds 
on  the  westerly  side  of  the  pond  have  been  cleared,  the  cellars 
filled,  etc. 

Water-pipes.  —  "Water-pipes  have  been  laid  along  tlie  Parkway 
by  the  Water  Department,  for  supplying  abutting  estates  with 
city  water;  also  piptid  have  boon  laid  for  utilizing  the  water  of 
,I;uii:Lica  pond  for  road-sprinkiiug  and  for  supplying  the  {>onds 
ill  Franklin  |>:uk.  The  hiUtT  piju's  have  l)een  hiid  at  the  expense 
uf  the  Park  Department,  and  the  length  laid  is  70U  lin.  feet. 

Abboswat. 

(Trading.  ^  The  section  between  Pond  street  and  Centre  street 
is  being  graded  by  Saucier  Bros.,  in  connection  with  the  grading  at 
Jamaica  park. 

On  February  27  a  contract  was  made  with  Andrew  Garberry 
for  grading  the  park  drive  and  ride  on  the  easterly  side  of  the 
Artwretum.  The  work  was  completed,  but  as  additional  filling 
was  necessary,  anoliier  contract  was  made  with  him,  on  November 
1,  for  excavating  the  traffic  road  on  the  same  section  of  Arbor- 
way.   This  woric  is  now  in  progress. 

On  December  12,  1892,  a  contract  was  made  with  Newell  St 
Snowling  for  doing  the  earth  grading  required  on  the  section  be- 
tween Washington  and  Forest  Hills  streets.  This  work  has  been 
completed,  the  amount  paid  the  contractors  being  $7,907.64.  A 
K»<lgeon  this  section  is  now  beiiiii;  removed  by  the  Department  foree. 

JJrainoge. — The  contract  for  building  tlu;  dvniu  to  carry  the 
vnter  of  the  Vtrook  which  comes  from  west  of  Pond  street  to  the 
A 1  f  x  I  return  having  been  abandoned,  a  now  coutmet  for  completing 
the  work  was  made  on  Juur  r.»  with  U.  P.  Nawn.  The  work  has 
been  finished  at  a  cost,  including  the  amount  paid  the  iirat  con- 
tractor, of  $ia,UU1.44. 
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Briflffe  nmr  Stony  Bwok. — On  April  1<»  a  ( >  )?iti  act  was  made 
wilh  William  L.  Miller  for  building  a  temporary  bridp:c  to  carry 
the  Arborway  over  Stony  brook.  The  bridge  13  of  wood.  The 
abutments  are  of  vulcanized,  spruce  pilea  spaced  three  feet  apart 
and  covered  on  the  back  with  H-in.  vulcanized  hard*pine  plank. 

Anchor  pilea  were  driven  15  feet  back  from  the  abutments, 
with  whieh  they  were  oonnected  by  IJ-in.  iron  rods* 

The  floor  of  the  bridge  is  of  8  X  16  in.  vnlcanized  haid-pine 
stringers,  covered  with  4-in*  vulcanized  hard-pine  and  2*in*  spruce 
planlr.  The  span  of  the  bridge  is  26  feet,  and  the  length  on  the 
line  of  the  brook  222  feet  The  work  was  completed  at  a  cost  of 
$4,284. 

Watar-p^jtea. — Water-pipes,  both  for  dtty  water  and  for  Ja- 
maica pond  water,  have  been  laid  between  Pond  and  Centre  streets 
and  between  Washington  and  Forest  Hills  streets.  The  length  of 
pipe  laid  for  the  Park  Deparlmeut  was  1,425  feet  of  8-iu.  pij>e 
and  1,400  feet  of  lU-in.  pipe. 

Surfacing  Drive,  RidSy  and  Widk.^^. — A  small  amount  of  sur- 
facing has  been  done  near  the  Centre-street  entrance  to  the  Arho- 
retura,  in  addition  to  the  portion  done  in  1892.  The  ground  at 
this  point  has  been  graded  by  the  Department  force. 

DOKOliJiSTEBWAY. 

Orading.  —  A  contiact  was  made  on  February  20  with  John 
Cavanagh  &  Co.  for  grading  a  portion  of  the  Dorchesterway. 
A  small  amount  of  work  remains  to  be  done  under  this  contract. 

On  the  same  date  a  contract  was  made  with  Collins  &  Ham  for 
filling  the  remaining  portion  as  far  as  the  Old  Colony  Bailroad. 
This  work  is  still  in  progress. 

Surfacing  Drive  and  WaUca,  —  Work  was  begun  late  in  the  fall 
near  Five  Comers,  but  nothing  was  brought  to  a  finish  before 
work  was  stopped  on  account  of  cold  weather. 

Arnold  Arbobbtdii. 

The  work  of  construction  at  the  Arboretum  during  the  year  has 
been  the  excavation  of  the  channel  for  the  brook  from  the  outlet 
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of  the  covered  drain  near  Centre  street,  and  the  completion  of  the 
cnlvert  ander  the  drive  on  the  line  of  this  brook,  the  excavation 
for  the  brook  near  the  foot  of  the  northerly  alope  of  Bnsaey  hill, 
the  oompleting  of  the  grading  of  the  top  of  Bussey  hill,  and  the 
grading  of  the  alopes  adjoining  the  line  of  Arborway. 

Fbahkuk  Park. 

DriveBj  Ridea^  and  TTofts.  — The  roadway  of  the  Circnit  drive  and 
of  the  Morion-atreet  entrance  have  been  finished  and  were  opened 
to  travel  on  November  12.  The  walks  in  the  vicinity  of  Circuit 
drive  are  nearly  finished.   The  leugili  of  this  drive  is  2^  luiles. 

Schoolmaster  Hill,  —  The  roof  of  the  Shelter  has  been  covered 
with  tiles,  under  the  direction  of  the  City  Architect,  and  grano- 
liiliic  walks  have  been  coutitructed  iu  the  Shelter,  arbors,  aud 
bowere. 

kSoirhoro'  Pond.  —  The  excavation  of  thiB  poud  imi>  been  com- 
pleted, except  such  as  may  be  needed  at  the  connection  between  it 
and  the  pond  near  AbUotswood.  The  total  amount  i):i!<l  the 
contractors  lor  tiilh  \\-<n'k  was  $24,067.44.  "Wheii  lillod  to  the 
summer  level,  this  pond  will  have  an  aren  of  7  acres  nn<l  a  depth  of 
8  feet,  but  provision  is  made  for  maintiiining  the  depth  at  4  feet 
in  the  winter,  when  the  pond  Is  ust'd  for  skating;  at  the  outlet 
ue;ir  3forton  street  tliere  is  u  ohuinber  provided  with  stop-plank 
for  regulating  the  lieight  of  the  w;iti>r;  there  is  also  a  gate,  by  the 
opening  of  wkich  the  pond  can  be  entirely  emptied. 

Bridges.  —  There  arc  two  bridges  across  Scarboro'  pond.  The 
one  supporting  the  Circuit  drive  has  been  finished.  It  was  built  by 
Johnson  Bros.,  under  a  eontnu  t  dated  June  5,  and  cost  $10,8G4, 
This  bridge  is  an  ollipticul  arcli  of  30  feet  span  and  6  feet  3  inches 
rise.  The  width  of  the  bridge  at  right  angles  to  the  line  of  the 
drive  is  57  feet.  The  abutments  consist  of  a  facing  of  granite 
ashlar  backed  by  American  cement  concrete.  The  face-walls 
above  the  water  level,  and  the  vousaoirs  of  the  arch,  are  of 
seam-faced  granite;  the  interior  of  the  arch  is  of  bricic;  the  cop- 
ing is  of  Braintree  red  granite. 

The  other  bridge  supports  a  footpath,  and  is  also  an  elliptical 
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arch)  the  span  being  40  feet*  the  rise  S  feet  3  inches*  and  the 
width  between  parapets  10  feet.  On  each  comer  there  are  bays» 
aemi-octagonal  in  plan.  The  face>work  is  of  qnarry-faced  Box* 
bury  stone,  and  the  coping  is  to  be  of  red  granite.  The  arches 
are  to  be  of  brid^.  The  bridge  has  been  built  by  the  employees 
of  the  FSrk  Department. 

ElUeoU  Cottage.  —  This  building  is  located  just  west  of  Ellicott 
Arch,  and  is  intended  for  the  accommodation  of  those  using  the 
EllioottdnUv  playground.  It  contuiuB  toilet,  drcssiutj;,  and  bath 
rooiM.-i,  and  a  room  for  ciieckiug  clotliing  uud  otlier  lulicles.  It 
is  being  built  by  Charles  H.  Dodge,  uuder  the  direction  of  Messrs. 
Rotch  &  Tilden,  architects. 

A  water-pipe  Ikih  been  laid  l)y  the  Water  Dcpartmeut  from 
Forest  Tlills  street  to  this  buililing.  It  will  be  necessary  to  build 
a  sewer  from  the  boildiog  to  the  Washington-street  sewer  before 
it  can  be  used. 

Fropoffating-kotue  and  Nursery/.  —  As  the  temporary  propa- 
gatlng-house  was  located  on  the  line  of  Cbcuit  drive,  it  was  nec- 
essary to  remove  it.  A  new  house  was  therefore  built  on  a 
portion  of  the  proposed  Nui'seiy  ground.  It  consists  of  a  head- 
house  53  X  24  feet,  containing  heating-apparatns,  potting-floor, 
storage-rooms^  etc.  Adjoining  this,  on  the  southerly  side,  are 
two  glass  houses,  each  45  X  ^  feet.  A  4-in.  water-pipe  has 
been  laid  from  Morton  street  to  this  buflding. 

A  small  force  has  been  employed  during  the  winter  in  clearing 
the  Nursery  grounds  of  boulders. 

Seaiver  Sireei. '^Wofk  was  begun  early  in  the  season  on  the 
section  of  Seaver  street  between  Blue  Hill  avenue  and  Maple 
street,  and  on  September  1  a  contract  was  made  with  H.  P.  Xmwu 
for  the  ;j;radiiig  of  the  remaining  portion  of  the  improvement  of 
the  street.    The  work  int  now  in  proj^rt'ss. 

Miiicellafieotis.  —  The  number  of  sheep  is  now  150.  In  the  fall 
DO  were  sold.

The  contract  for  excavating  the  drainage  ditch  around  the 
northerly  iiiid  easterly  «ides  of  the  ficlil  was  abandoiu'd  ])y  the  con- 
tractor and  the  work  was  completed  by  n  force  employed  by  the  day. 
The  same  force  lias  also  finished  the  coubtruction  of  the  under- 
drains  and  catch-l)asins  in  the  meadow  land.  The  meadow  has  been 
cleared  of  trees,  stumps,  and  boulders,  and  the  old  ditches  tilled. 
The  stone  removed  has  heen  broken  and  piled  on  a  portion  of  the 
upland,  to  be  used  for  constructing  drives  and  walks.  The  meadow 
has  been  ploughed,  and  it  is  intended  that  the  ground  shall  be  eul- 
Uvaied  during  the  coming  summer  and  seeded  to  grass  in  the  fall. 

A  small  area  of  the  upland  was  prepared  for  cricket-playing  by 
the  Boston  Cricket  Club,  at  its  own  expense,  and  was  considerably 
used  during  the  season. 

The  following  table  is  a  statement  of  the  work  done  for  the 
purpose  of  draining  the  meadow,  the  area  of  wlitch  is  about  48 
acres:

Habiiib  Park. 

Filling  and  GrcuMng.  —  The  filling  done  under  the  contract  witli 
Perkins  &  Wiiite,  dated  September  10,  1800,  has  btt-n  com- 
pleted. The  total  amount  deposited  was  401, G91  cui)ic  yards,  at 
.')3  cents  per  cnbic  yard.  Tiie  regrading  of  the  shore  south  of 
Broadway,  under  the  Contract  with  Perkins  &  White,  dated  April 
27,  1892,  has  been  nnished,  at  a  cost  of  810,246.95. 

Surfanruj  Drive  and  Walks.  —  On  April  24  a  contmct  was 
made  with  Porkins  &  White  for  furnishing  paving-blockd  for  the 
drive  along  the  shore  between  Broadway  and  Sixth  Btreet.  Under 
this  contract  ()0,25G  were  delivered,  at  841.2')  per  thousand.  An- 
other contract  was  made  with  the  same  parties  on  May  17  for  fur- 
nishin;;  cruahed  stonr.    This  work  is  nearly  completed. 

One  thousand  four  hundi*ed  and  uinety-two  8(iu:ire  yards  of  gut- 
ters have  been  paved,  1,148  linear  feet  of  drains  laid,  and  nine 
catch-basins  built  for  draining  this  section.  The  portion  of  the 
wood  e II  pier  crossing  the  drive  is  now  being  removed,  and  the  drive 
will  be  finished  early  in  the  coming  season. 

In  Jane  the  Farragnt  statae  was  erected  opposite  the  foot  of 
Broadway,  and  the  ground  around  it  put  in  order. 

A  plank -walk  fifteen  feet  wide  has  been  built  from  Broadway  to 
the  Castle-island  bridge,  and  the  electric  lamps  which  were  along 
the  shore  from  the  end  of  Fiist  street  have  been  relocated  along 
this  walk. 

The  painting  of  the  iron  pier  has  been  finished. 

Castle  Island. 

All  of  the  old  bnildins:s  on  the  island,  except  the  hospital  and 
the  building  formerly  occupied  by  the  conmiaud4ir  of  the  garrison, 
have  been  removed. 

A  water-pipe  has  been  laid  from  Q  street  across  the  upland  and 
flats  to  the  island  and  a  driuking-fouutatn  erected.  Provision  is 
also  made  for  another  fountain. 

A  shelter  tent  was  purchased,  and,  during  the  warm  weather, 
was  pitched  on  the  sloping  ground  east  of  the  fort. 
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Wool)  Island  Pauk. 

Drainage*  — ■  On  July  3  a  contract  was  made  with  Burnett 
Broa*  for  oonstnicting  drains  and  catch- bauius  for  carrying  off 
the  Burface-water  from  the  playgroond.  The  work  was  completed 
October  18,  at  a  cost  of  $8,045.18. 

Another  contract  was  made  inth  Edward  F.  Brigham  on  Decem- 
ber 5  for  building  drains  to  convey  the  sewerage  from  the  buOd- 
ings.  This  worlc  is  nearly  finished. 

Grading.  —  On  October  2  a  contract  was  made  with  O'Connor 
&  White  for  doing  all  the  excavation  required  for  grading  on  the 
upland.   This  work  is  now  in  progress. 

Buildings.  —  Contracts  were  made  on  October  80  with  Cliarles 
U.  Dodge  for  building  llie  Athletic  Field  House  at  the  boys' 
playgiouiid  and  with  Joseph  Iloss  for  building  a  section  of  the 
bath-house.  These  buildings  will  be  completed  early  in  the 
season.  Tlioy  are  luMiig  erected  under  the  direction  of  the  archi- 
tects, Mettsit).  Storgis  Cabot. 

Ghablbsbank. 

Men*8  Oymnasium.  — Tlu' u?*e  of  the  grounds  for  .skating  was 
continued  until  February  1.'),  i^'.K],  when  the  weatluM-  became  so 
warm  that  ice  could  not  be  maintaincil.  The  totul  nttendanoe  to 
that  date,  during  the  skating  season,  v.:is  17,I  i;i,  tin  average  of 
745  per  dny  ;  of  this  number,  5,118  att«*n<bMl  during  February. 

The  gymmiHiiim  remained  closed  from  i-ebruary  15  to  April  21, 
and  during  tiiis  time  the  grounds  and  apparatus  were  put  in 
thorough  repair.  Some  slight  changes  were  made  in  the  grounds, 
and  a  hydrant  was  placed  by  the  Water  Department  for  use  in 
sprinlcling  the  cinder  track  and  for  flooding  the  grouuds  in  winter. 

The  gymnasium  was  opened  for  the  season  on  April  21,  and 
from  May  22  to  November  1  it  was  open  evenings  until  9  o'clock. 
From  April  21  to  December  2  the  gymnasium  was  open  for 
gymnastic  and  athletic  exercises  180  days,  with  a  total  attendance 
of  154,907,  an  average  of  861  per  day. 

The  grounds  were  not  used  from  December  2  to  January  13, 
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when  they  were  opened  for  skating.  The  attendance  aurini^ 
7  days  in  January,  the  only  days  when  ice  was  available  for  skat- 
ing, was  15,540,  an  average  of  2,270.  The  iaigest  attendance  on 
one  day  was  on  January  14,  when  5,166  were  admitted.  This  is 
the  largest  number  ever  admitted  to  tiic  grounds  in  one  day. 

There  were  four  accidenia  during  the  year,  but  none  of  a  serious 
nature. 

Wimen*9  Gymnaainm  and  Girls*  Playground,  —  These  were 
opened  on  Hay  15  and  closed  on  October  31.  They  were  in 
charge,  as  heretofore,  of  the  Massachusetts  Emergency  and  Hy- 
giene Association.  The  report  of  this  association  gives  all  matters 
of  interest  conceminpc  the  work  liere.  Durinp:  the  warm  weather 
an  awninji;  was  stretched  over  the  framework  which  support**  the 
gymnastic  apparatus. 

CnAJiLESTOWN  Heights. 

The  grading  of  the  grounds  has  been  finished,  and  they  have 
been  planted  or  seeded;  granite  steps  have  been  buiit  where 
requireil  on  the  hillside  and  the  walks  have  been  surfaced. 

A  Iniilding  for  the  accommcKlation  of  the  public  is  now  being 
erected,  under  Uio  direction  of  the  architects,  Messrs.  Walker  & 
Kimball.  With  the  completion  of  this  building  this  park  will  be 
entirely  finished. 

Charlbstown  Platghodwd. 

Nothing  has  been  done  at  this  ground  (lining  the  year  except 
to  8uperNMsc  the  dunipiKj;  of  rt^lios  uud  carLii,  a  larg«  amount  of 
which  has  bccu  delivtrcMl  wiihout  cha  iie  to  the  Departiiieut. 

At  the  present  rate  of  tilling  it  is  probable  that  the  entire  area 
will  be  filled  by  the  spring  of  181)5. 

Tlic  drains  which  formerly  discharged  iuto  thf  old  mill-pond 
have  bcni  connected  with  a  new  scwcr  in  Alford  street,  thus  abat- 
ing a  very  great  nuisance. 
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HlSCKLLANliOlTS. 

Snn^ys  liavc  been  nuulc  of  the  land  taken  for  a  park  at  the  ' 
North  End,  aud  a  plan,  Bhowing  lines  and  grailea  of  the  i)reBent 
surface,  has  beeu  prepared  for  the  tiae  of  the  Laudbcape 

Architects. 

Sim'ey.s  have  )>een  made  of  thrt'e  ;ilternative  lines  for  a  pro- 
posed parkway  to  connect  the  Arboretum  and  Frauklia  park  with 
the  proposed  reservatioa  at  Muddy  pond  woods.

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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  OF  THE  MASSAGHU- 
SETTS  EMERGENCY  AND  HYGIENE  ASSOCIATION 
IN  CHARGE  OP  THE  WOMEN'S  GYMNASIUM  AT 
CHARLESBANK. 

B08IOH,  Norember  18,  1898. 

To  the  Park  Commissioners : 

Genti.kmkn  :  In  presenting  to  you  this  our  third  annual  re- 
port, we  trust  you  will  find  in  it  conclusive  proof  of  your  wisdom 
in  establishing  out-door  opportfinities  for  health  and  recrontion. 

With  your  perini-^if>u  wf  opened  the  women's  nnd  children's 
division  of  Charles Uauk  May  la,  1893,  a  fortnight  earlier  than  in 
the  two  preceding^  years.  The  attendance  at  once  justified  this 
experiment,  19,900  ooming  in  two  weeks,  in  .lime  the  number 
admitted  was  29,024;  in  July,  39,294;  in  August,  28,2o8;  in  Sep- 
t^Miiher,  1G,G80;  in  Oetobor,  9,o59 ;  a  total  of  1 12,721,  the  daily 
average,  inclndin<r  Sundays  aud  rainy  days,  being  840.  This  is 
an  increase  over  last  year  of  40,G76,  though  the  attendance  the 
first  year  was  1,808  more  tiian  this  year. 

We  attribute  the  increase  in  numbers  very  largely  to  the  admis- 
sion of  baby  carriages,  which  has  enabled  mothers  to  bring  their 
infants  aud  spend  long  iiours  on  the  grass  with  their  sewing  and 
knitting.  No  trouble  has  been  experienced  either  from  this  inno- 
vation or  from  the  admission  of  boys  under  eight  years.  At  that 
age  they  are  admitted  to  the  men's  and  boys'  division  of  Charles- 
bank.  But  until  that  period  they  oonBidered  themselves  unjustly 
treated  and  realized  that  they  were  not  wanted  anywhere.  The 
result  has  proved  that  they  are  unobjectionable,  and  now  that 
they  can  come  they  do  not  care  so  much  about  it,  unless  they  are 
sickly  or  have  chaige  of  their  mothers*  babies.  Sundays  are  gen- 
erally very  quiet,  happy  days,  with  an  average  of  665  persons, 
who  read  and  sing,  lounge  and  talk,  in  pleasant  fashion.  Often 
some  member  of  the  committee  spends  part  of  the  day  at  Charles- 
bank  telling  stories  to  the  children.   On  holidays  the  crowd  flocks 
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to  tho  Cointiion  urthe  streets,  iinil  Chariesbauk  is  quieter  even  than 
on  Sundays. 

The  sand-heaps  have  been  constantly  crovvdiMl  wiLli  little  cliil- 
dren,  who  often  took  away  the  iron  shovels,  nevor  the  pails;  but 
fis  they  found  the  shovels  were  not  replaced  they  brought  their  own 
apouns  wit))  which  to  dig. 

Tho  ooumiittce  rei^ard  the  success  in  the  niaua«jcmcnt  of  such 
laiLic  numbers  of  people  as  due  to  the  self-control,  patience,  tact, 
aud  huly-like  demeanor  of  the  superintendent,  Miss  Klizabeth 
McMaitin,  and  lu  r  assistants.  Miss  Mary  Mahoney  and  Miss  Rosa 
Doyle.  A  refining  inrtueuce  is  constantly  exerted  over  the  children, 
and  as  many  of  them  have  been  with  us  before,  we  now  see  vei*y 
idainly  that  the  gymnasium  is  doing  a  moral  or  civilizing  work,  as 
well  as  a  physical  one.  They  gain  also  in  mental  training  through 
the  carefully  chosen  books  and  papers  with  which  they  are  pro- 
vided, and  through  the  kindergarten  training  by  which  Miss  Doyle 
keeps  them  obedient  and  interested  day  after  day.  The  members 
of  the  committee  have  taken  turns  in  visiting  Charlesbank,  and  in 
doing  whatever  seemed  best.  This  year  also  we  have  had  the  ad- 
vantage of  the  frequent  presence  of  Miss  £.  A.  Phelps,  who  is  the 
visiting  superintendent  of  the  playgrounds  in  the  city  school-yards, 
with  an  attendance  of  75,600  children,  which  are  under  the  care  of 
the  same  association.  Miss  Tower,  chairman. 

In  regard  to  class  instruction,  we  quote  Miss  McMartin's  own 
words:  <*We  have  had  class  instruction  each  pleasant  day, 
beginning  June  26  and  continuing  until  the  opening  of  the  public 
schools,  September  6,  in  light  aud  heavy  gymnastics,  the  girls 
showing  a  decided  preference  for  the  heavy  work.  Much  enthusi- 
asm was  aroused  over  team-races,  which  in  a  great  measure  took 
the  place  of  football  at  the  close  of  the  class.  Fully  135  girls 
have  left  their  suits  with  us.  We  began  with  a  dass  of  eleven  and 
ended  with  lliirty,  an  average  of  twenty-four*  Plainly  discernible 
was  the  superiority  of  the  kind  of  work  done  in  the  gymnasium 
over  last  season,  aud  the  increased  regularity  of  attendance  of  a 
larger  uuniber. 

*'  No  serious  accidents  have  happened,  but  we  have  had  two  or 
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three  slight  Bcalp  wonndB  and  the  same  number  of  cases  of  faint* 
iog. 

*'The  Jews,  Germans,  Russians,  and  Irish  came  in  large  num- 
bers, and  by  actual  count  it  baa  been  found  that  fifty  per  cent*  of 
those  in  the  gymnasium  at  oertahi  times  have  bem  oolored,"  who 

require  more  discipline  than  others. 

In  closing  our  report  we  respectfully  urge  the  advanttigc  of 
using  the  upper  room  of  the  lodge  as  u  phiee  for  gymnastic  drill  iu 
the  winter,  two  or  three  evenings  a  week  and  ou  Saturdays  through- 
out the  day.  If  also  tlie  running  track  could  be  flootled  tbe 
children  could  skate  there  iu  winter,  a  policeman  being  in  charge 
and  ttie  lodge  closed.  If,  moreover,  there  could  be  increii8e<l 
facilities  for  bathing  in  the  summer  after  active  gymnastic  exer- 
cises, the  gain  in  health  for  the  women  would  be  very  great. 

We  desire  also  to  express  our  thanks  iur  their  cordial  assistance 
to  Mr.  E.  W.  Howe,  to  Sergeant  Mnrpiiy,  to  the  janitor,  Mr. 
Murph>%  and  to  the  various  policemen  who  have  been  assiirned  to 
us,  and  to  {lie  Flower  Mission  and  friends  who  have  sent  us  liowera 
for  the  children.

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STATUTES  OF  THE  COMMONWEALTH  RELATING 
TO  PUBLIC  PARKS  IN  THE  CmT  OF  BOSTON. 

[Stat.  1898.  —  Chap.  126.] 

AN  ACT  IN  RELATION  TO  RAISING  THE  GRADE  AND  CHANG- 
ING THE  LOCATION  OF  THB  FBOVIDBNCB  DIVISION  OF 
THE  OLD  COLONY  BAILBOAD  IN  THB  CITT  OF  BOSTON. 

Skctton  1.  The  city  of  Rostou,  by  its  park  commissioners, 
may  lay  out  a  piirkway,  and  the  board  of  street  coiiiiuissiuiuTs  of 
said  city  may  lay  out  Mozart  street  and  Williams  street  an  high- 
ways, ucro2sa  the  location  of  the  Providence  division  of  the  Ohl 
Colony  Railroad,  as  provifltvl  by  the  repori  of  the  commissioners 
appointed  by  the  superior  court  for  the  county  of  SulTolk  to  con- 
sider the  abolition  of  the  gnide  crossings  of  Tremont  street  and 
the  Boston  and  Providcuce  divisiiin  of  the  OKI  Colony  liailroad  in 
the  city  of  Boston,  acting  under  said  appointment  and  under 
chapter  four  hundred  and  thirty-three  of  the  acts  of  the  year 
eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-two.  The  acceptance  of  the  report 
of  said  oommissioners  by  the  superior  court  for  the  county  of  Suf- 
folk, or  any  justice  thereof,  shall  be  a  taking  of  the  land  therein 
required  to  be  taken  for  railroad  and  highway  purposes,  as  therein 
specified,  and  dami^es  shall  be  assessed  and  recovered  therefor  as 
provided  by  chapter  four  hundred  and  twenty-eight  of  the  acts  of 
the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety.  The  Old  Colony  Railroad 
Company  shall  raise  the  Providence  division  of  its  railroad  in  the 
city  of  Boston,  and  make  all  the  changes  therein  and  of  the  streets 
crossed  thereby  which  are  prescribed  and  required  to  be  made  by 
the  report  and  decision  of  said  commissioners,  and  shall  primarily 
pay  all  the  expenses  thereof,  including  damages  occasioned  by 
takUig  land  for  and  by  alteration  or  construction  of  highways,  as 
required  by  said  report  and  decision. 

Sbgt.  2.  The  court  shall  appoint  some  proper  person,  who  may 
be  an  inhabitant  of  Boston,  as  auditor,  who  shaU  from  time  to 
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time  audit  and  make  report  to  the  oonrt  of  tbe  expenses  incairred 
by  the  railroad  company  in  carrying  out  said  decision  of  tbe  com- 
missioners, which  reports  when  accepted  by  the  court  shall  be 
final ;  and  said  court  shall  from  time  to  time,  upon  said  reports, 

issue  its  decrees  for  payments  by  the  treasurer  and  receiver-general 
of  the  Coinnionwealth  to  the  railroad  company  of  its  proportion  of 
s;ii(l  exj>cnHes,  as  fixed  and  required  to  be  paid  by  chapter  four 
himdrL'd  aud  thirty-thnM'  of  the  acts  of  the  year  eiifhteen  huudie<l 
and  ninety-two.  The  compensation  of  the  commissiouerij  and  the 
expenses  incurred  in  surveying,  eniri  nee  ring  an<l  other  matters  un- 
der their  direction,  to  enable  them  to  innkc  their  said  report,  as 
well  as  the  <  oiii|>eiisat ion  of  the  auditor,  shall  be  a  part  of  the 
expenses  of  rainini^  (he  inilrond  as  refi'iircii  by  said  chapter  aud 
by  this*  act,  and  l)e  pi  inisuily  paitl  1»y  the  railiou^l  company. 
Skct.  3.    'iliis  ui  I  bhull  Uikc  effect  upou  it&  passage.

AN  ACT  IN  KELATFON  To  TIIK  ISSl  E  <)F  BONDS  AND  CKK-

SEcnow  1.  Section  two  of  chapter  three  hundred  and  one  of 
the  acts  of  the  year  eighteen  hundred  aud  ninety-one  is  hereby 
amended  by  striking  out  in  the  last  four  lines  thereof,  the  following 
words  nor  shall  said  city  treasurer  issue  in  any  one  year,  of  the 
aforesaid  bonds  and  certificates,  a  greater  amount  than  seven  hun- 
dred thousand  dollars,'*  so  as  to  read  as  follows :  — Section  2.  Said 
treasurer  shall,  when  authorized  by  said  city  as  hereinbefore  pro- 
vided, from  time  to  time,  when  requested  as  aforesaid,  issue  and 
sell  said  bonds  and  certificates  to  the  amount  requested,  retain  the 
proceeds  thereof  in  the  treasury  of  said  city  and  pay  therefrom 
the  expenses  incurred  for  the  purposes  afoi-esaid;  provided^  how- 
ever,  that  said  board  shall  not  purchase  or  take,  to  be  paid  for 
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from  the  proceeds  Aforesaid,  lands  exceeding  in  value,  as  assessed 
for  the  year  eighteen  handred  and  ninety,  one  million  dollars. 
Sect.  2.   This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

AN  ACT  TO  AUTHORI^  CITIES  AND  TOWNS  TO  ESTABLISH 
AND  BIAINTAIN  PUBLIC  PLATQR0UND8. 

Section  1.  Any  city  or  town  in  the  Cuiinaonwealtli  is  hereby 
authorized  to  take  land  and  rights  in  Innd,  in  fee  or  otfierwise, 
isiihiii  its  limits,  by  gift,  purchase,  oniinciit  domain  or  rjthei  wise, 
or  to  liire  or  lease  the  same  for  such  j)(.riod  and  :it  such  annual 
reiitnl  uh  may  be  agreed  uj)oii,  and  to  hold,  preserve  and  maintain 
such  land  as  public  playgrounds  :  provided^  however^  that  no  laud 
shall  be  purchased,  tnken  or  hired  for  this  purpose  until  :tn  a])pro- 
priation  snfflcient  to  i-ovcr  the  estimated  expense  thereof  shall,  in 
a  city,  have  been  made  by  the  city  council,  or  iu  a  town,  by  a 
legal  town  meeting-  When  a  park  commission  constitutt^d  under 
the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth  exists,  or  is  hereafter  established, 
in  a  city  or  town,  the  powore  and  duties  granted  or  imposed  by  this 
act  and  other  acts  hereafter  passed  with  reference  to  public  play- 
grounds shall  }>e  f  xercised  through  snch  park  coDimission. 

Sect.  2.  The  city  or  town,  or  its  park  connnissioners,  if  any, 
shall  estimate  and  determine  as  near  as  may  be  all  damages  sua* 
tained  by  any  person  or  corporation  by  the  takiug  of  land  or 
by  other  sets  in  execution  of  the  powers  herein  granted;  bnt 
any  party  aggrieved  by  such  determination  may  have  the  damages 
assessed  in  the  manner  provided  by  law  with  respect  to  damages 
sustained  by  reason  of  the  laying  out  of  ways.  If  upon  trial 
damages  shall  be  increased  beyond  the  award  the  parly  shall  re- 
cover costs ;  otherwise  he  shall  pay  costs ;  and  costs  shall  be  taxed 
as  in  civil  cases.  Within  sixty  days  after  the  taking  of  any  land 
under  this  act,  the  city  or  town,  or  park  commission,  as  the  case 
may  be,  shall  file  and  cause  to  be  recorded  in  the  proper  registry 
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of  deeds  a  deMriptlon  thereof  anfllciently  aoenrate  for  identifica- 
tion, with  a  statement  of  the  purpose  for  which  the  same  was 
hiken  ;  and  no  suit  for  damages  shall  be  brought  after  the  expira- 
tion of  two  years  from  the  date  of  such  rocordiug. 
•  Sect.  3.    Auy  towu  or  city,  except  the  city  of  Bo-iou,  m  order 

to  meet  the  expeuse  of  acquiiiug  hind  for  the  pui-poses  of  this  net, 
mny  incur  indebtedness  beyond  the  limit  of  indebti'duoss  fixed  by 
law,  and  may  Usue  bonds,  notes,  or  scrip  tlierofor.  But  the  in- 
debtedness SO  incurred  beyond  the  debt  limit  shall  not  exceed  one- 
half  of  one  per  cent,  of  the  assessed  valuation  of  said  town  or 
city.  The  securities  so  issued  shall  be  payable  within  thirty  years 
from  the  date  thereof,  and  it  shall  not  be  neoessary  to  establish  a 
sinking  fund  for  the  payment  of  the  same  unless  the  town  or  city 
shall  so  vote.  The  provisions  of  chapter  twen1y*nine  of  the  Public 
Statutes  and  of  acts  in  amendment  thereof  and  addition  thereto 
shall,  except  as  herein  otherwise  provided,  apply  to  the  indebted- 
ness hereby  authorized  and  the  securities  issued  hereunder. 
Sbct.  4.   This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

Section  1.  The  city  of  Boston  may,  by  concurrent  vote  of  the 
city  council,  at  any  time  witliin  two  years  from  the  passage  of  this 
act.  refund  or  abate  auy  portion,  not  exceeding  ninety  per  centum, 
of  the  sums  assessed  for  Ix  th-rments  on  account  of  the  extension 
of  the  Marine  park  in  said  city^  along  tlie  shore  of  Dorchester  bay. 
Any  sum  so  refunded  shall  be  paid  by  the  city  treasurer  to  the 
persons  to  whom  said  betterments  are  assessed,  or  their  legal  rep- 
resentative. 

Sect.  2*  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage*

AK  ACT  TO  PROVIDE  FOR  A  PUBLIC  PARK  IN  WARDS  SIX 
AND  SEVEN  OP  THB  ClXr  OF  BOSTON. 

Section  1.  The  board  of  park  commissioners  t»f  the  city  of 
Boston  may  take  in  fee,  by  purcbuso  or  oihei  wise,  witiiiu  tiu-  ninit.s 
of  the  present  wards  six  and  seven  of  8;ii(l  city,  hinds  of  an 
assessed  value  not  exceeding  three  hundred  thousand  dollars,  for 
a  park  or  playground ;  shall  prepare  the  same  for  public  use  and 
have  the  charge  thereof  as  of  the  other  public  parks  of  said 
city* 

Sicr.  2.  Said  board  shall,  within  sixty  days  from  the  time 
that  it  ahali  take  any  land  under  this  act,  onder  the  right  of  emi- 
nent domain,  caose  to  be  recorded  in  the  oflSce  of  the  register  of 
deeds  for  the  ooimty  of  Suffolk  a  description  of  the  land  so  taken, 
as  certain  as  is  required  in  a  common  conveyance  of  land,  with  a 
statement  that  the  same  was  taken  under  the  authority  of  this  act ; 
said  description  and  statement  to  be  signed  by  said  board. 

Sect.  8.  The  fee  of  the  lands  so  taken  shall  vest  in  said  dty, 
and  said  city  shall  pay  all  damages  sustained  by  any  person  in  his 
property  by  any  taking  as  aforesaid,  the  same  to  be  agreed  npou 
by  said  board  and  the  person  damaged,  and  if  they  cannot  agree 
thereon  said  damages  shall  be  assessed  by  a  jury  of  tl\;'  superior 
court,  on  peliLiun  of  said  board  or  person,  in  the  same  manner 
and  under  the  same  rales  as  dania<;es  for  property  taken  in  laying 
out  higliways  in  said  city  are  determined. 

Sect.  4.  The  city  treasurer  of  said  city,  to  pay  for  the  lands 
taken  as  aforesaid,  shall  from  time  to  time  on  the  request  of 
said  board,  approved  by  the  mayor,  issue  and  sell  notes,  bonds  or 
scrip  of  the  city  to  such  an  amount  as  said  board  shall  state  that 
it  deems  neoeesaiy  to  pay  for  such  lands,  with  a  further  amount, 
not  exceeding  fifty  thousand  dollars,  the  proceeds  of  the  Utter 
amount  to  be  used  to  meet  the  expenses  of  preparing  said  lands 
for  public  use;  providedj  however,  that  he  shall  pay  over  to  the 
board  of  commissionen  of  sinking  funds  of  said  city  any  pre* 
miuma  received  by  him  in  the  sale  of  such  bonds,  notes  or  scrip, 
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and  said  oommissiouoi's  shall  place  all  amounts  so  paid  by  said 
treasurer  in  a  siaking  fund  for  the  payment  of  the  loan  hereby  au- 
thorized. 

Sect.  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  acceptance  by  the 
city  council  of  the  city  of  Boston.

SBcnoK  1.   Any  board  of  park  commissioners  constituted  un- 
der the  authority  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  fifty-four  of  the  acts 

of  the  yciir  eighteen  hundred  and  eij^litj-two  as  amended  by  chap- 
ter two  hundred  and  forty  of  the  acts  of  the  year  eigliteen  hundred 
\   and  ninety,  or  of  'iny  special  acts,  shall  have  power  to  connect  any 

i public  park,  houlovanl  or  driveway  under  its  control,  with  any 
part  of  any  city  or  town  in  thi-^  (Jounuouwealth  wherein  it  has  juris- 
diction, by  Bclcrt in'_r  and  taking  any  connecting  street  or  streets, 
or  part  then'of,  Icadini^  to  such  park,  and  shall  also  havi'  power  to 
accept  iiinl  add  to  any  snch  pnrk  nny  stroll  or  jiait  tlicri-nf  which 
adjoins  and  runs  paniilci  with  any  honndary  lineuf  the  stune ;  pro- 
vided, that  t!ie  consent  of  the  public  authorities  havin.f  control  of 
any  such  street  or  streets  so  far  as  selected  and  taken,  and  also 
the  consent  in  writing  of  the  owners  of  a  majority  of  tlu>  frontage 
of  the  lots  and  lauds  abutting  on  such  street  or  streets  no  far  as 
taken,  shall  be  first  obtained. 

Sect.  2.  Such  board  of  park  commissioners,  or  such  public  • 
authorities  as  are  by  law  authorized  to  levy  taxes  or  assessments  ( 
for  the  maintenance  of  such  parks,  shall  have  power  to  improve 
such  street  or  sjtrects  as  they  may  deem  best,  and  for  that  purpose 
they  are  hereby  authorized  to  pay  for  the  improvement  thereof, 
and  from  time  to  time  to  levy  or  cause  to  be  levied  and  collected  a 
special  tax  or  assessment  on  contiguous  property  abutting  upon 
such  streets  so  improved,  for  a  sum  of  money  not  exceeding  one- 
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half  the  eetimatedoostof  such  first  improvement  or  improvements, 
as  shall  be  ordered  ami  estimated  by  such  board  of  park  commis- 
sioners, but  not  for  any  subsequent  repairs  thereof ;  and  to  that 
end  such  lK):ird  or  public  uuthorities  sh.ill  Uaw  nil  iho  power  and 
autJiority  now  or  hereafter  graiili'd  tothi-ni  risjX'ct ivdy,  relativi'  to 
the  levy,  asse.sbiiieiiL  and  collect  ion  of  taxes  or  Uo..csj!»uieiiLs  for  cor- 
porate purposoH.  A. id  such  special  taxoH  or  n-isessmeuta  as  are 
iiereby  aulhori/a'd  :n,iy  be  divi(h'd  inlo  not  exceeding  four  annual 
instalments,  bcariuL;  iiitcri'st  ulthe  rateof  live  per  cent,  per  annum 
from  the  date  of  eoufirmation  until  paid.  Antl  the  said  asHcssinents 
or  instaimcnts  thereof  shall  be  collected  and  enforced  in  the  same 
manner  .'is  is  provided  by  law  fur  the  collection  and  i>nforeement 
of  other  taxes  or  assessments  for  or  on  aooouut  of  such  bodies  or 
boards,  m  far  as  the  same  are  applicable. 

Sect.  3.  Sach  boards  of  park  commiasiooers  shall  have  the 
same  power  and  control  over  the  streets  or  parts  of  streets  taken 
under  this  act  as  are  or  may  be  by  law  vested  in  them  concerning 
the  parks,  boulevards  or  driveways  under  their  control. 

Sect.  4.  In  case  any  sach  streets  or  parts  thereof  shall  pass 
from  the  control  of  any  such  park  boards  the  power  and  authority 
over  the  same  granted  or  authorused  by  this  act  shall  revert  to  the 
proper  corporate  authorities  of  snch  city  or  town,  respectively,  as 
aforesaid. 

Sect.  5.  Any  city  or  town  shall  have  full  power  and  authority 
lo  invest  any  of  snch  park  boards  with  the  right  to  control,  improve 
and  maintain  any  of  the  streets  of  such  city  or  town,  for  the  pur- 

l>o6e  of  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Sect.  6.    The  provisions  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  flfty-four 

of  the  acts  of  the  year  eiijhteen  hundred  and  eighty-two,  so  far  as 
the  same  relate  to  tlu;  iumil)er  and  iiuumcr  of  appoiutMieiit  of  ptirk 
commissioners,  shall  apply  to  all  citie^s  in  w  hich  park  eonuiiissiuas 
have  Ihh'U  established  by  special  law.  In  towns  and  cities  having 
boards  ot  park  coininisHioners  sjiitl  boards  shall  have  charge  of  all 
public  pleasure  gn>uii<ls  aial  of  the  planting  and  enre  of  trees  and 
shrubs  iu  the  public  hi'j:h\s  ays  and  about  public  buildings.

AN  ACT  RELATIYB  TO  LKASmO  OPfiN  SPACES  PGR  GARDENS 
AND  FLATGBOUNDS  BY  CITIES  AND  TOWNS. 

Wlienover  in  any  city  of  the  Commonwealth,  or  in  any  town 
of  the  metropolitan  parks  district,  tenement  dwelliugs  are  built 
about  or  contiguouB  to  open  spaces,  which  the  owners  may  desire 
to  keep  open  for  pardon  and  playground  purposes,  said  spaces, 
upon  the  approval  of  the  boar  1  of  park  oommissionerSf  if  any, 
and  of  the  board  of  health  of  said  city  or  town,  or,  in  a  city  or 
town  in  the  metropolitan  parks  district  having  no  park  commiBsion, 
upon  the  approval  of  the  local  board  of  health  and  the  metropoli- 
tan park  commission,  may  be  leased  at  a  nominal  rental,  not  ex- 
ceeding the  taxes  on  said  open  spaces,  for  a  term  of  not  exceeding 
fifteen  years,  subject  to  renewal  by  such  cily  or  town,  for  the  pur^ 
poses  of  a  neighborhood  playground ;  but  the  care  and  control  of 
said  spaces  shall  oontinne  to  remain  with  the  proprietors  oi  such 
dwellings,  under  the  supervision  of  the  park  commissions  of  cities 
and-  towns  where  such  commissions  exist,  and  where  they  do  not 
exist,  under  the  supervision  of  the  board  of  selectmen*

AN  ACT  TO  SSTAELISH  A  METROPOLITAN  PARK  COlOaSSION. 

Sk(^tio\  1.  The  stovcrnor,  by  and  with  the  lulvice  and  conaeut 
of  tlie  council,  siiall  ajjpoint  five  persons,  who  shall  constitute  a 
buunl  lo  be  known  as  the  Metropolitan  Park  Commissiou.  The 
members  of  tliist  board  shall  hold  olUce  respectively  for  the  term 
of  one  yeur,  two  years,  fhree  years,  four  years  and  live  years, 
be<j:;inninor  with  the  first  Monday  in  May  in  the  year  eighteen  luiu- 
dred  and  iiincty-tliree,  and  nniinally  thereafter  the  governor  sliall 
uppoiul  arf  aforesaid  one  suc  li  co;aiuisHioncr,  to  hold  office  for  the 
term  of  five  years,  hc^nuuiug  with  the  fust  Monday  in  May  in  the 
year  of  \m  appoiutmeut ;  aud  if  any  vacancy  occura  iu  said  boaixl 
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by  resigoation  or  othenvi-^e  t'le  novernor  sliall  iu  like  manner 
appoint  a  oommissioner  for  the  residue  of  the  term  in  which  Uiu 
vacancy  oocotb,  and  may  also  remove  any  commissioner.  The 
members  of  said  board  shall  senre  without  roTiipcnsation,  but 
their  travelling  and  other  necessary  expenses  shall  be  allowed  and 
paid ;  and  no  person  employed  by  the  board  shall  be  a  member 
thereof. 

Sect.  2.  Said  board  shall  annnally  choose  one  of  its  members 
chairman^  and  may  from  time  to  time  appoint  a  derk  or  secre*  • 
taiyt  and  snch  other  employees  as  it  deems  necessary  to  carry  out 
the  parpoees  of  this  act;  it  may  determine  the  datics  and  oompen- 
sation  of  such  appointees,  remove  the  same  at  pleasure,  and  make 
all  reasonable  rules  and  regulations.  Said  boaid  shall  have  a 
suitable  office,  where  its  maps,  plans,  documents,  records  and 
aoooonts  shall  be  kept,  subject  to  public  inspection  at  such  times 
as  the  board  may  determine.  On  or  before  the  second  Wednes- 
day in  December  iu  each  year  said  board  shall  make  a  report  of 
its  proceedings  to  the  general  conrt,  lo<^ether  with  a  full  statement 
of  it.s  receipts  and  disbursements.  Said  report  shall  be  numbered 
as  one  of  the  series  of  pnl>Iic  documeuts  and  four  thousand  copies 
thereof  shall  be  printed  uuuuall}^ 

Sect.  3.  The  jurisdiction  and  powers  of  said  l>oaitl  shall 
extend  to  and  may  be  exercised  in  the  cities  of  Boston,  Cam- 
bridge, Chelsea,  Everett,  Lynn,  i\Ialden,  ]Sre<lford,  Newton, 
Quiucy,  Somerville,  Wnltham,  and  Woburn,  and  in  the  towns  of 
Arlington,  Belmont,  Braintrec,  Brookline,  Canton,  Dedham, 
Dover,  Uingham,  Hull,  Hyde  l^ark,  IMelrose,  Milton,  Nuhant, 
Needham,  Revere,  Saugus,  Stoneham,  iSwampscot,  Wakefield, 
Watertown,  Wellesley,  Weston,  Weymouth,  Winchester,  and 
Wiuthrop;  which  cities  and  towns  shall  constitute  the  Metro- 
politan Park  District. 

Sbct.  4.  Said  board  shall  have  power  to  acquire,  maintain 
and  make  available  to  the  inhabitants  of  said  district  open  spaces 
for  exercise  and  recreation ;  and  to  this  end,  acting  so  far  as  may 
be  in  consultation  with  the  proper  local  boards,  shall  be  authoinzed 
to  take,  in  fee  or  otherwise,  in  the  name  and  for  the  benefit  of  the 
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Ootnmonwcalth,  by  purchase,  gift,  devise  or  eminent  domain, 
huuls  ami  ri<ihts  i>i  land  for  public  open  spaces  within  said  dis- 
trict, or  to  lako  bonds  for  the  conveyance  thereof ;  and  to  preserve 
and  cnro  for  such  public  rcservatioiiB,  and  also,  in  the  discretion 
of  sii'ul  board  and  upon  such  terms  m  it  uiay  approve,  such  «»lber 
open  spaces  within  said  district  as  may  be  intrusted,  fi;ivcn,  or  de- 
vised to  said  board  or  to  tlie  C'oiinnoiiwealth,  by  thi.'  Uiiit<'(l  States, 
or  by  cities,  towns,  corijoratious  or  individuals,  for  the  general 
purposes  of  this  act,  or  for  any  one  or  more  uf  sucii  (jurposi's  us 
the  (h)nor  may  designate;  proiuilnl,  howcvpr^  that  no  privat<'  prop- 
erty taken  for  the  purpose  of  t  his  act  shall  be  taken  under  the  ri|iht 
of  eminent  domain  without  the  concurrence  of  a  majority  of  the 
lx)ard  and  of  tiic  board  of  park  commissioners,  if  any,  of  the  city 
or  town  in  wliicU  such  pro[)erty  is  situated ;  pr  yaidrdy  fnrlho)\  tliut 
no  land  shall  be  taken  by  tlie  right  of  eminent  domain  in  that  part 
of  the  city  of  Medford  known  as  the  Middlesex  Fells,  southerly  of 
a  line  drawn  from  the  souUierly  base  of  Pine  hill,  norttiwcsterly 
through  the  southern  end  of  the  dam  of  the  south  reservoir  of  Uie 
town  of  Wiuchester  and  extended  to  the  western  bouadary  of 
said  fells,  so-called;  nor  southerly  of  a  line  drawn  from  said 
southerly  base  of  Pine  hill,  cast  to  the  eastern  boundary  of  said 
fells ;  provuledy  fiirtlver,  that  said  board  shall  not  take  by  purchase 
or  right  of  eminent  domain,  under  this  act,  aAy  land  or  other 
properly  to  an  amount  exceeding  in  value  in  the  i^gr^ate,  with 
land  or  other  property  previously  taken  by  purchase  or  eminent 
domain  hereunder,  ninety  per  centnm  of  the  total  amoont  appro- 
priated by  the  legislature  or  contribated  by  individuals  or  corpo- 
rations for  that  purpose ;  providedj  fuHher^  that  nothing  In  this  act 
shall  be  construed  to  limit  existing  rights  of  any  city  or  town  in 
ralation  to  water  supply  purposes,  or  in  any  way  obstmct  their 
taking  advantage  of  such  rights.  In  furtherance  of  the  powers 
herein  granted,  said  board  may  employ  a  suitable  police  force, 
make  mles  and  regulations  for  the  govemnient  and  use  of  the 
public  reservations  under  their  care,  and  for  breaches  thereof  aflBx 
penalties  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars  for  one  offence,  to  be  im- 
posed by  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiotbn ;  and  in  general  may

do  all  acts  needful  for  the  proper  ezecutian  of  tlic  powers  and 
duties  grunted  to  and  imposed  upon  Said  board  by  the  U>rms  of 
this  act.  Said  boanl  shall  also  have  ]>o\vor  to  expend  such  fmuls, 
wliether  principal  or  iacome,  as  may  be  given  in  trust,  as  provided 
for  in  section  5. 

Sect.  5.  The  treasurer  and  receiver  general  of  the  Common^ 
wealth  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered,  with  the  approval  of 
the  governor  and  ooancil,  to  receive  and  hold  in  trust  for  the  Com- 
monwealth, exempt  from  taxation,  i^ny  grant  or  devise  of  lands  or 
rights  in  land,  and  any  gift  or  bequest  of  money  or  other  personal 
property,  made  few  the  purposes  of  this  act,  aud  shall  preserve  and 
invest  the  proceeds  thereof  in  notes  or  bonds  secured  by  good  and 
sufflcient  mortgage  or  other  securities.  Said  trust  property  shall 
be  known  as  the  Metropolitan  Parks  Trust  Fund,  and  shall  be  used 
and  expended  under  the  direction  of  the  metropolitan  park  com> 
mission  and  subject  to  its  orders. 

Sect.  6.  Any  city  or  town  within  said  district,  or  any  local 
board  of  such  city  or  town,  inth  the  latter's  consent,  is  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered  to  transfer  the  care  and  control  of  any 
open  space  owned  or  controlled  by  it  to  the  metropolitan  park 
commissiou,  upon  such  terms  and  for  such  period  as  may  be 
mutually  agreed  ui>on ;  or  to  enter  into  an  agreement  with  said  com- 
mission for  the  joint  care  or  preservation  of  open  spaces  wiLhiu  or 
adjacent  to  such  city  or  town ;  and  the  metropolitan  park  com- 
uiLssioii  lU'iy  in  like  uiumor  tiaiisf.T  the  care  :ind  cuutiol  of  nny 
open  space  controlled  by  it  to  any  local  l)o;iiii  of  a  city  or  tow  n 
within  the  said  district,  with  tlie  consent  of  sncli  city  or  town, 
und  upon  such  terms  and  for  such  period  as  may  be  mutually 
^recd  upon. 

SErr.  7.  Said  board  shall  estimate  and  dctonnit)!'  :is  near  as 
may  l»c  all  damages  sustained  by  any  person  or  corporation  l»y  tlio 
taking  of  land,  or  any  rif^ht  therein,  nuder  this  act;  Inii,  any  one 
aggrieved  by  such  dctcrrnination  of  the  board  may  have  such  dam- 
ages assessed  by  a  jnry  of  the  superior  court,  in  the  same  mainjcr 
as  is  provided  by  law  with  resj^ect  to  damages  sustained  by  reason 
of  the  laying  out  of  ways.    II  upon  trial  damages  are  iucreasnl 
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beyond  the  award  of  the  board  the  aggrieyed  party  shall  recover 
ooets,  otherwise  such  party  shall  pay  costs ;  and  costs  shall  be 
taxed  as  in  civil  cases;  but  no  sait  for  such  damages  shall  be 
brought  after  the  expiration  of  two  years  from  the  date  of  the  re- 
cording of  the  taking,  as  required  by  the  following  sectbn. 

SsCT.  8.  Within  sixty  days  after  any  land,  or  right  therein,  is 
acquired  or  taken  under  this  act,  the  board  shall  file  aud  cause  tx> 
be  recorded  in  the  proper  r^istry  of  deeds,  a  description  tiiereof 
sufficiently  accurate  for  its  identification,  with  a  stiiteinent  of  thii 
purpose  for  which  the  same  is  acijuired  or  taken,  which  description 
shall  be  signed  by  u  majority  of  said  board. 

Sect.  9.    To  meet  the  expenses  incurred  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act  the  treasurer  ami  receiver  gencr-il  shall  with  the 
approval  of  the  <^ovcrnor  and  co'inoil,  issue  script  or  certificates  of 
del>t  ill  tlic  name  and  behalf  of  liic  Commonwealth  and  undor  its 
seal,  loan  amonat  not  exceetlinj^  one  million  dollars,  for  a  t<rm 
not  exceeding  forty  years.    Said  iscrip  or  certificates  of  debt  sh:iil 
be  issneil  an  registered  bon<l.s  or  with  interest  cou[)ons  atLacheil, 
and  shall  ttear  interest  not  exceeding  four  per  cent.  i)er  annum, 
payable  semi-annually  on  the  lirst  days  of  .laniiMiy  and  July  in 
each  year.    Such  scrip  or  cert  ilicates  of  debt  shall  bo  designated 
on  the  face  as  the  Metropolitan  Parks  Loan ;  shall  be  counter- 
signed l)y  the  governor,  and  shall  be  deemed  a  pledge  of  the  faith 
and  credit  of  the  Commonwealth,  and  the  principal  aud  interest 
shall  be  paid  at  the  times  specitied  therein  in  gold  coin  of  the 
United  States ;  and  said  scrip  or  certificates  of  debt  shall  be  sold 
and  disposed  of  at  public  auction  or  in  snch  other  mode  and  at 
such  times  and  prices,  and  In  such  amounts  and  at  such  rates  of 
interest,  not  exceeding  the  rate  above  specified,  as  the  governor 
and  cotincil  shall  deem  best.    The  treasurer  and  receiver  general 
shall,  on  issuing  any  of  said  scrip  or  certificates  of  debt,  establish 
a  sinking  fund,  and  apportion  an  amount  to  be  paid  thereto  each 
year  suflteient  with  Its  aocamulations  to  extinguish  the  debt  at 
maturily.   Any  premium  realized  on  the  sale  of  said  scrip  or  cer- 
tificates of  debt  shall  be  applied  to  the  payment  of  the  interest  on 
said  loan  as  it  accrues. 
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Sect.  10.  Tlio  sii[)ri'tne  jti  licial  court  sitting  in  equity  shall,  on 
the  application  of  suki  hoard  and  after  notice  to  each  of  the 
cilies  and  towns  hereinbeforii  named,  appoint  three  comuiissiou- 
crs,  who  sihall  not  be  resident.s  of  such  citiea  or  towns,  wlii>  shall, 
after  due  notice  and  hearing,  and  in  such  nianiior  ha  tiu'v  ^hall 
deem  just  and  eqniialdis  detennim'  ttu'  piofxn  iion  in  wiiich  cachnf 
such  cities  and  towns  shall  annuHlly  pay  money  into  Ihe  trea.swry  of 
the  Commonwealth,  for  the  term  of  five  years  next  following  lliz 
year  of  the  lii  st  issue  of  s:iid  scrip  or  <'crt ideates,  to  meet  the  in- 
terest  and  sinking  fund  requirements  for  each  of  said  years,  as 
f'stimatcd  by  the  treasurer  of  the  Commonwealth,  and  to  meet  tlic 
expenses  of  preservation  and  necessary  care  of  said  public  reserva- 
tiomi,  as  estimated  by  said  board  and  certified  to  said  treasurer, 
and  any  deficiency  in  the  amount  previously  paid  in  as  found  by  said 
treasurer,  and  shall  return  their  award  into  said  court;  and  when 
said  awani  shall  have  been  accepted  by  said  court  the  same  shall 
be  a  final  and  conclusive  adjudication  of  all  matters  herein  referred 
to  said  commissioners  and  shall  be  binding  on  all  parties.  Said 
commissioaerB  shall  fix  and  return  the  proportion  to  be  paid  by 
the  city  of  Boston  for  the  first  period  of  five  years,  at  fifty  per 
cent,  of  the  whole.  Before  the  expiration  of  said  term  of  five 
years,  and  every  five  years  thereafter,  three  commissioners,  who 
shall  not  be  residents  of  any  of  the  cities  or  towns  constituting  the 
metropolitan  parks  district,  shall  again  be  appointed  as  aforesaid, 
who  shall  in  such  manner  as  they  deem  Jost  and  equitable  deter* 
mine  the  proportion  in  which  each  of  said  cities  and  towns  shall 
annually  pay  money  into  the  treasuiy  of  the  Commonwealth  as 
aforesaid,  for  the  next  suoceedmg  term  of  five  years,  together 
with  any  deficiency  in  the  amount  previously  paid  in,  as  found  by 
said  treasurer,  and  shall  return  their  award  into  said  court;  and 
when  said  award  shall  have  been  accepted  by  said  court  the  same 
pfaaU  be  a  final  and  conclusive  adjudication  of  all  matters  herein  re- 
ferred to  said  commissioners,  and  shall  be  binding  on  all  parties : 
provided^  that  no  assessment  shall  be  levied  for  tlie  purposes  of 
this  net  in  any  one  year,  upon  any  city  or  town  in  excess  of  a  sum 
equal  to  one  half  mill  on  the  dollar  oi  ihe  valuation  tliereof. 
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Sect.  11.  The  metropolitan  paik  oommiBsioii  shall  annnally 
estimate  the  ezpenaeB  of  preservation  and  necessary  care  of  said 

public  reservations  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  certify  the  same  to 
the  treasurer,  who  shall  apportion  said  expenses  in  the  manner 
provided  in  tlu;  following  section  ;  provided,  hoioever,  that  such 
expenses  hIi:  11  not  exceed  the  sum  of  tea  tliousand  dollars  (liii  inu 
the  fiiHt  v»  :ii ,  nor  t  xceeiJ  the  sum  of  twenty  thousand  dollars  dur- 
ing any  succeeding  year. 

Sect.  12.  The  amount  of  money  rcqtiirod  each  year  from  each 
city  and  town  of  the  metropolitan  ]):irks  disti  ict  to  meet  the  in- 
terest, sinking  fund  requirement  :ui(l  exiHiiiscs  aforesaid  for  each 
year,  and  deficiency  if  any,  vsliall  he  estimated  by  the  treasurer  of 
the  Commonwealth  in  lu  ronlanee  with  the  proportion  deter- 
mined as  aforesaid,  and  shall  he  inelnded  in  and  made  a  part 
of  the  sum  charged  to  such  city  or  town,  and  be  assessed  upon 
it  in  the  ap|)ortionment  and  assessment  of  its  annual  state  tax ; 
and  saiil  treasurer  shall  in  each  year  notify  each  city  and  town  of 
the  amount  of  such  assessment,  and  the  same  shall  be  paid  by  the 
city  or  town  into  the  treasury  of  tlu>  Comnionwealth  at  the  time  re* 
quired  for  the  payment  and  as  a  part  of  its  State  tax. 

Skct.  13.  Tlie  supreme  judicial  court  shall  have  jurisdiction  in 
equity  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  aet,  and  shall  fix  and  de- 
termine the  compensation  of  all  commissioners  appointed  by  said 
court  under  the  provisions  hereof. 

Sbct.  14.   This  act  shall  take  effect  apon  its  passage.

Section  1.  Section  six  of  chapter  three  hundred  of  the  acts  of 
the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-three,  bemg  an  act  relative  to 
the  laying  out  of  public  packs  by  towns  and  dties,  is  hereby  repealed. 

Sect.  2.   This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

AN  ACT  TN  RELATION  TO  THE  CONSTUUCTK^N  OF  A  SEA 
WALL  AND  TEE  EXTENSION  OF  THE  CUAKLES-RIVEB 
EMBANKMENT  BT  THE  CITT  OF  BOSTON. 

Section  1.  Section  one  of  chapter  three  hundred  and  forty* 
four  of  the  acta  of  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-one  is 
lierBby  amended  by  inserting  at  the  end  of  said  section  the  words : — 
to  a  point  one  hundred  feet  or  less  distant  from  said  sea  wail  in 
the  rear  of  Beacon  street;  thence  by  a  line  parallel  with  said  wail 
to  the  westerly  line  of  the  public  park  of  said  city,  known  as  the 
Back  Bay  Pens,  extended  to  intersect  said  line  parallel  with  said 
seawall, — so  as  to  read  as  follows: — Section  1.  The  city  of 
Boston  may,  by  its  board  of  park  commissioners,  bnild  a  sea  wall 
on  the  Boston  side  of  the  Charles  river  from  the  sea  wall  of  its 
present  park,  sitaated  between  Craigic's  bridge  and  West  Boston 
bridge,  to  the  sea  wall  of  said  river  in  the  rear  of  Beacon  street 
in  said  city,  ou  or  witliin  the  following  linos :  Bcginnin*j^  at  a  point 
in  the  southwest  corner  of  the  stone  wull  of  the  Ch:n  U  .^-river  em- 
bankiuent,  or  Chat U-sbaiik,  thence  niniiing  southerly  by  a  strni^lit 
line  to  a  point  in  Charles  river  three  huuthed  feet  distnnt  westerly 
from  the  harbor  coniiiiissiouers'  line,  measuring  on  a  iiiie  peqwn- 
dicnlar  to  the  said  coiuinissiouers'  line  at  its  intersection  with  the 
southerly  line  of  MuuuL  Vernon  street;  thence  coutintiiiiL:;  .south- 
erly and  westerly  from  the  aforcsnid  perpendicular  line,  on  such 
lines  curs'cd  southerly  and  westerly  from  the  iiforesaid  straight 
line,  as  said  board  of  harbor  and  land  commissioners  shall  ap*  ■ 
prove,  to  a  point  one  hundred  feet  or  less  distant  from  said  sea 
wall  in  the  rear  of  Beacon  street ;  thence  by  a  line  pamllel  with 
eaid  wall  to  the  westerly  line  of  the  public  park  of  said  city, 
known  as  the  Back  Bay  Fens,  extended  to  intersect  said  line  par- 
allel with  said  sea  waU. 

Sect.  2.  Section  five  of  chapter  three  hundred  and  forty*foiir 
of  the  acts  of  the  year  ^ghteen  hundred  and  ninety-one  is  hereby 
amended  by  inserting  at  the  end  of  said  section  the  words :  — 
and  the  said  city  of  Boston  is  hereby  authorized  to  make  any 
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contracts  with  the  riparian  owners  and  any  other  parties  as  to  the 
buUdin;^  nf  the  sea  wall,  the  filling  of  said  flats,  and  the  future  ut^e 
thereof  when  filled,  subject  to  the  express  condition  that  the  llala 
filled  under  the  authority  hereby  granted  shall  not  be  used  for 
building  purposes,  or  for  any  other  purpose  than  for  public  orna- 
mental grounds  and  a  parkway,  —  so  as  to  read  as  follows :  — 
Sect.  5.    Any  person  whose  lands,  flats  or  rights  are  taken 
under  authority  of  this  act  shall  have  the  same  rights  and  remedies 
in  obtaining  damages  for  such  taking  as  persons  injured  by  the 
taking  of  their  lands  for  highways  in  said  city,  except  as  above 
provided;  and  the  said  city  of  Boston  is  hereby  authorized  to 
make  any  contracts  with  the  riparian  owners  and  any  other  parties  as 
to  the  building  of  the  sea  wall,  the  filling  of  said  flats,  and  the 
future  use  thereof  when  filled,  subject  to  the  express  condition  that 
the  flats  fliled  under  the  authority  hereby  granted  shall  not  be  used 
for  building  purposes,  or  for  any  other  purpose  than  for  public 
ornamental  grounds  and  a  paikway. 
Sect.  S.   The  material  used  for  the  filling  authorised  by  said 
^  chapter  shall,  to  such  grade  as  shall  be  required  by  the  board  of 
harbor  and  land  commissioners,  be  dredged  from  Charles-river 
basin,  iu  such  places  and  to  such  depths  as  the  said  board,  having 
due  regard  to  llie  iiMiiiiiements  of  navigation,  tiie  improvement  of 
said  basin  and  the  quality  (jf  material  suitable  for  such  lilling, 
shall  from  timo  to  lime  j)rf.Sftihe.    The  said  city  shall,  in  addiriou" 
to  the  said  (Induing  of  niutciiul  for  iUliug,  dredge  from  the  said 
1  iver,  in  sucii  places  as  tlic  said  board  may  designatt?,  an  amount 
of  iiuiterial  between  the  plaueti  of  mean  high  and  mean  low  water 
wiiich,  with  the  material  excavated  between  said  planes  for  said 
filling,  shall  equal  the  amount  of  tide  water  tlisplace<l  by  all  the  till- 
ing done  under  authority  of  tliis  act.    Said  rM)ai\l  may  in  their 
discretion  acce[)t,  in  lieu  of  any  portion  of  said  dredging  l)otwecn 
said  planes  of  high  an<l  low  water,  other  dredging  or  excavation  in 
the  said  river  which  in  their  judgment  is  an  erpial  improvement  to 
the  harbor  of  Boston.    All  of  the  filling,  di'edging  and  other  work 
authorized  or  required  by  said  act  shall  be  subject  to  the  direction 
and  approval  of  said  board,  and  to  the  provisions  of  all  general 
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laws  applicable  thereto.  The  filling,  dFcdgiog  and  other  work 
authorized  by  this  act  shall  also  be  snbjoct  to  the  approval  of  the 
secretary  of  war  and  to  all  laws  of  the  United  States  applicable 
thereto. 

Sect.  4.   This  act  shall  take  effect  npon  its  passage.

AN  ACT  TO  PBOVIDB  FOE  TTTK  IMPROVEBfENT  OF  CHARLES 

SscnON  1.  The  board  of  metropolitan  park  commissioners, 
established  nnder  the  provisions  of  chapter  four  hundred  and  seven 
of  the  acts  of  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-three,  and  the 
state  board  of  health,  sitting  as  a  joint  board,  shall  investigate  the 
eanitaiy  condition  and  prepare  plans  for  the  improvement  of 
the  beds,  shores  and  waters  of  the  Charles  river,  between  Ciiarles- 
river  bridge  and  the  Waltham  line  on  Charles  river,  and  for  the 
removal  of  any  nuisances  therefrom,  and  report  with  their  recom- 
mendations to  the  next  general  court  on  or  before  the  first 
Wednesday  in  February.

The  folio  win  <r  is  a  sammtaj  of  the  work  done  on  the 
public  parks  during  the  year,  a  more  detailed  deecription  of 
wliich  will  be  found  in  the  City  £ogineef^8  report  in  the 
Appendix: 

I7ie  Fens. 

Tranont  entrance  has  been  finished,  and  the  stone-crasher 
and  temporary  boildings  which  were  need  during  the  prog- 
ress of  the  work  have  been  removed.  A  short  section  of 
the  shore  path  leading  from  this  entrance  to  Fen  bridge  has 
also  l)een  completed,  and  ronsideralile  work  of  a  miscella- 
neous ebaracti  I  lias  been  done  in  connection  with  the  liuish* 
ing  of  the  work  referred  to. 

A  foundation  for  the  John  Boyle  O^Reilly  statue  was 
built  on  the  site  selected  between  Boylston  road  and  the 
Fenway.  This  locatioir  was  chosen  by  the  landscape  archi- 
tects, and  Daniel  C.  Fkeneh  and  G.  Howard  Walker,  the 
designers  of  the  memorial. 

Lamp-posts  for  forty-five  electric  lights  hare  been  erected 
in  the  Fens,  and  incandescent  lamps  have  been  placed  under 
the  arches  of  Stony-brook  bridge,  the  connecting  wires  being 
carried  underground  by  cables  drawn  throuirh  wroiiirht- 
iron  pipes.  The  lighting  of  the  Fens  enabled  the  depait- 
ment  to  keep  the  driyes^  rides,  and  walks  open  at  night» 
which  had  become  necessary  on  account  of  the  occupancy  of 
several  new  houses  on  the  Fenway,  and  the  completion  of 
the  parkways  beyond  the  Fens. 

Two  additional  houses  were  built  fronting  the  Fens  during 
the  year,  and  arrangements  for  further  building  are  in  prog- 
ress. The  extension  of  Boylston  street  from  the  Fens  tx> 
Brookline  avenue,  and  the  tillinfj  of  the  adjoiiiinsr  marshesj 
now  in  progress,  should  have  a  tendency  to  increase  the  de-

mand  for  bull  ding-lota  and  the  erection  of  dwellings  on  the 
desirable  frontage  of  the  Fens. 

The  Board,  recognizing  that  the  rapid  gro\vth  of  the  city 
westward  would  eventually  demand  street-railway  commun- 
ication between  the  two  aides  of  the  Parkway  at  the  Fens, 
and  that  it  would  be  a  yeiy  great  danger  to  human  life  to 
penuit  eleotrio  can  to  tiaTerae  Boyiston  road  through  the 
Fens  in  the  immediate  nei^borhood  of  the  steam  xailroad»  ' 
negotiatioiis  were  began  for  securing  a  right  of  way  from 
Oharlesgate  west,  through  private  lands  adjoining  the  rail- 
road, to  a  street  leading  to  Boylston  street,  to  enable  the 
electric  cai's  to  pass  under  the  main  entrance  to  tlie  Fens, 
rather  than  across  its  surface.  As  ti  result  of  the-^e  ueffotia- 
tions,  the  Board  secured  an  easement  in  a  pait  of  the  route 
and  the  fee  of  the  remainder  for  street-railway  purposes, 
which  can  be  utilized  whenever  the  railway  company  desires 
to  avail  itaelf  of  the  opportunity  to  build  this  extension,  it 
having  been  ascertained  tliat  tiie  cost  of  constmcting  such 
a  way  would  not  be  an  unreasonable  burden  on  the  railway 
company. 

Hivencai/, 

The  plantations  have  been  finished,  except  those  around 
the  Administration  building  and  the  Bridle>path  bridge. 
The  latter  has  been  completed,  and  the  walks  throughout 
the  Biverway*  excepting  the  boundary  walk,  have  been 
graded  and  sui&oed. 

The  filling  of  Audubon  road  and  the  building  of  the  bridge 
over  the  railroad  leading  to  Beacon  street  have  been  com- 
pleted, and  all  that  remains  to  be  done  in  this  section  of  the 
parkway  is  the  surtacing  of  Audubon  road  and  the  boun- 
dary walk,  the  liuilding  of  ii  wall  and  steps  at  the  Adminis- 
tration building,  the  planting  of  the  adjoining  grounds,  and 
the  erection  of  a  tool-house  on  the  river  bank  near  Tremont 
street* 
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A  circular  stone  structure  for  shelter  and  tool-house  pur- 
|)o.st?s,  from  pluns  by  Shef)le\%  Kutjin,  &  Cooiiclge,  has  been 
built  on  the  bank  near  the  foot- bridges  which  carry  the  walk, 
leading  from  Bemer  street,  over  the  ride  and  river  to  the 
Brookline  side.  It  is  expected  that  this  walk  will  be  con- 
tinued by  the  town  over  the  railroad  by  a  bridge  to  Chapel 
street  near  the  Longwood  station.  The  water  in  the  river 
was  raised  to  its  high  level  early  in  tbe  summer,  giving  the 
Riverway  an  attractive  appearance  which  will  yearly  improve 
with  the  growth  of  the  young  plantations  along  its  banks. 

A  new  bridge  to  displace  the  unsightly  wootkn  one  at 
Longwood  avenue  is  verv  nuich  needed,  and  as  Brookline 
will  share  the  expense,  arr.ingementsi  bhuuld  be  made  with  the 
town  authorities  to  join  in  the  building  of  u  permanent  stone 
structure  at  an  early  day.  A  preliminary  sketch  for  a  bridge 
has  been  prepared  by  Shepley,  Kutan,  &  Coolidge,  the  esti- 
mated cost  of  which,  in  rock-faced  ashlar  with  the  soffits  of 
the  arches  in  brick,  is  $153,000.  The  proportion  of  cost  to 
be  borne  by  the  city  will  not  exceed  $75,000. 

Levered  Park, 

The  work  on  this  park  has  progressed  rapidly,  with  the  aid 
of  a  considerable  force  from  the  Street  Department.  The 
ledge  on  the  eastern  border  was  removed,  and  the  stone  was 
used  on  the  driveways  and  walks,  and  for  building  walls  and 
culverts.  The  drive  was  finished  from  Tl^emont  street  to 
Perkins  street,  and  opened  for  travel  in  the  fidl.  The  ride 
and  walks  were  also  completed,  and  retaining-walls,  steps, 
and  culverts  have  been  built  where  needed. 

Perkins  and  Chestnut  streets,  on  the  southerly  })oidor  of 
the  park,  have  been  out  down  to  modify  the  steep  gnide 
which  formerly  exii^teci  near  the  junction  of  tiiese  streets. 
This  change  of  grade  and  the  widening  of  the  roads  involved 
the  building  of  retaining-waUs  and  the  lowering  of  the 
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water  and  gas  pipos,  which  consumed  a  fn-eat  deal  ol'  time, 
and  required  the  closing  of  the  streets  for  a  loii^idi  i  uhle  part 
of  the  summer.  Tlie  work,  which  ineiuded  tiie  l)uil(lin«r  of 
stairways,  is  completed,  with  the  exception  of  some  coping 
and  pointing  of  the  retaining  and  parapet  walls. 

A  stone  bridge  oyer  the  entrance  to  a  oove  on  the  easterly 
side  of  Leverett  pond  was  built  under  contract,  and  the 
adjoining  groonds  were  graded  and  prepared  for  plantings 
which  will  be  done  in  the  spring. 

The  only  extensive  works  required  to  finish  this  park  are 
the  plantations  and  boundary  walks.  Several  small  struct- 
ures for  shelter  purposes,  as  provided  in  the  plans,  will  also 
be  ueeded. 

The  practical  completion  of  this  park  opens  to  use  a  most 
varied  and  attractive  pleasure-resort,  with  the  scenery  of  a 
sloping  valley  rising  gradually  from  the  lake  at  its  lower 
end  to  a  considerable  eminence  at  its  head,  with  numerous 
smaller  ponds  compassed  with  verdant  banks  and  woodsides, 
among  which  wind  the  paths,  ending  in  the  sylvan  seclusion 
of  Ward's  pond,  which  nestles  in  a  deep  depression  between 
the  wooded  knoll  and  tiie  high  ridge  of  Perkins  street. 

• 

Jamaim  Park, 

The  drive,  ride,  and  walk  from  Perkins  to  Prince  street 
along  the  easterly  boundary  of  the  park  were  finished  and 
opened  to  travel  during  the  summer.  Adjoining  the 
pond  the  driveway  follows  the  course  of  old  Pond  street, 
widened  about  twenty-five  feet,  while  the  ride  and  walk 
arc  ciirried  nearer  the  pond  by  an  esplanade  along  the 
shore,  which  is  protected  on  the  waterside  by  a  stone  wall 
laid  on  a  slope.  This  wall  will  be  surmounted  b}''  a  railing 
upon  which  vines  will  be  trained,  which  will  also  screen 
the  wall.  The  site  of  the  ice-houses  at  the  southerly  end  of 
the  pond,  near  Eliot  street,  has  been  excavated  to  fill  the 
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Arborway  and  to  extend  the  water  siufiuse,  fonning  at  high 
water  two  land-looked  coves  of  shallow  flowage,  with  steep 

sloping  banks  protected  by  low  walls.  The  abandonment 
of  the  project  for  open-air  bathing  at  these  coves,  as 
contemplated  in  the  original  plan,  leaves  the  question 
of  the  use  whicli  will  be  made  of  them  still  in  abey- 
ance. Action  on  a  petitioii  of  Dr.  H.  P.  Bowditch  and 
othei-s  for  a  high-grade  swimming-school  at  Jamaica  pond 
has  also  been  postponed  until  the  plans  for  constmeting  the 
park  are  fiirther  developed.  For  the  same  reason  no 
action  has  been  taken  on  the  plans  for  a  boating  and  skating 
pavilion^  at  the  approach  to  the  pond  from  Pond  street,  pre- 
pared by  the  City  Architect.  A  temporary  landing  will, 
however,  be  provided  here  for  the  ]>otit  service.  The  mar<rin 
of  the  pond  has  l)€en  HUed  in  for  about  twenty  feet  in  width 
alonsT  the  Pine  Bank  and  Perkins-atreet  shores  to  provide  a 
promenade  on  the  water  side,  the  abrupt  bank  making  it 
impracticable  to  secure  a  path  of  sufficient  width  between 
the  bank  and  the  original  shore.  The  filling  of  this  narrow 
strip  will  not  appreciably  diminish  the  water  area,  or 
affect  the  sylvan  aspect  of  tiie  pond  at  the  higlMrater  level 
which  will  be  mainteined  in  the  fatore.  There  will»  more- 
over, be  a  distinct  gain  in  appearance  over  the  customary 
low-water  level  which  has  prevailed  in  summer  since 
the  pond  has  been  usefl  as  a  source  of  water  supply.  On  the 
westerly  side  of  the  pond  the  present  verdure-clad  banks 
will  remain  untouched  at  the  water's  edge,  the  contour  uf  the 
ground  permitting  the  paths  to  be  carried  inside  the  shore 
line. 

By  the  terms  of  the  settlement  with  the  Jamaica  Pond  Ice 
Company  the  ice  business  terminated  with  the  season  of 
1894,  and  the  buildings  are  in  process  of  removal.  The 
dwellings  and  steble  on  the  Flsrkman  estate  have  been 

removed,  and  a  plan  has  been  started  for  the  erection  of  a 
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memorial  to  Mr.  Parkman  on  thia  site,  a  committee  in  chaige 
of  the  matter  having  applied  to  the  Board  for  a  formal 

approval  of  the  scheme.  The  Board  also  received  a  commu- 
nication from  the  St.  Botulph  Club,  stating  thiit  it  was  the 
unanimous  wish  of  the  members  that  some  steps  might  be 
taken  looking  to  the  preservation  of  Mr.  Parkman  s  <rarden 
as  the  most  fitting  memorial  of  Mr.  Parkmau.  The  Board 
replied  that  it  would  deem  it  a  very  felicitous  result  if  some 
memorial  to  Mr,  Parkman,  to  be  approved  by  the  Board 
and  the  Art  Commission,  shonld  be  erected  on  the  Park- 
man  estate,  the  grounds  of  whidi  would  be  so  treated  that 
the  whole  should  form  a  memorial  of  him. 

The  buildings  at  Pine  Bank  and  on  the  Morse  pliiee  have 
been  retained  fur  such  uses  for  shelter  and  reire.'^hiiu  iit  pur- 
poses as  they  can  be  made  to  serve.  A  bronze  fountain,  by 
Anne  Whitney,  has  been  donated  to  the  eity,  to  be  placed 
on  the  terrace  at  the  Pine  Bank  House,  the  fountain  having 
been  approved  for  this  site  by  the  Art  Commission. 

Arborway, 

The  grading  of  tlie  Arborway  has  been  snbstantially  fin- 
ished, excepting  the  section  between  South  and  Washington 
streets  at  the  crossing  of  the  Providence  division  of  the 
New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Kailroad,  where  the 

railroad  will  be  carried  over  the  parkway  and  Morton  street 
on  five  stone  arches.  The  drive  and  ride,  except  for  the 
above  distance,  have  l>een  surfaced  and  opened  to  travel,  and 
some  work  has  been  done  on  the  surfacing  of  the  walks  at 
the  Centre-street  entrance  of  the  Arboretum.  All  the  drains 
and  catch-basins,  except  on  the  traffic  road  adjoining  the 
Arboretom,  have  been  built,  and  a  culvert  for  the  brook 
ooming  finom  the  Arboretum  has  been  constructed  across 
the  Arborway.   The  sorlacing  of  the  traffic  roads  and  the 
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interior  and  boundary  walks,  together  with  the  tree-planting, 
will  complete  the  Arborway. 

Arnold  Arbovetunu 

The  eastern  border  of  the  Arboretum  has  been  graded  as 
a  neoessaiy  part  of  the  work  of  giading  the  Arborway,  and 
an  arrangement  was  made  with  Haryard  College  for  the 
grading  of  the  easterly  part  of  the  Buasey  Institution  grounds 
and  the  oonstmction  of  an  entrance  to  said  grounds,  in  con- 
sideration of  the  large  amount  of  surplus  material  which 
would  thus  be  obtained  for  u^e  on  the  Arborway  and  in 
other  ])luc'es. 

The  juUlitional  land  acquired  on  Centre  and  Walter  streets 
has  been  cleared  up  and  graded,  and  a  wail  is  being  built  on 
the  street  boundary.  An  arrangement  will  be  made  with 
Harvard  College  for  the  planting  and  care  of  this  land, 
together  with  the  lands  near  the  Centre-street  entrance  and 
on  BuBsey  hill  that  were  reserved  from  the  original  lease,  by 
including  them  in  the  lease  which  will  be  made  in  connec- 
tion with  the  proposed  addition  to  the  Arboretum  of  the 
Bussey  land  on  Peters'  hill,  belonging  to  the  college. 

Topographical  surveys  and  a  plan  of  this  land  have  been 
made. 

Extension  of  the  Arboretum, 

The  Board  received  a  proposition  from  the  director  of  the 

Arnold  Arboretum  in  behalf  of  Harvard  College,  for  the 
addition  to  the  Arboretum  of  a  large  area  of  the  college 
land  on  IVieib^  hiil,  as  shown  on  the  map  accompanying  this 
report,  and  on  similar  terras  to  those  under  which  the  Arbo- 
retum was  originally  laid  out,  namely :  that  the  city  take  the 
land  and  lease  back  to  the  college,  for  the  purposes  of  the 
Arboretum,  so  much  of  it  as  is  not  required  for  use  as  drive- 
ways and  walks,  a  quarry  reservation,  and  a  traffic  toad ;  the 
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college  to  establish  and  nuuntaip  the  phuatationB  of  the  Arbo- 
retum, ineloding  a  collection  of  trees  and  shrabs,  suitably 
classified  and  labelled,  adapted  to  the  adwioement  of  the 
scienoe  of  botany  and  arboricoltare  and  the  instraetlon  of 

the  public ;  the  city  to  build  the  driveways  shown  on  the 
plan  within  five  years,  and  to  finish  within  two  years  the 
driveway  running  through  the  valley  from  Wnlfrr  street  to 
South  street,  and  to  maintain  them  tree  of  all  charge  and 
expense  to  the  college ;  the  city  to  provide  and  maintain  a 
suitable  police  force  for  the  preservation  of  order  and  good 
eonduet,  and  the  observation  of  the  rules  .and  regolations 
established  for  the  use  of  the  grounds  by  the  pnblic,  and  to 
ii>ftlnf»w  boundary  fences  where  necessary ;  the  Arboretum 
to  be  open  at  all  reasonable  times  to  the  inspection  of  the 
pablic,  with  only  such  limitations,  commonly  adopted  in  well- 
kept  public  grounds,  as  may  be  found  necessary  to  prevent 
injury  to  the  trees  and  plants. 

The  project  receiving  the  approval  of  the  Board,  a  bill 
was  introduced,  and  is  now  pending  in  the  Legislature,  to 
enable  the  city  and  college  to  carry  out  the  plan.  No  esti- 
mate has  been  made  of  the  probable  cost  of  building  the 
driTeways,  but  it  is  believed  that  a  comparatively  small 
annual  expenditure  will  enable  the  Board  to  complete  tiie 
roads,  fit  for  use,  within  the  time  named.  The  quarry 
reservation  will  be  a  valuable  acquisition  to  the  city,  from 
the  material  which  it  will  furnish  for  the  repairing  of  the 
park  driveways,  the  supply  of  stone  being  large  and  of  the 
best  quality. 

Franklin  Park. 

The  bridge  to  carry  the  Forest  HiUs  entrance  over  the 
trafilc  road  leading  from  Forest  Hills  street  to  the  cemetery 
has  been  built,  and  the  grading  of  the  entrance  and  traffic 
road  is  now  in  progress.  This  work  will  be  finished  in  the 
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spring,  thus  making  the  connection  of  the  Arborwaj  with 
the  drives  of  Franklin  Park  complete. 

Seaver  street  ha.s  been  reconstructed  along  the  north- 
easterly !)()undary  of  the  park,  making  a  broad  road  of  easy 
grades  into  which  Colambu:^  avenue  now  enters  at  Walnut 
sti^et.  This  improvement  will  add  very  much  to  the  fiicility 
with  which  the  park  is  approached  firom  the  city,  thus  enaur- 
ing  a  laiger  use  of  the  park  for  pleaaure  a&d  recreation. 

Ellicott  HoQfle,  at  the  entnmoe  to  the  playgroimds  of  £Ui- 
oottdale,  has  been  completed,  and  will  be  opened  to  the  public 
this  season.  Toilet,  bath,  dressing,  and  check  rooms  are 
provided  for  u.se  in  connection  with  the  tciiiiis  courts  to 
be  hiid  out  at  Ellicottdale.  It  is  expected  that  a  branch 
of  the  electric  railroad  will  hp  extended  from  Wa.shinff- 
ton  street  tlirough  Williams  street  to  a  point  near  Elli- 
cott House  and  thence  through  Forest  Hills  street  and 
the  new  traffic  road  to  Forest  Hills  cemetery,  thence  by  way 
of  Morton  street  to  Washington  street  near  the  Forest  Hills 
station.  This  loop  will  bring  passengers  to  the  gates  of  the 
park  on  its  western  border,  where  are  situated  its  most 
picturesque  picnic  grounds  and  rambles,  and  the  new  play- 
ground, and  will,  when  constructed,  be  a  great  convenience 
to  vLiilors. 

A  refectory  is  Ixjing  built  on  the  hill  near  the  junction  of 
Blue  Hill  avenue  and  Glen  lane,  where  the  old  Gleason 
house  formerly  stood.  The  plans  provide  for  a  brick  and 
terra-cotta  structure,  one  hundred  and  twenty-one  feet  long 
by  sixty-nine  feet  wide,  containing  on  the  ground  level  a 
large  restaurant,  private  dining  room,  service  rooms,  toilet 
rooms,  and  staircases  leading  to  a  roof  garden  which  forms 
in  effect  a  second  story  liaving  pavilions  twenty-one  feet 
square  upon  each  comer,  containing  stairs,  servin^f  and  toilet 
rooms.  These  pavilions  are  connected  by  covered  galleries 
OQ  three  sides,  the  remainder  of  the  space  being  open  to  the 
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sky.  A  basement  story  under  the  entire  area  contains  the 
general  kitchen,  pastry  kitchen,  service  room,  ice  room,  cold 
room,  cold  pantry,  lefngenitor  room,  toilet  rooms  for 
employees,  aad  storage  room,  access  to  which  is  bad  thion^ 
a  covered  passage  mider  the  tenaoe  which  rans  along  the  front 
of  the  main  bidldhig.  In  a  sab-basement  at  the  easterly 
end  of  the  building  are  boiler  rooms,  coal  rooms,  and  laondry, 
dcoess  to  which  is  bad  through  the  story  above  and  from  a 
large  sunken  yard.  On  a  level  with  the  main  or  restaurant 
floor  is  the  perirola,  which  extends  across  the  west  end  and 
along  the  southerly  side,  varying  in  width  from  twenty-ei£rht 
to  fifty  feet.  This  is  paved  with  brick  and  has  a  trellised 
roof  supported  by  open  groups  of  wooden  columns.  In  the 
centre  of  each  group  provision  is  made  for  vines,  which,  tak- 
ing root  in  the  soil  below,  will  twine  around  the  columns 
and  spread  themselves  out  over  the  latticed  roof  above. 
The  pergola  wall  has  been  built  by  the  department  force  up 
to  the  floor  level,  the  parapet  being  included  in  the  contract 
for  the  building.  It  is  not  expected  that  the  refectory  will 
be  completed  for  use  this  season. 

The  w;it*?r-shed  of  Franklin  Park  boing  iiistifficient  to  keep 
the  ponds  full  during  the  dry  season,  some  provision  to  sup- 
plement the  natural  water  supply  became  necessary.  It 
was  thereupon  determined  to  utilize  the  plant  of  the  Jamaica 
Pond  Aqueduct  Corporation  for  this  purpose,  and  to  lay  an 
eight-inch  pipe  finom  the  pomping-station  through  Chestnut 
and  Perkins  streets  and  the  Purkway  to  a  reservoir  on  Hag- 
borne  hill  in  Franklin  Park.  This  pipe  has  been  laid  for 
the  greater  part  of  the  distance,  with  stand-pipes  at  con- 
venient intervalb  i'or  road-sprinkling  purposes,  and  the  reser- 
voir is  now  beini;  constructed.  This  will  ensure  an  jHlof|uate 
water  supply,  and  will  enal)le  the  Board  to  complete  the 
ponds,  which  will  add  very  materially  to  the  landscape  of 
Franklin  Park. 
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A  collection  of  fancy  piV^  oos,  including  archangels,  blond- 
inettes,  English  owls,  tantails,  tumblers,  magpies,  nuns, 
and  turbits,  from  the  estate  of  the  late  Edmund  Quincy  at 
Isle  aa  Qante,  was  pi*esented  to  the  department  by  Dr.  H. 
P.  Quincrjr,  and  are  domioiled  at  the  propagating  hooae  in  the 
Nursery  at  the  southerly  end  of  tbe  park,  in  charge  of  W.  E. 
Fischer.  They  now  numher  two  hundred  and  twenty-fiye^ 
and  are  a  source  of  much  attraction  to  visitors.  A  flock  oF 
about  two  hundred  sheep  also  attract  considerable  notice  and 
are  a  popular  feature  of  the.  ]  >:irk,  the  herding  of  the  sheep 
by  the  shepherd  dogs  being  an  interesting  sight. 

The  Main  Park  System. 

By  the  practical  completion  of  the  Parkway  the  depart- 
ment has  now  provided  the  public  a  continuous  drive  all  the 
way  on  park  land  ftom  the  Common  and  Public  Garden  to 

Franklin  Park,  a  distance  of  about  seven  miles,  except  in  the 
short  interval  l>ctween  South  and  Washington  streets  where 
the  delay  is  due  to  the  raising  of  the  railroad  tracks.  When 
this  small  stretch  is  finished  there  will  be  no  inti  i  rujition  in  the 
entire  length  of  parkway  drives  of  eleven  miles,  which, 
added  to  the  seven  miles  of  drives  in  Franklin  Park  and  the 
two  miles  in  the  Arboretum,  make  a  total  length  of  twenty 
miles  of  driveways  completed  and  thrown  open  to  the  public. 

Anangements  were  made  with  the  Superintendent  of  Lampa 
under  which  this  department  supplied  the  lamp-posts  and 
underground  cable  for  171  electric  arc  lights  on  the  Parkway 
extending  from  the  Common  to  Franklin  Park,  and  35 
lights  on  Seaver  street  and  around  the  Play  stead.  Tho 
lamps  are  maintained  by  the  Liunp  Department,  and  since 
they  have  been  in  operation  the  Parkway  has  become  a 
pleasant  drive  at  night. 

To  ascertain  the  extent  to  which  the  park  system  was  being 
used  for  driviug,  riding*  and  cycling,  the  first  season  it  was 
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opened,  a  count  was  made  of  each  of  the  three  claraes  of 
pleasure  tiavel  on  the  afternoon  of  October  28,  between  the 
hours  of  one  and  seven,  with  the  following  result:

The  Board  cannot  but  feel  gratified  at  the  extent  to  which 
the  public  is  making  use  of  the  parks,  and  it  ought  not  to  be 
a  difficult  matter  to  secure  the  fimds  necessaiy  to  finish  the 
remaining  features  of  the  system,  now  so  nearly  completed, 
which  will  add  much  to  the  pleasure-giving  results  already  so 
apparent. 

Franklin  FiM. 

The  meadow  which  had  been  underdrained  and  plowed 
was  levelled  off  and  cultivated  during  the  summer,  and  sowed 
to  grass  in  the  fall.  It  was  flooded  iit  the  beginning  of 
winter,  and  has  been  much  fi-equented  for  skating  when  the  ice 
was  in  fidr  condition.  The  shallow  water  makes  it  an  ideal 
place  for  tiiis  sport,  and  the  Board  regrets  that  its  funds  for 
maintenance  do  not  admit  of  the  clearing  of  snow  from  the 
ice,  whidi  would  veiy  much  lengthen  the  period  of  usefulness 
for  this  purpose.  No  plans  have  been  made  for  the  further 
improvement  of  FnmUin  Field. 
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Dorchester  Park, 

A  topographical  map  of  this  park  has  been  made.  Some 
leadjustment  of  bonndary  between  it  and  the  Conyaleaoenta' 
Home  of  the  Oily  Hospital  and  the  addition  of  some  land 
already  belonging  to  the  city  wonld  admit  of  a  much  better 
plan  for  laying  ont  the  gronnds  than  its  present  bonndariea 
will  allow.  A  plan  will  soon  be  prepared  showing  the 
required  changes. 

Dorcheatei-way  and  Strandway. 

The  grading  of  Dorohesterway  from  Five  Comers  to 
Bnttonwood  street  has  been  completed  except  the  removal 
of  the  ledge  near  the  latter  street.  Some  of  the  surfacing 
has  been  done  near  Everett  sqaare  to  provide  an  outlet  for 

Pond  street,  and  at  the  intersection  of  the  Parkway  with 
Buttonwood  street.  The  Board  having  o])tainedthe  consent 
of  the  Railroad  Commissioners  for  an  overhead  bridije  where 
the  Parkway  crosses  the  Old  Colony  division  of  the  New 
York,  New  Haven  &.  Hartford  liailroad,  the  contractor  for 
filling  between  Buttonwood  street  and  the  railroad  has  been 
allowed  to  carry  on  the  work  to  a  grade  suitable  for  the 
overhead  crossing.  The  construction  of  the  bridge  can  be 
deferred  until  the  Stnmdway  is  built,  with  which  it  will 
connect. 

Some  temporary  filling  was  done  on  the  Strandway  last 
winter,  in  connection  with  the  owners  of  certain  land  on  Fifth 
street  which  was  encum])cred  with  clay-banks,  under  which 
arranirement  the  Board  paid  thirty  cents  per  cubic  yard  for 
the  material  delivered  on  the  Strandway,  thereby  affording 
employment  for  men  and  teams  at  a  time  of  general  busi- 
ness depression.  About  siztyHseven  thousand  cubic  yards  of 
filling,  cart  measurement,  were  received  by  this  amnge^ 
ment.   Since  this  work  was  closed,  the  Board  has  had 
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several  applieaftionfl  to  oontinne  it  on  the  same  tennsy  but  as 
the  filling  of  the  Stnndway  by  the  dredging  of  the  fiats  is  a 
Beoessary  part  of  its  oonstraotloiiy  it  has  been  felt  that  the 
continnanoe  of  the  work  as  proposed  would  not  be  econom- 
ical uii  the  part  of  the  city. 

The  Board  hoped  to  be  able  to  take  up  thi?  year  the  work 
of  filling  that  part  of  the  Strandway  exteiKiing  ejisterly  from 
H  street  to  Marino  Park,  and  hjid  plans  prepared  by  the  City 
Engineer  for  doing  the  work  by  contract.  Heavy  damages 
in  land  takings  have,  however,  so  reduced  the  appropriations 
for  land  and  construction  that  if  sufficient  funds  aie^set  aside 
for  the  settlement  of  the  remaining  land  cases,  the  balance 
available  for  construction  is  insufficient  to  permit  of  the  plans 
being  carried  out,  and  at  the  same  time  provide  for  the 
requirements  of  the  day-labor  service  in  the  public  parks. 
For  this  reai'OTi,  unless  a  luilher  appropriation  is  imulc  ];y 
the  City  Coihk  il,  the  constiaietiou  of  the  Stnmdvvay  will 
have  tu  Ix'  (left  in'd  for  the  present.  The  Board  resrets  the 
delay,  paiticularly  with  regard  to  the  section  which  imme- 
diately adjoins  the  peninsula  of  South  Boston,  where  real 
estate  is  awaitii^  this  improvement  for  its  development* 

Marine  Park. 

The  work  of  filling  the  south  point  from  the  shore  to  the 
iron  pier  was  put  under  contnict  in  July,  and  is  still  in 
pro^rress,  A  head-house  is  also  bein^^  built  under  contract 
at  the  shore  end  of  the  point.  This  building  is  flanked  on 
two  sides  by  raised  platforms  to  bqvxc  as  promenades  which 
will  extend  to  the  iron  pier,  and  below  and  between 
wbidi  five  hundred  bath  houses  will  be  located.  The 
house  will  contain  a  general  waiting  room  on  the  ground 
or  teriBBzo  fioor,  with  men's  and  women's  waiting  and 
dressing  rooms  and  bath  toilets,  the  spaces  under  the 
promenades  being  devoted  to  offices  for  the  police,  and  a 
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foreman's  uid  workmen's  room.   On  the  second  floor  two 

larn^e  cafes,  connected  by  a  corridor  and  service  rooms, 
Hdjoiii  the  promenades,  the  rest  of  this  fluor  being  occupied 
with  the  upper  purt  of  the  general  waiting  room  and  the 
stairway  to  the  restaurant,  which  is  ou  the  third  floor 
above  the  waiting  room.  Over  the  ca£ss  are  the  kitchen 
and  store  room,  and  the  attic  contains  the  laundry.  It  is 
expected  that  this  house  will  be  completed  for  use  the  pres- 
ent season,  and  with  the  bath  houses  and  bathing  beaches 
will  add  much  to  the  attractiTeness  of  this  now  pi^nlar 
resort.   A  sketch  of  the  building  is  published  herewith. 

The  shore  dsiye  and  the  walk  from  Sixth  street  to  Broad- 
way,  and  the  drive  from  the  Broadway  entrance  to  the  tempo- 
rary bridge  to  Castli;  island,  have  l^een  Burfaccd,  and  the 
drains,  water  pipes,  and  electric  light  cables  have  been  laid. 
Four  electric  arc  lamps  now  light  the  grounds  in  addition  to 
those  on  Q  street  and  on  the  Castle  island  bridge. 

Fifteen  electric  arc  lamps  were  placed  on  Castle  island, 
and  temporary  fences  were  erect^^d  along  the  sea-walls,  in 
response  to  a  veiy  large  petition  £rom  workingmen  that  the 
island  be  kept  open  eyenings.  A  plan  for  a  shelter  has 
been  prepared  by  the  City  Architect,  which  is  herewith  sub- 
mitted. This  building  will  be  situated  at  the  extreme 
southerly  point  of  the  island,  where  the  hospital  building 
now  stands,  which  is  to  be  removed  by  consent  of  the  War 
Department. 

Wood  Island  Park. 

The  grading  of  the  upland  to  provide  for  the  driveway 
from  Neptune  road  to  the  Concourse  on  West  Wood  island, 
which  was  under  contract  last  year,  has  been  completed  so 
&r  as  the  material  on  the  ground  would  permit. 

The  l^etd  House,  intended  for  use  in  connection  with  the 
men's  gyraniisium  and  boys'  playground,  has  been  completed, 
and  was  opened  to  both  sexes  during  the  skating  season,  the 
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playground  ]>eing  flooded  for  that  puq^oso.  Over  80,000 
people  availed  themselves  of  this  privilege  during  the  twenty- 
tivo  (Vav^  on  which  there  wan  skating.  An  iron  fence  luid 
been  built  around  the  gymnastic  ground,  and  contra^ta  have 
been  made  for  the  iron  frames  and  gymnastic  apparatus. 

A  flection  of  the  women's  bath  house  has  also  been  built  to 
provide  temporary  shelter,  and  toilet  rooiDS  for  women*  This 
building  can  be  of  little  use  until  some  grading  is  done  to 
make  it  more  accessible,  and  the  completion  of  the  batili 
bouses  and  bathing  beach  would  add  very  much  to  the  use- 
fulness of  this  pleasure-ground  without  great  expense.  The 
work  on  the  park  is  now  ho  well  advanced  that  its  complo- 
tioii  DUght  not  to  be  long  delayed,  especially  an  the  recent 
gi-ading  leaves  it  in  a  rough,  uuhuished  condition,  much  less 
attiactiye  than  formerly. 

Charleabank* 

The  buildings  at  both  the  men's  and  women's  gymnasinm 
haying  been  outgrown,  as  stated  in  the  last  Annual  Beport  of 

the  Board,  plans  for  a  new  building  at  the  men's  gymnasium, 
which  will  provide  pro])er  bathing,  dressing,  and  luckcr  con- 
veniences, were  prei  atf  l  by  the  City  Architect,  and  the 
building  is  now  under  ( oust  nu-tion.  An  addition  to  the 
women's  lavatory  building,  to  furnish  the  s^e  ^ilities  to 
the  large  number  of  women  and  girls  who  exercise  daily  in 
the  gymnasium,  is  also  being  erected  from  ])laiis  by  Walker 
A  Kimball,  architects.  The  completion  of  these  buildings 
will  add  much  to  the  health  and  pleasure  of  those  who  fre- 
quent the  gymnasiums. 

For  information  as  to  the  attendance  at  these  grounds  and 
other  details,  reference  is  made  to  the  Annual  liepoits  of  the 
City  Engineer  and  a  committee  of  the  Massaclnisetts  Emer- 
gency and  Hygiene  Association,  which  will  be  found  in  the 
Appendix* 
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ChaHesUnon  EeighUn, 

The  shelter  building,  letoining  walls,  and  steps  hare  been 
completed,  and  the  hoose  is  ready  for  nse  the  coming  season. 

The  upper  story  consists  of  a  large  open  shelter,  with  a  band- 
stand on  the  side  next  to  the  promenade.  Below  are  the 
waiting  and  toilet  rooms  and  quarters  for  the  attendant,  the 
police ,  and  workmen.  A  paved  court  in  front  under  the  over- 
hanging shelter  is  provided  with  seats,  and  immediately 
outside  are  the  sand-courts  and  children's  playground.  The 
house  will  be  heated  in  cool  woatlicr  and  lighted  ])y  electric 
lights,  and  with  the  pleasant  hillside  grounds  should  become 
a  favorite  resort  for  tiie  people  of  Oharlestown. 

Ohariesiown  Playground, 

The  work  of  fillinp:  the  mill-pond  isi  progressing  steadily 
with  good  results,  and  without  ex[jen»e  to  the  department 
except  for  the  levelling.  Plans  for  the  building  for  admin- 
istration purposes,  and  to  provide  dressing  rooms  for  the 
gymnasium  to  be  established  on  this  ground,  have  been  pre- 
pared by  Stnigis  &  Cabot,  architects,  and  are  only  await* 
ing  the  necessary  appropriation  for  its  erection. 

Public  Park  at  the  North  End, 

The  tract  of  land  on  the  water  front  at  the  foot  of  Copps 
Hill,  which  was  taken  by  the  Board  in  1893  for  a  North  End 
park,  has  been  cleared  of  the  buildings  and  wooden  wharves, 
and  a  plan  for  laying  it  out  has  been  adopted.  Application 
has  been  made  to  the  Harbor  and  Land  Commissioners,  and 
the  Secretary  of  War,  for  the  authority  to  make  excavations 
and  fillings  necessary  to  carry  out  the  plan.  When  this  is 
granted,  work  will  at  once  be  beirua  on  the  construction  of 
the  park.  Reference  is  made  to  the  su)>j(>iued  report  of  the 
landscape  architects  for  a  description  of  the  plan.

West  Roxbury  Parkway. 

In  its  last  Annual  Report  the  Board  referred  to  the  advan- 
tages to  be  obtained  by  connecting  the  Boston  park  system 
with  the  Stony  Brook  Reservation,  and  eventually  the  Blue 
Hills,  of  the  Metropolitan  park  system,  and  published  a  map 
showing  altemafive  routes  from  the  Arnold  Arboretum  and 
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Franklin  Park.  The  first  or  most  westerly  of  tbe  rontes  indi- 
cated on  the  plan  was  tinally  chosen,  and  the  land  taken  in 
eoiijuiK  lion  with  the  Metropolitan  Park  Commission,  which 
took  tho  riontherly  part,  extending  from  Weld  street  to  and 
inc  liK ling  tile  topofMt.  Bcllcvue,  this  Board  taking,  in  behalf 
of  the  city,  the  other  portion,  extending  from  the  Arnold 
Arboretum,  through  the  valley  of  Busaey  brook ,  to  Weld  street. 
Subsequently,  as  a  part  of  the  arrangement,  the  Metropolitan  ! 
Park  Commission  transferred  the  control  and  custody  of  the 
part  taken  by  it  to  this  Board  by  an  indenture  which  was 
assented  to  by  the  City  Council,  and  appears  in  full  in  the 
Appendix  to  this  report. 

By  this  arrangement  the  land  damages  on  tlie  part  taken  by 
the  Metropolitan  Park  Commission  will  be  settled  by  the  Com- 
monwealth, the  city  by  tlu  ru'ceptance  of  the  srift  will  build 
the  necessary  roads  and  care  for  the  property  as  a  part  of  its 

It 

park  system.  By  the  surrender  of  this  land  the  boundary 
between  the  State  reservation  and  the  city  parks  is  at  Wash* 
ington  street. 

A  map  is  herewith  published  showing  the  parks  and 
parkways  from  Boston  Common  to  the  Stony  Brook  Bes-  * 
erration. 

PnoFOSBD  Stony  Bbook  Pabkwat. 

The  selection  and  acquisition  of  the  route  from  the  Aniold 
Arboretum  to  the  Stony  Brook  Kesei-vatiou  should  not  deter  . 
the  city  from  eventually  securing  a  connection  between 
Frrmklin  Park  and  this  reservation  along  the  line  of  Stony 
brook,  provided  the  town  of  Hyde  Park  will  join  by  laying 
out  the  part  within  its  limits. 

This  route  will  follow  the  course  of  Stony  brook  and  an 
affluent  coming  from  Franklin  Park,  thus  providing  in  the 
cheapest  and  best  way  for  the  sui^Mse  drainage  of  a  consider- 
able territory,  much  of  which  is  swampy  or  low,  by  pre- 
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seiriiig  the  natuial  water  course  as  in  the  Muddy-iiyer 
improTement. 

Its  Gonstroction  would  render  a  large  area  of  vacant  lands 
more  yaluabie  for  suburban  residences,  and  greatly  benefit 
the  whole  Talley  of  Stony  brook  by  preserving  the  purity  of 
the  streams  composing  its  head  waters. 

A  con8i(ler}if)le  part  of  the  route  within  the  city  limits 
would  pass  throui^h  land  :il ready  belonging  to  the  city  and 
partly  occupied  by  buildings  connected  with  its  public  insti- 
tutions, which,  however,  would  not  be  closely  approached  by 
the  proposed  parkway.  This  route  has  the  advantage  of 
continuing  the  ample  pleasure-drives  and  bridle-paths  of 
Franklin  Park  through  what  would  be  a  pleasant  meadow* 
like  parkway,  entering  Hyde  Park  and  passing  through  the 
picturesque  high-rock  region  and  through  pleasant  fields  and 
wild  woods  to  the  southerly  end  of  the  Stony  Brook  Reser- 
vation, whence  it  would  before  long  probably  be  extended  to 
Mother  brook,  near  Paul's  bridge,  and  through  the  charming 
valley  of  the  Neponset  river  to  the  main  entrance  of  the 
Blue  Hill  Keservation, 

Charles  River  K.mbanoient. 

In  its  last  Annual  Report  the  Board  submitted  a  plan  for 
an  embankment  on  Charles  river  from  the  present  Charles- 
bank  to  the  Fens  within  the  lines  authorized  by  existing 
law.    This  plan  provides  for  an  embankment  outside  the 

present  harbor  lines  one  hundred  and  twenty  feet  wide  from 
West  Boston  bridge  to  the  angle  near  Beacon  street,  con- 
necting with  Arlington  street  through  the  block  of  houses 
between  Beaver  and  Otter  street.s,  and  seventy  feet  wide 
from  said  angle  to  Charlesgate  west. 

Subsequently  the  report  of  the  Joint  Board  consisting  of 
the  Metropolitan  Park  Commissioners  and  the  State  B<^Gu:d 
of  Health,  to  which  the  Legislature  had  referred  the  whole 
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question  of  the  improvement  of  Charles  river,  was  sub- 
mitted to  the  Legislature,  recommending  the  erection  of  a 
dam  near  Craigie's  bridge  high  enough  to  keep  even  extreme 
tides  oat  of  the  basin,  and  the  maintenance  of  the  water  a%  a 
permanent  level,  also  the  acquisition  of  considerable  bodies 
of  land  alon^  the  shores  of  the  river  between  the  Cottage 
Furiii  bridge  and  the  Waltham  liue. 

With  ret  ere  nee  to  the  embankment  in  the  rear  of  Beacon 
street  the  (Jummission  says : 

By  chapter  485  of  the  Aote  of  1898  permission  has  already  been  given 
to  the  city  ol  Boston  to  oonstract  on  her  aide  of  the  Charles  river,  begio- 
ning  at  West  Boston  Bridge  and  ending  at  the  Back  Bay  Fens*  an 
embankment  of  a  width  not  to  exceed,  in  the  rear  of  Beacon  street,  one 

hundred  feet,  but  siihj'H-t  to  the  condition  that  the  filling  thus  miule  shall 
not  be  used  for  l  uilding  purpo<<'?,  or  for  any  other  purpose  than  for 
ornamental  grounds  and  a  parkwa} . 

The  description  in  this  act  of  thv.  line  to  be  followed  in  making  the 
filling  of  the  first  section  of  the  proposed  embankment,  that  from  West 
Boston  bridge  to  the  rear  of  Beaoon  straet,  prorides  a  broader  maigin 
than  seema  to  ns  necessaiy  on  this  side  of  tiie  basin.  We  propose  that 
80  nuich  of  the  act  as  relates  to  the  filling  on  the  eastedy  side  of  the  basin 
and  in  continuation  of  the  Charlesbank  be  so  amended  that  the  filling 
authorized  shall  not  exceed  one  hundred  nnd  fifty  feet  until  the  inter- 
section with  a  line  perpendicular  to  the  harbor  line  at  the  southerly  line 
of  Mt.  Vernon  street;  thence  continuing  southerly  and  westerly  on  a 
curved  liue  to  the  embankmeui  iu  the  roar  of  Beacon  street,  to  be 
hereafter  described. 

It  may  fairly  be  inferred  .  .  .  that  the  owners  of  estates  on  tiie 
north  aide  of  Beacon  street  west  of  Otter  street  have  no  yeiy  great 
interest  in  the  appearance  of  their  houses  and  outbuildings  as  seenfrom 
the  ba.sin  or  the  bridges  crossing  it.  Whether  this  new  basin  will  be 
attractive  enough  to  induce  the  own*>rs  of  these  properties  to  so  far 
change  the  external  appearances  ot  tlieir  houses  as  to  make  them  worthy 
adjuncts  to  the  superb  location  off<'rod  to  them  is  a  question  which  we 
find  it  dillicult  to  answer.    And  yet  upon  the  answer  to  this  question 

really  depends  the  solution  of  one  of  the  meet  serloiis  problems  in  eon* 
nection  with  the  improvement  of  the  basin.  We  beliere  that  this  water 
park,  if  formed  in  aooordanoe  with  the  plans  snbmltled,  deienrea  anr- 
roundinga  of  a  ohaiacter  equally  dignified  and  attraotive  with  itself. 
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Two  views  of  the  problem  present  themselves  to  as : 

First.  To  advise  the  filling,  to  the  north  of  tho  passageway  in  the 
rear  of  Beacon  street,  of  a  widrr  strip  than  thatof  one  hundred  feet  now 
authorized  by  eiiapt<jr  435  of  the  Acts  of  1893,  but  not  to  exceed  one 
himdred  aud  fifty  feet,  in  tho  ezpect^xiiua  tliat  grtidnallj  the  hoped-for 
improvements  in  tho  abutting  estates  will  be  effected. 

iteonA,  To  Tooommeiid  ooosimctioii of a«^r emlMiikmeiiitluui 
tlulproTidfid  for  by  ftTisting  kgialation.  In  order  that  a  portion  of  the 
land  ao  filled  may  be  prepared  flor  boilding  altes. 

After  duo  deliberation  we  have  coadnded  to  present  a  plan  for  your 
consideration  in  accordance  with  the  second  view  above  stated. 

It  does  not  seem  probable  to  us  that  tho  houses  now  standing  on 
Beacon  street,  below  Otter  street,  are  likely  to  be  adapted  to  the  sur- 
roundings of  the  new  basin ;  the  large  sums  of  money  already  spent 
upon  their  Beacou-stieet  fruat^  would  seem  to  preclude  tlie  change; 
moreoTor,  these  fronta  to  the  south  have  always  oonunanded  higher 
prices  than  similar  lota  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  street,  and  the  pref- 
orenoe  will  undoubtedly  be  malntiUned.  But  it  does  seem  to  as  essen- 
tial that  the  houses  situated  on  the  borders  of  the  basin  should  also  front 
upon  it,  not  only  for  ^e  adornment  of  the  basin,  but  also  for  the  benefit 
that  would  accrue  to  it  from  the  better  policing  and  care  which  all  pub- 
lic grounds  receive  when  the  neighboring  householders  walk  through 
them  habitually,  or  constantly  have  them  under  view.  Tlie  back  alley 
which,  now  runs  along  the  border  of  Charles  river  in  the  rear  of  Beacon 
Street  would  undoubtedly  be  well  Itept  and  inviting  where  it  is  now 
negleoted  and  repulsive,  if  the  owners  of  the  acQaoent  propertiM  ever 
themselves  made  use  of  it. 

The  sale  of  the  land  prapared  for  building  sites,  if  carried  on  as  suc- 
cessfully as  such  transactions  have  hitherto  been  by  the  Commonwealth, 
would  yield  a  large  sjum  of  mooey  to  be  devoted  to  the  repayment  of  tike 
expenses  of  improvements  heit  in  rornmm«'nded. 

We,  therefore,  propose  that,  instead  ot  a  strip  of  ornamental  ground 
in  the  rear  of  Beacon  street  of  a  width  not  to  exceed  one  hundred  feet, 
provision  be  made  by  which  the  Board  of  Ilai'bor  and  Land  Commis- 
doneis  may  be  anUiotlzed  to  cause  to  be  filled  a  space  to  the  north  q£ 
the  pnaent  wall  in  tlie  rear  of  Beacon  street  not  to  exceed  tliree  hundred 
feet  in  distance  therefrom  and  extrading  in  a  line  parallel  therewith  to 
tfie  westerly  line  of  the  Back  Bay  Fens.  One  hundred  and  twenty  feet 
in  width  of  tliis,  immediately  to  the  nortli  of  the  existing  alleyway,  to  be 
filled  to  a  grruU'  proper  for  house  lots,  so  mnrh  thfM-pof  as  may  bo 
needed  for  sliet  ts  and  public  oj)en  spaces  to  be  reserved  and  tlie 
remainder  to  be  sold.   The  money  received  therefor  to  constitute  a  fund* 
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from  which  shall  be  defrayed  the  cost  of  building  the  dam,  making  the 
Ii«ces88i7  fiUings,  and  of  stieh  other  expenses  as  may  result  from  oarry- 
lag  ont  the  plan  of  Improrements  herewith  submitted.  The  remaining^ 
strip  of  one  hundred  and  eighty  feet  in  breadth  to  be  prepared  in  aoooid* 
ance  with  designs  to  be  furnished  by  the  Board  of  Park  Commissiooera, 
and  to  be  used  only  for  parkways  and  ornamental  grounds. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  we  recommend  a  somowhnt  wider  strip  in  tho 
rear  of  1!«  aeon  street  between  the  building  line  and  the  water  than  is 
designated  on  the  plan  of  the  landscape  architects.  We  do  so  for  the 
puipose  of  having  a  wider  belt  of  trees  and  shrubs  than  has  been  thought 
by  them  to  be  necessary.  Though  the  rapidly  approaching  use  of  die 
oppodta  Giimbridge  shore  for  building  purposes  will  hare  a  tendency  to 
break  the  force  of  strong  wind  from  the  north-west,  it  is  detiralile  to 
have  a  plantation,  if  only  of  shmbe  and  small  trees,  to  still  further 
diminish  their  force.  The  shore  line  of  the  basin  above  the  Back  Bay 
Term  and  up  to  the  Cottaere  Farm  bridge  on  the  Boston  side  of  the  river 
should  also,  in  our  opinion,  be  moved  to  the  north.  Whether  the  addi- 
tional territory  so  gained  should  be  used  partly  for  new  building  sites,  or 
for  purely  ornamental  grounds,  has  been  a  subject  for  some  diHerence 
of  opinion  between  your  commission  and  the  landscape  arohitects.  The 
latter  advise  the  creation  of  new  building  lots  in  addition  to  the  orna- 
mental grounds.  We  think  that  it  is  not  advisable  to  narrow  the  stream 
at  this  point  fni-thor  than  may  be  necessary  for  procuring  the  orna- 
mental grounds  alone.  Our  recommendation  is  tliat  tlio  harbor  lino  be 
removed  to  the  north  a  dist-'inr-o  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  feet  from  the 
Back  Bay  Fens  to  the  new  bridge  drawn  upon  the  j)!an,  and  above  this 
bridge  gradually  narrowing  till  it  reaches  a  width  of  fifty  feet  at  the 
Cottage  Farm  bridge;  that  this  new  territory  be  connected  with  the 
filling  ia  the  rear  of  Beaoon  street  by  appropriate  curves,  and  be  pre> 
pared  for  park  uses  by  the  Land  and  Harbor  Commissioners  in  accord- 
ance  with  plans  prepared  by  the  Park  Commissioners. 

Subsequently  a  committee  of  the  residents  of  the  water 
side  of  Boacon  street  submitted  plans  to  the  Board  for  a 
tieatment  of  the  shove  of  the  river  from  the  Union  Boat 
Clob  house  to  Harvard  bridge  by  an  esplanade  to  be  built 
by  the  city  with  the  cooperation  of  the  riparian  owners^ 
under  section  2  of  chapter  435  of  the  Acts  of  1893.  The 
plans  provide  a  walk,  with  some  provision  whereby  the 
alleyway  may  bo  hidden  while  retaining  liic   river  view. 
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One  plan  by  Little,  Brown,  &  Moore  secures  this  object  by 
a  brick  and  atone  architectcual  wall  eight  feet  high  on  the 
inner  side  of  an  embankment  twenly-five  feet  wide,  while 
the  other  plan  by  Longfellow,  Alden,  &  Harlow  proposes 
to  hide  the  alleyway  by  trees  and  shrubbery  planted  on  a 
slopiiii^:  terrace  supported  by  a  wall  on  the  inner  side  of 
uii  t'ml)a!ikmeiit  fifty-five  to  seventy  feet  wide  as  may  be 
desired.  Botli|)lan8  provide  an  esplanade  with  a  balustrade 
or  parapet  wall  on  the  river  front  and  occasional  landings  at 
the  water's  edge. 

In  submitting  the  plans  the  committee  stated  that  the 
abutters  desired  the  basin  !>•  autified  under  the  terms  of  the 
statute  of  1893,  without  filling  any  more  of  the  rirer  than 
is  necessary  for  ornamental  purposes.  They  objected  to  a 
driveway  as  an  unnecessary  filling  in  of  the  river,  and  as  • 
not  being  readily  accessible  ftom  the  narrow  streets  leading 
.  out  of  Beacon  street.  They  desired  to  keep  the  ba^in  aj> 
broad  as  possible  as  a  uHi(|ue  feature  of  the  city.  To  secure 
the  cooperation  of  the  abutters  in  the  construction  of  the 
embankment  they  propo^cil  that  application  be  made  to  the 
Legislature  for  authority  to  assess  lit  ty  })er  cout.  of  the  cost 
on  the  abutting  estates,  and  submitted  a  bill  to  provide  for 
the  immediate  construction  of  an  embankment  containing^ 
provisions  for  snch  an  assessment. 

The  Board  submitted  the  question  of  the  proposed 
improvement  of  the  Charles-river  basin  to  the  landscape 
architects  for  their  views  as  to  the  dedxability  of  such  action, 
and  received  the  following  reply  :

Sm:  We  beg  leave  to  rsapo&d  as  fbllovs  to  your  request  for  a 
iresh  expreadon  of  oar  views  with  respeol  to  the  Boston  diore  of  the 
Gharlo8>Tiver  bsBin. 
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At  different  times  within  the  past  twenty  years  various  plans  tor 
adapting  this  important  river  bank  to  public  uses  have  been  proposed. 
The  first  Boston  Fsrk  Commfwrion  (thsA  of  1876) » oomposed  of  Messrs. 
T.  J.  CooUdge,  William  Grsj,  Jr.,  aad  Cluurles  H.  MtoQ,  recom- 
mended the  eventiMl  oonstmction  In  llie  rear  of  the  Briminer  strset  and 
Beacon  street  liouses  of  a  riverside  pazkway,  comprising  planting 
stt-ips.  a  driveway,  a  bridle-path,  and  a  promenade,  with  a  total  breadth 
of  two  hiimlivil  feet. 

In  resi)on.so  to  special  requests  we  have  ourselvus  proposed  four 
solutions  of  tlio  pix)blem.  Tlu*ee  alternative  plant,  with  a  compre- 
heusive  report,  wore  laid  by  us  before  your  Board  in  1893,  in  response 
to  the  question:  What  onght  to  be  done,  assnming,  in  aooordanoe 
with  the  e^dsdng  law,  that  the  neoessaiy  new  filling  shall  not  extend 
into  the  ritrer  more  than  one  hundred  feet  from  the  present  sea-wall  ? 
Anotlier,  and  naturally,  a  very  different  plan,  was  made  and  reported 
upon  by  us  for  the  Joint  Churles  River  roniniission  oi  1891  in  response 
to  the  question  :  What  ought  to  be  done,  assuming  that  the  limitatlond 
of  the  law  can  be  reoiovod  ? 

The  commission  will,  however,  remember  that  Mr.  F.  L.  Olmsted, 
Messrs.  F.  L.  Olmsted  &  Co.,  and  Messrs.  Olmsted,  Olmsted,  &  Eliot,  as 
Landscape  Aichiteots  to  your  Board,  have  always  taken  the  ground 
that  the  cl^  of  Boston  would  make  a  grave  mistake  if,  while  sufficient 
interior  paries,  paricways,  and  playgrounds  were  still  lacking  or  incom- 
plete, any  money  at  all  should  be  devoted  to  the  Charles-river  basin. 
Such  is  still  our  opinion.  The  reasons  thereof  may  be  briefly  recapitu- 
lated {IS  follow^  : 

/■Vrst/.  The  present  population  of  Uie  Back  Bay  has  no  neeil  of  any 
ividiiional  recreation  grounds.  It  already  possesses  the  i'ublic  Garden, 
Commonwealth  avenue,  and  the  Fens.  Moreover,  the  present  resi- 
dents of  the  Back  Bay  are  generally  away  from  town  during  the  only 
part  of  the  year  when  the  adjacent  shore  of  the  bssin  might  be  a 
pleasant  place  of  resort. 

Second.  While  oouTenirat  interim  squwes  and  playgrounds  are  not 
yet  sufficiently  numerous,  the  necessarily  costly  development  of  the 
shores  of  the  basin  may  better  be  put  ofl*.  Tiie  Fens,  the  Muddy-river 
valley,  Janiai<'a  Park,  and  Frriii);]in  I'ark  were  lately  tracLs  ^\  hioh  lay  in 
imminent  danger  of  being  buiit  upon  in  ways  which  would  forever 
have  ptebhided  their  oouTenfon  into  parks.  Much  of  the  Charles 
river  above  CSottsge  Farm  lies  to-day  in  the  same  dangerooa  predicap 
mwit;  but  not  so  the  badn  now  in  question.  Here  is  an  open  spaoe 
which  can  safely  be  held  in  reserve  until  other  necessary  spaces  are 
acquired.  The  million  or  half  million  dollars  which  it  is  proposed 
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should  be  inveBted  in  oonstnteting  what  to-day  is  an  nnneoessary 
prooMBade  on  tiie  borden  of  a  great,  natural,  open  space  ought 
rather  to  be  spent  in  acquiring  open  spaces  in  those  parts  of  the  town 

where  they  are,  and  will  be,  most  needed. 

Similarly,  it  seems  to  tia  that  the  city,  as  n  v>  hole,  would  receive  a 
greater  benefit  from  the  completion  of  the  construction  of  the  parks 
and  parkwaya  alreiuiy  acquired  tlian  would  accrue  from  the  construc- 
tion of  a  river  embankment  Also,  that  while  money  for  the  proper 
malntenannci  of  the  acquired  parks  Is  obtained  with  difflenlty,  the 
addition  of  »  puUio  pfomeoade,  whioh,  like  Commonwealtii  aveniM, 
would  cost  moch  for  maintsnanoe,  ought  to  be  avoided,  if  possible. 

For  these  reasons  we  question  whether  any  mandatory  legislation 
which  would  commit  the  cAty  to  ihe  immediate  expenditure  of  lar^e 
Fums  for  the  constnu  tinri  and  maintenance  of  any  sort  of  a  public 
promenade  on  the  bank  of  the  ba'^in  adjacent  to  Beacon  street  OQght  at 
this  time  to  be  favored  by  your  board.

Subsequently  the  Board  notified  the  committee  that  the 
settled  policy  of  the  Board  has  beea  to  consider  the  proper 
treatment  of  the  Charles-river  basin  as  s  subject  whieh  ahoald 
be  taken  ap  in  the  future  rather  than  as  a  work  of  present 
necessity,  and  that  in  the  general  view  of  the  Board  it  would 
be  better  to  appropriate  money  at  this  time  to  complete  the 
park  system  already  laid  out  than  to  construct  the  proposed 
embankment.  But  if  the  Legislature  should  take  a  stronger 
view  of  the  importance  of  an  early  .settlement  of  the  ques- 
tion of  ii  proper  treatment  of  the  Charles-river  basin,  and 
that  tho  immediate  construction  ol'  the  proposed  emhaitk- 
inent  would  Ije  for  the  best  interest  of  the  city,  the  Board 
believes  the  plan  would  be  feasible  and  would  constitute  an 
Important  addition  to  the  system  of  open-air  resorts  now 
being  established ;  and  while  it  would  be  glad  to  carry  out 
any  scheme  for  the  improvement  and  adornment  of  the  city 
which  would  be  wise,  it  may  be  better,  when  the  work  is 
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undertaken,  to  extend  it  over  a  <]preater  lengrth  of  th^  shore 

iliiLii  the  pai-tial  plan  submitwd  hy  the  committee.

Commonwealth  Avenue. 

On  March  5,  1894,  the  Board  received  notice  of  the  action 
of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  consenting  to  the  transter  of 
Commonwealth  avenue  to  this  department^  as  follows : 

Ordered^  That  the  Board  of  AldermeD,  with  the  approval  of  His 
Honor  the  Mayor,  hereby  consents  to  the  selection  and  taking  by  the 
Board  of  ^ik  Gommbsionen,  under  ehapter  800  of  the  Aoto  of  the 
year  1898,  for  the  purposea  of  that  Aot,  of  that  part  of  ConunonweaUfa 
avemie  lyhig  betireen  Arlington  street  and  its  intersection  with 
Beacon  street ;  the  same  being  a  public  street  leading  to  that  part  of 
the  park  system  known  as  the  B-vk  Ray  Fens,  and  the  consent  in 
writing  of  the  owners  of  more  than  a  majority  of  the  frontage  of  tho 
lots  and  lands  abutting  on  that  part  of  said  avenue  havino;  been  obtaint^d 
tlierefor,  appears  by  their  peution^  for  sueh  takiug  now  before  the 
Board. 

On  March  12  the  Board  gave  a  hearing  to  the  owners  of 
estates  on  the  ayenae*  at  which  a  number  of  representative 
men  appeared  and  fiiYored  the  proposition  that  the  Board 
assume  the  control  of  the  avenue  and  reconstruct  the  road- 
ways in  a  substantial  manner  under  tiie  provisions  of  the  Act 
authorizing  the  a.<?sessment  of  one-half  the  cost  of  improve- 
ment on  the  abutting  estates. 

The  reasons  criven  amon<^  others  were  that  it  is  the 
(IcH'omtive  avenue  of  the  citv,  is  restricted  to  residences 
only,  is  the  chief  approach  to  the  park  system,  and  the  con- 
necting link  between  the  old  and  the  new  parks,  and  that 
through  the  regulation  of  traffic  by  excluding  heavy  teams  the 
roadways  could  be  kept  in  a  condition  similar  to  those  in 
the  parkways^ 

In  accordance  with  these  recommendations  the  Board  on 
June  29  passed  a  vote  selecting  and  taking  so  much  of  the 
avenue  as  is  referred  to  in  the  order  of  the  Aldermen,  and 
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on  Jtily  9  yoted  to  resurfiuie  the  roadways  with  an  asphalt 
pavement  and  make  sundry  otiier  improyements  under  the 
direction  of  the  Superintendent  of  Streets,  at  an  estimated 

co.st  of  one  hundred  and  fifty-six  thousand  dollars. 

Subsequently  on  petitions  from  property  owners  remon- 
strating against  the  proposed  asphalting  of  the  avenue,  the 
Board  held  two  hearings  at  which  it  appeared  that  a  majority 
of  the  residents  strongly  objected  to  the  proposed  asphalt 
pavement.  A  proposition  that  the  residents  raise  a  fund  of 
$40,000  to  be  held  by  trustees,  $5,000  to  be  paid  to  the  city 
annoally  for  eight  years  for  repairs  and  maintenance  on  con- 
dition that  the  Boaxd  rescind  its  vote  to  asphalt  the  avenue 
and  lay  a  Macadam  or  Telford  paVement  instead,  was 
accepted  by  the  Board.  The  work  of  macadamizing  the 
avenue  from  Arlington  street  to  ^lassachusetts  avenue  waa 
immediately  begun  by  the  Street  Department,  and  iiuisbed  in 
November  at  a  co^t  of  $79,2o3.55. 

The  Board  then  assumed  control  by  policing  the  avenue 
and  posting  ordinances. .  All  vehicles  for  conveying  mer- 
chandise except  those  engaged  in  supplying  residences  on 
the  avenue  have  heen  excluded,  with  the  result  that  the 
experiment  thus  &r  has  heen  highly  satisfSnetoiy ,  but  sufficient 
time  has  not  elapsed  to  demonstrate  whether  the  roadways 
can  be  maintained  in  good  condition  with  reasonable  care. 

m 

Brighton  Playground. 

In  accordance  with  an  order  of  the  City  Council,  approved 
by  the  Mayor  November  22,  1893,  authorizing  the  Board  to 
select  and  purchase  a  site  for  a  playstead  in  Korth  Brighton, 
under  the  special  appropriation  of  $25,000  for  that  purpose, 
the  Board  invited  tenders  of  land  in  the  desired  locality, 
and  accepted  offers  for  the  sale  of  about  fourteen  acres  of 
land  fronting  on  Western  avenue  near  Barry's  Comer,  the 
cost  of  land  and  surveys  being  $21,114.83. 
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This  location  will  adjoin  the  reservation  which  is  to  he  laid 

out  by  the  Metropolitan  Park  Commission  on  the  borders  of 
Charles  river  under  chapter  oOi),  Acts  of  1894,  and  cau  be 
readily  converted  into  a  playground  in  connection  with  the 
improvement  of  the  Charles-river  banks  by  said  Oomimssion.

The  Hon.  John  F.  Andrew,  Chairman  of  the  Boston  Park  Com- 
mission,  Boston^  Mass. : 

Sre:  We  respectfully  submit  the  fuUowiui^  notes  of  our 
doings  in  connection  with  the  work  of  the  Boston  Park  Commis- 
sion during  the  year  1894. 

CommonweaUh  avenue^  between  Arlington  street  and  Beacoa 
street,  having  come  under  the  control  of  the  commission,  it  be- 
came our  duty  to  examine  and  report  upon  its  design  and  condi- 
tion. After  investigation  we  recommended  the  inacadamiz in f?:  of 
the  two  roadways,  the  resetting  of  the  curbs,  a  uniform  sidewalk 
pavement  of  brick,  tlie  rejrading  of  those  parts  of  the  grass 
strips  which  are  not  flush  with  the  curbs,  the  rectification  of  the 
lines  of  trees  where  they  have  become  irregular,  the  addition  in 
conformity  to  the  original  design  of  a  new  row  of  trees  at  the 
edge  of  each  sidewalk,  the  addition  of  new  architectural  curbing 
and  masts  for  lights  or  flags  at  the  ends  of  the  central  grass  plots, 
the  ultimate  removal  from  the  central  promenade  of  the  existing 
statues,  and  the  pliiciug  thereof  in  symmetrical  relations  adjacent 
to  the  sidewalks  at  the  ends  of  the  grass  plots,  —  the  last  two 
suggestions  being  directed  to  the  ultimate  development  of  an 
architectural  or  formal  plaza  at  the  crossing  of  each  street.  Com- 
monwealth avenue  undoubtedly  offers  a  rare  opi)ortunity  for  the 
making  of  a  really  fine  formal  promenade  to  be  gradually  adorned 
with  architectural  mount [iL  11  la  auii  bciiipLure.  On  the  other  hmd 
the  fitting  maintenance  of  fine  work  of  the  formal  type  is  very 
costly.  It  will  be  remembered  that  we  advised  the  oommiasioa 
to  be  cautious  about  assuming  charge  of  the  avenue* 
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The  long  and  tedious  work  of  oonstraotiog  the  bonndaiy  roods  of 
3%e  Flena  hsving  been  oompleted,  the  only  questions  of  design 
referred  to  as  for  report  daring  the  year  were  related  to  the 
plans  for  the  Tremont  and  Westland  eatranoes,  and  to  the  prob* 
iem  of  how  best  to  csrry  the  Bovtston  street  eleotrio  railway  across 
the  parkway  and  the  stream.  With  regard  to  the  latter  it  was 
finally  decided  that  the  trades  of  this  Une  ooght  to  pass  over  the 
water  and  under  the  parkwaj  by  a  route  lying  immediately 
adjacent  to  the  location  of  the  Boston  A  Albany  Railroad. 

Along  the  Riverwa^  from  Brookline  avenue  to  Tremont  street 
little  bat  planting  remains  to  be  done«  and  questions  of  detail  only 
have  called  for  our  attention. 

In  LevereU  Pa,rk  between  Tremont  and  Perkins  streets  the 
roadways  bnve  been  made  usable,  but  most  of  the  ground  is  still 
in  the  rough.  This  unfinished  oondiHon,  together  with  the  by-no- 
means  self-explanatory  arrangements  of  certain  pools  and  paths 
designed  especially  for  the  use  of  the  Natural  History  Society, 
has  unavoidably  induced  some  misapprehension  of  the  genend 
plan. 

In  Jamaica  Park  the  state  of  things  is  much  the  same.  The 
hurried  opening  of  the  parkway  has  brought  the  public  into  these 
parks  before  the  raw  stage  of  preparation  for  the  coming  of  the 
poblio  has  been  passed.  In  order  to  permit  people  to  rollow 
the  water's  edge  (as  people  are  always  eager  to  do)  and  at  the 
same  time  to  avoid  destrnctive  path-making  among  the  trees  wUch 
adorn  the  banks  and  frame  the  pond,  a  beach  which  will  serve  as 
a  path  is  in  process  of  formation  along  much  of  the  shore  of 
Jamaica  Pond.  Near  Pond  street,  where  a  beach  was  found  imprac- 
ticable owing  to  the  great  depth  of  the  water,  a  wall  designed 
to  rise  only  a  foot  and  a  half  out  of  water  and  to  be  half  concealed 
by  shrubbery  was  substituted  as  an  engineering  necessity.  Both 
wall  and  beach  have  been  unduly  conspicuous  during  most  of  the 
year,  because  of  a  necessary  drawing  oS  of  the  water  down  to  a 
level  some  six  or  eight  feet  below  the  standard  elevation. 

Revised  plans  for  paths  in  the  neighborhood  of  Pine  Bank 
House  have  been  prepared,  and  a  simple  method  of  adapting  the 
house  to  public  use  has  been  studied  in  conjunction  with  the  City 
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Architect.  A  suggestion  from  us  that  the  bronze  fountain 
designed  by  Miss  Whitney  and  recently  presented  to  the  Park 
Department  should  find  place  upon  the  terrace  of  Pine  Bank 
House  met  with  the  approval  of  the  Art  Commission. 

Several  alternative  plans  for  the  distinctively  pleasure  drive 
proposed  by  the  original  plan  for  the  west  shore  of  the  pond  have 
been  prepared  and  laid  before  the  commission.  It  is  to  be 
remembered  that  this  proposed  piece  of  road  is  but  a  linic  in  a  chain 
which  was  originally  designed  to  begin  at  Tremont  street  on  the 
boundary  of  Brookline  and  Boston  and  extend  thence  through 
Leverett  and  Jamaica  Parks  to  the  Arboretum  and  Franklin  Park. 
From  the  Public  Garden  to  Tremont  street  the  commission  controls 
a  so-called  parkway,  upon  which  pleasure  travel  mn^t  necessarily 
mix  with  ordinary  traffic,  because  the  roads  are  only  boundary 
roads  and  the  adjacent  privntc  bnilclin:^  lands  must  be  sup- 
plied first  with  building  materials  and  afterwards  with  coal,  ice, 
and  provisions.  Not  until  Tremont  stroot  ^yas  re:iclicd  was  it 
possible  to  find  room  between  the  boundary  roads  for  an  interior, 
separate,  or  exclusively  pleasure  driveway.  From  Tremont  street 
to  Chestnut  street,  on  the  west  or  Brookline  side  of  Leverett 
Park,  the  Brookline  Park  Commission  has  opened  the  first  stretch 
of  separate  pleasure  driveway,  and  already  it  is  the  pleasautest 
part  of  the  parkway.  It  is  regrettable  that  the  Boston  Park  Com- 
mission of  a  few  years  a^o  decided  not  to  continue  this  separate 
pleasure  road  alonir  the  north-west  shore  of  Jamaica  Pond  beyond 
Chestnut  Htm  t.  On  this  aide  of  t!io  pond  the  boundary  road, 
which  will  soon  have  houses  beside  it,  will,  liy  orders  of  the  com- 
mission, be  the  only  road.  The  impression  of  remoteness  and 
of  semi-seclusion  which  is  gained  in  Levrictt  Park  will  thus  be 
shattered  wlinn  what  ought  to  be  the  freer  and  purer  eoenerj  of 
Jamaica  Park  is  reached. 

With  the  exception  of  a  few  studies  of  details  for  entrances 
and  foot-paths,  the  present  Arboretum  has  called  for  no  new 
designing.  A  preliminary  plan  has,  however,  been  prepared  to 
show  how  Peter's  Hill  might  be  advantageously  annexed  to  the 
Arboretum  by  moans  of  a  circuit  road  which  would  pass  over 
Bnsaey  street  by  bridges,  it  being  deemed  advisable  to  preserve 
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this  street  in  a  new  location  as  a  transyerse  road  leading  to  the 
Bussey  archway  under  the  Dedham  Bnnoh  railroad. 

The  Metropolitan  Park  GommiBaion  having  acquired  a  large 
reaerratloa  in  West  Bozbury  and  Hyde  Ftok  embracing  Befievue 
Hill,  the  highest  land  In  Boston,  plans  have  been  studied  and 
complied  for  oonneoting  the  Arboretnm  with  this  new  pabllc 
domain.  The  new  parkway  will  follow  and  inolnde  the  coarse  of  the 
ArboBBtnm  brook  as  far  as  the  height  of  land  at  Weld  street, 
where  oonneotlon  Is  made  with  lands  acquired  by  the  Metropolitan 
Commission.  From  motives  of  ezpedieDcy,  the  northern  boundary 
of  the  sew  parkway  Is  an  arbitrary  line  falling  high  up  among 
the  forest-dad  nxdcs  which  form  this  side  of  the  Yaliey  of  the 
brook.  The  southern  bonndsiy  follows  a  line  upon  which  a  boun- 
dary road  can  be  laid,  from  which  road  a  good  Tlew  will  be  had 
of  the  course  of  tiie  brook  and  the  wooded  bank  beyond. 

For  FnmUdln  Psrfe  details  too  numerous  to  mention  have  been 
considered;  indnding  plans  for  rosds  and  grading  in  the  neigh- 
borhood of  the  refectory  and  at  Forest  Hills  entrance.  The  great 
cemetery  which  lies  just  beyond  the  park  is  the  gosl  of  many 
funerals  which  oome  out  from  Boston  by  way  either  of  Washhig- 
ton  street  or  Forest  Hills  street.  It  is  obviously  important  that 
processions  of  funeral  carriages  should  not  block  or  mingle  with 
the  stresm  of  pleasure  carriages  which  will  poor  in  and  out  of 
Franklin  Park  by  the  parkway*  Accordingly  a  sunken  rosdway 
has  been  arranged  by  which  vehicles  of  all  kinds,  induding  dec> 
trie  cars,  if  need  be,  may  pass  under  the  parkway  just  outside  the 
boundary  of  the  park.  The  gates  of  the  park,  marking  the  ter- 
minus of  the  parkway,  are  architecturally  connected  with  this 
bridge,  which  is  now  building  from  designs  by  Messrs.  Shepley» 
Butan,  A  Coolidge. 

The  Strandway,  Charlesbank,  Wood  Island,  and  Charlestown 
Heights  have  called  for  only  a  few  modifications  in  the  original 
plans. 

For  the  small  tract  recently  acquired  by  the  commission  at  the 
North  End,  a  complete  plan  hss  been  prepared  which  may  be 
described  as  follows : 

The  land  to  be  devoted  to  purposes  of  recreation  lies  between 
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the  ancient  Copps  Hill  burying-groiind  and  the  sheet  of  water 
which  is  the  conflueDce  of  the  Charles  and  Mystic  rivers.  It  is 
separated  from  the  biiryiug-ground  by  Charter  street,  and  it  is 
crossed  by  the  busy  waterside  thoroughfare  called  Commercial 
street.  Between  the  two  streets  the  narrow  public  domain  slopes 
steeply  down  between  two  ranks  of  tenement-houses,  thus  open- 
mg  a  prospect  from  the  already  frequented  Copps  Hill.  Between 
Commercial  street  and  the  water  the  original  shore-line  has  disap- 
peared under  a  tangle  of  more  or  less  ancient  sea-walls,  fillings, 
and  pile  structures. 

The  plan  is  designed  to  make  this  confined  space  afford  oppor- 
tunity for  the  greatest  possible  variety  of  modes  of  recreation. 
Thus  a  resting-place  commanding  a  view  of  the  water  is  provided 
upon  a  broad  terrace  on  a  level  with  the  upper  street ;  an  ample 
promenade  adjacent  to  the  water  is  provided  upon  a  pier,  the 
upper  deck  of  which  will  be  reached  from  the  terrace  by  a  bridge, 
which  will  span  Commercial  street ;  a  good  place  for  children  to 
play  is  provided  on  a  beach  which  will  form  the  shore  of  the 
small  haven  to  be  formed  by  the  pier ;  dressing-rooms  will  be  pro- 
vided for.  the  use  of  bathers,  floats  and  other  conveniences  for 
boatmen.  The  stone  terrace  and  its  accomi)anying  flights  of 
steps  will  be  plainly  but  substantially  constructed,  while  the  steep 
earth  slopes  at  the  ends  and  below  the  high  wall  will  be  plauteJ 
with  low  shrubbery.  The  foot-bridge  spanning  Commercial 
street  will  be  a  light  steel  truss.  The  new  or  restored  beach  will 
terminate  against  sea-walled  piers  of  solid  filling,  from  the  I'nd  of 
one  of  which  the  ioug  and  substantial  pleasure  pier  will  ruo  out 
to  and  aluiig  the  Harbor  Commissioners'  line.  Between  the  beach 
and  Commercial  street  there  is  room  for  a  little  greensward  and 
a  screening  background  of  shrubbery.  A  drawing  illustruting 
this  compact  design     submitted  herewith.

aioners : 

Sir:  I  herewith  submit  the  fallowing;  re[:)oit  of  the  work  done 
aod  of  matters  of  interest  in  connection  witli  the  work  placed 
under  niy  direction  by  your  Board,  the  work  being  continued  under 
the  immediate  charge  of  Assistant  Engineer  £.  W.  Howe. 

The  Fens. 

Drives  and  Walks.  —  The  drive  on  the  easterly  side  of  the 
Tremoni  entrance  and  the  walk  near  the  water  between  Tremont 
entrance  and  Fen  bridge  have  been  snrfnced,  and  the  stone- 
oniBhiog  plant,  which  for  several  years  has  been  located  at  this 
entrance,  waa  temoved  and  the  machinery  sold  early  in  the  season ; 
also  the  several  small  buildings  which  were  located  here  have  been 
removed,  and  the  grounds  graded,  loamed,  and  seeded  to  grass. 

Electric  Lighting.  —  The  work  of  laying  underground  wires  and 
erecting  lamps,  begnn  in  1893,  was  finished  and  the  Fens  lighted 
for  the  first  time  on  April  27.  As  this  was  the  first  instance  in 
this  city  where  underground  wires  were  laid  for  street  or  park 
lighting,  a  brief  description  of  the  work  may  be  of  interest. 

Tnr-coated  wrought-iron  pipes  1 J  inches  in  diameter  were  laid  18 
inches  below  the  surface.  At  points  where  there  were  abrupt 
changes  of  direction,  and  at  the  foot  of  each  lamp-post,  cast-iron 
boxes  were  placed  so  that  the  cable  can  be  removed  and  replaced 
or  connections  made  without  its  being  necessary  to  dig  up  the 
ground.  Wherever  there  are  loops  in  the  line  of  the  cable  2-inch 
pipes  were  laid  in  order  that  two  cables  conld  bo  drawn  through 
them.  When  the  pipes  were  laid,  a  small  wire  was  drawn 
through  tliem,  to  be  used  for  drawing  through  the  larger  cable. 

The  cable  is  f  inch  in  diameter,  and  is  composed  of  a  No.  4 
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B.  &  S.  gauge  copper  wire  fir«t  covered  with  rubber  and  thon  with 
lead.  This  was  drawn  tiuough  the  pipes  and  lamp-posts  to  the 
top  of  the  lamp. 

The  lainp-j)06ts  are  of  the  ordinary  city  pattern,  and  are  set  in 
Portland  cement  coucrete.  The  supports  for  the  hoods  are  of 
wrought-irou  pipe  branching  from  the  cap  of  the  posts  in  such  a 
raanner  that  the  cable  can  be  readily  drawn  np  through  them.  The 
calile  19  not  exposed  at  any  point  until  the  hanging  board  of  the 
lamp  is  reached. 

The  lamps  are  2,000-candle  power  arc  lamps.  The  number  on 
the  Fens  is  45.  and  the  length  uf  cable  18,893  feet.  In  addition 
to  tiie  arc  lamps,  6  incandescent  lamps  of  32-candle  power  have 
been  placed  under  the  Stony-brook  bridge  for  lighting  the  walks. 

The  groiinds  are  well  lighted,  but  probably  some  additional 
lights  will  be  re(inlred  when  the  trees  are  fully  grown. 

John  Boiile  O'Reilly  iStcUue.  —  A  foundation  has  been  built 
for  this  htatue  on  the  triangle  at  the  juuetion  of  Boylston  road^ 
and  the  Fenway,  and  a  cnrb  set  around  the  site. 

COTSBED  CbANXELS  OF  StONT  BrOOK  AND  MUDDT  ElVER. 

These  remain  in  the  same  condition  they  were  a  year  ago. 
Some  slight  repairs  have  been  made  to  the  gates  in  the  Muddy* 
river  gate-chamber. 

I  wish  to  again  call  attention  to  the  necessity  of  rebailding  the 
damaged  portion  of  the  Maddy-river  oondoit. 

RrVERWAT. 

Grading.  —  Considerable  grading  has  been  done  during  the  year» 
chiefly  on  the  left  bank  of  the  stream  between  it  and  the  railroad 
and  Audubon  load,  also  around  the  Bridle-path  bridge. 

The  work  ot  filling  Audubon  road,  under  the  contract  with 
James  Killian,  dated  December  5,  1893,  has  been  fiuisbedy  there 
having  been  deposited  36,844  cubic  yards,  at  49  cents  per  oabic 
yard. 

Drives,  Ride^  and  WcUka,  —  The  drive  and  ride  were  practically 
completed  in  1893,  with  the  exception  of  Audubon  load,  but 
owing  to  the  lateness  of  the  season  some  work  remained  to  be

doue  in  the  spring.  Owing  to  the  short  time  in  which  the  filling 
was  allowed  to  settle  before  the  surfacing  was  done,  the  surface, 
in  a  few  places,  is  now  so  much  below  grade  that  it  will  reqaire 
reconstruction  in  the  near  future.  The  walks  along  the  bank  of 
the  river  have  been  snrfaced. 

Plantations. —  AH  of  these,  except  those  near  the  Administration 
building,  Lave  been  loamed,  manured,  and  planted. 

Bridges,  — The  sidewalk  on  Audubon  bridge  has  been  laid,  the 
railing  built,  and  the  iron-work  painted,  thus  completing  this 
structure. 

The  Bridle-path  bridge,  built  under  a  contract  with  Johnson 
Brothers,  dated  October  23,  1893,  was  finished  on  August  13,  at  a 
cost  of  $32,300.  The  working  plans  for  this  bridge  were  made 
from  designs  furnished  by  Messrs.  Olmsted,  Olmsted,  &  £Uot 
and  Shepley,  Rutan,  &  Coolidge. 

The  bridge  supports  a  bridle-path  across  the  waterway  and 
walks  on  either  side  of  the  latter.  It  is  28  feet  wide  to  outside  of 
'parapets,  with  wing-walls  at  each  comer  flariug  at  angles  of  €6 
degrees.  The  piers  rest  on  a  platform  constructed  of  sprace 
piles  capped  with  10-inch  x  10-inch  spruce  caps  crosswise  of  the 
channel  and  ooTered  wHh  4-inch  spruce  plank.  The  ends  of 
the  pUtform  ue  protected  by  4-inch  sheet  piliog.  The  piers  are 
do  feet  apart  and  extend  along  the  channel  safflciently  to  support 
the  banks  and  the  walks ;  the  total  length  of  the  piers  with  their 
wing-walls  is  100  feet.  Tlie  grade  of  the  platform  is  2.5  aboTe 
city  base,  and  the  tops  of  the  piers  an  at  grade  15.5.  The  pim 
are  of  granite  laid  in  courses  with  a  cat  granite  coping  on  top 
from  whidi  the  arches  spring. 

The  central  arch  is  elliptical  in  form  with  a  span  of  30  feet  and 
a  rise  of  9  feet  6  inches.  The  side  arches  which  span  the  walks 
are  semi-circles  15  feet  hi  diameter.  The  width  of  the  piers  at 
the  springing  line  is  4  feet  8  inches ;  the  spsndiels  between  Uie 
arches  are  pierced  by  semi-circalar  openings  of  a  diameter  of  15 
feet  and  springing  from  tiie  same  grade  as  the  other  arohes.  This 
longitudinal  arch  is  also  carried  back  2  feet  into  each  abutment  to 
fonn  recesses  for  seats.  The  openings  tlurough  the  spandrels  are 
to  afford  passsges  to  connect  with  the  foot-bridge  to  be  built 
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across  the  channel,  to  connect  the  walks  ou  either  side.  The 
:il)uinients  at  the  end  of  the  bridge  have  concrete  aud  pile  foun- 
ciattoiis,  the  piles  being  cut  off  at  grade  8  and  having  their  tops 
imbedded  in  the  concrete  to  a  depth  of  one  foot. 

The  face-work  of  the  bride:?  above  grade  15.5  is  of  seam  face 
f^rauite,  laid  aa  three-headed  work,  with  a  belt  conrse  of  red  gran- 
ite 8  inches  thick,  2  feet  8  inches  below  the  top  of  the  paruijet, 
and  with  red  granite  co|>ing.  The  soffits  of  the  arches,  except  the 
face  voua»oir.s,  are  laid  with  12-iuchx  l  .^-inch  speckled  brick.  All 
of  the  groins  are  laid  with  the  same  brick  cut  and  fjround  to 
shapes.  The  remainder  of  the  arch-work  is  of  common  brick,  the 
thickness  of  the  central  arch  being  24  inches,  and  of  the  side 
arches  20  inches.  The  spandrels  are  filled  solid  with  concrete,  so 
that  the  top  of  the  bridge  is  drained  to  the  abutments.  The  whole 
of  the  top  of  the  bridge  was  covered  with  cement,  then  washed 
with  cement-wash,  aud  then  covered  with  tarred  rooting  paper 
and  tar. 

Buildiitgs.  —  A  tool-house  and  shelter  has  l)eon  erected  near 
Bernier  street,  under  the  direction  of  the  architects,  Messrs.  Shep- 
loy,  Rutau,  &,  CooUdge.  It  is  a  circular  buiUUng  24  feet  in  diam- 
eter ;  the  basement  and  the  piers  supporting  the  roof  are  of  seam 
face  granite.  The  basement  is  to  be  used  as  a  tijol-roum,  and 
contains  bins  for  the  storage  of  material  for  the  repair  of  walks, 
etc.  The  building  stands  on  sloping  gruund  so  that  the  tloor 
above  the  basement  is  on  a  level  with  the  walk  ;  this  Hoor,  which 
is  intended  for  a  shelter  for  visitors,  is  of  asphalt,  and  is  covered 
by  a  roof  supported  on  stone  piers ;  the  roof  is  covered  with  tiles, 
and  seats  are  provided. 

Electric  Li(jhling.  —  Under  the  contract  with  the  Boston  Elec- 
tric Light  Coiupauy  for  lighting  the  Fens,  such  further  extensions 
of  the  lighting  along  the  Parkway  as  the  commissioners  should 
require  were  to  be  provided  upon  ti»e  biujie  terms. 

On  Riverway  there  have  been  7,433  feet  of  cable  laiil  and  19 
lamps  erected ;  aud  in  addition  1  incandescent  lamp  lias  been 
placed  under  the  Bridle-path  bridge.  These  lamps  were  first 
lighted  on  June  16. 
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Orading.  —  The  work  to  be  done  under  the  contract  with 
Moulton  &  O'Mahoney,  dated  November  28,  1891,  was  com- 
pleted early  in  the  year,  and  on  April  27,  1894,  a  new  contract 
was  made  with  the  same  firm  for  doing  such  additional  grading  as 
was  required,  and  for  building  walls  on  Perkins  and  Chestnut 
streets.   The  grading  has  been  completed. 

The  ledge  on  the  line  of  the  drive  has  been  excavated  and  the 
stone  from  it  used  in  surfacing  roads  and  walks,  and  baOdin; 
walls  and  culverts*  The  stone-crusher  which  was  set  up  for 
crushing  stone  from  this  ledge  haa  been  remoyed. 

The  slope  above  the  wall  on  the  line  of  the  Niokerson  estate 
has  been  graded  and  loamed,  and  a  feooe  eraoM  on  the  to^  of 
the  bank* 

FMtioallj  all  of  the  grading  on  this  park  k  oompleled. 

Bridget  and  OuZiMrte.— ^  A  bridge  haa  been  boilt  on  the  line  of  a 
foot-path  aoioss  the  outlet  of  the  cove  on  the  easterly  side  of  Lev- 
erett  pond.  The  bridge  is  a  segmental  arch  of  t4t  feet  span  and 
5  feet  5  inches  rise  $  the  width  to  ontdde  of  parapets  is  18  feet 
4  Inches.  The  abntments  are  of  ooncrete,  faced  with  granite ;  . 
the  exposed  face  work  is  of  seam  face  granite ;  the  aich  is  of 
brick  and  the  coping  of  red  granite;  the  arch  is  2  feet  thick, 
covered  with  cement  and  a  waterproof  covering  of  tar  and  paper. 
The  bridge  was  built  by  J.  D.  Fallon  &  Company,  at  a  cost  of 
$9,813.60. 

The  working  plans  were  made  from  designs  of  the  landscape 
architects,  and  Messrs.  Shepley,  Rutan,  d»  Coolidge,  ardutects. 

Seven  small  colverts  were  boilt  on  the  streams  ooDDSoting  the 
various  ponds. 

RBtaining-waMa  and  Steps.  —  Two  waUs  of  rostlo  masonry  were 
boOt  by  the  department  force  on  the  slope  above  the  cove  on  the 
easterly  side  of  Leverett  pond.  The  upper  wall  supports  the  bridle- 
path, while  the  lower  wall  supports  a  walk  along  the  base  of  the 
upper  wall. 

The  walls  built  under  the  contract  with  Moulton  d»  O'Mahoney 
have  been  finished,  with  the  exception  of  the  cement  top  and  the 
pointing.  These  walls  are  of  Boxbuiy  stone»  and  vary  in  height 
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from  4  feet  to  14  feet,  the  total  length  of  the  several  sections 
being  1,868  feet;  they  serve  to  support  Perkins  street  on  its 
lower  side  and  the  banks  on  the  upper  sides  of  Perkins  and  Chest- 
nut streets. 

On  April  20,  1894,  a  contract  was  made  with  James  Kill i an  for 
the  construction  of  a  wall  on  the  easterly  line  of  Chesiuut  stn  et 
851  feet  in  length,  and  also  for  a  wall  on  the  line  of  the  Parkway 
adjoining  the  Nicker»on  estate  523  feet  in  length.  This  work  has 
been  completed  at  a  cost  of  89,327.06. 

Mr.  Killian  has  also  built  parapet  walls  and  furnished  and  set 
coping  on  the  walls  built  on  the  northerly  side  of  Perkins  street. 
This  work  is  nearly  finished. 

Steps  to  the  number  of  300  were  furnished  by  the  Cape  Ann 
Granite  Company  at  a  cost  of  $3,576.  These  have  been  set 
by  the  department  force  in  places  on  the  waUu  where  they  were 
needed. 

Drainage  and  Water-pipes. — AU  of  the  drains  and  catch- 
basins  required  for  this  park  have  been  built. 

The  lowering  of  the  grade  of  Perkins  street  necessitated  the 
lowering  of  the  water  mains  in  that  street.  This  woi  k  was  done 
by  the  Water  Department  at  the  expense  of  the  Park  Department. 
An  8-iiich  pipe  was  also  laid  from  the  pumping-station  through 
Chestnut  and  Perkins  streets  to  Jamaiciiwaj,  it  being  a  portion 
of  the  main  for  supplying  water  for  the  ponds  in  Franklin  Park. 

Drives,  Ride^  and  Walk^. — ^  The  drive  from  Pond  avenue,  near 
Willow  pond,  to  Perkins  street  wub  surfaced  early  in  the  reason,, 
and  opened  to  travel  on  June  1.  On  the  sumc  day  Perkins  street 
was  closed  for  the  purpose  of  lowering  the  grade  of  this  street 
and  also  of  Chestnut  street.  The  change  of  grade  of  Perkins 
street  involved  cutting  down  the  street  at  one  i)oiut  18  feet.  Both 
streets  were  widened  at  the  same  time  to  i\  miutiuuiu  width  of 
46  feet.  Chestnut  street  was  closed  on  July  and  was  reopened 
on  October  15.  Perkins  street  was  so  fur  iinisiied  as  to  be  opened 
to  travel  on  December  20. 

The  drive  from  Tremont  street  to  the  eutrauce  near  Willow 
pond  was  not  opened  until  November  18  on  account  of  the  delay 
caused  by  cutting  throui,h  the  ledge,  which  required  the  removal 
of  7,696  cubic  yards  of  rock. 
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The  Bridle-path  and  a  large  part  of  the  walks  have  been 
finished. 

An  Aveling  &  Porter  conipouiHi  steam  road  roller  was  purchased 
iu  the  spring  fur  use  on  th'm  park. 

PlantaiiuHs.  —  About  12  acres  have  been  prepared  for  planting, 
of  which  about  3  acres  have  been  planted. 

Electric  Lighting,  —  i  he  electric  lights  were  turned  on  for  the 
first  time  June  2'J.    There  are  34  lamps  and  14,600  feet  of  cable. 

Jamaica  Pakk. 

G^rading  and  WaUft. — The  work  done  by  Saucier  Bros., 
uuder  their  contract  dated  January  16,  1893,  was  completed  on 
May  19,  1894,  and  there  was  paid  them  $32,504.30.  The  work 
done  under  this  contract  was  the  grading  of  all  that  portion  of  the 
park  on  the  easterly  side  of  the  pond,  excepting  Pine  Bank,  from 
Perkins  street  to  Prince  street,  including  the  widening  of  Pond 
street  and  the  excavation  of  a  cove  on  the  shore  of  the  pond  nearly 
opposite  Eliot  street ;  it  also  included  the  grading  of  the  part  of 
Arborway  between  Prince  and  Centre  streets,  so  far  as  tin;  exca- 
vated material  on  the  work  would  allow,  and  the  building  of  a 
slope  wall  920  feet  in  length  along  the  Pond-street  shore. 

The  north-westerly  shore  of  the  pond  has  been  gracled,  from  a 
point  opposite  Chestnut  street  nearly  to  Prince  street,  with  gravel 
excavated  from  Perkins  street. 

Retaining-walls  of  a  total  1eiiL';th  of  960  feet  have  been  built 
around  the  cove  before  mentioned. 

A  flifiht  of  steps  has  l)ecn  built  leading  from  Perkins  street 
opposite  Chestnut  street  to  Pine  Bank. 

Drainage  and  Wafer-pipo.  — The  necessary  catch-basins  and 
drains  for  t!ie  enHterly  side  of  the  [)ark  liave  been  built. 

The  water-pipe  leading  to  Frauklin  Park  has  been  laid  through 
the  whole  length  of  the  parkway  from  Perkins  street  to  Priao«» 
street. 

Drives^  Ride^  and  Walks. — The  drive  from  Perkins  street  to 
Pond  street  was  finished  and  opened  to  travel  on  June  1,  and  that 
along  Pond  street  to  Prince  street  Was  opened  on  June  16.  The 
ride  and  the  walks  in  this  section  of  the  park  have  all  beeo 
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snrfaced,  with  the  exoeption  of  the  border  walk  between  Perkins 
aod  Pond  streets. 

Plantations.  —  All  of  the  areas  to  be  planted  have  been  graded 

and  loaraed  in  readiness  for  planting  in  the  spring. 

Electric  Lighting.  —  Twelve  lamps  have  been  erected  ami  4,330 
feet  of  cable  laid.    The  ligbts  were  turned  on  on  August  17. 

MisceUaneous.  —  Work  lia^  been  begun  on  the  alteration  of  the 
dwelling-house  at  Pine  Bank,  imder  the  direotioa  of  the  City 
Architect,  to  adapt  it  for  use  as  a  refectory. 

A  new  boat  has  been  purcbased  for  the  use  of  the  police. 

The  buildings  on  the  Parkinaii  estate  have  been  removed,  and 
the  lee  Company  buildings  on  Prince  street  are  now  being 
removed. 

About  100  linear  feet  of  scats  for  the  use  of  skaters  have  been 
made.  There  has  been  skating  ou  the  pond  19  days  during  the 
year,  and  skating  could  have  been  enjoyed  on  many  other  days  if 
funds  had  been  available  for  caring  for  the  ice.  The  police  esti- 
mated the  total  attendance  at  109,000. 

Arborway. 

Grading. — The  section  between  Prince  and  Centre  stroets  was 
graded  uudt  r  the  contract  with  Saucier  Bros.,  already  referred  to. 
The  section  between  Centre  and  South  streets  was  partially  graded 
under  a  contract  with  Andrew  Carberry,  dated  November  1,  1893, 
at  a  cost  of  $8,400.28.  The  balance  of  the  grading  was  done  by 
the  department  force,  and  by  contractors  for  furnishing  labor  by 
the  day. 

Drainage  and  Water-pipes. — A  culv  rl  G  feet  X  ^  feet  in 
section  and  1G3  feet  in  length  was  built  across  tlic  Parkway  on  the 
line  of  the  brook  which  drains  the  Arboretum  meadow. 

AU  of  the  catcb'basins  and  drains  required  on  the  whole  length 
of  Arborway  have  been  bniit,  except  those  on  the  traffic  road 
between  Centre  and  Sonth  streets,  and  on  the  seetion  between 
South  and  Washington  streets. 

The  water-pipe  for  Franklin  Park  has  been  laid  between  Prince 
and  CSentre  streels  and  between  Washington  and  Forest  HiUs 
streets. 
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Driim^  Jiftfoi  and  Walks, — The  main  drive  and  fhe  ride  have 
been  snrfaoed  for  the  whole  leDgtht  except  between  South  aod 
Weshington  streets,  it  being  imprscticable  to  do  any  woric  on  this 
section  nntQ  the  work  of  nusiog  the  grade  of  the  railroad  has 
been  completed. 

The  drive  was  opened  to  travel  on  October  7*  Bat  little  work 
has  been  done  on  the  surfaciag  of  the  walks*  No  surfiftciDg  has 
been  done  on  the  traffic  roads. 

Eleebie  Lighting,  —  Twenty-two  arc  lamps  have  been  placed  on 
Arborway^  and  8,152  feet  of  cable  laid.  These  lamps  were  first 
lighted  on  Aognst  17. 

Arboretum. 

The  land  near  the  junction  of  Centre  and  Walter  streets  has 
been  cleared  and  graded,  and  the  boundary  wail  is  now  l)eing 
extended  around  it. 

Surveys  have  been  made  of  the  land  belonging  to  Ilarvard 
College  lying  south  of  Bussey  street,  with  reference  to  the  cootem- 
plated  addition  of  it  to  the  Arboretnm. 

West  Bqxbobt  PABKwar. 

Fteliminary  snrveys  were  made  for  three  different  lines  of  Park- 
way between  the  Main  Fnrk  System  and  the  Stony  Brook  Beserva* 
tion.  Aconrate  surveys  tor  the  laying  ont  of  the  section  from  the 
'  Arboretum  to  Weld  street  were  made,  and  also  of  that  portion  of 
the  Parkway  laid  out  by  the  Metropolitan  Park  Commission 
between  Weld  street  and  Anawan  avenue.  Topographical  sus- 
veys  are  now  being  made  of  tlie  whole  length  of  this  Parkway. 

Frakklik  Park. 

'  Forest  Mills  Entraiice.  —  Oa  April  23  a  contract  was  made  with 
Charles  H.  Dodge  for  building  the  bridge  which  is  to  cairy  the 
Parkway  over  the  traffic  road  leading  from  Forest  Hills  street  to 
the  Morton-street  entrance  to  Forest  Hills  cemetery.  This  bridge 
has  been  completed  with  the  exception  of  the  cleaning  and  pointing 
of  the  masonry.  The  bridge  is  126  feet  in  length,  at  a  right  angle 
with  the  Parkway,  and  is  a  segmental  arch  of  45  feet  span  and  6 
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feet  rise,  the  epringing  line  being  12  feei  above  the  grade  of  the 
roftd  beneath.  All  face  work  is  of  scam  face  granite,  except  the 
coping  and  cap-stones,  which  are  of  red  granite,  and  the  interior 

of  the  arfh.  The  ashlar  is  laid  as  three-headed  work.  The  foun- 
dation and  backing  are  of  cement  concrete.  The  sofllt  of  the 
interior  of  the  arrh  is  of  light-colored  brick,  while  tho  rrin;uudero£ 
the  arch  is  of  coninion  brick,  the  arch  being  2  feet  H  inciies  thick. 
A  staircase  coniiccts  the  walk  over  the  bridge  with  the  walk  along 
the  tratllc  road  beneath.  The  slopes  of  the  banks  are  supported 
by  retaining  walls  on  the  lines  of  tlie  trailic  road.  Across  the 
Parkway  over  the  bridge  the  masonry  piers  for  a  gateway  have 
been  built  This  gateway  is  to  have  three  openings  —  one  each 
for  the  drive,  the  ride,  and  the  walk.  The  piers  at  the  sides  of  the 
gateway  are  connected  with  the  parapets  of  the  bridge,  so  that 
the  whole  forms  one  structure.  At  onv  side  of  the  gateway  there 
is  a  recess  with  a  drinkiug-touutaiu  and  scats.  The  contract  price 
for  the  bridge  is  $50,1)20. 

The  Liuilic  road  and  the  Parkway  o\  ei  the  bridge  arc  now  being 
graded.  The  ledge  at  the  junction  of  the  Tarkway  with  the  Cir- 
cuit drive  is  being  removed,  and  the  stone  will  be  used  for  sur- 
facing the  Parkway.  The  drelns  and  catoh-tMsiDS  are  also  being 
baOt. 

Smtr  Street,  — Tlie  work  of  grading  ander  the  contract  with 
H.  P.  Nawn,  dated  September  1, 1898,  was  completed  on  January 
22,  at  a  coat  of  $84,028.58.  Another  contract  was  made  with 
lir.  Nawn  for  the  remoyal  of  a  portioii  of  the  ledge  near  Bine 
HUl  aTenoe,  the  stone  to  be  carted  to  the  stone^rusher  on  the 
paik,  and  when  crashed  to  be  carted  back  to  Seaver  street.  Under 
this  contract  there  were  removed  8,221  cubic  yards  of  rock,  at  a 
cost  of  16,846.87. 

The  drive  and  walk  within  the  lines  of  Seayer  street,  ai  laid 
oat  by  the  Street  Commissioners,  have  all  been  snrfaced,  the  sur- 
face drains  and  catch-basins  bnilt,  and  the  water-pipe  relaid.  The 
street  was  opened  to  travel  throoghoat  its  whole  length  on  Decem- 
ber 24. 

The  street  has  a  width  of  60  feet,  divided  into  a  driveway  40 
feet  wide,  a  tree  space  10  feet  wide,  and  a  sidewalk  10  feet  wide. 
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A  portion  of  the  walk  oii  the  park,  parallel  with  Seaver  btrect, 
remains  to  be  surfaced;  also  tiie  en  trance  road  opposite  Elm  Uill 
avenue. 

Ellicott  Hontfe.  —  For  the  drainage  of  this  building,  it  was 
necessary  to  build  a  sewer  2,260  feet  in  length,  of  G-inch  Akron 
pipe,  through  the  park  and  Keyes  street  to  Washington  street.  The 
grade  beiug  slighl.,  a  llu&h  tauk  was  built  just  outside  the  building, 
for  flushing  the  sewer.  The  building  is,  as  yet,  provided  with  no 
method  of  lighting  at  night,  and  as  no  gas  mains  are  near  it  will 
probably  be  necessary  to  use  electricity. 

Befsatorjf,  —  This  buflding  is  in  process  of  erection  under  the 
direction  of,  and  in  accordance  with,  plans  made  by  Messrs. 
Hartwell  A  Bi^rdson,  asohiteots.  Hie  fbundatioiis  are  com- 
pleted, and  work  is  began  on  the  SQperstractnre.  The  wall  sup- 
porting the  terrace  la  front  of  the  bailding  la  being  bailt  of  rustic 
masonry  by  the  department  force,  aod  is  nearly  finished  to  the 
grade  of  the  waUk. 

Woter-mpply,  —  It  haying  been  detennined  to  obtain  from 
Jamaiea  pond  a  supply  of  water  for  the  poads  oa  Franklin  Park, 
and  for  sprinkling  the  drives  on  the  Parkway,  pipes  have  been 
laid  on  a  portion  of  the  Parkway,  as  before  described.  Beoeutly 
work  has  been  begun  on  the  construction  of  a  reservoir  on  Hag- 
borne  hill,  which  will  have  a  capacity  of  883,000  gallons,  with  the 
sorface  of  the  water  at  grade  168  feet  above  city  base.  It  is 
expected  that  this  wOl  furnish  a  weelc's  supply  in  the  driest 
weather.    It  is  not  intended  to  use  the  water  for  drinking. 

PigeoM.  —  On  April  21  a  donation  of  128  pigeons,  including  a 
great  variety  of  the  most  popular  kinds,  was  received  from  the 
estate  of  the  late  Eiiniund  C^uiucy,  through  Dr.  11.  P.  Quincy. 
They  have  been  placed  in  a  loft  ]>re pared  for  them  in  the  upper 
part  of  the  propagating  house  at  the  Nursery,  where  they  have 
attracted  a  great  deal  of  attention. 

EJpcMc  Light imj.  —  NineLeeu  arr  lamps  have  been  placed  in 
the  Playstead  district  and  16  ou  Seaver  street.  The  lights  were 
first  used  on  September  22. 

Miscdlaneous,  — >  The  sheep  now  number  188,  73  having  been 
sold  in  the  fall. 
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Two  baildings  containing  water-closets  have  been  erected  near 

the  Columbia-street  entrance  to  the  park. 

Scarboro'  pond  has  brcn  drawn  down  to  its  winter  level,  and 
the  pond  near  Abhotswocni  him  been  filled,  as  heretofore,  for 
skatingf ;  but  owing  to  the  proximity  of  the  much  larger  and  better 
place  for  skating  at  Franklin  Field,  these  smaller  areas  have  been 
but  little  resorted  to  this  winter. 

The  work  of  grading  and  seeding  the  meadow  was  finished  in 
Septririlii  r.  On  November  2G  the  water  from  the  brooks  was 
turned  on  to  the  field,  Hooding  it  to  a  depth  of  about  18  inches  in 
the  lowest  part.  The  first  skating  was  on  December  24,  and  since 
that  date  the  field  has  been  resorted  to  l>y  great  numbers  of  people 
whenever  the  ice  was  in  good  condition.  There  has  been  skating 
on  2U  days,  and  the  totiil  number  of  visitors  on  those  days,  as 
estimated  by  the  police,  has  been  about  66,000. 

DORCHKSTBR  PARK. 

A  topographical  survey  of  this  park  has  been  made.  Two  small 
buildings  containing  water-closets  have  been  built. 

DORCHRSTBBWAT. 

The  filling  between  Battonwood  street  and  the  railroad  being 
done  under  the  contract  with  Collins  Sb  Ham,  dated  February  20, 
1893«  ie  atiU  in  progress* 

The  drive  and  walks  sooth  of  the  northerly  line  of  Pond  street, 
and  those  at  the  Junction  of  the  Parkway  and  Bnttonwood  street, 
have  been  finished. 

STBAimWAT. 

Filling.  —  A  ^nmp  was  opened  in  February  for  receiving  mate- 
rial  excavated  from  the  land  near  the  Institation  for  the  Blind. 
Daring  the  year  there  have  been  delivered  between  land  K  streets 
67,118  cnbic  yards  of  filling,  cart  measurement,  at  80  cents  per 
eobio  yard. 

As  the  amonnt  of  dredging  which  should  be  done  on  the  flats 
in  front  of  the  Strandway,  between  H  and  Q  streets.  Is  much 
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Uiger  than  the  space  to  be  filled,  it  will  not  be  eoonomy  to  par- 
ohajBe  filliog,  except  such  as  can  be  naed  for  forming  the  beach,  or 
as  a  top-covering  for  mad  fiUing  after  the  latter  is  in  place. 

Plans  are  nearly  completed  for  grading  the  section  of  the 
Strandway  east  of  H  street. 

Marixs  Park* 

Pier. — That  portion  of  the  wooden  pier  between  the  refectory 
and  the  site  of  the  new  head-house  has  been  removed,  and  a 
plank  walk  laid  in  its  place. 

Filling.  —  On  Joly  27  a  contract  was  made  with  William  L. 
Miller  for  fUling  that  portion  of  the  park  between  the  shore  and 
the  iron  pier.   This  work  is  now  in  progress. 

Drive  and  Walks.  — The  drive  along  the  shore  from  the  foot 
of  Sixth  street  to  the  Castle-island  bridge,  and  the  entrance  from 
Q  street  opposite  Broadway,  have  been  sorfaced.  The  walk  along 
the  drive  from  Broadway  to  Sixth  street  has  also  been  surfaced. 

Drainage  and  Water-pipe,  — Catch-basins  and  drains  for  drain- 
ing the  drive  bare  been  boilt.  A  water-pipe  has  been  laid  from 
Sixth  street  to  the  entrance  to  the  f^r  and  2  hydrants  set. 

Ehdrie  LtghUag, — Two  thousand  six  hundred  and  eighty- 
tliree  feet  ot  underground-  cable  have  been  laid,  and  4  arc 
lamps  erected  on  the  portion  of  the  park  south  of  Broadway. 
The  lamps  were  first  lighted  on  September  5. 

BwUding.  —  A  building  is  being  erected  at  the  approach  to  the 
pier,  under  the  direction  of  the  City  Architect.  It  is  to  contain 
a  waiting  room  for  the  public,  toilet  rooms,  a  restaurant,  and 
rooms  for  the  police  and  workmen.  In  the  rear  of  it  there 
are  to  be  508  dressing  rooms  for  bathers.  It  is  expected  that 
this  building  will  be  completed  ready  for  use  during  the  coming 
season.  ■ 

MitcdIaMouB, -^ThB  old  wharf,  left  by  a  former  contractor, 
was  repaired,  and  a  shelter  built  on  the  outer  end  cf  it ;  this  was 
intended  for  use  in  connection  with  the  boating  service. 

A  flagstaff  was  erected  near  the  Farragut  statue,  and  the  flag 
was  raised  for  the  first  time  on  Memorial  day,  with  appropriate 
ceremonies  by  tlie  Farragut  Naval  Veterans  Association* 
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C.VSTLK  LSLANI). 

The  only  work  done  here  during^  iho  yofir,  beyond  the  care  of 
the  grounds  and  buildiagSi  has  been  ihe  placing  of  15  electric  arc 
lamps. 

As  the  locatioa  of  tliose  could  be  but  temporary,  overhead 
wires  were  run  to  them.   They  were  first  lighted  on  July  8. 

Wood  Island  Pabx. 

Omding,  —  Tbe  work  under  the  eontract  with  O'Connor  dt 
White,  dated  October  2, 1893,  was  completed  on  December  8,  at  a 
coat  of  $88,706.84.  This  work  induded  all  of  the  loam  stripping 
and  excavation  required ;  the  material  excavated,  however,  was 
not  sufficient  to  do  all  the  filling  needed ;  therefore,  before  the 
drives  and  a  portion  of  the  walks  can  be  surfaced  and  the  grounds 
fully  made  use  of,  additional  f!IImg  will  have  to  be  obtained  ;  this 
can  be  advantageonsly  done  by  dredguig  from  ihe  flats  within  the 
park  property. 

DrainagB  and  Water-pipes. — The  sewers  for  draining  the  two 
buildings  were  completed  on  March  26,  at  a  cost  of  $1,921.30. 

A  water-pipe  has  been  laid  from  Neptune  road  to  supply  the 
Field  House  and  meu'8  gymnastic  ground,  and  6  hydrants  have 
been  set,  i  of  them  being  within  tbe  gymnastic  grotind, 

BniUUnns. — Tlie  section  of  the  bath  house  which  was*  being 
l)uilt  a  year  ago  has  been  completed.  This  building,  so  far  as 
built,  contains  a  waiting  room,  a  locker  room,  and  a  toilet  room. 
It  has  been  connected  with  the  sewer,  but  lias  not  as  yet  been 
supplied  with  water,  as  the  grounds  near  it  have  not  been  graded. 

The  Field  House  has  been  finished.  This  building  is  for  the  use 
of  men  and  boys  only,  although  during  the  present  skating  season 
women  and  q;irls  have  been  alloweil  to  use  a  portion  of  it ;  this 
can  be  readily  done  in  winter,  as  the  locker  room  aud  bin  ill  toilet 
room  adjoining  it  are  nut  otherwise  in  use  when  the  gymuaaium  ia 
not  iu  operation. 

The  building  of  one  story,  130  feet  long  by  26  feet  wide ; 
there  is  a  waiting  room  and  toilet  room  for  men  and  boys,  a  room 
for  the  superiutendeat  of  the  gymnasium,  a  large  dressing  room 
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provided  with  170  loeken  fior  the  oonTenieoce  of  those  nnng  the 
gymDaaiani,  and  m  bath  rooiDi  with  ahower  and  needle  baths ;  there 
ia  alBO  a  boiler  roomi  the  bnlMing  being  wanned  throiiglKmt  by 
hot  water. 

The  building  is  lighted  by  incandesoent  electric  lights. 

Both  of  these  baildings  were  built  nnder  the  direction  of  Meesra. 
Sturgia  &  C:i1>ot,  architect. 

Gymncuttic  Ground,  —On  October  10  a  contract  was  made  with 
the  Van  Dora  Iron  Company,  of  Cleveland,  Ohio,  for  the  erection 
of  an  iron  fence  around  this  ground,  and  for  the  frames  for  the 
gymnastic  apparatos.  The. fence  has  been  erected,  and  the  frames 
are  on  the  ground  ready  for  erection  as  soon  as  the  frost  leaves 
the  ground. 

Skalinr^. — The  g^niinasium  aud  playgrounds  have  been  flooded 
during  the  present  winter  aud  there  has  been  skatinir  on  l?"*  ^Ifiy^i, 
the  atteudance,  as  estimated  by  the  police,  being  about  «m,oOl>. 
The  Held  House  has  been  opeued  on  days  when  there  was  skating. 

CHABLBSTOWir  HeIOBTS. 

The  building  for  the  aocommodation  of  the  pnUio  has  been 
finished  and  only  needs  lighting  to  be  ready  for  use*  This  build- 
ing is  of  two  stories,  with  a  oellar  nnder  a  portion  of  it,  which 
contains  the  heating  apparatus.  The  first  story  oontaina  toilet 
rooms  for  both  s^es^  a  room  for  the  person  in  diaige,  and  rooms 
for  the  police  and  workmen.  There  Is  a  tool-house  adjoining  the 
main  building.  Th^  second  story  is  an  open  shelter,  a  band 
stand  being  located  on  that  portion  towards  Bunker  Hill  stree  t. 

The  building  was  buUt  under  the  direction  of  Messrs.  Walker 
A  Kimball,  architects. 

Four  electric  arc  lights  have  been  placed  upon  the  grounds  and 
50  settees  purchased. 

CbARLESTOWM  Jt^TGROUND. 

Nothing  has  been  done  at  this  gronnd  during  the  year,  except 
to  supervise  the  dumping  of  ashes  and  earth. 
A  considerable  area  of  the  ground  is  now  filled. 
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Charlbsbaiik. 

MeiCs  G^ynuuMium. — Daring  the  winter  months  the  grounds 
hATe  been  used  for  skating  when  the  weather  was  f ayorable.  The 
number  of  days  on  which  there  was  skating  was  22«  and  the  aver- 
age attendance  on  those  days  was  2,911. 

The  gymnasium  was  dosecl  on  March  1,  and  the  apparatus  and 
grounds  put  in  thorough  repair.  It  was  reopened  on  May  18, 
and  closed  November  80.  During  the  season  it  was  open  for 
gymnastic  and  athletic  exercises  on  155  days,  with  a  total  attend- 
ance of  160,596,  or  a  daily  average  of  1,086,  an  increase  of  175 
over  the  previous  year. 

On  account  of  the  removal  of  the  old  building  preparatory  to 
the  erection  of  a  new  one,  the  gymnasium  was  not  open  in  De- 
cember. 

A  new  building  is  now  being  erected  under  the  direction  of  the 
City  Architect,  which  will  afford  much  larger  accomruodatioos 
and  provide  facilities  for  dressing,  bathing,  etc.^,  which  facilities 
are  a  necessity  for  the  success  of  a  gymnasium. 

Only  one  accident  occurred  during  the  year  :  a  boy  was  struck 
by  the  IG-pound  shot,  he  having  carelessly  run  across  the  ground 
reserved  for  shot-throwing;  his  ankle  was  broken.  In  tlie  future 
it  will  be  well  to  liave  the  spaces,  devoted  to  putting  the  shot,  in- 
closed by  fences. 

Womeiis  Gymnasium  and  Girls'  Playground.  —  These  were  re- 
opened on  May  21,  and  closed  on  October  31.  Aa  in  previous 
years,  they  were  in  charge  of  the  Massachusetts  Emergency  and 
Hygiene  Association,  whose  report  to  the  Park  Commissioners 
contaius  all  matters  of  interest  concerning  the  work. 

The  building  at  this  ground  having  proved  inadequate  for  the 
purpose  for  which  it  was  designed,  an  addition  is  now  being  built 
which  will  double  the  accomniotlaUons  aud  furnish  facilities  for 
bathing  and  dressing  which  have  been  wanting  in  the  past. 
Walker  ^  Kimball,  architects,  have  charge  of  the  work. 

Miscellaneous.  —  The  grounds  other  than  the  gymnasiums  are  in 
good  condition,  except  that  the  promenade  along  the  river  has 
become  worn  and  should  be  resurftced. 
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Barlj  in  tlieyear  the  old  buildings  were  removedi  aod  on  July 
12  a  contract  waB  made  with  William  L.  Miller  for  the  removal 
of  the  old  wharves,  etc.  Thia  work  was  finished  on  September 
20,  at  a  cost  of  $3,400.  Plans  are  now  being  prepared  for  the 
constraction  of  that  portion  of  the  park  between  Charter  and 
Ciommercial  streets.

A  Borvey  was  made  of  thia  ground  for  the  purpose  of  deter- 
minmg  its  area  and  bonndaries. 

The  appended  table  shows  the  prmcipal  items  of  work  com* 
pleted  to  date  on  the  several  parks,  so  far  as  it  is  practioable  to 
tabulate  tbem« 

A  large  amount  of  other  work  has  been  done,  which  it  is  im- 
possible to  classify.

7V>  the  Park  CommisaUmtn : 

Gentlemen:  With  increased  pleasure  do  we  again  Bobmit  to 
you  our  report  for  the  fourth  year  of  our  work  at  Charlesbank. 

Never  have  the  benefits  of  the  Women's  and  Children's  Divis- 
ion been  ao  fhiUy  realised  as  this  season,  when  the  disoipUne  of 
laige  numbers  has  been  easy,  because  so  many  of  the  children, 
having  acquired  in  previojis  summers  the  art  of  work  and  of 
obedience,  this  year  became  our  self-constitated  heipeis. 

Many  of  the  older  ones  kept  up  at  home  during  the  winter  some 
of  the  gymnastic  movements,  and  returned  to  us  in  the  spring  for 
increased  out-door  praetioe.  The  affection  of  the  children  and 
girls  for  their  instructors  is  so  very  evident  that,  if  space  allowed,  a 
great  deal  could  be  said  about  the  moral  and  refining  influences  of 
Charlesbank,  where  for  nearly  six  months  the  same  children  are 
under  the  daily  care  of  the  same  friendly  teachers. 

Bnt  it  is  in  regard  to  health  that  we  would  this  year  place  the 
emphasis  in  our  report.  Last  summer  occasionally  a  doctor  would 
send  to  us  a  child  needing  special  gymnastic  treatment.  This  year 
we  have  had  several  such  cases.  Some  girls  came  with  a  tendency 
to  lateral  cnrraturc  which  was  to  be  counteracted  by  certain  gym- 
nastics ;  others  had  weak  lungs  and  required  development  of  the 
chest ;  one  or  two  were  suffering  from  the  effects  of  nervous  pros* 
tration,  which  had  induced  paresis  of  the  muscles  of  the  right  arm ; 
two  or  three  were  troubled  with  stiffness  in  their  joints  and  gen« 
eral  ill-health ;  one  had  a  slight  displacement  of  the  shoulder,  and 
was  unable  to  raise  her  arm  to  her  head  ;  two  were  losing  the  use 
of  their  arms  in  consequence  of  accidents  which  had  happened  to 
them. 
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Besides  these  special  oases  (all  among  persons  who  could  not 
have  afforded  to  go  to  a  private  gymnasimn)  we  have  had  maoy 
girls  and  women  who  came  to  correct  their  general  debility.  In 
each  case  snch  marked  improvement  was  soon  perceptible  that  we 
attribnted  it  not  alone  to  the  effect  of  gymnastics,  but  also  to  the 
fact  that  the  exercises  were  practised  oat  of  doors.  To  many 
girls  Miss  McMartia  gave  exercises  wliioh  were  followed  at  home 
daily. 

In  addition  to  the  classification  of  sach  cases,  there  was  a  sdll 
larger  number  of  those  who  have  been  guided  in  exercise  for  three 
years  at  Charlesbank,  wliose  growing  vigor  of  frame  and  activity 
it  is  a  pkasnre  to  witness.   We  have  now  300  girls  who  regularly 

wear  gymnastic  suits.  As  an  indication  of  the  greater  frequency 
also  of  the  haud-bath  which  the  girls  take  in  the  dressing  booths 
at  the  end  of  the  gymnasiom,  after  exercising^  is  the  naml>er  of 
towels  which  were  used  in  three  months,  2,859. 

In  order,  however,  that  the  best  results  may  be  obtnined  fmm 
gymnrisilic  treatment  we  tieed  some  8itn[)le  anthropometrio  appara- 
tus to  test  the  physical  conditions  of  the  girls. 

From  the  gymnastic  point  of  view  it  is  better  to  have  a  smaller 
mimbor  of  pupils  who  shall  be  led  througli  graded  exercises  to  full 
condition  of  health  than  to  have  larger  numbers  exercising  irreg- 
ularly, merely  because  they  enjoy  such  sport.  Others  again  who 
come  for  a  day  experience  such  soreness  and  discomfort  that  they 
seldom  return.  It  is  ditllcult  to  know  just  where  to  Itn  bid  exer- 
cise on  simi)le  apparatus  in  a  free  public  gymnasium,  yet  each 
year  is  justifying  the  wisdom  of  forbidding  the  use  of  many  ap- 
pliances until  a  pupil  is  prepared  for  them  by  previous  trammg. 

Tiie  class  work  this  season  ha?  been  more  extensive  and  thor- 
ough than  before.  We  have  had  classes  for  beginners  and  for 
advanced  pupils,  also  for  working  girls  who  oonld  only  come  Sat- 
urday afternoons,  and  for  spedal  pupils  in  twos  or  threes,  who 
require  pecoliar  guidance. 

Besides  the  gymnaaium  proper  onr  charge  has  also  extended  to 
the  sand  pens  for  little  d^ldren,  and  to  the  grassy  playground, 
where  foot-ball  waa  practised  to  some  extent,  but  always  under 
direction,  while  games  of  hand-ball,  Jnmping  ropes,  hoops,  and 
team*race8  were  constantly  going  on.   Hiss  Doyle  has  liad  classes 
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every  pleasant  afternoon,  when  the  children  sewed,  pasted,  or 
folded  papers,  followed  by  games.  She  distributed  three  times 
more  sewing  cards  this  year  than  last ;  each  child  as  the  card  was 
given  Iier  told  wliat  it  represented  and  the  color  in  which  it  should 
be  worked.  Ti  e  gener  il  utility  of  this  plajgroimd  for  health, 
morals,  and  happiness  is  immense. 

In  October  there  was  an  exhibition  of  gymnastics  and  kinder- 
garten work,  which  showed  w'hat  fine  results  had  been  obtninedby 
peraistcnt  effort,  when  regular  attendance  could  not  be  enforced. 

For  whatever  measure  of  success  has  been  obtained  in  kindlv 
discipline,  increased  bodily  strength,  good  times,  and  p;r)od  man- 
ners, gratitude  is  rendered  to  Miss  McMartin,  the  superintendent, 
and  her  assistants,  Miss  Mahoney  and  Miss  Doyle,  who  have 
evinced  great  skill  as  teachers  and  frionds.  Miss  E.  A.  Phelps, 
the  visiting  superintendent  here  and  at  tlje  playgrounds  in  the 
school  yards,  gave  large  and  constnnt  help  in  many  ways. 

The  possibilities  of  Charlesbank  are  constantly  widening. 
Visitors  as  experts  in  gymnastics,  and  as  philanthropists  and 
curious  observers,  come  in  numbers  to  study  our  methods. 

Tfie  attendance  from  May  15  to  November  1  has  been  145,392, 
a  daily  average  of  887.  The  average  age  of  those  using  the  gym- 
nasium has  been  between  14  and  15  years. 

In  closing  our  report  we  tender  onr  sincere  thanks  to  Mr.  E.  W. 
Howe,  who  has  always  been  r*  ruiy  to  ;u(i  us  ;  to  Mr.  Murphy,  the 
foreman;  to  tliose  of  tlic  police  foicc  who  have  assisted  us  i  ftnd 
to  many  friends  for  books,  papers,  ilowers,  and  worst^eds. 

Two  of  the  committee  have  taken  turns  throughout  the  season 
in  assiinii]]^  the  responsibilities  of  chairman,  and  have  given 
freely  of  tlicir  time  and  thought  to  the  various  problems  presented 
at  Charlesbank.

Whereas  the  CommoD  wealth  of  MassachoBOttet  thioogh  its 
Board  of  Metropolitan  Park  CommiBsionerB,  created  by  act  of  the 
Legislature  of  eaid  Commonwealth,  Acts  of  1893,  Chapter  407, 
has  taken  land  and  rights  in  land,  for  the  West  Roxbary  Park- 
way, so  called  (being  a  tract  of  land  on  Belleyne  HiU,  so  called, 
bonnded  in  part  by  Washington  and  LaG  range  streets,  with  an 
approach  or  roadway  leading  southerly  from  Weld  street),  lying 
wholly  in  the  City  of  Boston  and  County  of  Suffolk  and  said 
Commonwealth,  said  lands  being  particularly  described  in  three 
takings  made  b}'  said  Metropolitan  Park  Commission,  one  dated 
April  30,  1894,  and  two  dated  NovcTnbor  30,  1894,  accompanied 
by  otlicial  plans  of  said  commissioners,  numbered  respectively  12, 
13,  and  16,  all  duly  recorded  with  Suffolk  Deeds,  reference  to 
which  or  to  the  records  thereof  is  hereby*  made  for  more  particu- 
lai-  dcscriptiou  ;  and 

WJiereas,  Said  Metropolitan  Park  Commission  deems  it  advis- 
able and  expedient  to  traut»J  er  the  care  and  control  of  the  open 
space  constituting  said  parkway  to  the  Board  of  Park  Commis- 
sioners of  the  City  of  Boston  aforesaid,  at  the  request  of  said 
Boston  Park  Commis^^ioners,  with  the  consent  and  approval  of 
said  City  of  Boston,  duly  obtained  and  evidenced  by  instruments 
hereunto  annexed,  reference  to  which  is  hereby  made  : 

Now,  therefore,  this  indenture,  made  this  twentieth  day  of 
December,  A.D.  1894,  between  the  Board  of  Metiopolitun  Park 
Commissioners  above  named,  of  the  first  part,  and  the  Board  of 
Park  Commissioners  of  said  City  of  Boston,  of  the  second  part. 

WUMSseth,  That  in  conaidenLtion  of  the  premiaea,  said  party 
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of  the  first  part  doth  hereby,  under  and  by  virtae  and  in  pursa- 
ance  of  the  power  and  authority  upon  it  conferred  by  said  act  of 
the  Legislature,  aud  of  every  other  power  and  authority  hereto 
enabling,  and  in  further  consideration  of  one  cent  to  it  paid  by 
said  Board  of  Park  Commissioners  of  the  City  of  Hf)ston,  trans- 
fer, assign,  and  set  over  unto  the  said  Board  of  Park  Commis- 
sioners of  the  City  of  Boston,  and  their  successors  for  the  time 
being,  the  care,  control,  and  custody  of  all  the  lands  aud  rights 
in  laud  hereinbefore  mentioned  or  referred  to. 

To  have  and  to  hold  the  same  for  the  term  of  nine  hundred  and 
ninety-nine  years  from  the  lirst  day  of  December,  A.D.  1894,  free 
of  rent  or  compensation,  but  without  expense  of  any  kind  to  said 
party  of  the  lirst  part. 

And  the  said  Board  of  Park  Commissioners  of  said  City  of 
Boston  doth  hereby,  in  consideration  of  all  the  above-made 
rccitalii  ami  facts  aud  the  trnnsfer  herein  made,  accept  the  care, 
custody,  and  control  of  the  lauds  and  rights  iu  land  above  de- 
scribed or  referred  to,  upon  the  terms  and  for  the  uses  and  pur- 
poses above  prescribed. 

In  witness  whereof,  we  the  undersigned  Board  of  Metropolitan 
Park  ComndMlonerBi  and  we  the  anderetgned  Board  of  Paik  Con- 
miBBionen  of  the  City  of  Boston,  all  daly  authorized  as  aforesaid^ 
hot  in  no  event  inonrring  any  personal  liability  by  reason  of  the 
ezecation  of  this  indenture,  have  hereunto  interchimgeahly  set  our 
hands  and  seals,  this  twentieth  day  of  Deoember,  A.D.  1894.

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STATUTES  OF  THE  COMMONWEALTH  KELATING 
TO  PUBLIC  PARKS  IN  THE  CITY  OF  BOSTON. 


[Stat.  1894. —Chap,  m.] 

AN  ACT  TO  AUTHORIZB  TUB  METBOFOLITIlK  PABK  OOtfUIS- 
8I0N  TO  CONSTRUCT  ROADWAYS  AND  BOULEVARDS. 

Sf.ction  1.  The  board  of  metropolitau  park  coinraissionors 
couriULuted  under  the  authority  of  chapter  four  hundred  and  seven 
of  the  acts  of  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-three,  is 
hereby  aathorized  to  connect  any  road,  park,  way  or  oUier  public 
open  space  with  any  part  of  the  cities  or  towns  of  the  metropolitan 
patfes  district  mider  its  jurisdiction,  by  a  saitable  roadway  or 
boulevard,  and  for  this  purpose  to  exercise  any  of  the  rights  and 
powers  granted  to  said  board  by  said  aot»  in  the  manner  prescribed 
by  said  act,  and  also  to  take  or  acquire  in  fee  or  otherwise,  in  the 
name  and  for  the  benefit  of  the  Commonweslth,  by  pnrchase, 
gift,  devise  or  eminent  domain,  any  lands  or  rights  or  easements 
or  interest  in  land  within  said  district,  although  the  land  so  taken 
or  any  part  thereof  be  already  a  street  or  way,  and  to  construct 
and  maintahn  along,  across,  upon  or  over  the  same  or  any  othm 
land  acquired  by  said  board  by  said  act,  a  saitable  roadway  or 
bonlevard ;  provided^  Aotoetwr,  that  the  concurienoe  of  the  board 
of  aldermen  in  the  eity  of  Boston  for  the  county  of  Suffolk,  or 
the  concurrence  of  each  other  county  or  city  or  town  outside  of* 
said  county  of  Suffolk,  wherein  any  portion  of  any  street,  way, 
land  or  rights  in  land  is  taken  by  right  of  eminent  domain  be 
obtained,  to  the  taking  of  said  portion  by  vote  of  its  ooanty  com- 
missioners, city  government  or  board  of  selectmen  respectively. 

Sect.  2.  Said  board  shall  have  the  same  authority  to  deter- 
mine the  value  of,  and  assess  upon  real  estate  the  amount  of 
l)etterments  accruing  to,  said  real  estate  by  the  locating  and  lay- 
ing out  of  any  roadway  or  boulevard  herein  authorized,  as  is 
conferred  by  chapter  fifty-one  of  the  Public  Statutes  upon  boards 
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of  city  or  towu  officers  authorized  to  lay  out  streets  or  ways,  and 
the  provisiouij  of  the  thst  eight  sections  of  said  chapter,  relating 
to  ways,  shall  apply  to  such  assessments  by  said  board ;  provided^ 
howwer,  thftt  no  ■aawamnt  ahall  be  made  upon  any  real  estate 
except  each  as  abate  apon  the  slieet  from  the  laying  oat  of  whidi 
the  betterment  aocroes ;  and  provided^  JMher,  that  no  betterment 
or  damages  shall  be  asseBBed  apon  or  paid  to  any  city  or  toirn 
ander  this  act. 

Sbct.  8.  In  fortheranoe  of  the  powers  herein  granted  said 
board  may  q»point  clerks,  police  and  each  other  employees  as  it 
may  from  time  to  time  find  necessary  for  the  parpoaes  of  this  act, 
remove  the  same  at  pleasure,  and  malce  rales  and  regulations  for 
the  government  and  use  of  the  roadways  or  boulevards  under  its 
care,  breacbea  whereof  shall  be  breaches  of  the  peace,  punisbaMe 
as  such  in  any  court  having  jurisdiction  of  the  same}  and  in 
addition  said  board  shall  liave  the  same  rights  and  powers  over 
and  in  regard  to  the  roadways  or  boulevards  taken  and  constructed 
hereunder  as  are  or  may  be  vested  in  them  in  regard  to  other  open 
spaces  by  said  chapter  four  hundred  and  seven  and  acts  in  amend- 
ment thereof  and  in  addition  thereto,  and  aliail  also  hnve  such 
rights  and  powers  in  regard  to  the  same  as,  in  general,  counties, 
cities  and  towns  have  over  public  wa3's  under  their  control  ;  ^)ro- 
vided,  lioujever,  tliiit  nothing  in  this  act  contained  shall  be  taken  or 
held  to  affect  or  abridge  the  right  of  any  city  or  town  lying  within 
said  dtbUict  to  pursue  ansl  i4j[>relieud,  as  it  lawfully  may  from 
liuie  to  time,  any  person  or  persoua  who  conauit  witliiu  the  limit 
of  said  city  or  town  any  breach  of  any  statute,  ordinance  or 
regulation.  The  liability  arising  out  of  any  defect  or  want 
of  repair  in  any  roadway  or  boulevard  mdntained  by  said 
metropolitan  park  commission  under  this  act,  and  the  rights 
and  remedies  thereto  appertaining,  shall  be  in  all  respect 
the  same  as  those  provided  by  law  in  relation  to  the  repairs  of 
publio  ways  and  bridges,  in  chapter  fifty-two  of  the  Pnblic  Statutes 
and  any  acto  passed  from  time  to  time  in  addition  thereto  or 
amendment  thereof.  Actions  seeking  to  enfoice  sndi  righto  and 
remedies  shall  be  brought  against  the  commissioners  as  such,  bat 
there  shall  never  be  any  personal  liability  on  the  part  of  them 
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or  any  of  them  to  any  peraoo  injored  as  aforesaid  by  reason  of 
•nch  defect  or  want  of  repair.  Kotioea  required  to  be  served 
upon  the  defendant  in  proceedings  hereunder  shall  be  served 
Dpon  the  diairman  of  the  board  or  its  secretary.  AU  soms  re* 
covered  a^nat  said  commission  under  the  fbregmng  prorisionst 
together  with  any  costs  of  suit  and  eouosel  fees,  ezpensea  and  in- 
tereat,  shall  be  taken  and  held  to  be  expenses  of  care  and  main- 
enanoCi  within  the  intent  and  meaning  of  this  act  as  hereinafter 
expressed  and  provided  for.  Said  board  may  maintain  ia  repair 
and  lease  boildingsi  together  with  land  appurtenant  Uiercto,  npon 
any  portion  of  the  property  at  any  time  taken  or  acquired  by  it ; 
and  also  may  erect,  maintiiin  in  repair  and  lease  snch  buildings, 
with  land  appnitenant  thereto,  npon  any  property  at  any  time 
under  its  control,  ;is  may  fairly  be  necessary  to  serve  the  public 
uses  for  which  such  pi  oi>prty  is  held.  Said  board  shall  have  snit- 
able  oOice  accommodations  for  its  purposes,  and  shall  keep  tiie 
plans,  documents,  records  aud  accounts  of  its  doings  at  such 
office,  and  each  year  shall  include  a  rei)ortof  the  same,  with  a  full 
slatemc'ut  of  receipts  and  disbursements  liereundcr  in  the  report 
required  by  said  chapter  four  hundred  and  seven. 

Sect.  4*  The  board  of  aldermen  of  said  city  of  Boston  for  the 
county  of  Suifolk,  and  all  other  counties  lying  partly  within  said 
district  by  vote  of  their  county  commissiooers,  the  cities  within 
said  district  by  vote  of  their  city  governments,  and  the  towns 
within  said  district  by  vote  of  their  selectmen,  are  hereby  re* 
spectively  authorised  and  empowered  to  concur  in  any  taking  by 
said  board,  and  thereby  to  transfer  their  rights  in  any  streets  or 
lands  taken  thereunder. 

Sacr.  Said  board  shall  estimate  and  determine  as  near  aa 
may  be  all  damages  sustained  by  any  person  or  corporation  by 
the  taking  of  land)  or  any  right  therein  under  thia  act;  hot  any 
one  aggrieved  by  such  determination  of  the  board  may  have  such 
damages  assessed  by  a  jury  of  the  superior  court  in  the  same 
manner  as  is  provided  by  law  with  respect  to  damages  sustained 
by  reason  of  the  laying  out  of  ways.  If  upon  trial  damages  are 
increased  beyond  the  award  of  the  l>oard  the  aggrieved  party  shall 
recover  costs,  otherwise  such  party  shall  pay  costs;  aud  costs 
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sbftU  be  taxed  as  in  oivii  oaees;  bnt  no  Buit  for  snob  damages 
Aball  be  broagbt  after  the  expiration  of  two  yean  from  the  date 
of  the  leoording  of  the  taking,  as  required  by  the  foUowiog  eeo- 

tiOQ* 

Snor.  6.  Within  sixty  days  after  any  atreett  way»  land  or 
right  therebi  is  acquired  or  tal^en  under  this  aot,  the  board  shall 
file  and  cause  to  be  recorded  in  the  proper  registry  of  deeds,  a 
description  thereof  snfflcientiy  accarate  for  its  identifioation,  with 
a  statement  of  the  purpose  for  which  the  same  is  acquired  or 
taken  f  which  description  shall  be  signed  by  a  majority  of  said 
board. 

Syr-T.  7.  To  meet  the  expenses  of  taking  and  constructing 
said  roadways  or  boulevards  herein  provided  for,  the  treasurer 
and  receiver  general  shall,  with  the  approval  of  the  f^ovornor 
and  couticil,  issue  scrip  or  certificates  of  debt  iu  the  Timne  of  the 
Commonwealth  and  under  its  seal,  to  au  amount  not  exceeding 
five  hundred  thousand  dollars,  for  a  term  not  exceeding  forty 
years.  Such  scrip  or  certificates  of  debt  shall  be  registered  as 
bonds  or  with  interest  coupons  attached,  and  l)oar  interest  not 
exceeding  four  per  cent,  per  annum,  payable  ou  the  liiftt  days  of 
January  and  July  in  each  year.  Such  scrip  or  certificates  of  debt 
shall  be  designated  on  the  face  as  MetropoUtan  Pariu  Loaa>  Series 
2 ;  shall  be  oonntersigued  by  the  governor,  and  sliall  be  deemed  a 
pledge  of  the  faith  and  credit  of  the  Commonwealth,  and  the  prin- 
cipal and  interest  shsll  be  paid  at  the  times  specified  tiierein,  in  gold 
coin  of  the  United  States ;  and  said  scrip  or  certificates  of  debt  shall 
be  sold  and  disposed  of  at  public  auction  or  in  such  other  mode 
and  at  such  times  and  prices,  and  in  such  amounts  and  at  such 
rates  of  interest,  not  exceeding  the  rate  above-spedfled,  as  the 
goyemor  and  council  shall  deem  best.  The  treasurer  and  re- 
ceiver general  shall  on  issuing  any  of  said  scrip  or  certificates  of 
debt  establish  a  sinking  fund  and  apportion  an  amount  to  be 
paid  tliL'reto  each  year  sufficient  with  its  accumulations  to  ex- 
tinguish the  debt  at  maturity.

of  tbe  snm  ebaiged  to  aoob  oity  or  town  and  be  aseeeaed  upon 
it  In  tbe  apportionment  and  jmeesment  of  itB  annual  state  tax ; 
and  said  treasnrer  shall  in  each  year  notify  each  oity  and  town  of 
the  amonnt  of  snch  assessment^  and  the  same  shidl  be  paid  by 
the  city  or  town  into  the  treasniy  of  tbe  Commonwealth  at 
the  time  required  for  the  pay  meat  and  as  a  part  of  its  state  tax. 
The  amount  of  money  required  each  year  to  meet  the  remaining 
one  half  of  tbe  interest^  sinking  fond  requirement  and  expen^^cs 
aforesaid  for  each  year,  and  deflciency,  if  any,  shall  be  included 
in  and  made  a  part  of  the  annua!  state  tnx  levy. 

Sect.  11.  The  supreme  judicial  court  shall  have  jurisdiction  in

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Development  of  the  Park  System. 

The  first  definite  move  of  the  City  Council  towards  estab- 
lishing  public  parks  in  Boston  was  made  in  1869,  when  a 
committee  was  appointed  to  consider  what  action  should  be 
taken  by  the  city  government  to  pnrcdiase  and  lay  out  a 
public  park.  This  was  due  to  a  petition  for  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  public  park,  signed  by  prominent  citizens 
and  finns. 

Hearings  wore  given,  and  an  order  was  passed  requesting 
the  Mayor  to  petition  for  an  act  to  authorize  the  city  to  take 
lands  in  Boston  or  Ticinity  for  park  purposes,  and  an  act 
was  passed  in  1870.  This  being  prior  to  the  annexation 
of  several  of  the  outlying  towns  to  Boston,  the  act  contem- 
plated the  taking  of  a  portion  of  the  land  required  outside 
the  city  limits,  and  provided  for  a  joint  conmiission,  to 
be  appointed  by  the  State  and  city  authorities.  The  act, 
although  receiving  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  at  the 
State  election,  failed  of  approval  by  the  required  two- 
third  a  vote. 

Mayor  Cobb,  in  1  ^^74,  after  the  annexation  of  the  outlying 
towns,  recommended  that  action  be  taken  to  secure  suitable 
public  parks  within  the  city  limits,  and  the  subject  was 
referred  to  a  special  conmiission,  consisting  of  the  Mayor, 
two  aldermen,  three  conndlmen,  and  three  citisens  at 
laige,  who  submitted  a  valuable  and  interesting  report  advo- 
cating the  establishment  of  public  parks,  and  recommending 
the  passage  of  an  act  for  that  pui^pose.  This  recommenda- 
tion was  acted  upon,  and  in  the  following  year  the  present 
Park  Act  was  passed  and  accepted  hv  a  majority  vote  at  a 
special  election,  which  occurred  June  1875. 

The  Mayor  thereupon  appointed  T.  Jefferson  Coolidge, 
Charles  H.  Dalton,  and  William  Gray,  Jr.,  as  Park  Commis- 
sioners, who  reported  in  1876  a  scheme  for  public  parks. 
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which  has  been  curriod  out  in  its  umiu  features,  the  whole 
formin*;  a  comprehensive  plan  for  improving  and  beautify- 
ing the  city  and  secunn<r  the  beueiit  ihat  parks  afford. 
The  plan  was  received  with  «j^reat  fav  or  ;  resolutions  were 
adopted  at  a  public  meeting  in  Faneuil  Hall  in  support 
thereof,  which  called  for  immediate  and  £iTorable  action 
thereupon  by  the  oitjr  goTemment* 

In  1877,  the  first  action  towards  carrying  ont  these  reoom- 
mendadons  was  taken  by  the  appropriation  of  about  half 
a  million  dollars  for  the  purchase  of  one  hundred  acres  of 
land  and  flats  in  the  Full  Basin,  so  called,  at  the  Back  Bay. 
The  establishment  of  a  park  in  this  location  was  considered 
largely  a  mattt  r  of  sanitary  necessity. 

It  was  not  until  1^<>>1  tliat  further  action  was  taken 
towards  the  camnn*;  out  of  the  scheme  of  the  Conunission- 
ers  for  a  series  of  parks,  when  loans  were  authorized  for 
securing  lands  for  West  Roxbuiy  (now  Franklin)  Park, 
Marine  Park,  Wood  Island  Park,  the  Charles  Hiver  Em- 
bankment, and  the  Muddy  Biver  Improvement. 

In  this  year,  also,  the  CSity  C!ouncil  passed  the  requisite 
order  to  take  the  lands  required  to  incorporate  the  Arnold 
Arboretum  in  the  system  of  parks.  This  was  accomplished 
after  long  consideration  snd  under  negotiation  with  Harvard 
College,  the  object  of  Ae  taking  being  to  open  the  Arbore- 
tum to  public  use  l)y  the  construction  and  maintenance  of 
driveways  and  the  ])olicing  of  the  irrf>unds  by  the  city,  the 
Arboretum  proper  being  continued  under  the  care  of  the 
college.  The  good  results  of  this  union  of  interests  are 
manifested  by  the  recent  action  of  the  authorities  of  both 
the  t  ity  mtk!  college,  by  which  about  seventy  jicres  of  valu- 
able land  belonging  to  the  college  have  been  included  within 
the  Arboretum  on  the  same  terms  as  are  contained  in  the 
original  indenture. 
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During  the  first  period  of  ten  years  from  the  oigi|iiization 
of  the  Board,  relatively  little  was  done  in  the  wagr  of  oon- 
stmction.  It  was  felt  by  the  Conmudsioners  that,  the 
flecaring  of  the  lands  wi»  the  prime  Deoesdty,  *'aad  ■  air 
tfaoagh  some  work  was  done,  chiefly  in '  filling  and  butldiiig 
loads  and  brid^^^^  on  the  Back.  Bay  Fens,  the  work  of  cojoh 
stroction  had  barely  begun. 

In  1885,  the  siteH  of  six  parks  had  been  secured,  and  the 
cost  for  both  land  and  construction  ha<l  reached  four  million  * 
dollars.    Mr.  Dalton,  who  had  served  the  city  as  chairman  of 
the  Board  for  nine  years,  retired,  the  Hon.  benjamin  Uteaik 
taking  his  place. 

The  adoption  at  this  time  of  tho  plan  for  the  improvement 
of  what  was  called  the  West  Roxbury  Park  made  it  desirable 
to  assign  a  name  to  this  location.  Although  on  the  confines 
of  the  town  of  West  Bpzbnry,  it  ^as  equally  on  the  borders, 
of  Old  Boxtraiy  and  Dorchester.  The  vilhige  of  West  Box- 
bury  lay  throe  miles  fiirther  to  the  westward,  through  which 
tiie  West  Bozbary  Parkway  now  runs,  connecting  Arnold 
Arboretum  with  the  Metropolitan  Parks  at  the  Stony  Brook 
Reservation. 

A  resolution  passed  in  1882  by  the  I^oard  ol  Aldermen, 
constituting  a  nmjority  of  the  trustees  of  the  Franklin  Fund, 
recommended  that  the  hundred  years'  earnings  of  the  fund, 
which  will  be  available  in  1891-1892  for  investment  in 
some  public  work,"  be  devotc^d  to  the  payment  of  the  debt 
created  Ibr  the  purchase  of  the  West  Koxbury  Park,  in  whiph 
e^ent  it  "  should  be  called  !EVankUn  Fkurk,  in  honor  of  the 
testator  who  has  so  generously  endowed  his  native  town*?* 

The  Commissioners  suggested  that  a  better  disposition 
of  the  fund  than  the  payment  of  the  park  debt  would  be 
means  for  the  development  and  improvement  of  the  park,  and 
voted  to  adopt  the  name  of  Franklin  Park,  whether  the 
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Fiaoklin  Fund  should  be  devoted  to  this  purpo.se  or  diveiled 
to  some  other  use,  for  reasons  which  were  fully  set  forth 
in  the  eleventh  annual  report  of  the  Board. 

The  establishment  at  this  time  of  a  low  tax  and  debt 
limit  made  the  further  carrying  out  of  the  park  scheme  a 
difficult  matter.  The  Board  accordin(]^ly  inaugurated  the 
policy  of  continuing  the  work  by  lon^-teim  loans  outside  of 
the  debt  iiuiit,  which  has  resulted  in  developing  the  park 
system  in  a  proirressive  and  comprehensive  manner.  From 
18B5  to  181h)  the  number  of  park  sites,  inckidin:^  parkways 
and  playgrouuds,  has  increased  from  six  to  nineteen,  and  the 
cost  has  risen  from  $4,000,000  to  $13,000,000,  tho  greatest 
advance  hating  been  made  since  1890,  when  Col.  Thomas  It. 
Livermore  became  chairman  of  the  Board.  Mayor  Biatthews 
also  took  ooosiderable  interest  in  the  park  system,  and  his 
efforts  fiusilitated  the  work  of  the  Board,  particularly  in  the 
matter  of  construction. 

Mr.  Livermoro  was  succeeded  by  Hon.  Paul  H.  Ken- 
dricken  in  18U3,  who  irave  place  to  U^m.  Charles  F.  Sprague 
in  1894.  Mr.  Sprague  resigned  January  26 ^  1895,  when 
Hon.  John  F.  Andrew,  who  was  serving  a  seeond  term  on 
the  Board,  was  elected  ciiairman,  and  whoso  death  in  May, 
1895,  deprived  the  city  of  the  valuable  services  of  one  whose 
capacity  for  public  aflairs  more  than  once  was  honored  both 
in  the  state  and  nation. 

A  list  of  the  members  of  the  Board  feom  its  organization 
in  1875  will  be  found  in  the  Appendix. 

P  a  UK  CONSTItUCTION. 

The  work  of  park  construction,  carried  on  during  the 
year,  has  been  mainly  that  of  finishing  up  many  details 
which  remained  to  be  done  after  the  eompletion  of  the  drive- 
ways in  the  main  park  system.   This  work,  which  is  folly 
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detailed  in  the  report  of  the  City  Engineer,  printed  in  the 
Appendix,  may  be  briefly  summarized  as  follows :  The  com- 
pletion of  roadways,  drains,  and  plantations  on  Common* 
wealth  ayenne;  the  raising  of  Charlesgate  bridge  and 
approaches,  and  raidng  the  grade  and  resarfiidng  the  drbe 
and  walks  at  Fen  bridge;  the  grading  and  surfiicing  of 
Audubon  road  between  Brookline  avenue  and  the  railroad 
bridge,  and  the  ronstniction  of  wjilks,  walls,  and  fences  at 
Rivcrway  and  Leverett  Park ;  the  completion  of  ))Ounilary 
walls  and  gateways  at  Arnold  Arboretum ;  the  laying  of 
water-pipes  in  Arborway  and  Franklin  Park,  and  the  con- 
struction of  the  resenroir  on  EUigbome  Hill;  the  grading 
of  Forest  Hills  entrance  and  the  grounds  adjoining  Seaver 
street,  including  a  new  entrance  to  Franklin  "Park  from  £lm 
Hill  ayenne ;  the  completion  of  the  bathing  beach  at  Marino 
Park,  and  the  construction  and  opening  of  the  men's  gymna- 
sium at  Wood  Island  Park.  A  contract  has  been  made  for 
the  construction  of  the  beach  and  retiiining-walls  on  that 
part  of  the  park  at  the  North  End  which  lies  north  of  Com- 
mercial street,  the  plans  having  been  approved  by  the  liarbur 
and  Land  Commissioners  and  the  Secretary  of  War. 

Besides  the  work  above  enumerated,  which  has  been  done 
under  the  saperyision  of  the  City  Engineer,  the  Board  has 
completed  the  head-house  at  Marine  Park  and  erected  a 
new  refectory  buildmg  at  Franklin  .  Park,  both  of  which 
were  fully  described  in  the  last  annual  report,  and  will  be 
ready  for  occupancy  the  coming  season.  Pine  Bank  Hou^>e 
at  J  a  ilia  ic a  Park  has  ako  been  reconstructed  for  refectory 
purposes  from  ]A;im  by  Edmimd  M.  Wheelwright,  which 
provide  for  a  main  restaurant  and  sei'ving-room  on  the 
ground  floor,  with  a  terrace  on  the  south  side  facing  the 
pond,  and  a  toilet-room  for  men  opening  from  a  yestibule 
under  the  stairway  on  the  north  side.   The  second  floor 
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contiiins  a  dining-room,  ladies*  parlor,  serving-room,  and 
kitchen.  The  l)asement  is  fitted  with  heating-apparatus, 
laundry,  stonige,  men's  room  and  toilet,  and  the  attic  is  pro- 
vided with  accommodations  for  servants.  The  house  will  be 
ready  for  oocupanoy  in  the  spring,  and  will  furnish  a  much- 
needed  and  convenient  place  for  refreshment  and  shelter, 
heing  centrally  sitoated  in  the  stretch  of  parkways  between 
the  Fens  and  Franklin  Park. 

£llico£t  HoQse  at  Franklin  Park  and  the  tennis-courts  at 
Ellioottdale  were  opened  to  the  pnblic  for  the  first  tine  last 
season,  and  were  much  frequented  by  visitors.  The  new 
buildings  at  Charleshank  and  Charlestown  Heights  were  also 
finished  and  \mi  in  use  during  the  season,  furnishing  accom- 
modations to  the  public  which  were  much  appreciated. 

Plane  for  a  building  at  the  Fens,  to  include  a  boat-landing, 
public  waiting  and  toilet  rooms,  sheds  for  administration 
purposes,  and  to  shelter  the  water-fowl,  were  prepared  by 
the  City  Architect,  a  sketch  of  which  is  herewith  published. 
These  plans  have  not  yet  been  approved,  although  a  building 
to  serve  similar  purposes  will  be  erected  when  the  funds  at 
tJic  disposal  of  the  Board  will  warrant  the  cxpcndiluie. 
When  this  is  done,  the  use  of  the  Fens  water  for  boating  and 
canoeing  will  heconic  popular,  .'ind  accomplish  some  of  the 
objects  for  wliich  this  water  park  was  designed. 

Early  in  the  season,  arrangements  were  entered  into  with 
William  £,  Sheldon  to  equip  the  park  waters  with  a  boat- 
service  proportionate  to  the  requirements  of  the  various 
locations,  so  far  as  the  parks  were  in  a  condition  to  permit 
the  same,  under  a  schedule  of  rates  which  should  render  the 
service  popular. 

Temporary  quarters  and  landings  could  only  be  supplied 
at  first,  but  it  is  the  intention  of  the  Board  to  su|)|)l(Mnent 
these  with  boat-storaire  houses,  and  to  erect  permauent 
quarters  as  soon  as  they  can  be  provided. 
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Under  the  agreement  with  Mr.  Sheldon,  boats  to  the 
number  of  one  hundred  and  eighty-four,  of  the  high  class 
called  for  in  the  specifications,  were  supplied  at  Charles- 
bank,  Leverett  Jamaica  Ftofe,  Franklin  Park,  and 

Marine  Park.  Landings  not  having  been  provided  at 
the  Fens,  many  of  the  canoes  called  for  in  the  aorreement 
were  not  put  in  service,  hut  it  is  the  intention  to  equip  this 
park  the  coming  season,  and  also  to  establish  a  boating- 
statioD  at  Charlestown  Playground.  Two  electric  launches 
were  placed  on  Jamaica  Pond  the  latter  part  of  the  season, 
and  a  steam  launch  and  naphtha  launch  were  fumisbed  at 
Marine  FSsrk,  there  being  no  facilities  at  the  bitter  place 
for  obtaining  power  for  electric  laundies. 

The  service  at  Marine  Flark  for  ferrying  to  and  from 
Castle  Island  was  inadequate  and  difficult  of  execution, 
particularly  at  low  tide,  when  the  inside  wharf  was  inaooes- 
8il)le.  This  has  ])een  remedied  hv  the  dredirin*;  of  a  channel 
from  deep  water  to  a  point  near  the  wharf,  and  by  the 
building  of  two  steam  launelies,  especially  desiLcned  for  the 
purpose,  which  will  l)e  put  in  operation  the  cominij  year. 
A  copy  of  the  agreement  and  specifications  for  the  boat- 
service  will  be  found  in  the  Appendix. 

The  Board  thiii  year  was  enabled  to  provide  ^equate 
fiMulities  and  the  labor  required  for  clearing  the' snow  from 
the  park  ponds  and  keeping  the  ice  in  oondition  for  skating. 
Something  had  been  done  for  this  purpose  the  previous 
year  by  spraying  and  flooding  the  men*s  gymnasium  grounds 
at  Charlesbank  and  Wood  Island  Bsrk.  A  photograph  of 
the  latter  place,  taken  in  1895,  before  the  erection  of  the 
gymnastic  appanitus,  will  show  to  what  extent  the  facilities 
alh>i  ded  at  thi^i  remote  ground  were  availed  of  by  the  public. 
The  result  of  the  ciTorts  of  the  I>oard  in  this  direction  during 
the  winter  is  fully  detailed  in  the  City  Engineer's  report, 
together  with  views  of  the  apparatus  in  operation. 
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In  addition  to  the  care  of  the  ice  at  Charlesbank  for  skat- 
ing, the  Bourd  is  trying  the  experiment  of  keepins;  open  the 
bathroom  connected  with  the  gymnasium  for  free  hatha 
during  the  winter. 

The  remauaing  work  on  the  park  system,  if  the  plans  of 
the  hmdscape  architects  are  carried  out  in  full,  was  estimated, 
wt  the  begimiing  of  last  year,  to  require  about  five  miilion 
doUats,  as  follows :

Work  aggregating  about  $500,000  has  since  been  done  or 
provided  for  by  appropriations. 

Some  of  the  estimates  were  made  up  from  insufficient  data, 
because  detail  plans  were  lacking;  but  the  table  represents 

approximately  the  comparative  cost  of  completing  the  parks 
at  tlie  time  the  estimaten  were  made,  and  it  will,  therefore, 
serve  the  purposes  of  tki^  report. 
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With  fhd  exception  of  the  Stnmdway,  It  is  not  so  e68«iitial 
that  the  work  of  oontstraotion  should  be  pushed  with  such 
rapidity  as  the  preceding  work  of  opening  up  the  parks  and 
parkways  to  public  use.  A  loan  of  one  million  dollars  dur- 
ing the  coming  year  should  b©  provided.  This  will  enable 
the  pjoiii'd  to  settle  out>laiuiiiig  land  damages  amounting  to 
about  $200,000  ;  to  continue  the  gt^neral  work  of  the  day-labor 
force  ;  to  construct  the  Long^vood  bridge,  which  is  depend- 
ent upon  action  by  the  town  of  Brookline,  also  to  meet  the 
expense  of  the  bridge  at  Forest  Hills,  which  will  carry  the 
raOroad  over  the  parkway,  and  which  is  now  under  con- 
struction by  the  railroad  company;  to  build  driveways  at 
the  Arboretum  and  West  Boxbuiy  Parkway ;  to  complete  the 
park  at  the  North  End,  and  to  erect  much-needed  buildings 
there  and  at  Castle  Island,  Franklin  Furk,  Fkranklin  Field, 
Jamaica  Park,  the  Fens,  and  Gharlestown  Playground. 

As  the  parks  assume  a  more  finished  aspect,  the  comfort 
of  the  public  using  them  should  receive  the  first  considera- 
tioTi ;  ht  lice  the  necesHity  for  the  erection  of  the  al>ove-men- 
tioned  l>iii Mings.  The  construction  of  the  boundary  roads 
of  the  parkways  is  re(juired  for  the  proper  development  of 
theacyoining  territory,  and  the  r^ulting  increase  of  taxable 
values  on  land  and  new  buildings  erected  will  inure  to  the 
benefit  of  the  public  treasury. 

The  contemplated  improvements  at  Marine  Park  and 
Castle  Island  and  some  of  the  work  at  Fnu&klin  Park  can 
be  postponed  for  tiie  present,  if  that  course  is  considered 
expedient  for  finandal  reasons.  The  rest  of  the  work  can  be 
done  with  moderate  annual  appropriations  of  such  amount 
as  is  required  to  maintain  the  present  working  force.  A 
smaller  force  would  be  less  economical,  while  the  progress 
made  with  it  would  be  too  slow  to  suit  the  pubiiic  demands. 
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Stkandwat. 

The  plans  for  the  coostructiou  of  that  part  of  the  Strand- 
way  between  Marine  Park  and  O  street,  where  will  be 
located  the  yacht-clubs  and  boat-hoasea,  have  been  prepared 
and  accepted  by  the  Board,  and  contracts  will  soon  be 
advertised  for  this  section  of  the  work.  The  intention  of 
these  plans  is  to  concentrate  the  yachtmg  and  boating  in* 
terests  at  the  point  nearest  the  anchoi  ai,a:,  leaving  the 
rest  of  the  Strandway  comparatively  free  from  anything 
of  the  kind.  The  result  of  driving  out  the  priMito  yards, 
where  boat  building  and  repairing  is  now  ciirried  on,  will  no 
doubt  l)c  inconvenient  at  first  to  the  yn^hting  interests,  but 
it  is  ex{)ccted  that  yards  in  other  loi  utions  not  far  i-emoved 
from  the  yachting  centre  will  soon  take  their  places.  The 
removal  of  the  business  from  this  location  will  be  a  great 
advantage  to  real  estate  in  this  section  of  South  Boston, 
in  addition  to  the  improvement  which  will  be  brought 
about  by  the  constraction  of  the  Strandway,  snd  the 
added  value  to  the  adjoining  lands  for  dwelling-house  par- 
poses.  The  increase  of  the  present  appropriation  to  three 
hundred  thousand  dollars,  recommended  by  the  Mayor  in  ' 
his  inaugural  address,  will  enable  the  grading  to  be  done  as 
f:ii  as  IT  street,  and  it  is  to  he  hoped  that  the  City  Council 
will  second  the  Mayor's  proposition. 

Tho  huildinnr  of  the  Strandway  from  H  street  to  the  Old 
Colony  railroad  will  shut  in  a  considerable  area  of  marsh 
and  flats,  at  the  head  of  the  bay,  from  the  flow  of  the  tidp, 
except  through  such  sluices  as  may  be  provided  for  the 
purpose.  The  territory  is  held  by  a  number  of  owners,  any 
of  whom  would  find  it  exceedingly  difficult,  if  not  impos- 
sible, to  fill  his  land  independently  of  the  others.  The  im- 
possibility of  securing  concurrent  action  in  this  respect,  and 
the  chance  that  tJie  enclosed  area  would  become  unsanitary 
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if  left  to  individual  efforts  of  Improvement,  are  sach  that  the 
problem  would  seem  to  justify  an  appeal  to  tiie  General 
Court  for  the  power  to  treat  the  matter  in  a  oomprehensive 
way,  similar  to  that  taken  in  the  case  of  the  MiUer^s  river 
fiats,  which  were  filled  by  the  city  under  a  special  act  which 
authorized  the  assessment  of  the  cost  upon  tho  estatea  bene- 
fited. The  could  be  done  at  the  iiiiuiimuii  expense  by 
hydniulic  dredges,  and,  with  the  constniction  of  sf  reefs 
under  the  hiprhway  act,  the  whole  area  would  be  reclaimed 
an(i  prepared  for  a  market  which  its  sifrhtly  location  would 
command.  The  Br)ard  recommends  that  the  next  Legislature 
be  petitioned  for  authority  to  carry  out  the  plan. 

Abnold  ABBOBsnnc  and  Busset  Pabk. 

Mention  was  made  in  the  last  annual  rc|)oi't  of  the  Board, 
of  the  i»roposed  extension  of  the  Arnold  Arljoretum  to  take 
in  the  Bussey  i)roperty  on  Peters  Hill.  This  enlarge- 
ment of  the  Ar}x)retum  was  made  under  authority  of  a 
special  act  of  the  Le<nslature,  which  will  be  found  in  the 
Appendix,  together  with  a  copy  of  the  indenture  made  witli 
the  President  and  Fellows  of  Harvard  College.  The  agree- 
ment follows  in  general  terms  the  original  indenture  of 
1882,  and  provides  for  the  additional  name  of  Bussey  PSrk 
to  that  of  Arnold  Arboretum.  Grading  plans  for  the  drive 
on  the  north  side  of  the  hill  from  South  to  Walter  streets 
have  lK?en  pre})ared,  and  as  the  agreement  calls  for  the  con- 
struction of  this  driveway  within  two  years,  nothing  should 
be  permitted  to  delay  tin  \\rirk.  The  Board  is  about  to 
install  a  stone-rrushinir  phmt  in  the  quarry  reservation  on 
Bussey  street  to  obtain  material  for  use  on  the  roads  to  be 
constructed  in  the  extension  of  the  Arboretum  and  in  other 
I)arta  of  the  park  system. 
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Nbponset  Valley. 

House  Bill  No.  143,  accompanying  a  petition  of  Charles 
F.  Adams,  2d,  and  others,  looks  to  the  authorizatioD  of  the' 
Metropolitan  Baric  Goaumssion  to  appropriate  lands  and 
construct  roadways  or  boulevai'ds  from  Squantum  Head,  in 
Qnincy,  to  Boston,  and  to  the  Blue  Hills  Reservation.  The 
plan  outlined  in  the  proposed  act  is  to  secure  the  preserni- 
tion  of  the  natural  features  of  the  shore  from  Squantum 
Head  to  ]\IciTy mount  Park,  in  Quiiic y,  ])y  the  construction  of 
a  {)aikway  along  the  shore,  conncctiii<?  with  the  Blue  Hills 
Reservation,  ami  by  a  branch  with  the  JSeponset  river  near 
the  Hancock-street  bridge.  This  Board  was  asked  to  pub- 
licly favor  the  plan  as  a  reasonable  scheme  for  the  develop- 
ment of  the  southern  part  of  the  Meti  opolitan  District,  and 
as  a  benefit  to  the  city  of  Boston.  While  not  opposed  to 
the  plan,  the  Board  declined  to  take  any  active  interest  in  the 
matter,  believing  that  any  scheme  for  parkways  in  this  part 
of  the  Metropolitan  District  should  be  sufficiently  comprehen- 
sive to  include  the  borders  of  the  Neponset  river  to  Hyde  Pt&rk, 
particularly  as  the  land  along  the  river  at  Mattapan  is  being 
developed  for  building  purpohea,  and  the  beauties  of  the 
river  banks,  shown  u\  the  accompanying  photograph,  will  be 
quickly  destroyed  unless  secured  for  park  purposes. 

DOBOHESTEB  PaBK. 

The  hindscape  architects  have  submitted  a  preliminary 

plan  for  the  improvement  of  Dorchester  Park,  which  has  not 
been  adopted  tor  the  reason  thai  it  includes  property  now  in 
the  possession  of  the  Convalescents'  Home  of  the  City  Hos- 
pital, and  the  Street  Department  ledge  lot  on  Codrnan 
sti-eet.  The  Board  is  of  opinion,  however,  that  the  plan 
merits  consideration,  and  will  confer  with  the  Mayor  and  the 
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trustees  of  the  hospital  with  a  view  to  reconciling  the 
various  interests  aii'ected. 

lip:sTRicrrioNS  on  Paiik  Frontages. 

The  conditions  which  the  Board  has  seen  fit  to  impose 
npon  abutters  who  desire  to  open  frontages  from  their  lands 
to  the  roadways^  which  have  been  oonstniGted  on  the  borders 
of  oertain  of  the  parks  and  parkways,  are  as  follows :  Ftnt^ 
that  the  use  of  the  premises  shall  be  limited  to  dwellings 
and  their  accessories,  no  liveiy  or  public  stable,  or  mechani- 
cal or  mercantile  business  to  be  permitted ;  second^  that 
dwellino-s  whall  not  exceed  sevents  tVct  in  hci^rht  or  be  did- 
figured  on  top  with  clothes  yards  in  \now  from  the  drive- 
way* ;  third,  that  the  cost  of  buildiniis  .shall  he  such  m  to 
exclude  undesirable  tenements ;  fourth,  that  the  front  walls 
of  buildings  shall  not  be  placed  nearer  the  park  line  than 
twenty  or  twenty-five  feet,  according  to  the  location,  and 
that  within  the  space  thus  reserved  only  the  usual  projec- 
tions appurtenant  to  the  front  walls  of  buildings,  such  as 
steps,  porticoes,  piazzas,  bays,  and  oriel  windows,  shall  be 
pennitted. 

These  restrictions  are  no  more  onerous  than  owners  of 
larcfo  tracts  in  dwelling-house  districts  usually  impose,  of 
their  own  Tree  will,  upon  purchasers  of  their  property,  except 
in  the  limit  of  the  height  of  buildings.  The  desirability  of 
this  restriction  has  lately  been  exemplified  in  the  apartment 
building  now  being  completed  on  Commonwealth  avenue  at 
Berkeley  street.  It  is  ftar  to  aasert  that  had  such  a  contin- 
gency been  foreseen,  the  Commonwealth  would  have  placed 
a  similar  restriction  upon  its  lands,  and  it  can  readily  be  be- 
lieved that  other  owners  of  houses  on  Commonwealth  avenue 
would  have  welcomed  such  a  restriction  as  would  have  saved 
the  •avenue  from  so  great  a  dialigurement  as  the  erection  of 
the  apaitment-bouse  referred  to. 
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A  largo  part  of  the  entire  frontage  from  the  Fens  to 
Franklin  Park  has  been  brought  under  these  restrictions  by 
agreement  with  the  owners  of  the  lands.  There  are  two  or 
three  isolated  caaes  of  lots  having  little  depth,  and  firoatiog 
OQ  otiier  streets,  where  the  imposition  of  the  restrictions  would 
prove  a  hardship,  and  the  owners  are  tiierefoxe  disinclined  to 
join  in  the  agreement.  To  meet  such  cases,  the  Board,  with 
the  consent  of  the  Mayor,  has  petitioned  the  Legislature  for 
an  amendment  of  the  act  authorizing  the  establishment  of  a 
building  line  on  public  wjiys,  t^o  as  to  make  its  provisions 
applical)le  to  parks,  parkways,  and  bouk  vai  da,  and  to 
include  a  provision  with  refierence  to  the  height  of  buildinga 
to  confoi*m  to  the  usual  park  restrictions. 

Some  slight  variations  in  the  restrictions  above  men- 
tioned, which  have  been  placed  upon  lands  fronting 
on  the  parkways,  having  occurred,  such  as  a  height  of 
sixty  feet  for  buildings,  as  at  first  required,  instead  of 
seventy  feet,  as  now  fixed,  it  would  seem  desirable  in  the 
matter  of  uniformity  of  restrictions  to  adjust  these  differences 
by  mutual  agreement.  Such  an  instrument  would  require 
the  approval  of  the  Mayor  and  the  authority  of  the  City 
Council  to  make  it  binding  on  the  city.  An  order  prepared 
by  the  Law  Departuieut  will  be  submitted  later  for  such 
action. 

The  placing  of  bill-boards  on  lands  bordering  the  parks 
and  parkways  has  become  such  a  nuisance  as  to  call  for 
some  means  for  regulating  the  business.  The  report  of  the 
landscape  architect  deals  with  this  sabject,  and  the  Board 
recommends  that  legislation  be  applied  for  on  lines  therein 
suggested. 

Park  Police. 

By  an  act  of  last  year  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  city  of 
Boston,  the  park  police  were  made  regular  police  offioers

of  the  city,  and  were  placed  under  the  control  of  the  Police 
Board.  This  action  wao  taken  against  the  judgment  of  this 
Board,  and  it  may  be  assumed  that  the  result  of  the  action. 
80  fiur  as  it  baa  been  tried,  is  not  aatiafactory.  The  park 
police  was  composed  chiefly  of  veterans  of  the  war  of  the 
Bebellion,  who  would  not  be  considered,  physically,  up  to  the 
standard  required  of  candidales  for  the  regular  foree.  They 
were  not  alone  police  offieen,  whose  dnty  it  is  to  deal  with 
oriminalB,  bat  they  were  more  properly  park  guards  or 
guides,  or  keepers,  similar  to  those  in  the  parks  of  most 
American  and  foreign  cities,  who  are  directly  under  the 
authority  of  tlie  Park  Boards;  this  having  been  proved  to 
be  the  most  practical  metho*!  of  caring  for  park  property. 
The  pay  of  these  men  wa**  somewiiat  less  than  that  of 
the  regular  police,  and  they  were  not  entitled  to  a  pen- 
sion on  retirement.  A  part  of  the  force  was  employed  only 
in  summer,  and  additional  men  were  employed  on  holidays 
and  Sundays,  thus  enabling  the  Board  to  double  the  force  at 
the  times  when  the  parks  were  most  largely  occupied.  Un* 
der  this  policy,  the  park  guards  were  a  more  efficient  and 
much  more  economical  body  than  the  men  now  detailed 
for  that  duty,  although  the  personnel  has  not  been  <^nged. 
This  Board  believes  that  the  action  transferritig  the  force 
to  the  Police  Board  was  not  well  considered,  and  the  result 
of  the  new  system  will  in  the  end  be  detrimental  to  the 
interests  of  the  parks  :  liut  as  the  change  has  come  about 
by  the  direct  action  oi'  the  Legislature,  against  an  adverse 
committee  report,  there  seems  to  be  uo  retnedy  unless  by  a 
reversal  of  this  action  by  the  General  Court.  Meanwhile, 
the  police  force  now  employed  for  service  in  the  public 
parks  should,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board,  be  supplemented 
by  special  men  in  the  employ  of  the  Department,  who  could 
act  under  its  direction  and  carry  out  its  orders  and  regu- 
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lations  regarding  the  use  of  specified  portions  of  the  parks, 

such  as  the  piaygrounds  and  picnic  gnrnvs,  the  regulation 
of  traffic,  the  opening  and  closing  of  the  park  gates  at  cer- 
tain hours,  uud  similar  duties.  A  l)ill  tu  acconiplisli  t]>ese 
purposes  by  authoiizing  the  employment  of  .such  ppecial  men 
as  may  be  deemed  necessary,  in  tlie  manner  in  which  corpora- 
tions  now  employ  special  police  within  their  precincts,  will 
be  submitted  to  the  Legislature  with  the  approyal  of  the 
Mayor. 

PuBUO  Parks  and  Bbal  Estate. 

With  regard  to  the  influencci  of  public  parks  on  the  neigh- 
boring real  estate,  no  recent  figures  have  been  made.  In 
1890  the  Board  published  a  statement  of  the  increase  in  value 
of  the  Back  Bay  lands  since  the  establishmGnt  of  the  park. 
By  this  table  it  will  be  found  that  the  land  alone  was  trebled 
in  value  in  thirteen  years,  while  the  valuation  of  land  in  the 
rest  of  the  city  daring  the  same  period  inereased  only  eigh- 
teen per  cent. 

The  increased  taxes  on  this  land,  without  including  the 
buildings  erected,  aggregated  oyer  two  million  dollars — a 
sum  more  than  sufficient  to  pay  tJie  entire  cost  of  the  improve- 
ment at  that  time.  The  increased  taxes  on  new  buildings 
erected  on  these  lands  yielded  one  and  one-half  millions 
more  of  revenue. 

While  the  increase  in  the  value  of  the  lands  liniug 
other  parks  of  the  city  has  not  shown  a  like  phenomenal 
growth,  present  indications  point  to  a  largely  increased 
revenue  from  this  cause  in  the  future,  which  may  justif}'  the 
opinion  expressed  in  the  earliest  report  of  the  Board  that  the 
establishment  of  public  parks  will  have  the  tendency  to 
lessen  the  rate  of  taxation  instead  of  increasing  it. 

The  cost  of  the  land  taken  for  the  Back  Bav  Fens  aver- 
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aged  about  t\relvo  cents  per  foot;  the  cost  of  improving  the 
site  brings  the  preiient  cost  of  the  land  up  to  fifty-two  cents 
per  .srpiare  foot,  while  the  adjoining  land  is  selling  at  three 
dollars  to  five  dollars  per  foot,  although  the  growth  of  the 
city  has  not  as  yet  brought  very  mach  of  it  into  the  market. 

The  cost  of  Franklin  Park  land  avenged  abont  seven  cents 
per  foot,  and  the  oost  of  improrement  about  an  equal  amount, 
or  a  total  of  fifteen  cents  per  foot,  whiob  is  a  moderate  valua- 
tion for  this  ms^ificent  property,  where  land  adjoining  will 
bring  from  fifty  cents  to  a  dollar  per  foot. 

The  same  result  is  shown  in  the  case  of  the  whole  park 
system,  the  avorage  cost  of  which  to-day  is  only  six  cents  per 
foot  for  the  land  and  about  eight  cents  per  foot  for  improve- 
ments. 

The  total  cost  of  the  entire  {)ark  system,  after  ail  contem- 
plated improvements  axe  made,  as  now  estimated,  will  not 
exceed  twenty  cents  per  foot.  It  is  fortunate  that  a  system 
so  complete  and  admirable  in  every  respect  could  have  been 
secured  and  built  at  such  a  moderate  cost.

Sis  :  The  following  notes  of  oar  doings  in  oonneotion  with 
the  work  of  the  Boston  Park  Commission  during  the  year  1895 
are  respectfully  submitted : 

GompoiatiTely  slow  progress  has  been  made  dozing  the  past 
year  in  the  execution  of  the  adopted  designs  for  the  several 
unfinished  parks  and  parkways.  Oharlesbank  and  Charlestown 
Heights,  the  EenS|  the  Biverway,  and  the  Arbotetum  (except  the 
newly  added  area)  may  be  fiiirly  called  oompfeted^  but  the  designs 
for  Lererett)  Jamaica,  Wood  Island,  Maiine/and  Franklin  Parks 
have  thus  far  been  only  partially  executed.  The  design  for  a 
pleasure  ground  at  the  Korth  End,  adopted  and  published  last 
year,  has  been  put  into  the  form  of  working  drawings,  and  con- 
struction has  begun  under  direction  of  the  engineer  in  charge. 
Tlie  comparatively  small  areas  preempted  by  the  Commission  for 
pleasure  grounds  for  Dorehestor  and  Brighton  are  yet  to  be 
designed,  as  is  the  Peters'  Hill  addition  to  the  Arboretum  and 
the  newly  acquired  parkway  extending  from  the  Arboretum  to 
Bellevue  Hill  and  Stony  Brook  Beservation.  Plans  for  the  Dor- 
cheater  recreation  ground,  for  the  addition  to  the  Arboretum,  and 
the  West  Boxbuxy  Parkway  will  be  prepared  during  the  coming 
year.  The  Brighton,  or  Burry's  Comer,  Playground  cannot  well 
be  planned  until  the  treatment  of  the  Charles  Biver  Beservap 
tion,  upon  which  this  ground  abnto,  is  more  clearly  determined  by 
the  Metropolitan  Park  Commission. 

In  siute  of  the  decreased  activity  of  the  Department  of  Con> 
stmction,  numerous  minor  adjustmento  have  been  required  in  the 
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plans  for  special  works  or  localities.  For  ezample,  the  plaais  for 
vails  and  approaches  in  the  immediate  Tioinity  of  the  Befectoij 
in  Franklin  Park  have  been  revised,  and  detailed  working  draw- 
ings prepared.  The  plan  for  that  portion  of  the  Strandway 
which  is  to  be  oocapied  by  yacht  clubs  has  been  improved.  The 
plans  for  the  stone  viaduet  by  which  the  Providence  railroad  is 
to  cross  the  Parkway  at  Forest  Hills  have  been  made  to  include 
an  archway  for  the  side  road  on  the  north,  as  was  originally 
intended. 

Reports  have  been  filed  advising  against  the  nndertaking  of 
several  works  suggested  by  persons  interested  in  the  develop- 
ment of  the  parks  $  for  example^  against  roofing  the  temporary 
bridge  to  Castle  island ;  against  the  immediate  building  of  the 
proposed  public  wharf  at  the  southern  end  of  Q  street ;  against 
constructing  an  observation  tower  in  the  Arboretum ;  and  against 
the  establishment  of  a  swimming-Mliool  at  Jamaica  pond  until 
Jamaica  Park  shall  be  nearer  completion. 

During  the  winter  of  1S95,  steps  were  taken  by  the  Commission 
to  establish  a  service  of  pleasure  boats  at  Marine  Park,  Charles- 
bank,  Leverett  and  Jamaica  Parks.  As  boats  are  often  very  dis- 
figuring to  the  scenery  of  ponds,  we  were  concerned  to  secure  the 
use  of  none  but  the  neatest  and  best-looking  craffc.  The  excel- 
lent boats  eventually  supplied  by .  the  contractor,  Mr.  Sheldon, 
accorded  with  the  prescriptions  of  his  contract,  and  it  was  unf  or- 
tonate  that  the  Commission  was  able  to  provide  the  boating 
public  with  only  the  cheapest  and  most  temporary  accommoda- 
tions at  the  landings. 

Perhaps  the  most  important  questions  which  have  arisen 
daring  the  year  have  been  connected  with  the  parkways  and  the 
boundary  roads  of  the  parks.  Commonwealth  avenue,  between  the 
Public  (garden  and  Massaohusetfcs  avenue,  presents  an  opportunity 
for  the  eventual  development  of  a  dignified  and  noUe  rectilinear 
parkway.  As  at  present  constructed,  the  details  of  the  avenue 
are  only  crude  and  cheap  makeshifts ;  and  such  they  had  better 
remain  until  the  time  comes  when  the  city  and  the  adjoining 
land-owners  shall  be  able  to  invest  half  a  million  dollars  in  pro- 
viding the  uniform  sidewalks,  tiie  evenly  spaced  trees,  the  archi- 
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tectural  curbs,  posts,  ramps,  aeatB,  fiagstaffs,  and  oandelabray 

which,  with  well-plaeod  monuments,  will  cause  the  avenue  tO 
fulfil  its  highest  possibilities,  and  bring  to  the  city  and  tlie  State 
fitting  retarns  for  the  expenditures  of  each.  Meanwhile,  it  is 
much  to  be  regretted  that,  while  suitable  restrictions  hare  beea 
imposed  upon  abutting  land-owners  with  respect  to  a  uniform 
"building  line,"  no  corresponding  restriction  is  in  for<?o  respect- 
ing the  height  to  which  structures  may  be  carried.  The  effect  of 
the  architectural  penpeotiTe  will,  of  oouisCy  be  ruined  if  the 
retreating  sky  lines  are  permitted  to  become  excessively  irr^- 
ular.  The  uniform  building  line  agreed  to  by  all  owners  is 
undoubtedly  a  benefit  to  all;  for  a  building  pushed  forward 
beyond  the  line  would  damage  adjacent  property,  as  well  as  the 
general  appearance  of  the  avenue.  A  building  carried  upwards 
beyond  the  usual  elevation  is  similarly  damaging  in  the  financial 
as  well  as  the  aesthetic  sense.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  opportu* 
nity  for  the  making  of  a  really  splendid  Commonwealth  avenue 
may  be  saved  for  the  next  generation  by  the  immediate  limitation 
of  the  height  of  adjacent  buildings  to  something  much  below  the 
present  statute  limit  of  125  feet. 

Along  the  curvilinear  lines  of  the  roads  bordering  the  Fens, 
and  Leverett  and  Jamaica  Parks,  few  new  houses  have  yet  been 
builti  but  many  will  appear  before  long.  The  broad  sidewalks 
adjacent  to  these  building  lands  are  constnicted  with  a  contin- 
uous strip  of  turf  5  feet  wide  adjacent  to  the  curb  or  gutter,  and 
in  these  strips  sliade  trees  are  planted  at  regular  intervals.  So 
long  as  the  adjacent  private  lands  remain  unoccupied,  these 
planting  strips  serve  simply  as  a  neat  finish  for  the  edge  of  the 
driveway,  while  the  walk  itself  is  surfaced  with  gravel  only. 
Where  detached  houses  already  exist,  or  when  such  are  con* 
structed,  the  sidewalks  may  advisably  be  finished  with  macadam, 
and  the  paved  surface  carried  through  the  planting  strip  to  the 
edge  of  the  roadway  midway  between  trees,  but  not  otherwise. 
Where  blocks  of  houses  already  emt^  or  when  such  are  con- 
structed, curbs  should  be  set  and  the  whole  width  of  the  side- 
walk paved,  preferably  with  brick  (on  account  of  the  air  and 
moistoie  which  will  thus  be  accessible  to  the  tree  roots) ;  but  it

would  be  well  for  the  Park  OommissioiL  to  piovide  suitable  iron 
gratings  to  be  inserted  in  tbe  brick  paTemeat  about  each.  tree. 
When  pziYate  caniagewaya  are  permitted  to  eross  these  side- 
walks, they  should  not  be  depressed  and  embed  like  street  road- 
ways, bat  should  rise  from  the  gutter  nearly  to  the  sidewalk  level 
as  quickly  as  possible.  Bveiy  effort  should  be  made  to  preserve 
uniformity  in  the  paviug  of  the  sidewalk,  and  regularity  in  the 
spacing  of  the  sidewalk  trees. 

From  the  Fens  to  Jamaica  Park,  these  side  roads  of  the  paiks 
and  parkways  are  alxeady  built  to  their  full  widths,  save  for 
the  sidewalks.  The  boundary  roads  are  also  finished  in  ao> 
OQrdance  with  the  plans  along  the  eastern  and  southern  borden 
of  Jamaica  Park  and  part  of  the  eastern  border  of  the  Arboretum. 
That  part  of  Seaver  street  which  forms  the  northern  side  of 
Franklin  Park  has  been  completely  finished.  The  side  roads 
remain  to  be  built  along  the  Arborway,  while  the  boundary  roads 
on  the  northern  and  western  borders  of  Jamaica  Park  and  the 
southern  and  western  borders  of  F^nnklin  Park  have  not  yet  been 
even  planned  in  detaiL 

Blue  Hill  avenue,  forming  the  eastern  boundary  of  Franklin 
Park,  is  now  in  process  of  widening,  in  accordance  with  plans 
drawn  up  by  the  Street  Commissioners  after  several  consultations. 
The  plan  adopted  pushes  the  west  side  line,  of  the  avenue  45 
feet  into  the  park.  When  finished,  the  new  avenue  will  have 
here  a  total  width  of  110  feet,  subdivided  as  follows,  counting 
from  the  eastern  side:  sidewalk,  10  feet;  planting  strip,  5  feet; 
roadway,  48  feet;  electric-car  reservation,  32  feet;  and  path,  16 
feet  The  nearest  point  on  the  important  circuit  road  of  the 
park  will  be  only  160  feet  distant  from  the  widened  avenue,  but 
the  Street  Commissioners  have  agreed  to  construct  an  intervening 
ridge  with  material  excavated  elsewhere  in  the  course  of  their 
works,  while  plantations  of  trees  will  complete  a  suitable  dividing 
screen. 

Plans  for  the  advisable  rectification  and  widening  of  Canter> 
bury  street  and  Morton  street,  forming  the  southern  and  western 
boundaries  of  Franklin  Park,  are  now  under  discussion.  Canter* 
bury  stieet  may  veiy  naturally  become  the  route  of  an  electrio- 
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car  line,  in  which  case  a  separate  track  reservation  should  be 
provi-lt-tl  on  tlio  park  side  of  tlie  roadway.  Tii  eonscfiuence  of  the 
extou>ioii  of  Forest  Hills  Ceinetory,  Morton  street,  where  it 
borders  the  park,  has  eeased  to  be  a  street  in  the  ordinary  sense, 
and  has  become  a  traffic  road,  traversing  public;  lands,  and  leading 
south-east  from  Forest  Hills,  just  as  Glen  road  leads  in  the  same 
direction  from  Jamaica  Plain.  Such  roads,  havini^  no  buildings 
along  tliem,  and  so  being  fr^e  from  all  danger  of  oustrnctiou  by 
standing  vehicles,  need  never  be  so  broad  as  ordinary  streets.  If 
Morton  street  should  be  reconstructed  with  10  feet  of  single  side- 
walk, 5  feet  for  tree  planting,  and  36  feet  for  roadway,  it  would 
doubtless  prove  amply  wide. 

Along  the  western  borders  of  the  Arboretum,  the  old  highways 
known  as  Ceutre  street  and  "Walter  street  ought  to  be  similarly 
widened  before  the  number  of  abutting  buildings  increases. 
When  the  Tiortheru  part  of  West  Roxbury  shall  become  a  little 
more  uensely  inhabited,  Centre  street  will  almost  necessarily 
become  the  route  of  an  electric-car  line,  and  the  street  ought  to 
be  laid  out  acx^ordingly  before  the  operation  becomes  costly. 

Upon  private  lands  adj;u;ent  to  several  of  the  boimdary  roads 
and  jiarkways,  huge  advertising  boards  or  "hoardings"  have 
bt'  11  s' t  up  during  the  past  year,  to  the  disgust  of  all  sensible 
persoiLs.  Throughout  the  State,  similar  advertising  has  greatly 
increased  of  late,  "hoardings"  being  placed  on  private  lands 
witliin  view  of  all  the  principal  railroads  and  highways.  It 
seems  that  the  Public  Statutes  permit  the  painting  or  posting  of 
advertisements  on  natural  or  artificial  objects,  wherever  the  con- 
sent of  the  owner  can  be  obtained  by  the  advertiser.  Moreover, 
the  penalty  attached  to  such  painting  or  posting  without  consent 
is  very  small,  while  the  difficulties  in  the  way  of  catching  offend- 
ing persons  are  great.  It  is  obvious  that  the  conditions  are 
favorable  for  a  rapid  increase  of  the  advertising  plague  through- 
out the  countr}',  until  the  vacant  lands  adjacent  to  every  much- 
frequented  spot  shall  all  be  adorned  by  reminders  of  soaps,  pills, 
and  tonics. 

That  such  advertising  is  in  many  places  damaging  to  puk}iic 
interests,  and  even  to  private  property,  cannot  be  doubted.  It 
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should  be  allowed  only  as  the  keeping  of  dogs,  the  building  of 
stables,  the  opening  of  diinldng-salooos,  and  the  giving  of  puUie 
entertainments  aie  allowed  in  eivilized  commnnitles ;  namelyr 
upon  permit  gianted  bj  poliee  oommisaioneis  or  selectmen. 
Public  opinion  undoubtedly  oondenms  such  advertising  along  the 
Boston  parkways,  and  it  is  lamentable  that  the  statutes  «re  so 
far  behind  the  times  as  to  prevent  the  exeeution  of  the  public 
will  in  this  matter. 

The  Boston  porks,  after  nearly  twenty  years  of  effort,  have 
only  lately  reached  that  stage  of  development  which  enables  the 
general  public  to  begin  to  understand  what  parks  really  are  and 
what  the  designing  of  them  means.  Crowded  populations  need 
space  for  exercise,  for  air,  and  for  obtaining  the  refreshing  sense 
of  openness,  and  the  si^t  of  sky,  distance,  and  landscape,  of 
whidi  they  are  so  completely  deprived  in  the  streets.  The 
AdirondackSj  the  White  Mountains,  and  the  Ifaine  woods  supply 
for  many  persons  who  can  afford  to  travel  to  them  the  needed 
antidote  to  city  Hfe.  The  nearer,  more  thoroughly  humanized 
and  yet  unsophistioated  landscape  of  rural  townships  affords 
annual  refreshment  to  thousands  of  others.  For  the  recreation 
of  those  who  must  remain  in  town,  why  is  it  not  possible  to  pur- 
chase an  attractive  and  acceptable  runil  are%  comprising  woods, 
fields,  streams,  and  ponds,  and  preserve  it  forever  in  that  charm- 
ing condition  which  is  the  product  of  the  natural  partnership  of 
man  and  naturef  No  gravel  paths  are  half  so  charming  as  the 
turfed  wood-roads  of  New  England  farms,  no  shrubbery  so  pleasing 
as  those  which  nature  rears  along  the  farmer's  walls,  no  pools  so 
lovely  as  those  which,  fringed  with  natural  growths,  fill  and  drain 
away  according  to  the  season  and  the  supply  of  the  run. 

Possibly  it  is  a  pity  that  such  preservation  of  rural  conditions 
in  public  parks  is  impossible,  but  that  it  is  impossible  is  certain. 
The  woodland  and  the  farming  land,  the  embowered  pond,  the 
river  banks,  which  possessed  such  fresh  beauty  and  such  virgin 
charm  so  long  as  they  were  frequented  merely  by  the  fanner  ajid 
his  boys,  occasional  sportsmen,  or  ihe  owners  of  the  country 
seat,  will  inevitably  be  despoiled  of  much  of  their  attractiveness 
when  they  are  invaded  by  thousands  of  persons  every  week  or 
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afternoon.  The  undergrowth  of  the  woods  is  soon  broken  and 
trampled,  the  beantifdl  fringe  of  the  little  pool  is  rednoed  to 
mire,  the  old  trail  along  the  river  bank  is  soon  worn  so  wide  and 
deep  that  the  roots  are  exposed  and  the  trees  slowly  killed. 
But,  beoaose  it  is  thus  impossible  to  preaerre  the  charms  belong- 
ing to  the  quiet  obnntry-side^  is  it  necessary  to  abandon  the 
attempt  to  secure  for  city  people  some  measure,  at  least)  of  that 
refireshment  which  they  so  sorely  needf  The  Boston  parksy 
incomplete  as  they  still  are,  already  answer  this  question  in  the 
negative.  Formed  slowly,  in  accordance  with  weH-^tudied  plans, 
it  is  now  evident  that  Charlesbank  and  Charlestown  Heights, 
the  Fens  and  the  Parkway,  Leveretty  Jamaica,  and  Franklin 
Parks  supply,  each  in  its  own  way,  kinds  and  means  of  recrear 
tion  both  helpful  and  valuable.  Fresh  air  and  exercise  in  |)lea8ant 
surroundings  are  obtained  at  the  two  first-named  places.  The 
Fens  and  Parkway  will  furnish  miles  of  agreeable  roads  which, 
with  all  the  adjacent  houses  of  the  future,  will  command  views 
of  stream-side  scenery  very  unusual  in  the  midst  of  a  city. 
Lastly,  in  Frsnklin  Park  there  is  found  a  leafy  screen  whidi 
hides  the  town,  a  breadth  of  view,  an  openness,  a  peculiar 
kind  of  scenery,  which,  in  spite  of  necessarily  broad  roads  and 
gravel  .walks,  is  very  Qefreshing,  interesting,  and  beautiful  in  a 
high  degree.  Such  park  scenery  bears  little  resemblance  to 
either  the  ideal  landscape  of  painters  or  the  so-called  natural 
landscape  of  farms,  orchards,  and  wood-lots.  'So  designer  of 
parks  has  ever  pretended  to  imitate  either  of  these  kinds  of 
kndsoape,  and-  no  sensible  person  will  criticise  a  park  for  the 
absence  or  presence  of  either.  It  is  the  calling  and  duty  of  the 
consdentions  landscape  architect  to  devise  ways  of  arranging 
land  and  its  aoc(Anpanying  landscape  so  that  whatever  the  pai^ 
ticular  purpose  in  view  may  be,  the  result  shall  be  aa  thoroughly 
convenient  and  at  the  same  time  as  thoroughly  beautiful  as 
possible.  This  is  the  problem  which  presents  itself  in  countless 
forms — in  the  smallest  suburban  lot  and  the  finest  country-sea^ 
the  new  seaside  pleasure  resort  and  the  new  factory  town,  the 
public  school-boys'  playground  and  the  ornate  city  square.  The 
country  park  of  a  great  city  presents  this  universal  problem  in 
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one  of  ite  most  difficult  7)hasos.  Such  a  park  is  a  tract  of  land 
dedicated  to  a  particular  jmrpo.se,  namely,  the  refreshment  of 
the  iKKlies  and  souls  of  i^reat  numb<?rs  of  people,  lu  ariauging 
land  and  landscajie  with  this  purpose  in  view,  it  is  undoubtedly 
desirable  to  follow  as  far  as  possible  the  dictates  of  poetic  and 
artistic  feeling  for  hreadth  of  composition  and  picturesqueness 
of  detail.  On  the  otiier  hand,  it  is  a  law  of  nature  which  must 
not  be  forgotten,  tliat  satisfying  b'iauty  springs  from  fitnes:^  or 
aflaptatioii  to  purpose  much  more  surely  and  directly  than  1 1  >in 
added  fjrnament  or  the  most  careful  imitation.  At  all  events,  it 
is  in  this  faith  that  the  undersigned  have  worked  for  years  upon 
the  [ilans  and  designs  of  thn  Boston  parks,  with  what  measure  of 
success  ouly  time  can  determine.

Mk  I'.DWAiiD  Ct  HoDG£S,  Chairman  Board  of  Fark  Commis- 
sioners : 

Sir:  I  herewith  submit  the  following  report  of  the  work  done, 
and  of  the  matters  of  interest  in  connection  wit}\  tlie  work  placed 
under  my  direction,  by  your  lioard,  the  worn.  l)eing  continued 
under  the  immediate  charge  of  Assistant  Engineer  £.  W.  Howe : 

COMMOirWBALTH  AtKNUE. 

The  construction  of  the  driveways  from  Arlington  street  to 
Beacon  street  was  completed  so  late  in  the  season  of  1894  th;ir, 
it  was  necessary  to  do  considerable  work  in  the  spring  to  put 
them  in  proper  condition. 

A  drain  was  built  from  near  the  Ericson  statue  to  the  covered 
channel  of  Stony  brook  to  take  the  surface  water  from  that  por- 
tion of  the  avenue  between  Massachusetts  avenue  and  Charlesgate 
East,  and  the  old  catch-basins  which  were  formerly  drained  by  the 
leaching  of  the  water  through  the  ground  were  connected  with  this 
drain. 
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A  cross-walk  has  been  laid  acioss  tiie  avenue  at  Kenmore  street. 

Tlie  [)lantations,  where  they  abut  on  the  cross-streets,  have  beeu 
gracieil  so  as  to  turn  the  water  from  tlieiu  and  the  central  path 
into  the  gutters,  in  order  to  prevent  its  flowing  across  the  side- 
walks. 

In  the  summer  thf  trees  were  badly  infested  with  the  Orr/f/ia 
leueosf  if^may  or  tussock  moth,  and  a  number  of  hoys  were  employed 
for  the  purpose  of  destroying  the  cocoons  and  eggs  of  tlie  first 
brood  of  the  moths.  The  caterpillar  hatched  from  th(3  eggs  laid 
the  previous  fall  completes  its  work  of  destruction  in  June,  and 
then  spins  its  cocoon  in  crevices  of  the  bark  of  trees  or  otlier 
sheltered  spots;  the  moth  emerges  about  the  twenty-first  of  June, 
and  lays  its  egg  upon  the  surface  of  the  eoeoon ;  the  eggs  hatch 
in  a  few  weeks,  and  a  second  brood  of  caterpillars  attiiekn  the 
foliage  of  the  trees  ;  these,  in  turn,  go  tlirough  the  various  stages 
of  development  and  deposit  their  eggs  iu  the  same  manner  as 
before;  these  cgga  do  not  hateli  until  the  following  spring.  The 
eggs  can  be  readily  found  and  easily  destroyed  when  the  trees 
are  free  from  foliage.  The  work  whicli  was  done  in  July  and 
August  was  much  more  dithcult  than  it  would  liave  been  if  done 
in  the  winter,  but  it  was  very  satisfactory,  aud  very  little  damage 
was  done  by  the  second  brood  of  caterpillars,  and  very  few  of 
the  eggs  can  now  be  found.  The  trees  will  be  thoroughly  exam- 
ined during  the  coming  month,  and  all  eggs  found  destroyed,  so 
that  there  will  probably  be  little  damage  done  by  thia  insect 
during  the  next  summer. 

The  Fens. 

The  bridge  over  the  Boston  and  Albany  railroad  on  Oharles- 
gate  West  having  settled  so  as  to  interfere  wit})  trathc  on  the 
railroad,  it  was  closed  to  travel  in  May;  the  bridge  superstructure 
was  raised  17  to  20  inches,  and  the  abutments  and  adjoining  re- 
taining walls  were  built  up  to  the  new  gnule,  the  sidewalks  and 
driveway  on  the  approaches  were  brought  up  to  grade  and  re- 
surfaced, and  the  curbstones  reset. 

A  portion  of  the  drive  aud  walks  iidjoining  Fen  bridge,  which 
ha<l  settled  so  that  they  were  not  properly  drained,  were  raiiied 
and  resurfaced. 
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Stonfi  seats  and  a  curbing  linv-'  been  built  amund  the  founda- 
tion of  the  John  Boyle  O'Keiily  statuo  on  the  triangular  ar»^a  at 
the  junction  of  Boylstou  entrance  willi  the  Fenway.  Tke  founda- 
tion  for  the  mouumeut  was  built  in  1894. 

RlVERWAY. 

Drives,  Hides,  and  Walks.  —  The  only  work  under  this  head 
during  tlie  year  has  been  the  surfacing  of  that  portifm  of  Audu- 
bon road  between  Brookline  avenue  and  the  Boston  and  Albany 
railroad.  This  has  been  completed,  with  the  exception  of  the 
boundary  walk  and  a  jiart  of  the  -vralk  near  the  administration 
building.  Granite  steps  have  been  built,  leading  from  the  walk 
to  the  entrance  to  tlie  building. 

Wall.  —  Ninety-five  lineal  feet  of  retaining  wall  have  i^eeii 
built  between  Loncfwood  avenue  and  Park  street  on  the  line  of 
the  parkway,  oonnectmg  two  sections  of  wall  previously  built. 

Levekett  1'ark. 

Walks.  —  All  of  the  walks,  except  those  on  the  hill  north  of 
Ward's  pond,  have  been  finished. 

Walls  and  Fences.  —  The  walls  on  Perkins  street  were  jx)inted 
in  the  spring,  and  an  iron  fence  261  feet  in  length  was  built  on 
top  of  the  wall  on  the  easterly  side  of  Chestnut  street. 

Miscdlaneoiis.  —  A  temjiorar}^  boat-lauding  was  built  on  Lever- 
ett  pond.  Ilepairs  have  been  made  to  the  pumping-station  build- 
ing and  machinerj',  and  a  new  drain  built  from  the  pump  welL 
A  sewer  has  been  built  by  the  Street  Department  from  Pond 
avenue  through  the  park  drive  to  Castleton  street,  and  a  branch 
is  now  l>eing  built  from  Castleton  street  to  Perkins  street. 

The  grounds  prepared  for  planting  in  1894  have  been  piautcd 
or  seeded,  but  much  remains  to  be  done. 

Jakaioa  Park. 

Boating  Service.  —  Three  temporary  boat-landings  have  been 
built ;  the  permanent  landing  near  Pond  street  was  floored  over 
with  plank  and  a  canvas-covered  shelter  built  upuu  il.  A  wire 
was  laid  imdeigronnd  from  Centre  street  to  the  boat-landing  for 
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the  purj)ose  ol  supplying  electric  current  to  the  electric  launches, 
two  of  vvhicli  were  put  into  service  in  July.  A  large  number 
oi  row-boats  and  canoes  were  also  put  into  service  at  the  same 
time. 

Mtfrrfort/. —  The  Perkins  mansion,  while  in  process  of  recon- 
struction for  use  as  a  refectory,  was  burned  on  March  5th. 
Kearly  the  whole  of  the  interior  and  the  roof  were  destroyed, 
but  the  walls  were  not  materially  injured.  New  plans  were  at 
once  prepared  hy  the  architects,  Messrs.  Wheelwright  and  Haven, 
and  the  work  is  now  nearing  completion.  A  sewer  is  being  built 
to  connect  the  building  with  the  sewer  in  Jamaicaway  at  Perkins 
street. 

Miscellan^'ous.  —  A  short  flight  of  steps  has  been  built  on  the 
walk  leading  from  tlio  northerly  end  of  the  pond  to  Jamaicaway. 

Repau  s  li  ivo  been  made  to  the  gate-house  and  to  the  conduit 
across  Perkin:^  street. 

AUBOBWAT. 

No  work  has  been  done  except  at  the  crossing  of  the  New  York, 
New  Haven  and  Hartford  railroad,  where  the  railroad  company 
have  begun  the  erection  of  the  bridge  which  is  to  carry  the  rail- 
road over  the  parkway  and  Morton  street. 

About  350  feet  of  water-pipe  on,  the  line  of  pipe  leading  from 
Jamaica  pcnid  to  FiankHn  F«ik  has  been  laid  at  the  above 
Cfossing. 

AuxoLO  Akbokktum. 

The  boundary  wall  on  Centre  and  Walter  streets  has  been 
finished^  and  the  walls  and  posts  for  a  gateway  at  the  Forest 
Hills  entrance  have  been  built. 

Plans  are  being  prepared  for  a  stone-crushing  plant  to  be 
located  on  the  reservation  in  the  extension  of  the  Arboretum, 
south,  of  Bossey  street. 

WSST  BOXBUBT  PaeKWAT. 

Considerable  work  was  done  on  the  topograpliical  snrrey  in 
the  early  part  of  the  year,  but  it  was  discontinued  on  account  of 
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the  press  of  other  work.    Work  on  the  survey  has,  however, 
been  recently  resumed. 

The  exterior  liutjs  of  the  Parkway  have  all  been  marked  on  tho 
ground  by  stone  bounds. 

Fbakkliv  Pabk. 

Forest  HUls  Entrance.  —  The  brid^,  whieh  was  nearly  finishe<i 
a  year  ago,  and  described  in  the  last  report,  has  been  entirely  . 
completed.    The  drains  have  all  been  built,  and  a  portion  of  the 
drive  .sui  iaeed.    The  ledge  at  the  junction  with  Circuit  drive  has 

been  removed. 

Seaver  St  re  fit.  — The  walks  and  slopes  on  the  park  side  of  the 
street  have  been  finished,  uud  trees  have  been  jilanted  on  the 
northerly  side  of  the  street.  The  road  from  opposite  Elm  Hill 
avenue  to  the  westerly  end  of  the  Greeting  has  been  completed. 

Refectonj,  —  This  building,  begun  m  1894,  is  not  yet  finished, 
but  it  is  expected  that  it  will  be  early  lu  the  spring.  The  wall 
supporting  the  ternicc  in  front  of  the  building  was  finislied  early 
in  the  year.  The  drive  leading  to  the  refectory  from  the 
Greeting  is  nearly  sub-graded,  and  a  wall  is  being  built  ou  the 
westerly  side  of  it. 

Water  Supply.  — Water-pipes  have  been  laid  from  Forest  Hills 
street  to  the  reservoir  on  Hagbome  hill.  There  yet  remain 
about  4,000  feet  of  pipe  to  be  laid  on  Arborway  to  complete  the 
line  from  Jamaica  pond  to  the  reservoir. 

The  reservoir  is  completed  and  ready  for  use.  It  is  entirely 
below  the  original  surface  of  the  ground,  and  was  excavated 
chiefly  in  rock,  the  bottom  resting  entirely  on  rock.  This  would 
have  made  the  cost  of  the  reservoir  excessively  high,  except  for 
the  fact  tiiat  the  exoaTation  served  as  a  quarry,  from  which 
material  for  road  surfacing  was  obtained.  Inasmuch  as  the  level 
of  the  water  in  the  reservoir  could  not  well  be  kept  at  a  constant 
height,  and  its  appearance,  if  exposed,  would  be  unsightly,  it 
was  thought  best  to  have  it  oorered. 

The  side  walls  are  perpendicular,  of  American  cement  concrete, 
with  a  thickness  nowhere  less  than  one  foot,  the  remaining  space 
between  the  oonciete  and  the  ledge  being  filled  with  dry  rabble. 
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Brick  piers,  16  inob^s  square  and  10  feet  liigh,  and  10  feet 
apart,  were  built  for  supporting  the  roof.  On  these  piers  aiohed 
ribfl  of  briek  masoniy  were  built,  running  lengthwise  of  the 
reservoir,  the  rise  of  the  arches  being  1  foot,  the  span  8  feet 
8  inches,  the  width  18  inches,  and  the  thickness  at  the  crown 
8  inches;  the  spandrels  were  levelled  up  to  the  top  of  the 
arches.  The  ribs,  together  with  the  side  walls,  serve  as  supports 
for  the  cylindrical  arches,  of  which  there  are  seven,  running 
lengthwise  of  the  reservoir ;  these  latter  arches  are  of  Portland 
cement  concrete,  with  a  rise  of  one  foot  in  a  span  of  8  feet  8 
inches,  and  are  8  inches  in  thickness.  Manholes  were  built  in 
each  longitudinal  arch. 

The  bottom  of  tlie  reservoir  is  covered  with  a  layer  of  Ameri- 
can cement  concrete  6  inches  thick.  The  bottom  and  the  side 
walls  were  covered  with  a  layer  of  Portland  cement  mortar 
i  inch  thick,  and  then  the  whole  surface  of  the  side  walls, 
bottom,  and  piers  were  covered  with  two  coats  of  pure  cement 
wash. 

The  top  of  the  reservoir  is  covered  with  loam  with  a  least 
depth  of  2|  feet 

The  10-inch  force  main,  which  also  serves  as  a  supply  main, 
brandies  in  a  manhole  just  outside  the  reservoir  and  near  one 
comer;  each  branch  is  provided  with  a  gate  and  check  valve. 
The  branch  which  supplies  the  reservoir  enters  about  6  inches 
above  the  bottom,  and  is  carried  diagonally  across  the  reservoir 
nearly  to  the  fiuther  comer,  where  it  ends  in  a  globe-shaped 
casting  with  an  opening  on  top ;  the  pipe  is  supported  on  brick 
piers.  The  branch  which  serves  for  an  .outflow  pipe  passes  under 
the  bottom  of  the  reservoir  a  short  distance,  and  terminates  with 
an  opening  at  the  level  of  the  bottom ;  it  is  embedded  in  concrete. 

At  the  northeasterly  comer  there  is  an  outlet  for  draining  the 
reservoir  and  an  overflow  pipe ;  this  outlet  is  connected  with  the 
drainage  system  of  the  park,  so  that  by  its  use  water  can  be  sup- 
plied to  the  ponds  in  the  park* 

The  reservoir  covers  an  area  of  9,723  square  feet,  and  has  a 
ctiipacity  of  861,000  gallons,  which  is  estimated  to  be  a  week's 
supply,  in  the  driest  time,  for  water-carts  on  the  drive  between 
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the  reservoir  and  Jamaica  Park,  and  also  for  supplying  tho 
loss  by  evaporation  from  the  ponds  in  Franklin  Park. 

Overlook  Building.  —  Changes  were  made  early  in  the  year  in 
the  basement  of  this  biulding  in  order  to  enlarge  the  women's 
lavatory  about  one-half. 

MUieeUMe  and  Cottage,  —  The  cottage  was  opened  in  Jane, 
with  a  matron  in  charge,  and  was  kept  open  until  November  14. 
There  were  a  great  many  visitois,  and  the  dressing  and  bath 
rooms  were  Urgely  used  by  tennis  players. 

Tennis  eonrts  were  laid  out  on  tiie  field,  the  department  for- 
nishing  the  poles  and  keeping  the  courts  marked.  The  players 
provided  their  own  nets,  baUs,  and  xscketSi  which  they  oouH 
cheek  and  leave  in  the  cottage  when  not  in  use.  The  use  of  this 
ground  is  destined  to  be  very  popular.  Its  existence  is  not 
generally  known,  but  it  was  no  unusual  sight  during  the  past 
summer  to  see  twenty  courts  occupied  at  one  time. 

IBaedUmeom* — A  temporary  boat-landing  was  built  at  Scar- 
boro  pond,  and  a  boating-service  was  maintained  here  through  the 
season. 

A  donkey  service  was  established  for  Sundays,  and  was  veiy 
much  enjoyed  by  the  children. 

The  number  erf  sheep  is  now  221,  there  having  been  ^  sold  in 
the  fall. 

Fbasxlih  FimD. 

A  wooden  fence  767  feet  in  length  has  bsen  built  on  the  line 
between  the  park  property  and  the  cemetery  on  the  easteilj 
side. 

The  only  other  work  done  during  the  year  has  been  the  oaring 
for  the  grass.  The  turf  has  improved  in  condition  generally, 
although  there  has  been  some  settlement,  due  to  the  withdrawal 
of  the  water  from  the  soil  by  the  underdrains.  Cracks  also  ap- 
peared in  the  turf;  these  and  the  low  places  have  been  filled. 

During  the  latter  part  of  the  season  tiie  new  ground  was  used 
for  baseball  and  football  games. 

In  October  the  first  militaiy  parade  occurred  on  this  ground. 
Battery  A  of  the  Massachusetts  Volunteer  Militia  occupied  a 
portion  of  the  field  on  the  occasion  of  its  fall  field<d^. 
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The  water  was  tamed  on  to  the  field  on  Beoember  9,  and  the 
fint  skating  was  on  December  14. 

BOBCHBSTBB  PABK. 

No  work  has  been  dono  here  during  the  year. 

DORCHKSTBRWAT. 

No  work  of  constmction  has  been  done  here  during  the  year 
by  the  Park  Department.  The  Street  Department  has  l)uilt  a 
sewer  on  the  smitherly  side  of  the  parkway^  between  Pond  street 
and  Dorohester  avenue. 

An  arrangement  was  made  with  the  Street  Department  by 
which  tliat  department  "kept  the  completed  drive  sprinkled  during 
the  season,  the  expense  being  charged  to  the  Park  Department. 

Stkandway. 

Considerable  work  has  been  done  in  making  surreys  and  plans 
for  the  construction  of  that  portion  of  this  parkway  east  of  O 
stieety  but  owing  to  the  delay  in  determining  the  method  of 
construction  at  the  sites  to  be  oeoupied  by  the  yaeht  elubsif 
nothing  farther  has  been  donew 

Habutjs  Paxk. 

FUUnff*  —  The  work  to  be  done  under  the  oontraet  with  Wil- 
liam L.  Miller,  dated  July  27, 1894»  was  finished  on  November 
2L  The  total  amount  of  filling  done  under  this  oontraet  was 
217jlI81  enlnc  yards,  at  47  cents  per  cubic  yard. 

Iron  Fier,  ^  The  settlement  of  the  filling  has  broken  some  of 
the  columns  at  the  shore  end  of  the  pier,  so  that  it  will  be  neces- 
sary to  put  new  foundations  under  them.  As  but  slight  injury 
has  been  done  to  the  supeistrueture,  and  the  movement  of  the 
columns  has  nearly  oeased,  it  will  be  well  to  delay  the  repairs 
until  the  movement  has  entirely  stopped. 

Tre^uent  measurements  are  being  taken,  and  the  structure  is 
being  carefully  watched  to  see  if  any  further  damage  oeours. 

Head  IToifM.  —  The  building  itself  has  been  oompleted  and 
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turned  over  to  the  Department.  Several  minor  contracts  for 
laundry  machinery,  electrical  machinery,  and  lighting  fixtures 
are  yet  unfinished. 

MUcellanemtg.  —  After  the  new  building  is  occiipifid  tlieie  will 
be  no  further  use  for  the  old  refeefeoiy  boildmi;,  and  it  shonld  bo 
removed  and  the  grounds  in  its  Tidni^  graded  and  planted. 

In  June  a  floating  theatre  was  allowed  to  be  located  alongside 
the  Castle  island  bridge.  It  was  maintained  by  a  private  cont- 
pany,  and,  having  proved  a  financial  fulnre,  was  removed  on  July 
18. 

Baoge  lights  have  been  erected  on  the  wooden  pier  by  the 
United  States  Lighthoase  Department,  and  an  underground  wire 
laid  to  them. 

A  channel  has  been  dredged  from  the  west  wharf  at 
Castle  island  to  deep  water,  for  the  benefit  of  the  boating- 
servioe. 

The  watering  of  the  driveway  was  done  tJirooghout  the  season 
by  the  Street  Department,  at  the  expense  of  the  Park  Depart- 
ment. 

Public  Pabk,  Nobtb  Ekd. 

Surveys  and  plans  have  been  made  for  the  oonstmetion  of  a 
portion  of  this  park.  A  contract  was  made  on  November  4  with 
Trumbull  and  Byan  for  grading  and  building  walls  and  drains  on 
that  portion  of  the  park  north  of  Commercial  steeet  for  the  sum 
of  f 41,752.  This  work  is  now  in  progress. 

Wood  Island  Park. 

The  iron  fence  around  the  gymnasium  ground,  and  the  iron 
frames  for  supporting  the  gymnastic  apparatus,  were  completed 
late  in  the  summer,    The  cost  of  this  work  was  $2,923.25. 

The  gymnastic  ap|)aratus  was  furnished  and  erected  by  the 
Narmj^nsett  Machine  Company,  of  Providence,  R.I.,  at  a  oost  of 
$1,401.78.   Itoonsists  of  the  following  pieces  :

Considerable  grading  was  required  in  the  gymnasium  ground, 
and  a  cinder  tiadk  20  feet  wide  and  one-fourth  of  a  mile  long 
was  boilt  around  the  grounds.  A  shed  for  ehest  weights,  with 
lockers  for  small  articles,  and  fences  around  the  places  for  shot 
throwing  and  the  cable  slides  have  also  been  built 

The  gymnasium  was  Opened  on  September  6.  The  attendance 
until  the  close  of  the  season  was  43^366.  The  apparatus  was  dis- 
mantled on  Jannaiy  4,  and  preparations  made  for  skattng,  of 
which  an  account  will  be  found  under  the  general  head  of 
Skating. 

An  area  of  the  playground  was  covered  with  loam  and  sodded 
for  use  as  a  cricket  ground. 

The  gymnasium  ground  is  very  wet  after  a  hoKvj  tw,  and 
should  be  undeidralned  during  the  coming  spring. 

Chablkhtown  Heiquts. 

The  building  has  been  provided  with  fixtures  for  liirHting.  It 
was  opened  on  June  17,  and  dosed  for  the  winter  on  ^November 
14.    A  matron  was  in  charge. 

During  August,  a  class  in  kindergarten  work  was  conducted 
under  the  direction  of  the  Maesachnsetts  Emergency  and  Hy- 
giene Association. 
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Chakubstowv  Platgrouivd. 

]No  work  has  l>een  done  here  during  the  year  except  to  care  for 
the  filling  done  by  the  city  teams  mid  others. 
The  area  now  filled  approximately  to  grade  is  7.3  acres. 

Charlesbank. 

Men*s  Chjmmoshtm. — ^  The  new  building;  was  occxipied  on  Sep- 
tember 30.  It  is  2^  stories.  On  the  ground  floor  there  is  a 
large  toilet-room  for  the  public,  a  room  for  the  use  of  the 
person  in  charge  of  the  lx)ating-service,  a  foreman's  room,  a 
workmen's  room,  ritid  a  room  for  the  heater.  On  tlie  second 
floor  is  an  oflice  lor  the  superintendent  of  the  gyninasinm,  a 
large  locker  and  rlressing  room,  containing  liK>  lockers,  a  Uiilet- 
room,  and  a  bath-room,  provided  with  6  shower-baths  and  other 
fixtures. 

The  attic  floor  is  used  as  a  store  and  work  room.  The  building 
is  lighted  by  electricity  and  is  heated  by  hot  water ;  both  hot 
and  cold  water  are  supplied  to  the  toilet  and  biith  rooms.  The 
entrance  to  the  gymnasium  is  through  this  building,  and  by  a 
bridge  from  the  second  floor  across  the  running-traick.  Turn- 
stiles with  a  registering  attachment  are  pl;w;ed  at  this  entranoe 
so  that  a  rec^ord  of  the  attendance  can  be  kejit. 

The  gymnasium  un  ls  were  used  for  skating  during  Feb- 
ruary, but  were  closed  during  March  and  April.  They  were 
opened  on  May  1,  and  kept  open  until  January  3,  when  tlie 
apparatus  wa.s  dismantled,  and  the  grounds  flooded  for  skating. 
During  the  season  the  gymnasium  was  open  on  197  days,  the 
total  estimated  attendance  being  about  w<H>,()00. 

During  the  year  there  were  four  accidents:  three  of  these  were 
while  tlie  gymnasium  was  in  use,  and  were  slight ;  the  fourth 
was  during  the  skating  season,  a  little  girl  having,  been  quite 
severely  injured  while  attempting  to  climb  over  the  fence. 

Women^a  Gymnasium. — The  enlargement  of  the  biiiltling  was 
completed  early  in  the  season,  and  it  was  ojiemnl  on  May  15. 

The  buikliug  has  been  doubled  in  size,  and  now  contains  on 
the  first  floor  a  general  waiting-rooxn,  an  ofiice  for  tlie  buperm- 
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tendent,  a  large  dressing  and  locker  room,  containing  124  lockers, 
toilet  and  bath  roornn,  it  heater-room,  foreman's  and  workmen's 
rooms,  and  a  store  shed.  On  the  second  floor  there  is  a  toilet- 
room  for  women,  and  a  hall  which  is  used  for  gymnastic  exercises 
on  stormy  days.  A  full  iiccount  of  the  work  of  the  gymn;usium 
during  the  year  will  be  found  in  the  report  of  the  Massachusetts 
Emergency  and  Hygiene  Association,  which  has  charge  of  the 
work. 

MiscellaneotLs.  —  A  drain  was  baUt  in  the  spring,  connecting 
the  women's  building  with  the  sewer  in  Charles  streeti  the  drain- 
age having  been  previously  disehaiged  into  the  xiver. 

The  gronnds  and  walke  aie  in  good  condition. 

The  sea-wall  needa  pointing  badly,  and  it  should  be  done  early 
in  the  next  season. 

As  during  the  past  year  the  first  attempt  baa  been  made  on  a 
large  scale  to  maintain  ice  in  a  condition  for  skating,  an  aoooont 
of  the  work  done  and  the  results  obtained  may,  perhaps,  be  of 
interest. 

Heretofore^  the  appropriation  for  maintenance  has  been  so  • 
small  that  very  little  could  be  done,  and  that  only  on  the  smaller 
groonds  of  Charlesbank  and  Wood  Island  Park. 

Preparations  were  made  to  keep  tiie  ice  in  good  eondition  on 
the  larger  areas  of  Jamaica  Pond  and  Franklin  Field.  During 
the  skating  season^  a  year  ago^  Yisits  were  made  to  Boger 
Williams  Park,  in  Providence,  BX,  CSentral  Park,  Hew  York,  and 
Prospect  Park,  Brooklyn,  N.T.,  and  through  the  kindness 
of  the  superintendents  of  those  parks  much  Tsluable  information 
was  obtained.  We  are  also  indebted  to  the  Superintendent  of 
South  Park,  Chicago,  and  the  Superintendent  of  Parks  of  Ifinne- 
apolis  for  their  assistaiice. 

The  work  which  we  have  done  during  the  year  was  largely 
experimental,  and  therefore  more  expensive  than  is  likely  to  be 
the  case  in  the  future  to  seeure  the  same  results. 

The  only  natural  water  surfaoe  or  pond  where  the  ice  hss  been 
cared  for  is  Jamaica  pond,  which  has  an  area  of  65  acres. 
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This  pond  does  not  freeze  over  until  quite  late,  so  that  the  skat- 
ing season  is  shorter  here  than  at  other  grounds.  If  the  ice 
forms  to  a  considerable  thickness  before  it  becomes  covered  with 
snow,  the  work  is  much  simpler  than  it  is  when,  as  was  the  case 
this  year,  there  is  a  heavy  snowfall  while  the  ice  is  too  thin  to 
support  horses  ;  the  snow  prevents  the  ice  from  forming,  and  the 
only  resource  is  to  make  holes  at  frequent  intervals  ;  the  weight 
of  the  snow  forces  the  water  up  through  the  ice ;  the  snow  soon 
becomes  saturated,  and  when  frozen  it  is  usually  strong  enough 
to  support  horses,  bat  it  is  too  rough  for  skating,  chiefly  on 
account  of  the  tracks  made  by  the  men  when  making  the  holes. 
It  is  therefore  necessary  to  plane  the  ice.  For  this  purpose  a 
special  ice-plane  was  purchased.  It  consists  of  a  square  frame  or 
sled;  the  niimers  of  which  are  adjustable  in  height  with  reference 
to  the  knife ;  the  latter  is  fixed  to  the  frame  at  right  angles  to 
the  line  of  twrel  j  ftt  the  back  there  is  a  pair  of  handles  by  which 
a  man  oan  gidde  the  plane,  and  there  is  also  a  seat  for  the  driver. 
The  plane  eats  a  width  of  62  inehes,  and  can  be  easily  hauled  by 
two  horses ;  with  it  from  2}  to  3  acres  can  be  planed  in  a  working 
day.   It  leaves  the  iee  with  a  retry  smooth  sui&ce. 

For  removing  the  chips  left  by  the  planer,  a  scraper  has  been 
used,  of  the  same  pattern  as  is  used  in  Central  Park,  New  YoriL 
It  consists  of  two  vertical  sides  of  boards,  8  feet  in  length  and  18 
inches  high,  joined  together  at  one  end  at  an  angle  of  GO  degrees, 
the  point  being  boarded  over  to  form  a  seat  for  the  driver.  The 
open  end  has  a  strong  brace,  placed  about  midway  at  the  height, 
and  securely  bolted  to  the  sides,  to  tiie  ends  of  which  the  draught 
rope  is  attached.  The  inside  fiuses  of  the  sides  have  strips  of 
thin  iron  or  steel  ftotened  to  them  at  the  bottom;  a  handle  is 
attached  at  the  point  for  lifting  it  This  scraper  is  used  with 
cme  horse,  and  is  dragged  over  the  ice  with  the  open  side  in 
front.  When  a  load  is  obtained^  it  is  dragged  to  the  bank,  where 
the  driver  lifts  the  back  comer,  thus  clearing  the  snow,  tarns  the 
scraper  on  the  &ont  corners,  and  starts  for  another  load.  This 
scraper  clears  the  ice  in  a  very  satisfkctoiy  manner.  It  can  be 
used  for  clearing  off  light  snow, —  a  depth  of  8  inches  having 
been  cleared  successfully.  The  scoop  scraper  used  by  ice  com- 
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panies  is  yeiy  usefol  for  piling  the  snow  on  to  the  hanks,  and 
thus  preventiug  the  settlement  of  the  ioe  along  the  shoie. 

Where  the  number  of  skaters  is  large,  the  ioe  beoomes  worn  in 
a  short  time,  so  that  it  is  necessary  to  clean  it  Por  this  purpose, 
we  have  used  one-horse  8treefr«weeping  machines  loaned  to  us 
by  the  Street  Department  The  rims  of  the  wheels  were  wound 
with  wire  to  prevent  slipping.  The  maehines  swept  the  material 
on  the  ioe  into  windrows,  and  then  the  triangular  scrapers  hauled 
it  to  the  shore.  This  operation  could  be  repeated  for  several  days 
in  succession ;  after  a  time,  however,  the  ice  would  become  worn 
so  unevenly  that  it  would  be  necessary  to  plane  it  again.  If  a 
crust  forms  on  the  surface  of  the  snow,  the  triangular  scraper 
cannot  be  used  until  the  crust  is  broken ;  to  do  this,  the  scoop 
scraper  can  be  run  through  the  snow  to  break  it  up.  About  7 
aeres  can  be  swept  by  one  machine  in  a  working  day. 

About  20  aeres  have  been  kept  in  good  condition  during  the 
past  month  by  the  above  means. 

At  Franklin  Field  there  is  an  area  of  over  40  aeres  of  level 
meadow,  which  is  kept  dry  in  summer,  but  which  can  be  flooded 
in  winter  by  dosing  a  gate  at  the  outlet  of  the  undei^ains,  and 
taming  the  flow  of  the  brooks  on  to  the  field.  Ice  can  be  formed 
here  much  earlier  than  on  a  pond.  As  soon  as  the  ground 
freezes,  the  water  is  turned  on  to  it;  the  water  freezes  to  the 
ground,  and  the  latter  can  then  be  flooded.  This  cannot  be  done 
on  a  pond,  as  the  ice,  being  of  less  specific  gravity  than  the  water, 
always  fioats  at  the  topw  The  same  method  of  oaring  for  the 
ice  is  pursued  here  as  at  Jamaica  pond,  but  it  can  be  done  more 
economically,  as  there  are  no  steep  banks,  and  the  snow  can  be 
scraped  clear  of  the  ice  on  to  the  surrounding  ground  $  as  there 
is  no  danger  of  the  ice  settiing,  piles  of  snow  can  be  made  at  any 
point  on  the  field.  When  the  ice  becomes  rough  it  can  be  planed, 
or,  if  the  weather  will  permit  of  it,  it  can  be  flooded  and  a  new 
surface  formed. 

At  Charlesbank  and  Wood  Island  Park,  the  conditions  are 
similar  to  those  at  Franklin  Field,  except  that  there  is  no  natural 
water  supply,  and  resort  must  be  had  to  hydrants.  This  can  be 
done  here,  as  the  areas  are.  small  and  the  cost  of  the  water  i^ 
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theiefoie,  not  great.  The  most  suooeflsfal  method  of  restoring 
the  wom-out  soxfaoe  at  these  parks  has  been  by  spiayiag  with 
the  hose  when  the  temperature  is  below  feezing.  By  this 
means  a  good  body  of  hsid  iee  ean  be  boilt  up. 

The  attendanoe  has  been  very  large  at  all  of  the  skating 
groonds.  At  Jamaica  Park  and  Franldm  Field  there  b  fipreat 
need  of  buildings  for  the  aooommodation  of  the  large  number  of 
people  who  frequent  these  parks. 

The  following  tsble  gives  some  statistios  showing  the  great 
interest  felt  by  the  people  in  the  skating  and  the  slight  cost  per 
person  at  whieh  the  amusement  has  been  furnished

To  the  Park  Commi$tum9r$ : 

» 

GKErTLBKBF :  It  is  again  our  privilege  to  submit  to  you  our 
leport  for  the  fifth  year  of  our  work  atCharlesbank. 

The  attendance  has  never  been  so  huge  as  during  the  huit 
season,  from  May  15  to  November  1 ;  the  total  number  of  pei>- 
sons  admitted  having  been  190,221,  being  44,329  moie  than  the 
pievious  year.  Of  this  total,  92,660,  or  a  daily  average  of  64^ 
took  gymnastic  work  of  one  or  another  kind,  while  the  average 
Sunday  attondance  in  the  Lodge  and  on  the  Flaygioimd  was  966^ 

Gymnasium. 

The  turnstile,  which  in  the  spring  was  placed  at  its  entrance,  in 
addition  to  the  one  at  the  liodge,  has  enabled  us  to  measure  more 
accurately  the  number  of  persons  who  practised  within  its  enclosure. 
Of  those  doing  regular  gymnastic  work,  four  hundred  and  five 
wore  gymnasium  suits,  others  dexterously  impro\rised  a  divided 
skirt  or  trousers  out  of  an  ordinary  full  skirt,  which  appeared 
again  as  such  as  soon  as  the  pins  confining  it  were  removed. 

Notwithstanding  the  often  crowded  attendance,  but  four  acci- 
dents occurred  :  one  girl  lia<I  her  tongue  cut,  another  was  struck  in 
the  mouth  and  lost  a  tooth,  and  two  others  received  slight  sprains. 
Within  a  week  all  were  back  again  at  the  gymnasium. 

Many  who  in  previous  summers  have  had  class  work,  the  past 
season  preiEerrcd  to  do  fr^  work  in  the  gymnasium.  It  is  evident 
that  the  general  tendency  is  for  free  work  under  direction  ;  at  the 
same  time,  it  is  never  wise  to  allow  pupils  to  exercise  exactly  as 
they  please. 
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Class  Work. 

In  spite  of  all  our  efforts  to  systematiza  and  lender  popular 
class  instnictinn,  it  i%  M  we  have  stated  in  a  pzeTions  report^ 
impossible  to  ham  regnlar  class  exercise  in  a  large,  free,  pablio 

gymnasium,  nor  is  it  essential  to  its  success.  Its  pufpose  is 
that  of  provision  for  physic^  exercise — how  that  purpose  shall 
be  carried  out  must  depend  on  circumstances.  We  by  no  means 
advise  the  abandonment  of  class  work ;  on  the  contrary,  we  wish 
to  increase  it,  and  to  emphasize  its  importance,  because  it  helps 
the  women  and  children  to  realize  the  necessity  and  dignity  of 
progressive,  systematic  exercise. 

The  schedule  of  the  elasses  is  as  follows : 

One  class  for  lulvauced  pupils,  eight  to  fifteen  in  number,  met 
twenty-one  times. 

One  class  for  bcj^iauers,  eight  to  forty-two  in  number,  met 
every  afternotin  during  school  vacation. 

One  class  for  young  women,  eight  to  fifteen  in  number,  met 
fourteen  times. 

One  morning  class  for  older  women,  two  to  nine  in  number,  met 

twenty-two  times. 

Many  individual  pupils,  wlio  had  progressive  work  under  direc- 
tion from  thirty  to  sixty  niiuutes,  met  most  of  the  season  at  9 
A.M.  and  6.45  P.M.  The  class  work  began  June  27,  and  ended 
October  9.  Team-racin;^  lias  been  liked  more  than  footlxill  in 
class  work,  the  girls  often  st  arting  themselves,  and  racing  for  their 
colors  as  eagerly  as  oollegians. 

Special  Cases. 

There  have  been  but  nineteen  of  these,  who,  snfFering  from 
paresis,  curvature  of  the  spine,  or  nervousness,  received  regnlar 
treatment  for  varying  periods  of  time.  Some  came  from  the 
Massacliusetts  (leneral  Hosjiital  and  Chambers-street  Dispensaxy. 
All  improved,  while  the  girl  who  came  i-egularly  for  four  months 
was  greatly  benefited.  The  usual  measuremeuts  of  height, 
weight,  development  of  chest,  etc.,  were  taken  in  thirty-five  eases, 
ages  ranging  from  nine  to  thirty-five  years,  but  with  unsatisfactory 
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rwultsy  for  by  the  middle  of  September  the  ehildien  came  only 
after  scliool  hoiuB,  when  the  teachen  were  bo  busy  in  the  gym- 
nasium that  fleoond  meaeniemente  weie  seldom  obtidned. 

Baths. 

These  hftTe  been  the  new  feotnie  in  the  year's  saooess. 
Though  from  the  beginning  the  girls  have  been  able  to  take 
sponge  baths  in  the  booths  at  the  end  of  the  gymnasium,  there 
were  no  adequate  bathing  faeilities  until  the  spring  of  1896^ 
when  a  bath  annex  to  the  Lodge  was  built,  and  provided  with 
two  tub  and  spray  baths  and  lockers.  Many  of  the  children 
were  so  ignorant  of  the  conditions  of  a  spray  or  a  tub  batii  that 
they  asked  if  it  were  necessary  to  take  off  all  their  clothes.  Four 
hundred  and  nineteen  tub^  and  three  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
thirty-six  spray  baths»  or  a  total  of  four  thousand  three  hundred 
and  fifty-fiTS  baths  were  taken  by  six  hundred  and  fifty-six  differ- 
ent girls,  a  daily  average,  from  the  time  the  privilege  began,  of 
twenty-five.  One  hundred  and  forty-two  took  but  one  bath, 
seventy-seven  tock  over  fifteen  baths;  fifty-two  was  the  largest 
number  taken  by  any  one  girl,  and  ninety-six  the  largest  number 
of  baths  taken  in  any  one  day.  Eight  dressing-gowns  were  pr(^ 
vided  by  friends,  but  the  bathers  soon  preferred  to  manage  their 
own  wardrobe.  Nine  thousand  one  ]  ]!i!ulred  and  forty  towels  and 
rollers  were  used  in  the  baths  and  at  the  1  Land-basins,  so  it  can 
be  fairly  assnmed  that  Charleshank  has  become  an  important 
factor  in  the  hygieuio  condition  of  certain  parts  of  the  city. 

In  the  gymnasium,  each  girl  entitled  to  a  bath  received  a  card 
with  the  words  spray  or  tub  bath  printed  on  it,  the  superin- 
tendent writing  upon  it  the  name  of  the  girl,  who  then  presented 
it  to  the  officer  of  the  baths  at  the  Lodge.  This  arrangement 
was  rendered  necessary,  as  by  Ik  previous  method  we  had  found 
that  the  tickets  changed  owners,  one  ticket  having  gone  to  three 
girls  before  it  was  presented  at  the  bath  annex. 

The  Kinderqartex  Department, 

as  we  like  to  call  it,  with  Miss  Rosa  Doyle  in  charge,  has  flour- 
ished on  the  grassy  playground.   More  time  than  in  previous 
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years  has  been  giveu  to  systematic  play  with  tlie  little  children, 
with  good  results.  Paper  folding,  pikiliiig  colored  papers  on 
cards  in  the  form  of  designs,  and  the  sewing  of  colored  worsteds 
into  pricked  cards  have  been  the  chief  occupations.  The  moral 
influence  of  the  playground,  and  the  ste;uly,  kind  treatment  of 
the  children,  are  of  large  service  in  the  formation  of  their  char- 
acters. There  was  a  total  attendance  of  2,(U8,  or  61  classes,  who 
did  kindergarten  work,  knitting,  and  crocheting,  and  2,65i> 
pricked  cards  were  given  out,  while  thousands  played  as  they 
wished  on  the  green,  inventing  their  own  good  times.  The  piay- 
grouiid  is  educational.  We  hope  to  introduce  flower  making  and 
'a  little  botany  next  summer. 

Our  visitors  have  been  numerous,  coming  as  specialists  in 
gymnastics  and  philanthropy  to  observe  our  methods. 

We  have  ha>il  gifts  of  liouks,  p  ipers,  hundreds  of  pricked  cards, 
flowers,  gymnasium  buits,  a  baby  carriage,  and  tickets  for  picnics 
for  thirty-nine  children. 

The  association  ha^^  borne  the  expenses  of  many  slight  addi- 
tions to  the  working  conveniences  of  the  children,  for  as  they  were 
in  the  nature  of  experiments,  though  meeting  with  success,  we 
did  not  feel  at  liberty  to  ask  them  of  your  Board,  which  with 
wise  generosity  and  skilial  addpLaiiou  of  means  to  ends  lias  dune 
everything  for  our  comfort  and  the  benefit  of  those  who  frequent 
Charlesbank.  ' 

Miss  McMartin  has  fultilled  her  duties  as  superintendent-in- 
chief  witli  the  same  fidelity,  skill,  and  knowledge  of  liumau  nature, 
as  well  as  of  gymnualica,  as  in  past  vSeasons.  She  has  been  most 
ably  seconded  by  Miss  Mahoney  as  assistant  superintendent. 
Miss  I'l  aMi  os  Sanborn  has  been  in  charge  of  the  baths,  and  Miss 
Hov,  0  and  Miss  Phelps  have  al^o  rendered  Jicceptable  occasional 
service.  Ali.  11.  W.  Howe,  engineer,  and  Mr.  John  F.  Murphy, 
snl>-foit  m.ui,  have  helped  us  over  many  difficulties  and  made  our 
work  a  pleasure. 

WiiTTBB  Classes. 

These  began  in  November,  in  the  large,  unfinished  upper  room 
over  the  batli  annex,  in  accordance  with  a  long  cherished  wish, 
which  was  made  practicable  by  your  linaucial  assistance,  aided  by 
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fhat  of  our  aasooiatioa.  The  classes  meet  two  ereiiiiigs  in  the 
weekj  from  7^  to  9  o'clock^  and  are  for  older  girls  and  women, 
not  for  ohUdren,  It  is  especially  the  working  girls  whom  we 
wish  to  reach  by  this  evening  gymnastic  work,  which  we  lankly 
confess  is  an  experiment  At  first  racial  and  class  feelings 
among  the  pupils  occasioned  misgivings,  which  soon  wore  away. 
Now  after  a  few  weeks'  trial  we  have  an  enrolment  of  f or^ 
members^  and  at  present  date  of  writing*  an  attendance  of  about 
twenty.  As  the  class  has  steadily  increased  we  hope  this  number 
wiU  soon  be  doubled.  Climbing  ropes,  parallel  bars,  jumping 
standard,  chest  weights,  wands,  and  dumb-bells  constitute  now  our 
simple  apparatus,  with  the  welcome  addition  of  a  piano  to  mark 
time  in  some  of  the  exercises,  and  to  add  to  the  pleasantness  of 
the  evenings. 

Miss  Hary  Mahoney  is  the  superintendent  and  teacher,  and  has 
stimulated  the  interest  of  the  women  by  her  wise  zeal  and  giaoe- 
ful  exercises.  We  shall  rejoice  if  the  slight  success  achieved  this 
winter  may  justify  your  approval  of  the  continuance  of  the  winter 
classes  anotiier  3rear,  with  more  equipments. 

In  the  supervision  of  this  class,  as  weU  as  that  of  the  summer 
work,  the  committee  has  endeavored  to  execute  faithfuUy  the 
trust  you  have  placed  in  them.  We  have  taken  turns  as  visitors, 
and  have  given  constantly,  gladly,  and  freely  of  our  time  and 
ability. 

In  addition  to  onr  care  at  Oharlesbank,  our  association  pro- 
vided a  kindergartner,  who  went  to  the  Charlestown  Playground 
every  afternoon  in  August.  The  park  is  one  of  the  most  beauti- 
ful in  the  city,  and  is  surrounded  by  homes  where  live  innumerable 
children.  It  was  delightful  to  see  how  easily  the  rudeness  or 
roughness  of  the  younger  boys  and  girls  yielded  to  the  gentle 
management  of  the  lady  teacher,  who  was  besought  not  only  by 
them,  but  by  their  parents,  to  keep  coming  until  all  the  children 
learnt  manners,  and  could  have  good  times  even  if  they  weren't 
worth  anything,"  as  one  mother  expressed  herself.

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INDENTURE  BET\\T:EN  THE  CITY  OF  BOSTON  AND 
TUB  PRESIDENT  AND  FELLOWS  OW  HABVA&D 
COLLEGE^  WITH  BEPEBENGE  TO  ABITOLD  ARBO- 
RETUM AND  BUSSEY  PABK. 

Indenture  made  the  twenty-Becond  day  of  April,  in  the  year 
eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-five,  between  the  City  of  Boston,  a 
mnnieipal  corporation  in  the  Commonwealth  of  Maasachusetts 
(hereinafter  oalled  the  City),  of  the  one  part,  and  the  President 

and  Fellows  of  Harvard  College,  a  cozporation  established  by  the 
laws  of  Massaohnsetts  (hereinafter  called  the  College),  of  the 
other  part,  supplementary  to  an  indenture  between  the  same  par- 
ties  made  on  the  thirtieth  day  of  December  in  the  year  eightem 

hundred  and  eiglity-two. 

Whereas,  the  Board  of  Park  Commissioners  of  the  City  of 
Boston,  by  virtae  of  the  authority  conferred  upon  said  Board  by 
chapter  one  hundred  and  eighty-five  of  the  Acts  of  the  Legisla- 
ture of  Miassachusetts  of  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy- 
five^  by  a  certain  written  instrument  of  even  date  herewith,  to  be 
recorded  with  SufEolk  Deeds,  has  taken  and  located  as  and  for 
a  public  park,  a  certain  tract  of  land  in  that  part  of  said  City 
known  as  West  Koxbury,  held  by  the  College  under  the  trusts 
created  by  the  will  of  Benjamin  Bussey,  for  the  purpose  of  ex- 
tending the  Arnold  Arboretum,  so  called,  and  for  the  purposes 
and  under  the  powers  and  limitations  set  forth  in  said  act  and 
acts  in  addition  thereto  and  amendment  thereof,  said  tract  of 
land  so  taken  being  in  addition  to  certain  other  lands  dedicated 
to  the  use  of  said  Arboretum,  and  certain  adjoining  tracts,  the 
property  of  other  parties,  deemed  by  said  Commissioners  con- 
venient and  necessary  for  use  in  connection  therewith,  and  taken 
for  the  purpofses  aforesaid  by  two  certain  instrninents,  d.ited 
respectively  December  30,  1882,  and  J>ecember  24, 1892,  and  re- 
corded with  Suffolk  Deeds  ; 

And,  whereas,  by  an  act  of  the  General  Court  of  Massachusetts, 
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passed  on  the  twelftli  day  of  February,  in  the  year  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  ninety-five,  it  was  enacted  tliat,  in  case  the  said 
Board  of  Park  Commissioners  deem  it  desirable  so  to  take 
the  said  lauds  for  the  said  purposes,  said  Board  of  Park 
Commissioners  acting  for  the  City  was  thereby  aulhuiized  to 
lease  such  portion  of  the  said  Arhoretum  and  adjoining 
tracts  so  t^ken  as  the  said  Board  oi  i/mk  Commissioners 
might  deem  not  necessary  for  use  as  parkways  and  grounds  to 
the  College,  to  be  held  to  the  same  uses  and  purposes  as  the  said 
Arboretum  was  then  held  under  the  trusts  created  by  the  wills  of 
Benjiunin  Bussey  and  of  James  Arnold,  and  for  such  a  term, 
and  upon  such  mutual  restrictions,  reservations,  covenants,  and 
•  conditions  as  to  the  use  thereof  by  the  public,  in  connection  with 
the  uses  of  the  same  under  the  said  trusts,  and  as  to  the  rights, 
duties,  and  obligations  of  the  contracting  parties  as  might  be 
agreed  upon  between  the  said  Commisaionefs  with  the  approval 
of  the  Mayor  and  the  College.  And  the  Board  of  Park  Commis- 
sioiieis,  on  the  part  of  the  City,  and  the  Tzeaaorer,  on  behalf  of 
the  College,  were  leBpectiveljr  authorized  to  ezeeate  and  deliTer 
the  aaid  lease ; 

Andy  whereasi  the  said  Board  of  Park  Commissioners  deems 
such  portoi  of  the  said  Arboretum  and  adjoining  tracts,  as  is 
hereinafter  deseribed  and  leased,  to  be  not  necessary  for  use  as 
parkways  and  grounds,  and  oonsiders  that  the  same  will  be  better 
and  more  advaatageoiisly  enjoyed  and  used  by  the  public  as  a 
part  of  the  said  park,  if  the  same  be  leased  to  the  College  for  the 
purposes  of  the  said  trusts,  and  upon  such  terms,  and  subject 
to  such  provisions  with  regard  to  the  use  thereof  by  the  public, 
as  are  hereinafter  contained ;  and  it  has  been  agreed  between  the 
said  Commissioners,  with  the  approval  of  the  Kayor,  and  the  Col- 
lege that  the  same  be  leased  to  the  College  for  the  term,  and  upon 
the  mutual  restrictions,  reservations,  covenants,  and  conditions 
hereinafter  expressed : 

Now,  this  Indenture  witnesseth,  that  the  said  Board  of  Park 
Commissioners  acting  for  the  City,  by  virtue  and  in  exercise  of 
the  power  and  authority  given  to  it  by  the  said  act,  and  of  every 
other  power  and  authority  it  hereto  enabling,  doth  demise  and 
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lease  mnto  the  College  all  that  parcel  of  land  delineated  on  a  plan 
entitled  ^Flan  for  the  Extension  of  Arnold  Arboretam,''  dated 
April  1^  1895,  signed  William  Jackson,  City  Engineer,  and  to 
be  recorded  herewith|  said  parcel  being  sitoate  in  that  part  of  said 
Boston  known  as  West  Boxbuxy,  and  bounded  and  described  as 
follows :  Beginning  at  the  intersection  of  the  south-westerly  line 
of  Soath  street  near  Bnssey  bridge  with  the  north-westerly  line  of 
the  location  of  the  Boston  &  Providence  railroad,  and  running 
north-westerly  on  said  South  street  by  a  ourre  turning  to  the 
north  and  north-east,  then  noftheasterly,  then  north-easterly 
again  by  a  curve  turning  to  the  north,  north-west  and  west^  all 
bounding  on  said  South  street,  in  all  about  78d.60  feet  to  Bussey 
street;  thence  running  westerly  on  said  Bussey  street  about 
1|866.21  feet  to  Walter  street ;  thence  running  westerly  on  said 
Walter  street  by  a  curve  of  small  radius  turning  to  the  south, 
then  southerly,  then  southerly  by  a  curve  turning  to  the  south- 
west, then  south-westerly,  then  south-westerly  by  a  curve  turning 
to  the  south,  then  southerly,  all  bounding  on  said  Walter  streel^ 
in  aU  about  l,168b27  feet,  to  a  cemetery  ^  thence  running  south- 
easterly, bounding  on  said  cemetery,  by  a  stone  wall,  about 
968.81  feet;  thence  south-westerly,  bounding  on 'said  cemetery, 
by  a  stone  wall,  about  88i21  feet  to  land  of  Carleton  Keyes  and 
William  A.  Mosman ;  thence  south-easterly,  bounding  on  land  of 
said  Eeyes  and  Hosman,  on  land  of  Frederick  E.  Kendall,  on 
other  land  of  sai4  Keyes  and  Mosman,  on  land  of  Edward  C. 
Iforth,  on  other  land  of  said  Keyes  and  Mosman,  on  Isnd  of 
Annie  L.  Carlson,  on  land  of  Charles  K  and  George  W.  Browne, 
on  land  of  Elizabeth  N.  Eichom,  on  land  of  Hugh  Eitzpatrick, 
and  on  land  of  FMerick  W.  Beering,  by  a  stone  wall,  about 
899.11  feet  to  land  of  the  Boston  &  Providence  Railroad  Comp 
pany ;  thence  continuing  south-easterly,  bounding  on  said  land  of 
said  railroad  company,  by  a  stone  wall  about  399.22  feet  to  the 
north-westerly  line  of  the  location  of  the  Boston  A  Providence 
railroad ;  thence  running  north-easterly,  bounding  on  said  Boston 
&  Providence  railroad  location,  about  1,560.63  feet  to  the  point 
of  beginnii^ ;  containing  67.6  acres  more  or  less. 
Also  a  certain  other  parcel  of  land  situate  in  said  Boston,  in 
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that  part  thereof  known  as  West  Roxbiiry,  and  bounded  and 
described  as  follows  :  Beginniii^^  al  the  corner  of  Centre  and 
Walter  streets  and  runniuj^  thence  on  said  Centre  street  alx)ut 
815.52  feet  to  said  Arboretum;  thenco  on  said  Arboretiiiu  by  uu 
irre<;ular  line  about  1,223.55  feet  to  said  Walter  street;  thence 
on  said  Walter  street  alwut  175.65  feet  to  the  point  of  begin- 
ning :  containing  about  195,024  square  feet,  and  shown  on  a  plan 
signed  by  Alexis  H.  French,  Civil  Engineer,  dated  December  24, 
1892,  and  on  file  in  the  office  of  said  Commissioners,  and  on  a 
copy  of  said  plan  filed  iu  the  Begistry  of  Deeds  for  the  County 
of  Suffolk. 

Also  the  parcels  of  land  marlwd  raflpeetively  ^X**  and  "B" on 
tile  plan  referred  to  in  said  Indenture  dated  December  30, 1882, 
and  excepted  and  xeierved  out  of  said  prior  indentnre. 

Bzcepting  and  always  reserTUig  out  ot  tbeae  presents  all  those 
parts  of  aaid  lands  delineated  and  marked  as  driTeways  on  the 
said  plan,  and  also  those  parts  of  said  lands  delineated  and 
marked  on  said  plan  as  ''Quarry  Beservation"  and  Traffic 
Boad  ** ;  and  granting  with  tike  premises  hereby  leased  a  free  and 
nnobstruoted  right  of  way  upon  and  over  all  the  driveways  and 
the  traffic  road  delineated  on  said  plan,  and  so  marked  thereon. 

To  have  and  to  hold  the  premises  herehj  leased  (hereinafter 
called  the  Arnold  Arboretom)  nnto  the  College,  and  its  suc- 
cessors and  assigns,  for  the  term  of  one  thousand  years  from 
the  date  hereof,  without  impeachment  of  waste,  upon  and  for  the 
same  trusts,  uses,  and  purposes  as  those  upon  and  for  which 
the  said  land  hdd  by  the  College  for  the  purposes  of  the  said 
Arboretum,  at  the  said  time  of  the  passing  of  the  said  act  of  the 
year  1880,  was  then  held  under  the  will  of  Benjamin  Bussey  and 
the  win  of  James  Arnold,  and  a  certain  indentnre,  dated  the  29th 
day  of  March,  in  the  year  1872,  and  made  between  George  B. 
Emerson,  John  J.  Dizwell,  and  Francis  B.  Parker,  as  trustees  of 
the  wiU  of  the  said  James  Arnold,  of  the  one  part,  and  the 
College  of  the  other  part,  in  which  indenture  the  trusts  provided 
for  in  the  said  will  of  James  Arnold  are  declared  m  pursuance 
of  the  directions  in  the  said  will  contained,  yielding  and  paying 
therefor,  during  the  said  temiy  the  yearly  rent  of  one  didUv. 
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And  the  Cily  oovenantB  with  the  College,  its  snceesson  and 
aBsigns,  that  the  College,  and  its  stiocesson  and  assigne,  shall 
peaceably  hold  and  enjoy  the  premises  hereby  leased  during 
the  said  term  without  any  interference  or  control  of  the  City,  or 
any  person  claiming  through  or  under  it.  That  the  City  will,  at 
all  times,  sare  and  keep  harmless  and  indemnified  the  College, 
and  its  successors  and  assigns,  and  keep  the  premises  hereby 
leased  free  and  discharged  of  and  from  all  taxes  and  assessments 
of  every  description  which,  during  the  sud  term,  may  be 
assessed  or  payable  in  respect  of  or  charged  upon  the  premises 
hereby  leased,  or  any  part  thereof.  That  the  City  will  make 
and  finish,  fit  for  use,  within  five  years  from  the  date  hereof,  the 
driveways,  of  which  the  sites  and  dimensions  are  delineated  on 
the  said  plan,  and  so  marked  thereon,  and  will,  within  two  years 
from  the  date  hereof,  finish,  fit  for  use^  the  driveway  nuuung 
through  the  valley  from  Walter  street  to  South  street ;  and  that 
ike  said  driveways,  during  the  said  term,  shall  be  repaired  and 
maintained  in  a  proper  and  substantial  manner,  free  of  all  charge 
and  expense  to  the  College,  and  its  successors  and  assigns.  That 
the  City  will,  during  the  said  term,  provide  and  ™ft'"tft*"  a 
proper  and  sufficient  police  in  and  about  the  Arnold  Arboretum, 
and  the  said  parts  excepted  from  these  presents,  and  the  said 
driveways,  for  the  preservation  of  order  and  good  conduct  and 
the  observance  of  the  rules  hereinafter  mentioned  or  provided 
for,  and  will  maintain  necessary  or  suitable  boundary  fenoea 
about  the  whole  of  said  ArboretonL  That  no  public  street  or 
highway,  except  as  shown  on  said  plan,  and  no  steam  or  horse 
railway,  or  construction  for  like  purposes,  shall  be  laid  out 
through  or  over  any  part  of  the  Arnold  Arboretum,  except  in 
such  places,  if  any,  and  in  such  manner  as  the  Park  Commis* 
sioners  and  the  College  shall  approve.  And  that  if  the  CoU^e^ 
its  successors  or  assigns,  shall  be  desirous  of  taking  a  renewed 
lease  of  the  said  premises  for  the  further  term  of  one  thousand 
years  from  the  expiration  of  the  term  hereby  granted,  the  City 
or  its  assigns  will,  upon  the  request  and  at  the  expense  cxf  the 
College,  its  sucoesBors  or  assigns,  and  upon  its  or  their  executing 
and  delivering  to  the  Oitj  or  its  assigns  ^  counterpart  thereof, 
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forthwith  execute  and  deliver  to  tlie  College,  its  succes:  (is  or 
assigns,  a  renewed  le;use  of  the  said  premises  for  tlio  ImLiier 
term  of  one  thousand  years,  at  the  same  yearly  rent  and  nyton 
and  subject  to  the  same  rijstrictions,  reservations,  covenants,  and 
conditions,  as  are  herein  eont^iined,  including  this  present  cove- 
nant, and  so  on  from  time  to  time  forever.  And  the  College,  for 
itself  and  its  successors  and  assigns,  covenants  with  the  City  that 
the  College  will  not  commen(;e  or  prosecute  any  action,  suit,  or 
other  proceeding  against  the  City  tur  the  enforcement  or  recovery 
of  any  damt^s  or  claim  which  the  College  may  have  or  be 
entitled  to  against  the  City  by  reason  of  the  said  taking  of  the 
said  land  hereinbefore  described. 

And  that  the  Arnold  ^U-boretum  shall,  at  all  reasonable  times, 
be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  public  as  a  part  of  the  said  park, 
subject  to  the  rules  provided  for  in  said  indenture  of  December 
30,  1882.  Provided,  always,  and  it  is  hereby  declared,  that  the 
City  shall  l)e  at  liberty  to  erect  and  maintain  suitable  gateways 
for  entrance  thereto  upon  any  of  the  said  excepted  parts,  and  to 
maintain  gates  there.  And  that  no  pavilion,  kiosh,  urinal,  mu- 
seum, greenhouse,  st  il>le,  shed,  or  other  building  (except  as  above 
provided,  and  t  :>.rt'|,t  such  yards  aud  service  buildings  as  the 
adiauiibtratiou  ui  saul  park  may  require),  shall  be  erected  or  main- 
tained within  the  Arnold  Arboretum,  or  in  any  of  the  excepted 
parts,  or  in  any  of  the  said  driveways,  without  the  prior  consent 
of  the  Park  Commissioners  and  the  College.  Provided,  also,  and 
it  is  hereby  declared  and  decreed  that  the  use  of  the  Arnold 
Arboretum,  and  of  the  said  excepted  parts,  and  of  the  said  drive- 
wa}  s,  by  the  City  and  its  assigns,  and  the  College,  its  successors 
and  assigns,  and  the  public,  shall  be  subject  to  the  rules  herein- 
before mentioned,  aud  to  such  additional  rules  as  have  been  or 
may,  from  time  to  time,  be  agreed  upon  between  the  Park  Com- 
missioners and  the  College.  But  any  of  the  said  rules  may  be 
altered  or  annulled  by  agreement  between  the  Park  Commission- 
ers aud  the  College. 

It  is  agreed  that  when  Bussey  street  is  changed  according  to 
said  new  plan,  the  City  shall  restore  the  land  now  occupied  by 
that  street  to  such  a  condition  of  soil  and  surface  that  it  can  be 
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suitably  planted  with  trees,  and  thenoeforwaid  the  sud  land  shall 
he  held  by  the  College  under  this  lesie. 

And  it  is  farther  stipulated  and  agieed  that  the  Arnold  Aiboi«- 
etum,  so  oaUed,  together  with  the  land  hereby  leased^  shall  here- 
after be  known  and  called  by  the  name  of  the  Arnold  Arboretnm 
and  Bussey  Park. 

In  witness  whereof,  the  City,  by  its  Board  of  Park  Conunission- 
er8,and  the  College,  by  its  Tressnrer,  have  hereto  set  their  respec- 
tiye  corporate  seals,  and  caused  these  presents  to  be  signed, 
acknowledged,  and  delivered  in  their  namd  and  behalf  by  the 
said  Commissioners  and  the  said  Treasurer,  the  day  and  year  first 
above  written.

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AGREEMENT  BETWEEN  THE  CITY  OF  BOSTON  AND 
WILLIAM  E.  SHELDON,  PBOYIDIKG  K>B  A  BOAT- 
SEBVICE  m'  THE  PUBLIC  PABX8. 

This  Agieement,  made  and  entered  into  in  the  City  of  Boston, 
County  of  Suffolk,  and  State  of  Massaohusetts,  this  fourth  day  of 
March,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-fiye,  by  and  between  the 
City  of  Boston,  aeting  by  its  Boabd  or  Pabk  Commissionbbb, 
party  of  the  first  part,  and  Wiluam  E.  Shbldoh,  of  Biaintree, 
County  of  Norfolk,  State  of  Massaehnsetts,  party  of  the  second 
part, 

WitnesaeCh,  said  Gily  of  Boston  hereby  grants  to  said  party 
of  the  second  part,  so  far  as  it  can  lawfully  do  so,  the  exclnsiTO 
right  and  privilege  from  the  date  hereof  until  December  31, 1900, 
of  maintaining  and  operating  for  hire  a^blio  boat-service  in  the 
wateta  of  the  park  system  of  said  City,  and  of  conveying  passen- 
gers by  water  to  and  from  the  different  landings  in  said  park 
system  controlled  said  Park  Commissioners,  subject,  however,  ' 
to  the  conditions  and  restrictions  herein  set  forth. 

Said  City  agrees  to  provide^  at  its  own  expense,  such  jetties, 
shelter^  offices,  store-rooms  for  boats  and  fittings,  landing  con- 
Tenienoes,  excepting  floats  and  gangways,  as  the  said  Commis- 
sioners shall  deem  necessary,  and  at  its  own  expense  to  drive  all 
piles  necessary  for  mooring  the  said  floats. 

Said  party  of  the  second  part^  for  and  in  consideration  of  the 
above^eseribed  rights  and  privileges,  agrees  and  promises  to 
furnish,  at  his  own  expense,  boats  for  the  purpose  of  aooommodat- 
ing  the  visitors  to  the  public  parks,  for  hire,  so  many  in  number 
as  may  be  necessary,  and  of  such  varying  aiaes  and  styles^  as  in 
the  judgment  of  the  Park  Commissioners  may  be  desirable. 
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Said  party  of  the  seeond  part  agrees  and  promises  that  tb0 
luimber  of  hoats  furnished  under  this  agreement  during  the  first 
or  the  present  season  shall  not  be  less  than 

Eighty  (80)  Whitehall  boats, 

l*orty  (40)  St  Lawienoe  skiffs, 

Twenty  (20)  fishing  boats, 

Fifty  (50)  canoes  of  yarious  styles, 

Twen^-five  (25)  Adirondack  and  Lenox  boats. 

Four  (4)  electrio  launches, 
and  that  the  number  of  boats  shall  be  ineieased,  from  time  to  time, 
as  the  requirements  of  the  publie  shall  demand,  in  the  opinion  of 
tibe  party  of  the  first  part 

Said  party  of  the  second  part  agrees  that  the  boats  furnished 
by  him  shall  be  first  class  in  every  respect;  of  dimensions, 
material,  style,  and  finish  approved  by  the  landscape  architects 
of  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  in  accordance  with  the  specifi- 
cations hereto  annexed.  All  awnings,  decorations,  and  colors  shall 
be  8atisfEuHx>ry  to  the  said  landscape  architects,  and  all  the  em- 
ployees shall  be  appropriately  clothed  in  uniforms  approved  by 
the  said  party  of  the  first  part 

Said  parly  of  the  seeond  part  agrees  to  provide  at  his  own  ex- 
pense as  many  employees  on  the  several  boats  and  at  the  several 
landings  as  may  be  neoessary  for  the  proper  conduct  of  the  busi- 
ness, and  for  the  safety  of  the  puUie ;  that  no  sailing4K)atB  shall 
be  let  to  any  person  unless  accompanied  by  a  competent  sailing- 
master,  furnished  by  said  party  of  the  seeond  part^  and  that  the 
charges  for  the  use  of  any  and  all  boats  shall  be  at  all  times  reason- 
able and  just,  subject  to  the  approval  of  said  party  of  the  first 
part,  and  not  in  excess  of  those  usually  charged  in  the  vicinity  of 
Boston  for  the  service  of  the  most  nearly  corresponding  character, 
provided  that  the  minimnm  charge  for  the  use  of  boats  let  for 
periods  of  time  shall  not  be  fixed  at  less  than  twenty-five  cents 
per  hour. 

Said  parly  of  the  second  part  further  agrees  that  he  will  com- 
mence to  operate  at  least  one-half  of  the  boats  to  he  furnished 
during  the  first  season  on  the  20th  day  of  May,  189S,  and  will 
supply  boats  as  ia»t  as,  in  the  opinion  of  the  party  of  the  first 
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part,  ihej  aie  leqtiirdd  by  the  patronagei  and  that  he  wiU  oon- 
tinue  to  opemte  the  aaid  boats  doziug  such  hours  of  the  day^  and 
during  enoh  months  of  the  year,  as  may  be  required  hy  the  said 
party  of  the  first  part. 

Said  party  of  the  second  part  agrees  that  he  wiU  indemnify  and 
saye  harmloBS  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  from  any  loss  arising 
out  of,  or  sustained  on  aooount  of  any  damage  to  persons  or  prop- 
erty oooasioned  by  the  operation  of  said  boats,  it  being  understood 
and  agreed  that  he  is  to  have  fuU  control  of  said  boats,  floats,  and 
gangways,  subject  to  the  regulations  of  the  Park  Oommissioners. 

Said  party  of  the  seoond  part  agrees  and  promises  that  he  irill 
at  any  time  permit  the  said  party  of  the  first  part^  or  any  one 
authorized  by  it^  to  inspeet  and  eiamine  any  and  all  of  said  boats 
and  their  appurtenances,  and  that  he  will  maintain  and  operate 
said  boats  to  the  satisfaction  of  said  Board  of  Park  Commissioners. 

Said  party  of  the  second  part  agrees  tiiat  he  will  observe  and 
cause  to  be  observed  by  his  employees  and  patrons,  so  fu  sa  he 
may  be  able  to  do  so,  all  police,  sanitary,  and  other  rules  and 
regulations  of  whatever  sort  now  existing^  or  hereaftor  to  be 
adopted  \jy  said  party  of  the  first  part,  for  the  general  govern* 
ment  and  regulations  of  the  park  grounds  and  waters. 

Said  party  of  the  second  part  agrees  and  promises  that  he  will 
afford  tiie  said  party  of  tJie  first  part,  or  its  officers  or  ^ents, 
transportation  without  eharge  on  said  boats,  and  agrees  that  in  case 
of  accident  to  any  person,  any  of  his  boats  may  be,  at  once  and 
without  eharge  therefor,  taken  by  any  police  officer  or  other  em- 
ployee of  the  party  of  the  first  part  for  use  in  such  emergenoy. 

Said  party  of  the  second  part  agrees  and  promises  that  he  will 
provide  and  keep  for  rental  an  adequate  number  of  suitable  boats 
for  use  for  fishing,  of  a  pattern  to  be  approved  by  the  party  of  the 
first  part,  and  to  be  well-found  for  the  purpose,  to  the  satisfac- 
tion of  said  party  of  the  first  part,  and  that  no  fishing  shall 
be  allowed  in  any  other  boats  than  those  thus  provided  for  that 
purpose. 

Said  party  of  the  seoond  part  agrees  and  promises  that  he  will, 
at  sueh  points  as  may  be  designated  by  the  party  of  the  first 
part,  and  for  a  compensation  not  greater  than  seventy-five  cents

l)ri\  Lie  i>arties  who  may  desire  to  obtain  sucli  utoi-age  aud  care 
iron  I  said  party  of  the  second  part. 

Said  party  of  the  second  part  agrees  and  promises  thai  he  will, 
wherever  tlie  patronajPce  will  warrant  it  in  the  oj)inion  of  tlie 
jiarty  of  the  lirst  part,  maintain  lines  of  omnibus  or  ferry  l:)oats, 
ruumag  over  prescribed  routes  at  regidar  intervals,  and  operated 
either  by  oars  or  by  power,  for  the  convenience  of  such  persons 
as  prefer  to  patronize  auck  boats  and  pay  by  the  trip  instead  of 
by  the  hour. 

It  is  imderstoud  aud  agreed  that  said  Jjarty  of  the  second  part 
ma)  at  any  time  ho  thinks  desirable  for  the  purpose  of  enlarging 
the  business,  and  for  his  own  convenience,  take  in  one  or  more 
partners  or  put  it  into  a  corporation  by  getting  the  consent  of  the 
party  of  the  first  part  before  doing  so,  and  upon  the  forming  of 
such  a  company  or  corporation  the  party  of  the  second  part  shall 
assign  and  transfer  to  said  company  or  corporation,  all  rights, 
privileges,  aud  obligations  contained  in  this  agreement,  and  it  is

The  xnatexial^^oonstraotiony  workmanship,  finish,  and  equip- 
ments  of  the  boats,  otherwise  than  as  provided  fbr  in  the  follow- 
ing general  specifications,  shall  be  of  the  highest  yaehtin^ 
standard,  and  satisfaetory  in  all  respects  to  the  landscape  archi- 
teets,  and  all  boats  shall  be  scraped,  sand-papered,  famished, 
or  painted  before  they  get  shabl^. 

J^Mie  Launehea.  — To  be  of  dimensions  snitaUe  to  the  ser- 
Tices  required  of  them.  Frame  of  white  oak,  planking  of  oedar, 
decks  and  interior  woodwork  of  mahogany  j  ontsides  of  hulls  to  be 
painted  white;  decks  and  interior  work  Tarnished,  with  pomioe- 
rubbed  finish.  The  launehes,  with  their  awnings,  gratings,  fittings^ 
and  fumitore,  to  be  generally  mmilar  to  and  in  every  particular 
as  good  as  those  used  at  the  World's  Columbian  EzpositioD,  In 
Chicago. 

SaU-Boatt. — To  be  not  less  than  18  feet  long,  and  of  such 
beam,  mode],  sparring,  rig,  and  form,  and  area  of  sail^  as  to  be  safe, 
seaworthy,  and  non-sinkable.  Flame  to  be  of  oak,  planking  of 
cedar,  interior  woodwork  to  be  vamiahedi  exterior  woodwork  to 
be  painted  as  shall  be  approved  by  the  landscape  architects.

Oak  ftame,  white 
cedar  planking,  inside  finish  of  oak  or  ash ;  hull  to  be  varnished 
inside  and  out,  and  to  be  furnished  with  gratings  at  bow  and  stem. 

St  Lawmuse  Skiffs,  —  To  be  16  to  18  feet  long.   Oak  frame, 
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white  oedar  pUmking,  interior  of  mahogany,  hull  finished  in  nat- 
ural colors.  Boata  to  Iw  famished  with  cushions  and  burgee 
as  required  abOTO  under  the  heading  of  sail-boats.  Bowlocks 
and  other  fittings  and  trimmings  of  brass. 

Randams.  —  To  be  17  to  19  feet  long.  Oak  frame,  white  cedar 
planking,  witii  mahogany  tops.  Interior  finish  and  gratings  of 
mahogany.  Boats  to  be  famished  with  cushions  and  burgee  as 
required  above  under  the  heading  of  sail^boats.  After  seat  to  be 
fitted  with  back  rest.  All  woodwork  to  be  finished  in  natural 
colors  varnished.  Fittings  of  brass. 

Lenox  Boatt. — To  be  14  to  16  feet  long.  Oak  frame,  oak 
ribs,  cedar  plankings  mahogany  tops,  and  inside  finish  all  var- 
nished in  natural  colors.

landings,  together  with  ^eir  boats  and  the  equipments  of  them, 
from  all  disorder,  defaoementy  or  foulness,  and  quick  and  thorough 
in  the  restoiatifm  of  cleanliness  and  good  order  npon  occasion. 

Chnmd  Manaffemwt.^ThB  business  is  to  be  managed  at  the 
landing-places  and  offices  as  well  as  in  the  boats,  with  the  pur- 
pose of  producing  a  strong  impression  that  it  is  so  sompulously

If  a  majority  of 
saiil  c()inraission  vote  to  sell  any  portion  of  the  lands  or  rights  in 
land,  taken  ui-  ;u:s|uir<^d  by  it,  and  tiie  ho  ird  of  park  commission- 
ers in  the  city  or  tovvn  in  whi(!h  such  property  or  ris^'ht  in  j)rop- 
ert  y  is  situated  refuses  or  fails  to  concur  with  said  <  lumissioii 
within  fourteen  days  from  the  giving  of  written  notice  of  such 
vote  to  such  board  of  park  commissioners,  tlien  and  in  such  case 
said  commission,  upon  notice  in  writing  of  not  less  tii.tu  seven 
days  to  such  board  of  ])ark  commissioners,  may  appear  before 
the  governor  and  council  and  ask  for  the  concurrence  of  the 
governor  and  council  in  such  sale;  and  if  tlie  governor  and 
council  after  a  hearing  thereon  concur  in  such  sale  it  shall  have 
full  force  and  effect.  The  treasurer  and  receiver  general  may  by 
the  attorney-general  sue  for  and  collect  the  price  and  enforce  the 
terms  of  any  such  sale. 

Sbot.  3.  Said  commission  may  accept  and  maintain  as  a  por- 
tion of  the  public  reservations,  under  the  provisions  of  the  act 
establishing  said  commission,  and  acts  in  amendment  thereof  and 
in  addition  thereto,  including  this  act,  any  lands  or  rights  in 
land  which  may  be  given  to  the  Commonwealth,  provided  snoh 
lands  lie  within  the  limits  of  the  metropolitan  parks  district,  or 
wifhoat  sueh  limits,  but  immediately  eontigaotts  thereto. 

SsoT.  4  Said  commission  shall  have  the  same  power  and 
anthority  to  determine  the  value  of  and  assess  upon  real

urer and  receiver  general  of  the  Commonwealth  to  refund  to  the 
proper  person  or  persons  the  amount  of  such  abatement  of  any 
assessment  already  paid. 

Skct.  5.  The  treasurer  and  receiver  general  shall  pay  into  the 
metropolitan  parks  loans  sinking  fund  all  moneys  received  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Sect.  6.  The  secretary  of  the  metropolitan  park  commission, 
or  such  other  person  as  said  board  may  desigpaate,  may  have  ad- 
vanced to  him  from  the  money  in  the  treasury  of  the  Common- 
wealth known  as  the  metropolitan  parks  loan  such  sums,  not 
exceeding  ten  thousand  dollars  at  any  time,  as  the  auditor  may 
certify  to  be  necessary  to  enable  said  board  to  make  direct  pay- 
ment upon  its  pay  rolls  and  other  accounts.  The  persons  so 
designated  by  said  board  shall  give  a  bond  with  sufficient  sureties, 
to  be  approved  by  the  auditor  of  the  Commonwealth,  in  the  sum 
of  ten  thousand  dollars.  As  soon  as  may  be  after  expending  such 
advance,  and  in  any  case  within  thirty  days  from  its  receipt, 
the  person  who  has  received  the  money  from  the  Commonwealth 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  file  with  the  auditor  a  state- 
ment in  detail  of  the  sums  expended  subsequent  to  the  previous 
accounting,  approved  by  the  board,  if  any,  authorized  to  supervise 
such  expenditure,  and,  where  it  is  practicable  to  obtain  them, 
accompanied  by  receipts  or  other  like  vouchers  of  the  persons  to 
whom  the  payments  have  been  made.

Said  publication  shall  be 
made  at  least  six  times  in  at  least  three  newspapers  printed  and 
published  in  each  county  which  is  wholly  or  in  part  within  said 
metropolitan  parks  district,  and  such  publication  shall  be  sufficient 
notice  to  all  persons.  The  sworn  certificate  of  any  member  of 
said  commission,  or  of  its  secretary,  that  said  roles  and  regula>

evidence  thereol  A  eopy  of  said  rales  and  legulationsy 
attested  by  any  member  of  said  oommission  or  by  its  seoretaiy^ 
shall  "be  prima  faoU  evidenoe  that  said  rales  and  regulations  have 
been  made  by  said  eommission,  as  provided  by  law. 

Sbct.  S.  Whoever  violates  any  role  or  regulation  lawfnlly 
made  by  said  oommission  shall  be  pnnisbed  by  a  fine  not  exceed- 
ing twenty  dollars. 

Sbct.  9.  The  polioe  appointed  or  employed  by  said  oommis-

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Park  Construction. 

The  appropriation  for  public  parks  had  so  far  diminished 
at  the  beginning  of  the  last  financial  year  that  a  further  loan 
of  $1,000,000  was  requested  by  the  Board  to  satisfy  judg- 
mento  for  land  damages*  and  for  carrying  on  the  park  work. 
Thia  request^  which  was  made  to  the  Legislature,  with  the 
concurrence  of  the  city  govenmientt  resulted  in  the  passage 
of  chap.  458  of  the  Acts  of  1896,  which  authorized  further 
expenditures  for  public  parks,  including  payments  for  land, 
to  the  extent  of  1^1,000,000,  of  which  ."^100,000  was  to  Ije 
expended  on  the  public  park  at  the  North  End,  and  f  -fHi,- 
000  for  tlje  cuinpletion  of  the  Strand  way,  in  addition  to  the 
appropriation  of  ^100,000  already  made  by  the  City  Couocil 
for  the  Strandway. 

Contracts  were  entered  into  for  huiiding  a  sea  wall  and 
grading  at  the  Strandway  from  Marine  Park  to  O  street,  and 
for  filling  and  grading  the  Strandway  from  O  street  to  H 
street.   These  works  are  now  in  progress. 

The  contract  for  grading  North  End  Beach,  including 
the  building  of  a  wall  on  the  line  of  Commercial  street  ai.ti 
of  sea  walls  and  drains,  which  was  in  progress  at  the  beginning 
of  the  year,  was  completed,  and  contracts  were  made  for  con- 
structing Copp's  Hill  Terraces,  and  a  wall  on  the  westerly 
dock.  Plans  for  the  piers,  Administration  Building  and  bath* 
houses  have  also  been  prepared,  and  the  construction  of  these 
will  begin  at  once,  so  that  the  completion  of  this  park, 
within  the  present  year,  will  he  assured. 

In  order  to  farther  carry  out  the  original  plan  of  a  drive 
around  Jamaica  pond,  a  contract  was  made  late  in  the  sea- 
son for  grading  the  drive,  walk.s  and  slopes,  on  the  westerly 
side  of  Jamaica  park,  from  Perkins  street  to  Jamaicaway. 
The  drive  will  follow  near  the  shore  of  the  pond  through  what 
was  formerly  the  Chickering  and  Parkman  estates ;  thence 
oyer  the  former  location  of  the  ice  houses,  which  is  now  a 
barren  waste,  to  the  Morse  estate,  where  it  will  pass  at  a 
somewhat  higher  elevation  across  the  site  of  the  former 
dwelling-house ;  thence  through  the  Frothingham  estate,  dose 
to  Prince  street,  to  its  junction  with  the  Jamaicaway  drive. 
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The  deTelq)iiieiit  of  the  land  adjoining  the  Arborway  on 
South  street*  for  huilduig  purposes,  made  it  incumbent  upon 
the  Board  to  coostruct  the  tiaffic  road,  from  South  street  to 
the  farther  limit  of  this  land,  to  give  access  to  the  houses 
which  are  being  erected  fronting  the  park.  A  contract  has 
also  been  made  for  Lhe  construction  of  a  wall  between  the 
Arborway  and  the  Arnold  Arboretum,  it  being  a  part  of  tho 
dutj  of  the  oily,  under  tlie  agreenit'i.t  with  Tlarvard  Cdlloge, 
to  enclose  the  Arboretum  with  suitiible  walls  or  fences. 
This  work  was  done  agreeably  to  the  wishes  of  Prof.  Charles 
S.  Sargent,  director  of  the  Arboretum,  who  expressed  the 
desire  that  the  wall  should  be  substantial  hut  inezpensiye. 

Under  the  indenture  with  Harvard  College  hy  which  Peters* 
Hill  was  added  to  the  Arboretum,  the  driveway,  from  South 
street  to  Walter  street,  was  required  to  be  constructed 
within  two  years.  A  contract  was  therefore  made  for  grad* 
ing  this  section,  work  under  which  is  now  in  progress. 
The  Board  is  considering  an  enUance  to  tliis  })art  of  the 
Arboretum  from  Roslindale,  that  this  section  of  the  city 
may  have  an  entrance  to  the  park  system,  and  preliminary 
surveys  have  been  made  with  this  object  in  view.  The 
result  is  contingent,  to  some  extent,  upon  negotiations  with 
land  owners  now  in  progress. 

The  northerly  boundary  of  the  West  Rozbuiy  Parkwiy^ 
between  Centre  and  Weld  streets,  requires  some  additional 
land  from  the  adjoining  estates  to  allow  of  the  construction 
of  a  border  road  similar  to  the  boundary  roads  on  the  other 
side  of  the  parkway.  As  the  construction  of  such  a  road 
would  be  a  very  great  advantage  to  the  adjoining  lands, 
it  is  to  be  expected  that  tlie  o  ^  tn  i  s  of  tliese  lands  will  meet 
the  city  in  a  liberal  spirit  of  co-o[)eration,  which  will  enable 
the  Board  to  secure  the  necessary  lands  on  reasonable  terms. 
The  total  additional  area  required  is  about  eighteen  acres. 

The  completion  of  the  bridge  to  carry  the  New  York,  New 
Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad  over  the  Arborway  at  Forest 
Hills,  which  was  in  progress  of  construction  throughout  last 
year,  will  make  it  possible  to  grade  and  surface  the  roadways 
under  the  arches  early  in  the  ooming  season.   The  constmO" 
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tion  of  the  side  roads  of  the  Arbor  way  will  also  be  under- 
taken at  once,  with  a  view  to  completiog  thU  section  of  tha 
parkwajr  as  soon  as  possible. 

The  Forest  Hills  entrance  to  Franklin  Park  was  finished 
and  opened  to  the  publio  dnring  the  summer,  and  the  tempo* 
r&ry  entrance  through  Ellicott  street  was  closed.  Considerable 
work  had  to  be  done  in  the  immediate  neighlx)rbood  of  the 
Refectory  to  make  it  accessible  to  the  public.  A  shelter 
for  carriages  has  also  been  constructed  at  this  point  for  the 
convenience  of  those  who  may  wish  to  leave  their  carriages 
while  visiting  the  park. 

The  first  teeing  ground  of  the  golf  links  has  been  moved 
to  the  Abbotswood  side  of  the  park,  in  order  that  the  conven- 
iences  of  the  Refectoiy  and  carriage-sheds  may  be  withia 
easy  distance  of  the  links*  The  links  were  opened  late  in 
the  fall  as  an  experiment^  with  Willie  Campbell  as  green- 
keeper.  The  tennis  grounds  at  EUicottdale  were  much  fre- 
quented during  the  season,  showing  that  the  facilities  offered 
by  the  city  to  lovere  of  this  sport  were  much  appreciated. 

The  use  of  Franklin  Field  for  games  of  cricket,  baseball 
and  football,  and  particularly  lor  skating,  has  so  much  in- 
creased  as  to  make  the  erection  of  a  suitable  building  desirar 
ble  for  the  use  of  players  in  summer  and  skaters  in  winter. 
A  building  to  serve  the  needs  of  golf  players  and  picnickers 
at  Abbotswood,  and  those  using  Franklin  Park  for  recreation, 
being  also  needed,  the  Board  had  preliminary  sketches  sub- 
mitted by  tliree  architects  for  the  two  houses.  No  further 
progress  has  been  made,  however,  as  the  Board  found  that 
the  condition  of  its  appropriation  would  not  allow  of  their 
construction,  without  seriously  crippliug  tlie  funds  necessary 
to  maintain  the  day-labor  force  throiinrli  the  financial  year. 
These  buildings,  together  with  the  sbeepntold  for  Franklin 
Park  designed  by  the  Architects'  Diyision  of  the  Public  Build- 
ings' Department,  must  await  further  appropriations  for  park 
construction  before  they  can  be  erected.  For  the  same  resson, 
the  boating  and  slvating  house  at  Jamaica  pond  and  the 
proposed  Administration  Building  and  boat-house  at  the 
Fens,  both  of  which  are  greatly  needed,  must  also  be  potit- 
poned. 
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The  Board,  Feoognizing  the  necessi^  of  abaodaat  drink- 
ing facilities  and  sanitary  oonT^nienees,  is  making  arrange- 
ments to  largely  inereaae  the  number  of  pubLio  layatories  and 
drinking  fonntaine. 

The  sewere  in  Dorchesterway  having  been  constnioted  by 
the  Street  Department*  between  Pond  street  and  Dorohester 
ayenne,  work  was  resumed  daring  the  summer  on  the  snr* 
facing  of  the  driveway  through  this  section  of  the  Parkway, 
whieii  lias  been  nearly  completed.  In  coimection  with  this 
work,  a  part  of  the  roadway,  between  Dorchester  avenue  and 
Buttonwood  street,  has  been  subgraded  by  the  removal  of 
the  ledge. 

The  construction  of  St.  Martin  street  along  the  westerly 
border  of  Charlestown  Heights  made  it  necessary  for  this 
department  to  build  a  retaining-wall  on  the  line  of  the 
street.  This  work  was  done  under  oontreKst,  and  was 
completed  late  in  the  season.  Some  gradmg  and  plant* 
ing  will  be  required  to  complete  the  work  on  this  section 
of  Charlestown  Heights.  The  filling  of  the  flats,  north  of 
the  Boston  and  Maine  Railroad,  which  can  be  undertaken 
when  the  filling  of  Charlestown  Playground  is  finished,  will 
afford  a  convenient  place  for  beach  bathing,  facilities  for 
which  in  the  peninsular  are  now  wholly  Linking. 

Besides  the  work  already  mentioned,  the  day-labor 
force  has  been  occupied  in  completing  work  which  was  in 
progress  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  details  of  which  may 
be  found  by  reference  to  the  City  Engineer's  repoi-t  in  the 
Appendix,  and  in  the  work  of  maintenance  which  requires 
the  seryioes  of  a  larger  number  of  men  each  year. 

The  Befectoiy  at  Franklin  Park  and  the  Head  House  at 
Marine  Park  were  completed  and  opened  to  the  public  last 
June,  under  a  tentatiye  arrangement  with  James  Dooling 
and  L.  E.  Bow,  respectiyely,  for  the  first  season  witliout 
compensation  to  the  city.  U  wiis  not  expected  that  the 
business  done  would  warmnt  the  payment  of  rent  until 
the  facilities  provided  were  better  known  to  the  public,  and  the 
reputation  of  the  houses  established.  The  result  of  the 
.first  season's  business  has  justified  the  wisdom  of  this  arrange- 
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ment,  and  furnished  the  experience  necessary  to  perfect  the 
tenns  of  agreements  to  cover  a  period  of  five  years.  These 
agreements  will  provide  for  fiistK^lass  service  in  all  depart- 
ments, under  proper  supervisioD,  with  a  reasonable  compen- 
sation to  the  city  for  the  privilege  based  on  a  percentage 
of  the  gross  receipts.  In  order  to  empower  the  Board  to 
execute  such  agreements,  application  will  be  made  to  the 
Legislatiire  for  an  act  to  anthorize  the  leasing  of  land  and 
buildings  for  refectory  or  similar  purposes. 

The  completion  of  the  house  at  Pine  Bank,  Jamaica  Park, 
early  hist  year,  and  the  efforts  of  the  Board  to  lease  it  for 
refectory  purposes,  brought  np  the  question  whether  public 
opinion  would  permit  houses  for  refreshment  m  public  parks 
to  be  carried  on  with  the  same  privileges  regarding  the  suj> 
plying  guests  with  liquid  refreshments  which  were  accorded 
elsewhere  under  the  license  laws.  With  the  object  of  test- 
ing the  matter  the  parties  proposing  to  open  this  house 
and  Franklin  Park  Befeotoiy  were  given  a  hearing  by 
the  Board  of  Police,  on  their  applications  for  licenses,  in 
the  chamber  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  State  House. 
So  much  opposition  was  manifested  at  this  hearing  that, 
with  the  advice  of  this  Board,  the  applications  were  with- 
drawn. The  certainty  that  a  satisfactory  restaurant  could 
not  be  successfully  carried  on  at  Pine  Bank  House  with- 
out a  license,  caused  the  project  to  be  abandoned,  and  the 
house  to  remain  closed  throurrli  the  season. 

The  desirability  of  abandoning  the  location  heretofore 
occupied  at  Franklin  Park  for  temporary  quarters  so  that  the 
building  can  be  removed  to  allow  of  the  improvement  of  this 
part  of  the  park,  and  the  need  of  an  Administration  Building 
at  Jamaica  Park,  caused  the  Board  to  consider  the  question 
of  remodelling  Pine  Bank  House  to  serve  the  purpose  of 
administrative  headquarters;  and  believing  that  the  effioieui^ 
of  the  administration  of  the  department  would  be  much  in- 
creased by  the  consolidation  of  its  general  office  with  the 
offices  of  superintendence,  construction  and  maintenance, 
in  one  building,  the  Board  has  deternnned  to  remove  it3 
present  down-town  of&ce  to  the  Pine  Bank  House,  together 
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with  the  offices  now  maintmned  at  Franklin  Park  and  on 
the  lliverway ;  so  thai  a.11  departments  may  have  ready 
access  to  the  files  and  papeiis  of  other  departments  and  thus, 
by  association,  enable  the  service  to  be  carried  on  more 
economically  and  eHectively  than  by  distinct  and  widely 
mpamted  offices.  All  departments  can  thus  be  mach  more 
xeadilj  snperviBed  than  heretofoze. 

The  necessity  foi  a  responsible  executiye  bead  of  the 
I  department  has  gradually  forced  itself  upon  the  attention  of 
tbe  Board,  and  after  having  given  the  subject  careful 
attention,  and  having  examined  the  administrative  machinery 
of  the  park  systems  of  several  other  American  cities,  the 
Board  engaged  Mr.  John  A.  Pettigrew,  who  has  had  a  wide 
experience  as  superintendent  of  the  parks  of  Milwaukee, 
Brooklyn*  and  Jackson  Park,  Chicago,  as  the  executive 
manager  of  tbe  entire  system  of  this  city,  with  full  control  of 
tbe  engineering  and  landscape  gardening  departments.  The 
Board  thus  obtains  a  much  more  efficient  administration, 
with  undiTided  responsibility,  and  also  expects  to  make  a 
considerable  saving  of  the  city  moneys  which  are  unavoid- 
ably wasted  under  divided  and  msufiicient  responsibility. 

The  Board  again  expresses  its  belief  that  the  parks  will 
not  be  satisfactorily  administered  until  the  appointment  and 
control  of  those  who  enforce  tbe  rules  and  regulations  of  the 
Board  are  restored  to  the  Board,  and  that  a  system  by  which 
the  police  force  for  the  parks  is  appointed  by,  and  is  sasponsi- 
Ue  to,  another  commission  than  the  one  having  the  chaige 
of  the  parks,  must  always  be  an  obstacle  in  the  way  of  their 
good  government* 

Eleotbto  Railway  is  thb  Fbns. 

The  original  plan  of  the  Fens  provided  for  horse  car  ser- 
vice through  Boj-lston  road.  Snbse{[nt'ii' ly,  on  the  advent  of 
electric  cai-s,  this  plan  was  abandoned,  for  the  reason  that 
such  a  location,  being  partly  within  a  side  road  only  80 
feet  in  width,  would  be  inadequate  to  the  operation  of  an 
electric  road,  and  because  of  the  added  danger  and  noise 
of  electric  cars  and  the  unsightliness  of  poles  and  wires. 
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This  location,  therefore,  \:>eing  consi  It  red  inadmissible,  the 
Board,  in  1891,  voted  to  request  the  City  Engineer  to  report 
as  to  the  feasibility  of  carrying  the  street  car  tracks  from 
the  east  entrance  of  Boylston  street  in  the  Fens  across  the 
channel  and  under  Charlesgate  West»  Such  a  plaa  was  sub- 
mitted by  Mr.  Jackson,  with  an  estimate  of  the  oost.  In 
1894,  at  the  soUoitation  of  Mayor  Matthews^  a  strip  of  land 
and  light  of  way  was  puichased,  ranning  from  Charlesgate 
West  to  Landsdown  street,  connecting  thence  with  Boylston 
streeti  west  of  the  Fens,  through  a  new  street  which  was 
to  he  laid  out  80  feet  wide  to  provide  for  street  cars.  The 
cost  of  the  strip  of  land  and  right  of  way  to  the  city  was 
$15,490.  The  Board  always  recognized  that  the  rapid 
growth  of  the  city  would  eventually  demand  street  railway 
communication  between  the  two  sides  of  the  parkway  at  the 
Back  Bay  Fens,  and  in  voting  to  make  this  purchase,  stated 
its  opinion,  that  it  would  be  a  very  great  danger  to  human 
life  to  permit  electric  cars  to  traverse  Boylston  road  thmnrrh 
the  Fens  in  the  immediate  neighborhood  of  the  steam  railroad. 

Last  year  when  Boylston  street,  west  of  the  Fens,  was 
rapidly  approaching  completion,  the  qnestion  of  giving  imme- 
diate access  to  the  lands  through  which  it  runs  was  hrought 
to  the  attention  of  the  Board  hy  those  interested  in  the  devel- 
opment of  this  section.  Several  conferences  were  held  with 
the  land  owners,  regarding  the  opening  of  communication 
between  this  territory  and  tlie  city  hcioss  the  Fens.  The 
land  owuei-s  requested  that  a  temporary  location  be  given 
to  the  West  End  Road  to  lay  tracks  through  Boylston  road, 
past  the  John  Boyle  O'Reilly  memorial,  and  over  Richard- 
son*s  beautiful  bridge.  This  the  Board  declined  to  do,  be- 
lieving that  the  plan  for  the  electric  cars  to  pass  to  the  north 
of  Boylston  road  and  under  Charlesgate  West  was  the  true 
solution  of  the  question;  and,  as  the  territory  referred  to 
was  as  yet  unbuilt  upon,  such  a  route  oould  be  prepared  and 
opened  before  any  pressing  necesslfy  arose  for  the  operation^ 
of  the  railroad. 

If  the  street  railway  tracks  were  placed  on  the  surface  of 
Boyibton  road,  as  requested  by  the  laud  owners,  they  would 
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trayerae  1,600  feet  of  tHe  driveway,  wBich  in  some  places  ie 

only  35  feet  wide,  requiring  at  least  one-half  of  ita  width, 
and  making  four  grade  crojjsinga  of  either  the  mala  pleasure 
diiveway  or  the  side  roads. 

If,  on  the  other  hand,  the  car  tracks  were  deflected  at 
Boylston  bridge  and  carried  partly  over  the  planted  strip  and 
walk  adjoining  the  sloping  sides  of  the  Fens,  as  suggested 
by  the  land  owners,  it, would  teeult  in  the  destruction  of 
twenty-five  trees,  ten  of  them  being  Lombardy  poplars,  more 
than  fifteen  years  old«  which  are  a  chaiacteristio  feature  of 
this  part  of  the  Fens. 

Kui  therraore,  the  only  pleasure  walk  on  this  side  of  the 
Fens  would  have  to  be  sacrificed  for  the  distance  of  a  thou- 
san  i  feet,  and  no  walk  could  be  constructed  to  take  its  place 
without  the  entire  destruction  of  the  planted  slopes  of  the 
Fenway  for  that  distance  and  their  reconstruction  at  great 
expense.  The  loss  of  this  public  promenade  would  laigely 
destroy  the  value  of  the  Fens  to  those  who  now  resort  to  it 
for  strolling,  including  many  persons  with  children  and  baby 
carriages. 

The  Board  believes  that  the  use  of  the  Fens  for  all  purposes 
of  pleasure  would  be  largely  curtailed,  and  that  the  whole 
parkway  system,  which  lias  become  a  much  thronged  public 
resort  for  pleasure  driving,  walking  and  cycling,  would  suffer 
serious  injury  by  the  frequent  passing  ol  electric  cars  along 
the  driveways  which  form  its  main  entrance  from  the  city; 
not  only  on  account  of  the  liability  of  accidents,  but  because 
the  rumble  of  the  cars,  the  noise  of  the  motors,  the  ring  of 
the  wheels  on  the  curved  tracks  and  the  whir  of  the  trolley 
would  prove  to  be  a  source  of  great  annoyance,  and  also  on 
account  of  the  unsightly  poles  and  wires  which  would  be  a 
great  disfigurement  of  one  of  the  chief  points  of  interest  in 
the  park  system. 

No  compensating  advantages  can  be  claimed  for  this  route 
which  would  not  be  equally  well  obtained  by  the  one  which 
has  been  made  available  by  the  action  of  the  Board  already 
referred  to. 

The  Board  intimated  that  it  would  join  with  the  land 
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owners  and  the  railuaj'  company  in  constructing  this  rente, 
if  such  an  arrangement  coiihl  be  carried  out.  The  land 
owners  expressed  their  inability  to  join  in  such  a  plan  and 
stated  that  the  West  End  Street  Kaihvny  Company  declined 
to  become  a  party  to  such  an  arrangement  on  the  ^rro'ind 
that  it  was  no  part  of  its  duty  to  pay  for  the  construction 
of  public  ways. 

The  fiuloFQ  of  the  plan  to  secure  cooperation  of  the  land 
owners  and  railway  company  in  the  constraction  of  this 
way,  however,  raises  the  question,  whether  the  building  of 
a  road  of  such  capacity  as  would  provide  for  all  heavy  traffic, 
which  in  the  future  will  follow  the  line  of  Boylston  street, 
would  not  be  a  work  which  the  city  would  be  justified  in 
assuming  the  ca«5t  of,  in  "view  of  the  great  advantages  which 
would  accrue  for  all  time  in  securing  imniujiity  to  the 
pleasure  driveways  from  being  inundated  by  this  ever- 
increasing  and  undesirable  traffic.  Such  a  road  could  be 
laid  out  on  the  route  of  the  proposed  electric  car  line,  thereby 
utilizing  the  land  already  owned  by  the  oity.  Part  of  the 
expense  of  such  a  road  could  no  doubt  be  assessed  upon  the 
abutting  lands, 

PLAXGSOUliDS. 

In  the  tiiirteenth  annual  report  of  the  Board  for  the  year 
1887,  sundry  propositions,  looking  to  the  establishing  of  play- 
grounds are  refeiTed  to,  and  in  connection  with  the  general 
subject  the  Board  reported  as  follows :  *'In  the  late  inaugural 
address  of  His  Honor  the  Mayor,  and  also  previously  iu  a 
special  message  to  the  last  City  Council,  attention  wa.s  called 
to  the  large  amount  of  vacant  lands  and  other  properties  not 
used  by  the  city,  which  he  recommended  to  be  sold.  Refer- 
erence  was  made  to  some  of  these  lands  in  the  *  Notes  on 
the  Plan  of  Franklin  Park  and  Belated  Matters,"  supple-  , 
mentaiy  to  the  eleventh  annual  report  of  the  Board,  and  a 
map  showing  their  locations  was  published.  Demands  for 
playgrounds  for  the  youth  of  the  oily  are  frequently  made, 
which  have  been  partially  met  in  the  past  by  hiring  lands  in 
different  parts  of  the  city.  Might  not  some  of  these  vacant 
properties,  if  found  suitable  and  convenient  fur  ^laygruunda 
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ftnd  for  open-^ir  gymnaaiaiiis,  be  appropriated  lor  eueh  pur- 
poses, and  might  not  otheia,  not  well  eitoated  or  of  insuffi- 
cient area,  be  sold,  and  the  proceeds  applied  to  the  purchase  of 
more  suitable  lands  ?  If  this  can  be  done,  and  the  whole  mat- 
ter of  playgrounds  be  referred  to  this  Board  for  iicuoii  or 
for  examination  and  report,  it  will  clieerfully  undertal^e  tiie 
duty." 

Nothing  came  of  these  suggestions  at  that  time,  but  now, 
after  a  lapse  of  ten  years,  with  the  effective  aid  of  the  Mayor, 
action  is  being  taken  on  the  lines  then  recommended. 

This  increased  interest  in  the  subject  of  local  playgrounds 
has  resulted  in  seyeral  additions  to  their  number  and  bids 
fair  to  cause  a  still  greater  increase  of  grounds  devoted 
to  athletic  sports  and  children's  games.  Plans  for  several 
of  these  grounds  have  been  made,  and  where  appropriations 
were  available  the  laiids  required  have  been  secured.  On 
Dec.  14,  1806,  eighieen  acres  of  marsh  land  lying  between 
Neponset  avenue  and  the  Old  Colony  Eailroad  were  taken 
for  the  Neponset  pla yq-round,  under  the  appropriation  passed 
by  the  City  Council  of  1895. 

A  tract  of  land  containing  eleven  acres  in  West  Roxbuiy, 
and  known  as  Billings  Field,  was  taken  Dec.  14, 1896,  for 
playground  purposes,  under  an  appropriation  made  by  the 
last  City  Council. 

A  small  triangular  piece  of  land  at  the  junction  of 
Neponset  avenue  and  Freeport  street  which,  although  too 
email  to  servo  the  purposes  of  a  i)layground,  will  secure 
a  pleasant  resting-place  for  passers  on  these  thoroughfares, 
will  be  taken  under  the  special  appropriation  therefor,  made 
by  the  City  Council. 

Plans  for  the  citjr  lot  on  East  First  and  M  streets,  which 
is  in  process  of  being  converted  into  a  playground,  and  for 
the  city  lot  on  Fellows  street,  which  has  also  been  set  aside 
by  the  City  Council  for  a  playground,  both  of  which  are  in 
charc^e  of  the  Public  Grounds  Department,  Lave  been  made 
at  the  request  of  the  Mayor, 

Plans  for  the  North  Brighton  Playground  are  also  being 
considered,  which  will  require  the  taking  of  about  two  acres 
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additional  land  to  connect  it  with  the  Charles  River  Beserra- 
tion  of  the  Metropolitan  Park  System, 

The  Board  has  investigated  the  enhj'eot  of  playgrounds 
ior  Ward  8,  Gharlestown,  and  for  the  district  near  Washing" 
ton  Village,  Sonth  Boston.  For  the  Gharlestown  playground, 
it  is  helieved  that  Adams  Wharf  on  Chelsea  street  and  Mystic 
river,  lately  occupied  hy  the  Oriental  Goal  Oil  Gompany,  and 
now  vacant,  is  the  most  eligible  site.  It  contains  about  two 
acres,  enclosed  by  a  sea  wall  ou  the  river  side,  and  is  filled  to  a 
gnitie  8uitable  for  immediate  use.  For  the  South  Boston 
playground,  the  vacant  marsh  lands  lying  between  the  Old 
Colony  Railroad  and  the  Straudway  seem  to  furnish  the 
most  available  location. 

The  Board  trusts  that  the  policy  of  establishing  play* 
grounds  in  the  various  districts  of  the  city^  thus  so  well 
inaugurated,  will  be  continued  until  the  reasonable  require- 
ments of  all  sections  are  fully  met,  and  that  adequate  appKO- 
priations  will  be  made  for  the  purpose. 

The  construction  of  these  playgrounds,  together  with 
Franklin  Field  and  Gharlestown  Playground  in  accordance 
with  the  plans,"  including  the  necessary  buildings,  will 
require  an  expenditure  of  about  f500,000.  To  secure  other 
sites,  and  to  construct  similar  playgrounds  in  other  sections 
of  the  city  would  necessitate  the  expenditure  ol  a  like 
amount,  or  a  total  of  ^1,000,000. 

The  Board  also  desires  to  call  attention  to  the  liberality 
and  public  spirit  of  a  resident  of  Boston,  Mrs.  Esther  P.  Ahl, 
in  the  estabUshment  and  maintenance  of  a  huge  in-door  gym* 
nasium  at  East  Boston,  which  she  now  offers  to  give  to  the 
city,  fully  equipped  with  the  best  gynmastie  apparatus,  and 
in  complete  running  order,  on  condition  that  the  building 
shall  always  be  maintained  as  a  gymnasium  or  as  a  public  baLh- 
house.  This  liberal  offer  the  Board  has  agreed  to  accept  as 
soon  as  the  requisite  authority  to  maintain  such  an  institu- 
tion is  granted  by  the  Legislature.  The  Board  hopes  that 
this  gift  of  Mrs.  Ahl  will  be  an  incentive  to  others  to 
emulate  her  example  by  giving  to  the  public  similar  gym- 
nasiums or  field  houses,  atiiletic  grounds  and  public  baths  in 
other  sections  of  the  city.

at  North  End  Beach. 

The  indenture  between  the  City  of  Boston  and  Harvard 
College,  with  reference  to  Arnold  Arboretum  and  Bussey 
Park,  made  the  22d  of  April,  1895,  by  which  68  acres  of 
valuable  land  on  Peters'  Hill  were  added  to  the  park  system, 
provides  that  the  city  shall  make  and  finish,  fit  for  use,  within 
five  years,  the  driveways^  the  sites  and  dimensions  of  whioli 
are  delineated  on  Lho  plan  which  is  referred  to  in  said  inden- 
ture; and  that  the  driveway,  through  the  valley  from  Walter 
Street  to  South  street,  shall  lye  finished  within  two  years. 
The  laat-meutioued  driveway  is  in  process  of  being  sub* 
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graded,  and  will  be  leady  for  annEneing  early  in  Obm 
coming  aununer.  To  oomplete  these  drivewmys  in  aeeotd- 
ance  with  the  agreement,  will  require  the  expenditure  ol 

about  865,000  duiiug  the  next  two  years. 

The  purchase  of  additional  land  for  the  West  Roxbury 
I'arkway  and  tlie  ci  ui-jiruction  of  driveways,  in  order  to 
make  the  frontage  available  for  building  purpoees,  will 
require  an  appropriation  of  at  least  8100,000. 

A  further  aom  of  ilOO^OOO  ia  needed  for  the  constmction 
of  the  aection  of  the  Fena,  north  of  Beacon  etreet.  Fifty 
thooaand  doUaia  conld  he  expended  to  good  purpose  at  Wood 
Island  Park  in  filling  and  grading,  prepa»tory  to  the  oon^ 
pletion  of  the  driveway  and  walks. 

The  erection  of  new  buildings  for  the  use  of  the  depart- 
ment and  for  the  accommodation  of  the  public  will  require 
the  expenditure  of  $2b5,000,  as  foliows:  —

As  has  been  suggested  in  a  previous  part  of  this  reporti 
our  citizens,  following  the  example  set  in  other  cities,  can,  by 
giving  to  the  parka  the  more  important  of  these  boildingSy 
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which  may  bear  saoh  names  as  they  may  seleot,  oonfer  last- 
ing benefit  on  the  community,  and  build  enduring  monu- 
ments of  the  genero.sity  and  public  spirit  of  the  doiiurs. 

The  ordinary  works  of  construction  performed  by  the  day 
labor  force  will  require  an  expenditure  of  about  $200,000 
annually,  or  f400,000  in  the  next  two  years. 

It  is  evident  that  if  the  policy  ol  oonstraoting  the  parks, 
whioh  has  been  pursued  in  the  past,  with  a  view  to  their 
oompletion  at  an  early  day,  is  to  he  continued,  that  an  appro- 
priation of  91,000,000  should  he  at  once  available,  and  the 
Board  recommends  that  authority  for  a  further  loan  of  that 
amount  be  obtained  from  the  Legislature  at  the  next  session. 

The  Board  has  had  estimates  prepared  by  the  City 
Engineer  of  the  cost  of  completing  the  park  system,  in 
accordance  with  the  plans  of  the  Landscape  Axchiteots,  so 
far  as  they  have  been  developed. 

These  estimates,  omitting  those  for  the  Strandway,  as 
originally  planned,  and  providing  only  for  sea  walls  at  E 
and  M  streets  and  wharf  at*  Q  street  to  complete  the  grading 
of  the  part  now  under  contract,  are  as  f oUows :  —

These  statistics  represent  what  has  heen  considered  desir- 
able to  he  done,  not  including  work  already  under  contraoti 
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or  the  baildings  referred  to  above,  which  are  eetunated  to 
coet  9285,000,  or  the  coDBtraction  of  the  Weet  Bozfaoiy 
Parkway,  the  phuu  for  which  aro  not  completecL 

The  phuis  upon  which  these  estimatee  are  baaed  may  be 
changed  in  some  particuUus  which  will  reduce  the  expense, 
and  some  of  the  work  may  be  postponed,  but  with  the 
excepiiuii8  bUited,  tlic  total  represents  subi,taiitially  the 
amount  required  to  complete  the  parks  in  accordance  with 
the  plans  oi  the  Landscape  Architects  already  prepared. 

Stbakdway. 

The  eonstruetion  of  the  Strandway  on  the  lines  planned 
by  the  Board  la  a  work  of  such  magnitude  ae  to  make  it 
essential  that  a  special  appropriation  should  be  made  for  the 
purpose,  unless  some  other  means  is  found  for  oonnectiiig 
Franklin  Park  with  Marine  Park  by  a  suitable  way,  which 
will  permit  of  the  larger  work  being  suspended  for  the  pres- 
ent. The  I)o  iid  is  of  opinion  that  no  such  way  can  be 
planned  wliirh  will  fuHil  the  requirements  of  the  Strandway 
so  well  as  the  carryinjT  out  of  the  original  plan,  and  that,  in 
any  event,  it  must  ultimately  be  constructed. 

At  the  suggestion  of  the  Mayor,  the  Street  Commissioners 
and  this  Board  are  studying  the  problem  of  the  construction 
of  such  a  way  on  the  line  of  Columbia  street  and  an  exten- 
sion to  South  Boston.  As  this  scheme  cannot  be  carried  out 
without  further  legisUtion,  application  will  have  to  be  made 
to  the  General  Court  for  authority  to  construct  a  way  which 
will  serve  the  purposes  of  a  parkway  and  for  ordinary  traveL 

BioToijfi  Ways. 

The  demand  for  special  bit  vole  ways  in  public  parks  and 
parkways  has  been  under  consideration  by  this  Board,  and  a 
report  from  the  Landscape  Architects  is  herewith  printed; 
the  reasons  therein  given  seeming  to  the  Board  conoluslye 
against  the  establishment  of  such  ways* 
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Mat  21, 189S. 

Mr.  E.  C.  IIoDOES,  Chairman  of  the  ParJc  Commission  y  Bos  ton  ^  Mass.: 
Dear  Sir: — We  ask  that  the  following  account  of  our  view* 
respecting  bicycling  in  the  parks  and  parkways  be  iilaced  on  file  : 

1.  A  rural  or  country  park  is,  of  course,  designed  to  serve  the 
greatest  good  of  the  greatest  number.  Siuk  a  park  is,  however, 
designed  to  benefit  this  greatest  number  not  in  all  possible  ways,  but 
especially  in  one  particular  way;  namely,  by  proylding  scenery  in 
Striking  contrast  to  the  ordioaij'  scenery  of  diy  streets.  The  remoTsl 
of  large  spsces  from  the  taxable  area  of  a  city  is  not  Justiflable  if  the 
lands  so  remoTed  are  used  for  purposes  which  smaller  or  less  costly 
spaces  would  serve  as  well  or  better.  Large  parks  are  not  created 
in  order  to  provide  flower  gaidens,  aodloglcal  gardens,  eating-houses, 
race  courses,  foot  ball  fields,  or  any  other  such  things  or  conveniences, 
but  primarily  in  order  that  the  public  may  have  access  to  interesting 
scenery.  The  general  landscape  is  of  first  importance.  No  struct- 
ures, games  or  practices  tending  to  injure  the  landscape  or  incom- 
mode the  public  in  its  enjoyment  of  the  landscape  ought  to  be 
permitted.  To  allow  any  surh  tlangs  or  practices  to  grow  up  in  a 
country  park  is  to  defeat  its  pritiiary  and  only  justifying  purpose. 

2.  Of  all  the  people  who  resort  to  the  landscape  of  a  park  much 
the  largest  number  enter  on  foot.  This,  indeed,  is  as  it  should  be, 
since  it  is  really  impossible  to  thoroughly  enjoy  scenery  except  when 
moving  slowly,  as  in  walking.  Moreover,  the  most  charming  leenes 
are  accessible  only  to  walkers.  It  is  proper,  therefore,  that  parks 
should  be  planned  with  special  reference  to  the  convenience  and 
enjoyment  of  foot  passengers.  So  many  people  desire  to  drive 
through  parks  that  roads  are  necessarily  opened,  but  thronged  roads 
injure  parks  from  the  point  of  view  of  people  on  foot  and  crossings  of 
foot  paths  at  grade  are,  therefore,  made  as  few  as  possible,  or  else  the 
grades  are  separated,  as  at  EUicott  Arch  in  Franklin  Park,  and 
throui^hout  Cfntrnl  Park,  Xew  York.  For  the  use  of  the  compara- 
tively few  i>cnj>le  who  wish  to  visit  parks  on  horseback,  bridle-paths 
are  sometimea  constructed,  but  snch  paths  in  parks  are  even  more 
ob i*  (  tionable  than  carriage  roads,  unless  grade  crossings  can  be 
avui<kd  entirely,  as  in  Central  Park.  It  is  on  this  account  that  only 
one  short  stretch  of  bridle-path  has  been  built  iu  Franklin  Park. 
The  bridle-path  from  the  Eens  to  the  F^k,  along  the  parkway, 
involves  comparatively  few  crossings,  not  otherwise  occasioned,  it 
injures  comparatively  little  scenery,  and  it  is  justifiable  on  the 
ground  that  without  this  one  soft  path  from  town  to  country,  horse- 
back riding  out  of  the  heart  of  Boston  would  be  practically  impos- 
sible owing  to  the  extreme  hardness  of  the  modem  carriage  roads. 

3.  If,  as  seems  obvious,  both  carriage  roads  and  bridle-paths  are 
objectionable  in  parks,  it  is  plain  that  special  birvcle  paths  would  be 
Still  more  so*   The  biqrcle  is  a  silent  steed,  and  one  which  moves 
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much  more  danj^erously  rapidly  tban  either  the  driving  or  the  sRddle 
horse.  For  bicycle  paths  ageparatioQ  of  grades  would  be  eveu  more 
neceasary  than  for  bridle-paths.  A  separate  path  would  enable 
bicycles  to  traverse  the  park  much  more  swiftly  than  is  possible 
while  they  must  keep  to  the  road  used  by  slower  vehicles,  but  these 
slower  carriages  are  already  moving  quite  as  fast  as  it  is  possible  for 
their  occupants  to  move  aad  still  enjoy  the  scenery,  so  that  if  motioa 
it  accelerated,  park  groand  will  be  put  to  a  use  quite  inconsEstest 
with  its  main  purpoee.  In  other  words,  a  parlc  is  a  presenre  of 
scenery,  and  as  such  it  is  no  place  for  the  driver^s  speedway,  the 
rider's  race-course  or  the  bunder's  scorching  track.  Just  at  present 
the  new  Boston  and  Brooldine  parkway  is  thronged  on  Sundays  with 
carriages  and  bicycles,  and  while  the  fever  to  be  seen  on  this  paitic* 
ular  road  lasts,  some  difficulty  will  doubtless  be  encountered  in 
regulating  the  traffic.  That  the  use  of  the  way  ought  to  be  better 
regulated  than  it  is  seems  plain.  Large  bo  lics  of  boys  running  with 
close  ranks  through  the  midst  of  the  strollers  an  ]  tlx'  bal»y  carriages 
of  a  foot  path  would  not  be  tolerated.  Speeding  horses  on  the 
park  road.s  would  not.  be  allowed.  The  so-called  club-runs  of  bicy- 
clers at  high  speed  aliJii^  ihe  ])iirksvay  ought  to  be  likewise  forbidden 
for  similar  rcasous.  If  bicyclers  are  not  content  to  limit  themselves 
to  a  reasonable  speed  and  to  obsenre  Hie  rules  of  the  road,  they  may 
properly  be  asked  to  ride  elsewhere  than  on  the  parkway.  To 
depriye  the  horseback  riders  of  the  bridle-path  would  inflict  a  death- 
blow upon  riding,  but  the  mileage  of  roads  near  Boston  fit  for 
bicycling  is  enonnons,  and  howeyer  it  may  bo  in  other  cities,  no 
hardship  will  be  worked  either  by  denying  the  petitions  for  separate 
bicycle  paths  or  by  regulating  the  use  of  the  existing  road  of  the 
Boston  Parkway.

KEPORT  OF  LANDSCAPE  AKCUITECTS. 


Mb.  E.  (  .   Hodges,   Chairman  of  tits  Park  (JommU&tony

Dear  Sir:  The  following  brief  notes  of  our  doings  in  con- 
nection with  the  work  of  the  Boston  Park  CommismoD  during  the 
year  1896  are  respectfully  submitted :  — 

Genebai.  Plaks. 

The  last  complete  design  or  general  plan  "  officially  adopted 
by  the  Park  Commission  was  our  design  for  the  small  and 
peculiar  pleasure  gronnds  recently  named  North  End  Beach  and 
Copp's  Hill  Teiraces. 

A  general  plan  for  Borchester  Park  has  been  prepared,  but 
has  never  been  formally  adopted,  because  certain  agreements  with 
the  city  departments  controlling  adjacent  lands,  which  ought  to  be 
joined  to  the  park, — namely,  the  City  Hospital  and  the  Street 
Department — have  not  yet  been  entered  into. 

A  general  plan  for  the  recently  acquired  West  Roxbnry  Park- 
way, extending  from  the  Arboretum  to  Bellevue  Hill  and  Stony 
Brook  Reservation,  has  been  ordered  by  the  Conunission,  and 
is  almost  completed.  It  cannot,  however,  be  satisfactorily 
finished  until  certain  small  additional  areas  of  land  are  secured 
at  two  difficult  places.  When  these  two  parcels  are  acqmred, 
there  will  be  no  part  of  the  Boston  Parks  where  boundary 
roads,**  affording  frontage  for  adjacent  building  lands,  cannot  be 
constructed  when  wanted.  It  may  be  noted  that  the  West 
Bozbury  Parkway  will  presumably  be  the  last  large  Boston 
park  area  for  which  a  comprehensive  design  will  be  needed. 
Hereafter,  or  at  least  until  the  city  shall  tako  up  in  earnest  the 
development  of  the  remarkable  opportunity  presented  by  the 
Charles  river,  between  Boston  and  Cambridge,  for  which  only 
preliminary  sketches  have  as  yet  been  prepared,  it  is  to  be 
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presumed  that  the  only  general  designs  required  will  be  those  for 
811  in  11  local  recreation  grounds.  We  have  already  submitted  to 
the  lioard  preliminary  plans  for  several  of  these  local  grounds, 
but  final  action  upon  them  has  been  delayed,  owing  to  the  lack 
of  sufficient  appropriations.  Among  these  may  be  mentioned  the 
M-street  Playground,  Nejwnset  Playground,  Washington  Village 
Playground,  Fellows-street  Playground,  Billings  Field  in  West 
Roxbury,  and,  largest  of  all,  Franklin  Field.  Designs  for 
Brighton  Playground  and  for  Chelsea-street  Playground  will  be 
ready  shortly. 

As  has  been  the  case  in  all  recent  years,  the  study  of  the 
details  of  previously  submitted  and  adopted  general  plans  has 
chiefly  busied  your  landscape  architects.  (Plans,  diagrams  and 
sketches  to  the  number  of  113  have  been  designed  by  them 
during  the  year.) 

In  1895  the  grading  plans  for  North  End  Beach,  for  the  yacht 
dab  sites  on  the  Strandway,  for  the  neighborhood  of  the  Frank- 
lin Park  Refectory  and  carriage-sheds,  and  the  widening  of  Blue 
Hill  avenue,  with  a  number  of  similar  works,  had  close  attention. 

During  1896,  detailed  construction  designs  have  been  prepared 
for  a  large  part  of  West  Roxbury  Parkway ;  for  several  drives 
and  walks  in  the  Peters'  Hill  section  of  the  Arboretum ;  for  a 
drive  and  walks  in  Jamaica  Park,  between  Prince  street  and  the 
pond;  for  the  peculiar  bathing  beach  ontside  the  Strandway  at 
the  foot  of  L  street ;  for  a  hfeavy  sea-wall  to  support  the  yacht-club 
sites  on  the  Strandway ;  for  a  foot-path  entrance  to  Franklin  Park, 
from  Blue  Hill  avenne  at  the  end  of  Wales  street ;  for  the  widen- 
ing of  Canterbury  and  Morton  streets,  bounding  Franklin  Park ;  for 
the  relocation  of  Longwood-avenne  bridge  in  Riverway,  together 
with  a  walk  and  steps  in  connection  with  the  bridge,  and  so  on. 

Among  the  most  difficult  details  of  park  designs  are  the  plans 
for  necessary  buildings.  The  Commission  has  always  employed 
good  architects,  but  it  has  been  neoessary  that  we  should  define 
for  the  architects  the  purposes  to  be  served  by  the  buildings,  and  to 
indicate  how  they  may  best  be  harmonised  with  the  surrounding 
park  scenery  of  which  they  must  necessarily  form  an  integral 
part.    For  this  reason  we  usually  sketch  preliminary  plans. 

In  connection  with  the  Tarious  parks  and  playgrounds,  we  have 
studied  preliminaiy  sketches  for  the  following  btiildings :  a  shel-' 
ter,  with  toilet,  etc.,  for  golf  players  and  picnickers  at  Abbotswood 
in  Franklin  Park ;  Refectory  carriage-sheds  in  Franklin  Park  (re-' 
vised  sketch) ;  a  laige  shelter  and  flekl  hotise  for  the  men's 
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athletic  grounds  a  ml  for  skatory  and  ball  players,  with  administra- 
tion ofliccrt  and  pul)lic  toilet  at  Franklin  Field;  a  boat  storage 
shed  in  Januiica  Park;  a  l^oat  storage  shed  in  Leverett  Park;  a 
boat-landing  in  Kiverway ;  an  administration  ljuilding  with  public 
toilet  and  btorage  for  boatB  in  the  basonieut  (instead  of  the 
separate  boat-shed)  in  Back  Bay  Fens;  an  adnuiiistration 
building,  a  women's  bath-house,  a  men's  batb-honse  and  prom- 
enade piers  at  North  End  Beach;  a  field  house  for  nun's  and 
women's  athletic  grounds,  with  administration  ollices  and  public 
toilet  (revised  plans)  in  Cbailcstown  Playground;  a  waiting- 
room  and  shelter  for  street-car  passengers  at  Clinrlestown 
Playground ;  field  lioiise  for  men's  and  women's  athletic  grounds, 
with  administration  offices,  public  shelter  and  toilet  for  skaters 
in  M-street  Playground. 

Working  drawings  and  specifications  for  the  administration 
build inf^  and  women's  bath-house  at  North  End  Beach,  based  upon 
our  sketches,  have  been  prepared  by  Architect  R.  C.  Sturgis,  during 
tlie  past  year,  and  the  contract  awarded.  It  is  impossible  to  fore- 
tell how  much  this  small  bathing-beach  may  be  frefinented,  but  it 
seemed  best  to  use  only  part  of  the  space  available  for  bathers* 
dressing-rooms  at  once.  A  considerable  Im  rease  of  accommoda- 
tion can  be  hereafter  obtained  on  the  adjoining  pier.  The 
women's  bath-house  is  ingeniously  arranged  so  aa  to  properly 
control  the  bathers,  and  so  as  to  permit  their  passing  to  and  from 
the  beach  without  interfering  with  persons  passing  to  or  from  the 
pier  and  boat-landing.    Both  piers  are  also  under  contract. 

The  bathing  establishment  and  liefectory  at  Marine  Park  was 
first  opened  last  summer,  and  was  much  used  ;  but  tiie  bathing 
beach  needs  to  be  fenced  off,  as  originally  designed. 

The  Refectory  in  Frrmklin  Park  was  also  opened  for  the  first 
time  last  summer,  and  w  as  much  visited,  especially  on  warm  even- 
ings. For  the  sake  of  the  health  of  the  vines  which  are  to  cover 
the  great  pergola,  wc  were  obliged  to  reconmiend  a  temporary 
fiuoi  ing  of  plauk.  A  brick  pavement  will  be  8ub8titute<l  after  the 
vines  are  well  started.  The  circular  carriage-shed  adjacent  to 
this  building  has  been  nearly  completed. 

Among  the  buildings  which  are  uheaily  needed  are  tlie  field 
house  for  athletes,  l)all  players  and  skaters  at  Frinklin  Field;  the 
boat  storage  shed  at  Jamaica  Pond  ;  the  boating  and  ^k;iting  shelter 
at  Jamaica  Pond  ;  a  similar  shelter  at  Leverett  Pond  ;  an  adminis- 
tration building  in  Jkuk  Ikiy  Fens;  a  group  of  administration 
buildings  in  Franklin  Park,  and  a  largu  shelter  on  Castle  Island. 
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Perhaps  the  most  difficult  of  all  the  elements  of  a  eonernl  plan 
to  <jet  carried  out  satisfartorily  U  such  modification  of  existing 
vogctation,  or  such  addition  of  new  vegetation  by  planting,  aa 
nuiy  be  required  for  the  realization  of  the  intended  scenery.  The 
lines  and  grades  of  roads*  and  paths  wliich  make  p:ui<j3  accessible 
can  be  de8cril>ed  by  drawincrs  with  all  needed  accuracy,  but  not 
80  the  more  essentially  sccmc  work  in  the  woods  and  fielfls.  This 
v,-r,vk  in  the  Boston  parks  has  been,  and  indeed  must  be,  iulrue»ted 
to  responsible  speeialists,  corresponding  as  to  knowledge  and 
ability'  with  the  engineers  wiio  are  in  charpre  of  the  constnictive 
works;  and,  if  satisfactory  results  are  to  be  secured,  it  is  ju>t  as 
essential  for  the  foresters  or  gardeners  to  be  loyal  to  the  <:eneral 
plans  as  it  is  for  the  engineers  to  be.  Tliere  are  certain  parts  of 
the  pai-ks,  especially  along  the  borders  of  waters  and  iu  existing 
rocky  woodlan<ls,  wlierc  we  have  designed  to  have  nnnsually  wild 
and  natural  elTects.  For  the  gardener  to  plant  in  such  situations 
exotic  trees  and  showy  garden  shrubs  and  perennials,  would  go 
far  toward  defeating  the  essential  elements  of  our  desiLrns.  Ti:e 
roatis  and  paths  of  "  i'onntry  parks"  are  placed  iu  certn'n 
positions  so  as  to  command  certain  landscapes  or  bits  of  scenery 
thus  and  so,  and,  conversely,  the  vegetation,  which  in  this  clirnate 
makes  the  scenery,  must  be  controlled,  encouraged  or  modified 
accordingly.  T^nlcss  planting,  thinning  and  clearing  are  thua 
done  sympathetically,  the  courses  oi  the  roads  become  meaning* 
leas,  and  their  cost  is  wasted.

DsAB  Sm:  I  herewith  snbmit  the  foQowing  report  of  the 
work  done,  and  of  the  matters  of  interest  in  connection  with  the 
work  placed  nnder  my  direction,  by  your  Board,  the  work  bdng 
continned  under  the  immediate  charge  of  Assistant  Engineer 
B.  W.  Howe. 
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COMMOlfWEALTH  AVKNUX. 

VLdergnmad  conduits  for  electric  wires  have  lieen  built  by  the 
Edison  Electric  lUnminating  Company  between  Massachusetts 
avenue  and  Beacon  street,  and  also  on  Charlesgate  East  and 
Cbarlesgate  West,  between  Conunonwealth  avenue  and  Beacon 
atieet. 

Thb  Fens. 

Tbe  only  work  of  construction  done  here  during  the  year  was 
the  rc-grading  and  re-surfacing  the  grounds  and  walks  around 
the  John  Boyle  O'Reilly  monument.  The  area  iinrncdiatfly 
around  the  monument  has  been  covered  with  an  ai  tifieial  atone 
walk. 

Two  small  temporary  boat-landings  were  built,  one  nearly 
opposite  Westland  entrance  and  one  at  Brookliue  avenue. 

RlVKRWAT* 

The  yard  at  the  Administration  Building  has  been  inclosed  by 
a  watt  on  the  side  towards  the  park  and  by  a  fence  on  the  line  of 
the  railroad.  The  walks  in  the  vicinity  of  the  building  have  been 
surfaced  and  the  plantations  graded.  The  building  was  opened 
for  the  use  of  the  public  early  in  the  season. 

On  Audubon  road,  between  the  railroad  and  Beacon  street,  the 
Street  Department  has  built  sewers  on  each  side  of  the  road,  and 
the  gas  and  watcr-pipea  have  been  laid.  The  surfacing  of  the 
road  is  now  in  progress. 

A  temporary  boat-landing  was  built  near  the  gate  house  at 
Brookline  avenue. 

Leverett  Pajik.' 

Three  hundred  and  f<)rty-f(»ur  linear  feet  of  8-inch  and  958 
linear  feet  of  IH-inuh  drains  have  been  built  from  near  the  junc- 
tion oi  Bynncr  street  with  the  Parkway  to  Leverett  pond. 
Catch-basins  at  this  juQctiou  were  built  by  the  owners  of  the 
abutting  land.        '  * 

Jamaica  Park. 

A  6-inch  sewer  has  been  built  from  the  Pine  Bank  Refectory 
to  the  sewer  in  Jamaicaway,  near  Perkins  street,  a  distance  of 

1,050  feet. 

On  December  14  a  contract  was  made  with  F.  A.  Snow  for 
grading  the  drive,  walks  and  slopes  on  the  westerly  side  of  the 
park  between  Perldns  street  and  Jamaicaway.  This  work  is  now 
in  progress. 
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The  water-pipe  from  the  pmnping-station  is  nearly  all  laid,  and 
the  boilers  and  pmnpB  should  be  repaired  so  that  the  plant  can 
be  used. 

AnnoRWAr. 

The  drive  on  the  trafTic  road  has  been  surfaced  for  a  distance 
of  1,350  feet  westerly  from  South  ntreet. 

On  December  1  a  contraet  waa  made  with  Thomas  F.  Broderick 
for  building  a  wall  on  the  line  between  the  Arborway  and  the 
Arboretum.    The  work  is  not  yet  conij)k'ted. 

The  bridge  over  the  Parkway,  on  the  line  of  the  New  York, 
New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad,  is  nearly  fini'^hed.  This  is  a 
masonry  structure  of  live  arclics,  and  makes  an  angle  Milh  t!;e 
railroad  of  C)?t  deforces  3  seconds.  The  width  of  tlie  l)rid<xe  at  right 
angles  to  the  railroad  is  69  feet.  The  southerly  un  h  is  over 
Morton  street,  and  the  northerly  arch  is  over  the  trathc  road  on 
the  northerly  side  of  the  Parkway.  Each  of  these  arches  has  a 
span  of  41  feet  2  inches.  The  central  ;ireh  has  a  span  of  45  feet 
2  inches,  and  is  over  the  Parkway  drive.  On  each  side  of  the 
central  arch  there  is  iin  :ueh  of  23  feet  2  inches  si)an,  the  north- 
erly one  being  over  the  bridle-path  and  the  southerly  one  over  the 
promenade.  The  foundations  rest  upon  beds  of  concrete,  varying 
in  thickness  according  to  the  character  of  the  ground  ;  all  other 
masonry  is  of  granite.  The  solFits  of  the  arches  and  the  parapets 
are  fine  pointed ;  all  other  exposed  surfaces  are  quarry  f;u'cd. 
The  bridge  is  surmounted  by  a  parapet  6  feet  high  on  each  side 
of  the  railroad. 

The  l)ridge  was  built  by  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  II art- 
ford  Railroad  Company,  after  plans  made  by  Messre.  Shepley, 
Kutan  &  Coolidge,  architects. 

The  drive  between  Washington  street  and  Forest  Hills  street 
was  opened  to  travel  on  August  2. 

Arnold  Arbobetum. 

A  complete  crusher  plant  has  been  established  at  the  quury 
on  Pussey  street,  and  the  work  of  crashing  stone  for  road  oon* 
struction  and  repair  is  now  going  on. 

On  October  5  a  contract  was  made  with  James  Doonan  for 
grading  the  road  on  the  northerly  side  of  Peters'  Hill,  l)etweeil 
the  corner  of  Pussey  and  Walter  streets  and  the  corner  of  Boaeey 
and  South  streets.  This  work  will  be  completed  early  in  the  oom* 
ing  season. 
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Wxn  RoxBiTHT  Pabkwat. 

A  topographical  survey  of  the  portion  of  the  Parkway  between 
the  Arboretum  and  Weld  street  has  been  made  during  the  year. 

FSASKLnf  Pabx. 

The  sew  diiye  at  Forest  HiUe  entrance  was  finished  and  opened 
to  travel  on  Angnst  2 .  At  the  same  time  EUicott  street,  the  last  of 
the  old  highways  in  the  i>ark,  was  closed.  The  walk  through  this 
entrance  has  been  finished,  and  the  gravel  has  been  deported  on 
the  ride,  but  some  work  remains  to  be  done  to  complete  the  latter. 

At  the  Bef ectory  the  service  drive  fh>m  Blue  Hill  avenne  to 
the  service  yard  of  the  building  has  been  bnilt.  A  deep  excava- 
tion for  the  drive  and  walls  6  feet  high  on  each  side  of  it  were 
neoesssiy.  Steps  on  the  path  and  waUs  on  each  side  of  the  path, 
leading  from  Bine  HiU  avenue  to  the  Refectory,  have  been  buflt. 
The  wall  on  tlie  line  of  the  road  from  Glen  lane  to  the  Refectory 
has  been  completed ;  also  a  wall  on  the  southerly  side  of  Glen  lane 
from  the  Refectory  drive  to  Blue  HiU  avenue. 

The  road  to  the  Ref ectoiy  and  the  court  in  front  of  the  building 
have  been  snrf  aoed,  and  the  Betgola  Terrace  has  been  covered  with 
a  temporary  plank  fioor. 

A  drain  was  laid  from  the  building  to  Bine  HiU  avenue,  but, 
as  at  the  time  the  sewer  had  not  been  bnilt  in  that  part  of  the 
avenne,  a  temporary  drain  was  built  from  the  end  of  the  drain 
to  the  sewer  at  Wales  street.  The  sewer  has  since  been  buUt  in 
the  avenne,  and  the  park  drain  permanently  connected  with  it. 
Another  drain  has  been  buUt  from  the  carriage  shed  to  the  sewer 
In  Blue  HUl  avenue.  A  6-inch  water-pipe  was  laid  from  Blue 
HiU  avenue  to  the  Refectoiy. 

The  grading  of  the  grounds  in  this  vicinity  has  been  nearly 
finished.   The  Refectory  was  opened  on  July  4. 

Franklin  Field. 

No  constriiotion  work  lias  hocn  done  during  the  year  except  to 
repair  some  of  the  turf  wliich  liad  become  winter-killed. 

The  Street  Department  has  built  a  sewer  ou  the  southerly  and 
eastei'ly  sides  of  the  Field  l)etween  the  drainage  ditch  and  the 
boundary  line  from  Lyons  street  to  Talbot  avenue. 

DORCBESTERWAT. 

The  Street  Department  has  completed  the  sewers  on  both  sides  of 
the  Parkway,  between  Pond  street  and  Dorchester  avenue.  The 
Water  Department  is  now  laying  its  pipes  in  this  same  section. 
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Work  vMi^ramed  in  Aagust  on  the  snrfacing  of  the  driTgwmy. 
The  gaiters  have  been  paved,  the  cateh-basina  boilt,  the  Telford 
foundation  laid,  and  most  of  it  covered  with  cmsbed  stone  on  the 
section  between  Fond  street  and  Dorchester  avenoe.  A  hof^ 
amount  of  rock  has  been  excavated  between  Dorchester  avenae 
and  Bnttonwood  street. 

Tbcb  Sibahdwat. 

Hans  and  spcciflcations  were  prepared,  and  on  Jnne  4  a  con- 
tract  was  made  with  Jones  A  Meehan  for  bnilding  the  sea  wall 
and  grading  that  portion  of  the  Strandway  between  O  street  and 
Marine  Park,  for  the  snm  of  $117,000.  This  work  is  now  being 
done. 

On  October  19  a  contract  was  made  with  Hngb  FarreH  for 
filling  and  grading  that  portion  of  the  Strandwaj  between  I  and 
O  streets.  This  work  wiU  require  about  160,000  cubic  yards  of 
filling  wUdi  is  to  be  famished  for  47  cents  per  cubic  yard. 
Work  was  begun  early  in  November,  and  is  now  in  progress. 

Plans  have  been  prepared  for  the  extension  of  the  storm  over- 
flow sewers  at  I  and  N  streets. 

On  December  1  a  contract  was  made  with  James  Dolan  for 
removing  the  surplus  loam  from  the  site  of  the  proposed  plaj- 
grouud  on  M,  First  and  Second  stnu'ts,  and  pilin;;  the  santr  on  liie 
Strandway  for  future  use  there.    The  work  is  neaxiy  iiuished. 

]Marine  Park. 

The  new  head-house  was  opened  to  the  public  on  Juno  17,  and 
the  pier,  which  had  been  kept  closed  since  the  proooding  winter 
on  account  of  the  work  on  the  head-honse,  wus  opened  on  June  10. 

As  stated  in  the  last  annual  report  some  of  the  columns  sirp- 
porting  the  iron  pier  had  been  ])roken  hy  the  pressure  of  the 
filling  fonning  the  beach.  Measurements  taken  at  frequent 
interv^als  having  shown  that  the  movement  of  the  columns  had 
practically  ceased  it  was  decided  to  repair  them.  This  was  done 
in  the  following  manner :  Two  rows  of  four  spruce  piles  each  were 
driven,  one  on  each  side  of  the  column,  on  lines  parallel  to  the 
direction  of  the  pier  and  as  near  the  columns  as  was  practicable. 
Tl»e  pUe-driver  was  placed  on  the  floor  of  the  pier.  Each  row 
was  capped  with  a  12-inch  hard  pine  timber.  Other  piles  were 
driven,  and  the  pier  was  temporarily  supported  on  them  by  block- 
ing  and  by  clamps  around  the  column.  The  column  then  having 
been  cut  off  at  the  proper  grade^  and  about  1^  feet  of  the  part 
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below  the  cut  broken  away  it  was  swung  into  a  vertical  position 
by  Jack  screwa.  Two  conraee  of  6-mch  hard  pine  timberi  laid 
doee,  were  then  placed  on  tbe  cape  and  spiked  to  them,  and  the 
eolnmn  lowered  on  to  a  bed  of  cement  on  the  platform.  Three 
colnmna  were  treated  in  tfaie  manner.  The  grades  of  the  platforms 
▼ary  according  to  the  grade  of  the  gnmnd,  but  they  are  such  that 
the  timber  can  all  be  covered  by  the  filing,  and  so  no  evidence  of 
the  injury  be  seen.  The  oolnmns  are  4^  feet  in  diameter,  of  cast 
iron,  1}  inches  thick,  and  filled  solid  with  concrete.  The  tops  of 
the  columns  are  at  grade  20,  and  they  were  sunk  to  a  depth  of  from 
60  to  64  feet,  the  lower  10  feet  being  in  stiff  clay,  above  which 
there  was  about  28  feet  of  mud.  The  weight  to  be  raised  in 
moving  the  columns  was  about  40  tons.  Measurements  taken 
since  the  work  waa  done  show  no  movement. 

The  old  Refectory  building  has  been  removed,  and  the  site 
graded  and  loamed. 

The  house  occupied  by  the  sergeant  in  charge  of  Fort  Independ* 
ence  was  thoroughly  repaured  during  the  spring. 

Pdblic  Fabx,  North  End. 

The  work  done  under  the  contract  witii  Trumbull  db  Ryan,  dated 
Nov.  4,  1895,  waa  finished  on  November  2,  at  a  cost  of  143,- 
055.26.  Tliis  work  consisted  of  the  grading  of  the  grounds 
north  of  Commercial  street,  the  building  of  catch-basins  and 
drains,  the  building  of  a  waU  on  the  line  of  Commercial  street, 
and  the  building  of  all  sea  walls  for  the  approaches  to  the 
proposed  promenade  piers,  with  the  exception  of  the  wall  on  the 
westerly  dock,  which  was  omitted  on  account  of  the  insufficiency 
of  the  appropriation  at  the  time. 

On  January  18  of  this  year,  a  contract  was  made  with  William 
L.  Miller  for  bmlding  the  wall  on  the  westerly  dock.  This  work 
has  been  begun. 

Plana  and  specifications  have  been  prepared  for  building  the 
promenade  and  bath-house  piers. 

On  September  16  a  contract  was  made  with  Perkins  &  White 
for  doing  aU  the  work,  except  planting,  required  to  complete  the 
section  of  this  park  between  Charter  and  Coounercial  streets. 
This  work  is  to  be  finished  on  or  before  June  1  of  this  year. 

Wood  Islakd  Pask. 

Fourteen  electric  arc  lamps  have  been  set  up  on  the  gymnasium 
ground,  and  6  on  the  large  field.  Three  thousand  four  hundred 
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and  flfly-Beven  linear  feet  of  nndergroand  oondnit,  canTtng  5,801)> 
linear  feet  of  cable  to  these  lamps,  have  been  bnilt.  The  work 
was  done  by  the  Boston  Electrio  Light  Company. 

A  portion  of  the  large  field  was  covered  with  loam  to  provide 
for  two  baseball  diamonds. 

Agricultural  tile  drains  have  been  laid  in  a  portion  of  the  gym- 
nasium ground  for  the  better  draining  of  the  same. 

Chaslbsiowh  Hbiobts. 
The  only  work  of  constmction  done  here  during  the  year  waa 
the  building  of  a  retaining  wall  on  the  line  of  St.  Martin  street, 
which  waa  done  under  a  contract  with  HcHale  &  Heisler,  dated 
Sept.  8,  1896.  The  work  was  completed  Uite  hi  the  season  at  a 
cost  of  $4,640.  Some  grading  remains  to  be  done  back  of  this 
wall,  and  iron  railings  are  required  on  a  part  of  it,  and  on  the 
walls  on  either  side  of  the  shelter  building ;  this  will  complete 
the  construction  of  that  portion  of  this  park  south  of  Medf ord 
street. 

Charlestown  Playorotind. 
The  work  of  filling  has  pone  on  an  heretofore  at  no  expense  to 
the  department,  except  for  the  levelling  of  the  materinl.    Alinut  9 
acres  out  of  a  total  of  14  acres  have  been  filled  nearly  to  grade. 

Cha&lesbank. 

The  face  of  the  sea  wall  was  repointed  early  in  the  spring,  and 
the  usual  repairs  made  in  the  gymnasium. 

Flatokovhds* 

Surveys  have  been  made  of  land  for  Flaygrmmds  on  Keponset 
avenue,  Dorchester ;  on  Bellevne  and  La  Grange  streets.  West  Sox- 
bury,  and  of  the  city's  lot  on  First,  M  and  Second  steeets.  South 
Boston. 

The  appended  table  shows  the  principal  items  of  work  oom-  ; 
pleted  to  date.

An  Act  relative  to  parks. 

Section  1.  Whoever  violates  any  rule  or  regulation  for  the 
government  or  use  of  any  public  re8er>'ation,  parkway  or  boule- 
vard, made  under  authority  of  law  by  any  board  or  officer  in 
charge  thereof,  shall  for  each  offence  be  punished  by  a  fine  not 
exceeding  twenty  dollars,  on  complaint  before  any  court  of  com- 
petent jurisdiction. 

Sect.  2.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  herewith  are 
hereby  repealed.

An  Act  bslativb  to  sxcAVAnoiis,  FtLLixoa  and  ooNsnttronoNS
